Dean  Piper  provided  an  overview  to  the  Middle  States  periodic  evaluation  process  and  he  explained  that  the  current 
task  is  to  produce  a  5  year  summary  responding  to  comments  outlined  in  the  report  written  by  the  Middle  States 
Evaluation  Team  after  their  April  21  through  24,  1991  visit. 

The  functions  of  each  individual  who  was  invited  to  serve  on  this  committee  were  reviewed.  We  were  informed 
that  Trustee  involvement  was  encouraged  and  that  the  student  government  would  be  asked  to  recommend  two 
students  to  serve  on  this  committee.  Fred  Wild  suggested  that  the  area  of  Faculty  Teaching  (mentor  program, 
teaching  effectiveness,  &  teaching  workshops)  be  included  in  the  report  we  develop.  His  suggestion  received 
support  from  several  other  members  and  Dean  Piper  agreed  that  this  area  deserved  inclusion. 

Two  areas  of  concern  were  presented  for  general  consideration.  The  first  was  the  issue  of  OUTCOME 
ASSESSMENT.  Dean  Piper  informed  the  group  that  we  perhaps  could  do  a  better  job  as  an  institution  in  this  area 
and  that  the  Middle  States  report  notes  that  there  is  some  confusion  of  who  should  keep  records  for  this  purpose  and 
in  some  cases  information  that  was  kept  wasn't  used  effectively.  The  current  trend  is  to  move  toward  having 
departments  develop  outcome  assessment  tools.  The  second  concern  was  expressed  by  John  Whelan  who 
emphasized  that  we  should  think  about  what  we  want  to  do  before  we  say  it!  The  entire  faculty  should  look  at  the 
document  before  it  is  finalized.  Dean  Piper  indicated  that  the  report  will  have  a  wide  and  thorough  review  before  it 
moves  forward. 

The  report  is  expected  to  deal  with  the  Academic  year  1990-1991  to  present  with  some  projections  to  the  year  2001 
when  the  Middle  States  Team  is  scheduled  to  visit  campus  again.  Each  section  of  the  report  should  be  no  more  than 
10  pages  and  the  final  report  not  more  than  100  pages  with  some  appendices.

As  many  new  users  connect  to  the  campus  network,we  felt  that  re-issuing  instructions  on  how  to  access  the 
Snowden  Library  book  catalog  were  in  order.  Please  remember  that  the  book  catalog  database  includes  only  the 
cataloged  book  holdings  of  Snowden  Library. 

The  functionality  of  the  software  on  the  network  is  similar  to  that  of  the  Intelligent  Catalog  stations  found  in  the 
Snowden  Library  with  a  few  exceptions: 

1 .  The  graphics  capability  is  not  available,  therefore  the  "Locate  on  Map"  function  is  not  available. 

2.  Printing  catalog  records  is  not  currently  available.  Our  vendor  is  working  on  some  modifications  to  the 
software  to  accomodate  our  need  for  the  use  of  shared  printers.  We  will  notify  you  immediately  when 
printing  is  available! 

Even  though  the  keyboard  you  are  using  in  your  office  doesn't  look  like  the  color  coded  and  labelled  ones  in  the 
library,  the  same  functions  are  still  available.  You  will  need  to  rely  on  the  display  of  available  functions  and  the 
keys/key  combinations  that  invoke  them  displayed  in  a  reverse  video  bar  across  the  bottom  of  your  screen. 

To  access  the  library  book  catalog: 

1 .  Double-click  your  mouse  on  the  icon  for  the  Network  Applications  program  group  (folder.) 

2.  Double-click  on  the  triangle  icon  which  represents  the  Snowden  Library  Book  Catalog. 

3.  The  screen  you  see  will  be  similar  to  the  one  you  see  at  the  library  workstations. 
[F3]        Find    to  find  any  word,  words,  or  phrase. 

[F4]        View    to  see  the  library  catalog  arranged  alphabetically.

LYCOMING  COLLEGE  ART  GALLERY 

SCULPTORS  GUILD  EXHIBITION  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

Around  the  Academic  Center  you  will  find  a  number  of  outdoor  sculptures  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  college  by  the 
individual  artist/members  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc,  a  New  York  City  based  international  organization  of  professional 
sculptors.  These  works  will  be  on  exhibition  here  until  the  middle  of  October.  The  Guild  was  founded  in  1937  with 
the  goal  of  bringing  contemporary  sculpture  to  the  attention  of  the  public.  Guild  Members  are  exhibiting  both  large 
outdoor  works  and  indoor  pieces  in  the  college's  Snowden  Library  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  reflects  the  Guilds  commitment  to  artistic  diversity.  The  works  include  Richard  Miller's  large  figurative 
bronze,    Barry  Parker's  forged  bronze  Autumnal  Nocturne  ,  Hans  Van  de  Bovenkamp's  fabricated  stainless  steel 
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of  the  guild's  international  members,  Joao  Duarte  of  Lisbon  Portugal  and  Hitoshi  Kimura  from  Nagano  Japan  are  also 
exhibited  in  the  Gallery. 

Jon  Bogle's  Descending  Angel  wood  and  painted  terra  cotta  is  also  in  the  gallery.  Bogle  who  organized  the  exhibition 
is  a  Professor  of  Sculpture  at  Lycoming  College  and  a  member  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc.  Exhibiting  with  the  Guild 
in  this  show  is  another  Lycoming  College  art  professor,  Roger  Shipley,  and  four  other  sculptors  who  staff  the  Lycoming 
College  and  Johnson  Atelier  Joint  BFA  program  in  Mercerville  NJ. 

Care  and  Feeding  of  Outdoor  Sculpture. 

Sculptors  who  make  outdoor  works  expect,  and  usually  want,  some  interaction  with  the  piece.  It  is  fine  to  walk  up  to 
the  works  and  touch  them.  Some  of  these  pieces  are,  however,  fairly  fragile  and  can  be  damaged  if  handled  roughly. 
Others  would  be  much  more  resistant  to  large  physical  damage  but  the  surface  treatment  on  all  the  works  is  somewhat 
fragile.  Sculptors  work  very  long  and  hard  to  get  just  the  right  surface  treatment  to  fit  the  piece.  These  works,  valued 
at  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  each,  are  here  on  campus  at  no  cost  to  the  college  through  the  courtesy  of  the  individual 
artist. 

Encountering  a  piece  of  sculpture  for  the  first  time  is  like  meeting  a  new  person.  You  will  not  know  all  there  is  to  know 
right  away  and  your  opinion  can  and  usually  does  change.  Hopefully,  over  the  next  couple  of  months  some  of  these 
works  will  become  friends.

from  The   Key  Reporter;     "The  Case  for  Federal  Funding  of  The 
Humanities  and  the  Arts"   Volume  60   Number  2;  Winter  1994  - 
1995.  By  Stanley  N.  Katz 


There  was  virtually  no  federal  fund- 
Jig  for  die  humanities  until  1965, 
svhen  the  Endowments  for  the  Human- 
ties  (NEH)  and  the  Arts  (NEA)  were 
founded.  The  push  for  the  enacting 
egislation,  led  by  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the 
American  Council  of  Learned  Societies 
'ACLS),  and  the  Council  of  Graduate 
Schools  (CGS),  was  stimulated  by 
the  example  of  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  created  just  after  World 
War  n,  and  by  the  realization  of  just 
how  much  American  scholars  could 
accomplish  if  their  efforts  could  be 
financed  in  part  by  the  resources  of 
the  national  government. 

Vannevar  Bush,  one  of  the  man- 
agers of  the  Manhattan  Project  (the 
primary  20th-century  model  for  gov- 
ernment sponsorship  and  develop- 
ment), proposed  a  national  science 
foundation  in  his  brilliant  book  Sci- 
ence, the  Endless  Frontier.  The  sub- 
sequent report  by  <£BK,  ACLS,  and 
CGS  on  the  need  for  a  national  hu- 
manities foundation— summarized  in 
the  opening  paragraphs  of  the  1965 
legislation— was  modeled  on  Bush's 
essay,  with  Bush's  arguments  for  the 
role  of  science  in  economic  develop- 
ment and  the  enhancement  of  Amer- 
ican political  and  military  power  in 
the  postwar  world  being  replaced  by 
arguments  for  the  role  of  the  human- 
ities in  the  development  of  a  demo- 
cratic society. 

These  rationales  (applied  without 
I  distinction  to  the  arts  and  humanities) 
[have  remained  the  core  of  the  case  for 
[federal  funding  of  the  humanities  and 
[for  the  continued  existence  of  the 
I  Endowments.  And  they  have  taken 
Ion  new  importance  in  an  era  in 
I  which  the  arts  and  the  humanities  are 
['no  longer  the  concern  only  of  our 
k  universities  and  large  museums  but  of 
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the  general  society.  Given  the  con- 
cerns of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  the 
ACLS,  however,  I  want  to  stress  the 
precarious  situation  of  federal  fund- 
ing for  the  humanities,  while  ac- 
knowledging my  parallel  commit- 
ment to  NEA. 

The  fundamental  reason  for  our 
financial  dependence  on  NEH  for  all 
aspects  of  funding  (research,  educa- 
tion, the  public  humanities)  is  that 
there  are  few  alternative  national 
sources  of  support.  For  a  while  after 
World  War  II,  the  large  foundations 
(especially  Ford  and  Rockefeller) 
supported  humanities  activity  on  a 
substantial  scale,  but  their  funding 
has  dwindled  dramatically,  and  their 
support  is  now  largely  restricted  to 
the  few  areas  that  correspond  to  their 
social  action  agendas  of  the  moment. 

At  this  time,  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon 
Foundation  is  the  only  large  founda- 
tion with  a  true  grant-making  pro- 
gram in  the  humanities.  Several  years 
ago  its  president,  William  G.  Bowen, 
testified  in  Congress  that  NEH  was 
providing  more  than  twice  the  an- 
nual funding  available  to  the  human- 
ities and  social  sciences  by  the  30 
largest  private  foundations. 

It  is  true  of  course  that  our  colleges 
and  universities  provide  resources 
for  humanities  research  and  related 
activity,  but  these  resources  are  in- 
sufficient to  sustain  the  humanities 
within  institutions  of  higher  educa- 
tion, especially  in  the  face  of  budget 
contraction,  workload  increases,  and 
institutional  downsizing.  Further- 
more, these  resources  are  of  no  as- 
sistance to  independent  scholars,  in- 
dependent research  projects,  and 
other  cultural  activities  not  financed 
by  an  endowed  parent  institution.  In 
addition,  university-based  humanities 
resources  are  biased  in  favor  of  a 
relatively  small  number  of  educa- 
tional institutions,  unevenly  distrib- 
uted across  the  country. 
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If  the  new  Congress  should  refuse 
to  reauthorize  NEH  this  spring,  the 
level  and  quality  of  humanistic  activ- 
ity in  this  country  would  suffer  irrep- 
arable harm.  Even  the  cuts  threat- 
ened in  the  "Contract  with  America" 
would  inflict  grievous  injury.  There  is 
not,  and  will  not  be,  enough  private 

funding  (individual  or  foundation, 
much  less  corporate)  to  "take  up  the 
slack,"  just  as  there  was  not  nearly 
enough  private  philanthropy  to  re- 
place the  large  cuts  in  the  social 
budget  in  the  early  1980s. 

Deeper  cuts  in  the  current  social 
budget  would  further  limit  the  avail- 
ability of  existing  private  resources 
for  the  humanities  because  philan- 
thropy would  divert  its  resources 
from  long-term  and  "soft"  activities, 
such  as  humanities  research,  to  the 
mitigation  of  more  immediate  social 
catastrophes. 

The  mantra  of  philanthropic  fund- 
ing, both  public  and  private,  is  "ef- 
fectiveness," denned  as  the  measur- 
able effectuation  of  specific  short- 
term  change.  This  is  a  test  that 
individual  humanists  and  humanities 
institutions  have  a  hard  time  meeting 
unless  we  can  demonstrate  what 
George  Santayana  once  called  "the 
utility  of  useless  knowledge." 

Our  "utility,"  if  one  believes  in  the 
historic  justifications  for  the  study  of 
humanities,  is  quite  general  and  long 
term.  In  the  end  we  depend  on 
society's  recognition  that  a  success- 
fully functioning  democracy,  espe- 
cially in  a  society  as  diverse  as  ours, 
requires  the  recognition  and  cultiva- 
tion of  our  common  humanity.  If  we 
believe  this,  we  must  make  just  such 
a  bold  and  broad  case  for  the  worth — 
and  funding —  of  the  humanities.    ■

If  the  sentiment  is  positive,  the  Committee  will 
forward  the  proposal  to  President  Douthat  for  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


SICK  LEAVE  POLICY  PROPOSAL  FOR  FACULTY 


In  this  past  spring,  the  Ad  Council  talked  about  a  sick  leave  policy  for  faculty.  The  consensus  seemed  to  be  that  the 
College  should  adopt  a  policy  for  faculty  similar  to  the  one  it  has  for  all  other  employees.  The  main  reason  for  this 
is  to  help  create  a  bridge  between  the  onset  of  what  becomes  a  long  term  illness  and  the  initiation  of  disability  leave 
six  months  later.  Our  current  policy  has  been  ad  hoc.  Most  of  the  time  the  long  term  cases  have  been  long  term 
employees.  What  happens  if  a  short-term  employee  develops  a  long-term  illness?  This  is  the  proposal. 

If  the  College  makes  the  proposed  change,  The  Faculty  Handbook,  ( 1 994-95  edition)  2. 1  H,  should  be  changed  to 
read: 

Each  full-time  member  of  the  faculty  shall  accumulate  sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  10  days  per  1 2-month  year  of 
service  up  to  a  maximum  of  1 30  days  or  6  months  (thirteen  years  of  service).  The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to 
provide  a  bridge  between  the  onset  of  a  disabling  illness  and  the  beginning  of  the  long  term  disability  program, 
which  begins  six  months  after  disability  begins  and  to  cover  illnesses  of  less  than  six  months  during  which  the 
faculty  member  cannot  perform  his  or  her  duties.  Faculty  should  continue  the  practice  of  covering  classes 
periodically  missed  by  sickness  either  with  special  assignments  or  with  the  help  of  colleagues. 

Faculty  may  participate  in  the  sick  day  transfer  program  if  they  have  accumulated  at  least  90  sick  days,  the 
number  of  sick  days  transferred  cannot  exceed  10%  of  the  donor's  accumulated  sick  days. 

•  To  be  eligible  to  receive  transferred  sick  days,  a  faculty  member  must  have  exhausted  all  of  his/her  own 
sick  days  and  must  require  a  continued  absence  from  work  due  to  illness  or  injury  as  documented  by  a 
physician. 

•  To  transfer  sick  days,  a  faculty  member  can  complete  a  sick  day  transfer  form  available  from  the  Personnel 
Office.  The  Personnel  Office  will  verify  the  eligibility  of  both  the  giver  and  receiver.  If  the  transfer  is 
approved,  the  Personnel  Office  will  transfer  the  approved  sick  days  to  each  donor  in  order  of  date 
received. 

•  The  Personnel  Office  will  not  reveal  information  about  any  staff  or  faculty  member's  illness. 

•  Sick  days  may  be  transferred  up  to  the  time  the  recipient  has  experienced  a  continuous  absence  of  6 
months  since  the  College's  Long  Term  Disability  Program  begins  after  a  continuous  absence  of  6  months. 

•  The  Personnel  Office  will  inform  the  receiver  about  the  number  of  sick  days  available  for  transfer.  The 
names  of  the  donors  will  be  provided  only  if  approved  by  each  donor. 

If  adopted  this  plan  will  take  effect  the  semester  following  its  formal  adoption.  At  that  point  faculty  will  be  credited 
with  sick  days  at  the  rate  often  per  year  (five  per  semester  for  those  who  began  at  mid  year)  for  the  years  employed 
up  to  130  sick  days.  Faculty  will  lose  the  5  days/year  to  a  maximum  of  25  they  have  already  accumulated.

As  many  new  users  connect  to  the  campus  network,we  felt  that 
re-issuing  instructions  on  how  to  access  the  Snowden  Library  book 
catalog  were  in  order.  Please  remember  that  the  book  catalog  database 
includes  only  the  cataloged  book  holdings  of  Snowden  Library. 

The  functionality  of  the  software  on  the  network  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
Intelligent  Catalog  stations  found  in  the  Snowden  Library  with  a  few 
exceptions: 

1 .  The  graphics  capability  is  not  available,  therefore  the 
"Locate  on  Map"  function  is  not  available. 

2.  Printing  catalog  records  is  not  currently  available.  Our 
vendor  is  working  on  some  modifications  to  the  software  to  accomodate 
our  need  for  the  use  of  shared  printers.  We  will  notify  you 
immediately  when  printing  is  available! 

Even  though  the  keyboard  you  are  using  in  your  office  doesn't  look  like 
the  color  coded  and  labelled  ones  in  the  library,  the  same  functions  are 
still  available.  You  will  need  to  rely  on  the  display  of  available  functions 
and  the  keys/key  combinations  that  invoke  them  displayed  in  a  reverse 
video  bar  across  the  bottom  of  your  screen. 

To  access  the  library  book  catalog: 
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1 .  Double-click  your  mouse  on  the  icon  for  the  Network 
Applications  program  group  (folder.) 

2.  Double-click  on  the  triangle  icon  which  represents  the 
Snowden  Library  Book  Catalog. 

3.  The  screen  you  see  will  be  similar  to  the  one  you  see  at 
the  library  workstations.

SCULPTORS  GUILD  EXHIBITION  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

Around  the  Academic  Center  you  will  find  a  number  of  outdoor  sculptures  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  college  by  the 
individual  artist/members  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc,  a  New  York  City  based  international  organization  of  professional 
sculptors.  These  works  will  be  on  exhibition  here  until  the  middle  of  October.  The  Guild  was  founded  in  1937  with 
the  goal  of  bringing  contemporary  sculpture  to  the  attention  of  the  public.  Guild  Members  are  exhibiting  both  large 
outdoor  works  and  indoor  pieces  in  the  college's  Snowden  Library  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  reflects  the  Guilds  commitment  to  artistic  diversity.  The  works  include  Richard  Miller's  large  figurative 
bronze,  Barry  Parker's  forged  bronze  Autumnal  Nocturne  ,  Hans  Van  de  Bovenkamp's  fabricated  stainless  steel 
Pendulum  Rocker,  and  Phyllis  Mark's  large  wind  driven  kinetic  sculpture  Pyramid  Butterfly.  Phyllis's  work  was 
originally  created  for  an  exhibition  at  Fordam  University's  Lincoln  Center  Campus  in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross's  Mother 
Bird,  a  six  foot  high  work  in  polish  bronze,  is  being  exhibited  courtesy  of  the  Chaim  Gross  Studio  Museum  in  New 
York.  Chaim  Gross,  now  deceased,  is  in  the  collections  of  Meu  opolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Whitney  Museum  of  Art, 
and  Museum  of  Modem  Art  in  New  York.

In  the  gallery  can  be  found  Alison  Helm's  Trinity  Chalice  incorporating  wood  and  gold  leaf  with  neon  and  Steven 
Keltner's  "Transformation"  a  large  steel  wall  sculpture  which  Keltner  designed,  in  part,  on  a  computer.  Works  by  two 
of  the  guild's  international  members,  Joao  Duarte  of  Lisbon  Portugal  and  Hitoshi  Kimura  from  Nagano  Japan  are  also 
exhibited  in  the  Gallery. 

Jon  Bogle's  Descending  Angel  wood  and  painted  terra  cotta  is  also  in  the  gallery.  Bogle  who  organized  the  exhibition 
is  a  Professor  of  Sculpture  at  Lycoming  College  and  a  member  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc.  Exhibiting  with  the  Guild 
in  this  show  is  another  Lycoming  College  art  professor,  Roger  Shipley,  and  four  other  sculptors  who  staff  the  Lycoming 
College  and  Johnson  Atelier  Joint  BFA  program  in  Mercerville  NJ. 

Care  and  Feeding  of  Outdoor  Sculpture. 

Sculptors  who  make  outdoor  works  expect,  and  usually  want,  some  interaction  with  the  piece.  It  is  fine  to  walk  up  to 
the  works  and  touch  them.  Some  of  these  pieces  are,  however,  fairly  fragile  and  can  be  damaged  if  handled  roughly. 
Others  would  be  much  more  resistant  to  large  physical  damage  but  the  surface  treatment  on  all  the  works  is  somewhat 
fragile.  Sculptors  work  very  long  and  hard  to  get  just  the  right  surface  treatment  to  fit  the  piece.  These  works,  valued 
at  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  each,  are  here  on  campus  at  no  cost  to  the  college  through  the  courtesy  of  the  individual 
artist. 

Encountering  a  piece  of  sculpture  for  the  first  time  is  like  meeting  a  new  person.  You  will  not  know  all  there  is  to  know 
right  away  and  your  opinion  can  and  usually  does  change.  Hopefully,  over  the  next  couple  of  months  some  of  these 
works  will  become  friends.

SCULPTORS  GUILD  EXHIBITION  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

Around  the  Academic  Center  you  will  find  a  number  of  outdoor  sculptures  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  college  by  the 
individual  artist/members  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc,  a  New  York  City  based  international  organization  of  professional 
sculptors.  These  works  will  be  on  exhibition  here  until  the  middle  of  October.  The  Guild  was  founded  in  1937  with 
the  goal  of  bringing  contemporary  sculpture  to  the  attention  of  the  public.  Guild  Members  are  exhibiting  both  large 
outdoor  works  and  indoor  pieces  in  the  college's  Snowden  Library  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  reflects  the  Guilds  commitment  to  artistic  diversity.  The  works  include  Richard  Miller's  large  figurative 
bronze,  Barry  Parker's  forged  bronze  Autumnal  Nocturne  ,  Hans  Van  de  Bovenkamp's  fabricated  stainless  steel 
Pendulum  Rocker,  and  Phyllis  Mark's  large  wind  driven  kinetic  sculpture  Pyramid  Butterfly.  Phyllis's  work  was 
originally  created  for  an  exhibition  at  Fordam  University's  Lincoln  Center  Campus  in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross's 
Mother  Bird,  a  six  foot  high  work  in  polish  bronze,  is  being  exhibited  courtesy  of  the  Chaim  Gross  Studio  Museum  in 
New  York.  Chaim  Gross,  now  deceased,  is  in  the  collections  of  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Whitney  Museum  of 
Art,  and  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York.

Lycoming  College  is  participating  in  a  videoconferencing  program  with  CAPE,  a  consortium  of  Pennsylvania 
colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Lehigh  and  Lafayette. 

Over  the  next  month,  changes  will  be  made  in  room  B202  in  preparation  for  installation  of  videoconferencing 
equipment.  Tabletops  will  be  replaced,  carpet  installed,  walls  painted,  and  an  equipment  closet  built.  This  should 
all  be  completed  by  mid-October. 

Once  the  room  is  ready,  Pierce-Phelps  will  come  up  to  install  the  equipment  in  the  room.  By  November  1,  the  room 
should  be  ready  to  go.  Pierce-Phelps  will  offer  training  on  strategies  for  teaching  in  a  video-conferencing 
environment.  This  will  be  open  to  all  interested  faculty.  There  will  also  be  informal  seminars  for  video  exchange 
with  other  CAPE  schools.

In  1994,  Hans  Christian  Andersen's  The  Little  Mermaid  was  challenged,  as  were  The  Drawings 
of  Renoir,  James  Baldwin's  Go  Tell  It  on  the  Mountain,  and  Maya  Angelou's  I  Know  Why  the  Caged  Bird  Sings. 
Selections  from  works  which  have  been  found  objectionable  will  be  read  by  Lycoming  College  students  on 
Thursday,  September  28,  at  3:00  p.m.,  in  Pennington  Lounge.  You  are  invited  to  stop  by  and  listen  to  the  readings;

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MINUTES  OF  THE  RETENTION  COMMITTEE  FOR  SEPTEMBER  5, 1995

Retention  Definition:  Retention  rate  is  defined  by  graduation  rate  over  5  years.  As  we  calculate  this  number, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  including  students  who  do  not  receive  a  Lycoming  degree  but  who  were  helped  to 
reach  their  goals  through  attending  Lycoming  College.  This  would  include  cooperative  programs  or  transferring  to 
a  more  prestigious  school.  We  do  add  readmits  back  to  their  cohort;  the  base  number  is  the  number  of  first  time 
freshman  at  the  end  of  the  drop/add  period  of  the  fall  semester. 

Lycoming's  retention  rate  for  5  years  is  thought  to  be  57%  within  a  range  of  54%  to  64%.  Nursing,  criminal  justice 
and  art  seem  to  have  higher  graduation  rates  which  may  be  attributed  to  the  "connectedness"  the  students  have  to  the 
faculty  and  the  career.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  departments  have  set  their  enrollment  goals  and  achieve  at 
least  indirectly  a  sense  of  connectedness  with  students.  The  key  seems  to  be  doing  it  as  early  as  possible  to  reach 
and  retain  freshmen  and  sophomores. 

We  need  to  determine  an  attainable  retention  goal  through  analyzing  why  students  leave  between  their  freshman  and 
sophomore  years  and  the  sophomore  to  junior  year.  Bob  Maples  indicated  that  23%  leave  after  their  freshman  year 
with  the  following  factors  contributing;  students  in  the  lower  two-fifths  of  their  high  school  class,  students  who  are 
first  in  their  family  to  attend  college,  athletics,  finances,  illness,  personal  situations. 

As  the  agenda  was  reviewed,  the  following  was  agreed  to:  attachments  to  minutes  (freshman  summary  report,  Bob 
Maples'  1995  report,  other  college  rates  and  Dr.  Hogan's  survey  summary).  Other  assignments  included  a  review  of 
declaration  or  intention  of  major  in  the  computer  system  for  the  Class  of  1999,  adding  Jerry  Falco  and  Denise 
Davidson  and  a  student  representative  to  the  committee  along  with  Ed  Gabriel  as  Chair  of  the  Faculty  or  a  member 
of  the  Faculty  Council.

MINUTES  OF  RETENTION  COMMITTEE  OF  SEPTEMBER  12, 1995 

Present:  John  Piper,  Ben  Hogan,  Mary  Wolf,  Jim  Spencer,  Erin  Cahill,  Janet  Hurlbert,  Bob  Maples,  Dan  Hartsock, 
Peg-Gray  Vickrey,  Denise  Davidson. 

The  minutes  of  September  5  were  amended  to  indicate  that  we  agreed  to  develop  a  list  of  strategies/programs  that 
are  in  place  which  may  lead  to  further  action.  Committee  members  will  submit  their  reports  to  Mary  Wolf.  Jim 
Spencer  recommended  we  avoid  anecdotal  information  and  also  commented  that  we  are  good  at  strategizing,  but 
we  must  measure  our  effectiveness. 

The  Freshman  Survey  prepared  by  the  Registrar  offers  a  historical  perspective;  it  melds  the  academic  and  discipline 
suspensions.    Study  Abroad  is  marked  as  "  away  ".  Voluntary  withdrawal  has  increased  more  than  academic 
dismissals.  Denise  Davidson  added  that  information  on  freshman  residents  who  did  not  return  has  a  longer  list  of 
reasons.  John  Piper  commented  that  students  on  probation  who  didn't  return  were  probably  discouraged.    Bob 
Maples  restated  that  pgpa  is  the  best  predictor  of  retention. 

Ben  Hogan  inquired  as  to  the  latitude  we  have  for  interpreting  the  Student  Right  To  Know  Act.  We  follow  the 
"letter  of  the  law"  for  reporting  crime  statistics  and  it  is  surmised  that  other  schools  are  somewhat  loose  in  their 
interpretation  of  crime  statistics  and  returning  student  numbers.  Rebecca  will  talk  to  her  colleagues  at  AACROA 
and  will  explain  the  formula  Jeanne  Wagner  used  for  the  5  year  rate. 

In  the  area  of  advising,  the  Albion  model  revolves  around  increased  contact  with  freshmen  during  their  first  year. 
The  advisors  are  trained  in  counseling  areas  such  as  homesickness,  relationships,  etc.    John  Piper  suggested  we 
print  a  list  of  freshmen  by  intended  majors;  he  will  add  a  transmittal  letter  to  encourage  departments  to  extend 
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themselves  to  the  students.  Dan  Hartsock  reminded  the  committee  that  if  more  is  expected  of  advisors,  then  it  has  to 
be  part  of  promotion  and  tenure. 

The  institutional  enrollment  goal  is  1500.  Since  it  costs  $1,500  to  recruit  a  student,  retention  is  key  to  keeping 
tuition  costs  down.  Retention  is  everyone's  responsibility  and  to  that  end  all  departments  need  to  be  made  aware  of 
it  and  more  sensitive  to  their  student  and  family  contacts.  A  few  of  the  faculty  committees  were  mentioned  as 
possible  vehicles  for  "spreading  the  word." 

The  meeting  concluded  with  assignments  as  follows:  Dan  and  Rebecca  to  generate  and  review  a  list  of  freshmen, 
their  intended  majors  and  advisors;  committee  members  to  submit  what  their  areas  do  to  "connect"  with  freshmen, 
and  other  relevant  retention  data  to  be  submitted  for  general  review  at  the  next  meeting.

SCULPTORS  GUILD  EXHIBITION  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

Around  the  Academic  Center  you  will  find  a  number  of  outdoor  sculptures  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  college  by  the 
individual  artist/members  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc,  a  New  York  City  based  international  organization  of  professional 
sculptors.  These  works  will  be  on  exhibition  here  until  the  middle  of  October.  The  Guild  was  founded  in  1937  with 
the  goal  of  bringing  contemporary  sculpture  to  the  attention  of  the  public.  Guild  Members  are  exhibiting  both  large 
outdoor  works  and  indoor  pieces  in  the  college's  Snowden  Library  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  reflects  the  Guilds  commitment  to  artistic  diversity.  The  works  include  Richard  Miller's  large  figurative 
bronze,  Barry  Parker's  forged  bronze  Autumnal  Nocturne  ,  Hans  Van  de  Bovenkamp's  fabricated  stainless  steel 
Pendulum  Rocker,  and  Phyllis  Mark's  large  wind  driven  kinetic  sculpture  Pyramid  Butterfly.  Phyllis's  work  was 
originally  created  for  an  exhibition  at  Fordam  University's  Lincoln  Center  Campus  in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross's 
Mother  Bird,  a  six  foot  high  work  in  polish  bronze,  is  being  exhibited  courtesy  of  the  Chaim  Gross  Studio  Museum  in 
New  York.

Brunswick,  Me. -(I .P.)-Bowdoin  forum  concerns  itself  as  to  what  kind  of 

administrative  priority  is  put  on  the  student- 
faculty  ratio. 

Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  Charles  Beitz  began  his  remarks  with  a  defense  of  the 
College's  ranking  among  18  small  liberal  arts  colleges  to  which  Bowdoin  compares 
itself. 

He  pointed  out  that  many  other  colleges'  student-faculty  ratios  are  skewed  due 
to  the  internal  gaging  because  there  is  no  standardized  way  to  calculate  the  ratio. 
He  added  that  it  is  important  "to  keep  the  numbers  in  perspective." 

"We  count  the  number  of  faculty  members  actually  teaching  classes, 
and  the  actual  number  of  students  enrolled  at  Bowdoin,"  Beitz  ex- 
plained. 

Using  these  statistics,  the  student-faculty  ratio  at  Bowdoin  is  11.6  or  11.7 
to  1.  When  it  comes  to  the  introductory  courses,  those  courses  that  have  enroll- 
ments up  to  200  students,  Beitz  believes  a  trade-off  must  be  made. 

Although  Beitz  agrees  that  classes  such  as  Biology  104  and  Organic  Chemistry 
are  "bigger  than  any  classes  at  Bowdoin  ought  to  be,"  he  stressed  that  "the  aver- 
age class  size  is  plus  or  minus  20  students,  and  the  enrollment  in  many  classes 
is  at  7  or  8. 

"We  pay  (in  the  introductory  level  classes)  to  have  smaller  classes  (at  the 
more  advanced  levels)." 

Beitz  also  explained  that  the  number  of  faculty  members  in  separate  depart- 
ments has  a  profound  effect  on  class  size.  "We  are  playing  a  lagging  game.  We 
often  don't  see  the  evidence  of  increases  in  certain  areas.  Even  with  a  low 
student-faculty  ratio,  you  can  still  have  a  class  size  problem  if  there  is  a 
mismatch  of  students  and  faculty." 

In  response  to  the  5%  increase  in  faculty,  which  does  not  parallel  the  10% 
student  body  expansion,  Beitz  explained  that  the  current  budget  allows  for  a 
minimum  of  seven  tenure  track  positions. 

"The  ratio  would  go  up  by  .4,  and  the  average  class  size  would  increase  by 
less  than  one  student.  This  increase  is  not  going  to  turn  Bowdoin  into  Berkeley," 
he  said.

Should  now  read: 

The  college,  through  its  system  of  sabbatical  leaves,  has  long  recognized  the  value  inherent  in 
substantial  financial  contributions  to  faculty  in  support  of  continuing  study  and  completion  of 
advanced  degree  programs.  Because  of  the  length  of  service  limitation  implicit  in  the  sabbatical 
leave  program,  some  faculty  ready  for  completion  of  degree  programs  cannot  be  privileged 
recipients  of  sabbatical  leaves.  Completion  of  such  degrees  at  an  early  date  is  of  great  advantage 
both  to  the  college  as  it  strengthens  its  faculty  generally,  and  to  the  individual  faculty  member.  It 
is  to  this  situation,  not  covered  by  the  existing  sabbatical  leave  policy,  that  this  program  of 
Doctoral  Completion  Grants  is  directed. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  signed  note,  a  grant  without  interest  may  be  made  available  from  instruction 
budget  funds  to  certain  faculty  who  are  ineligible  for  a  normal  sabbatical  leave,  with  the 
understanding  that  faculty  member  will  spend  a  semester  or  a  year  away  from  the  college  campus. 
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Upon  completion  of  the  first  full  year  of  teaching  after  his  return  to  the  campus,  the  faculty 
member  shall  have  the  face  value  of  the  note  reduced  by  one-fourth,  and  thereafter  by 
additional  fourths  for  each  full  year  (eight  months)  of  teaching  at  Lycoming  College. 

The  amount  of  the  grant  shall  be  determined  by  a  careful  study  of  the  individual's  needs.  In  no 
case  shall  it  exceed  one-half  the  annual  salary  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  college  prior  to  acceptance 
of  the  grant. 

The  terms  a  faculty  member  has  spent  on  a  Doctoral  Completion  Grant  are  not  to  be  counted  as 
part  of  the  probationary  period  prior  to  the  granting  of  tenure.  This  leave  is  to  be  considered  the 
equivalent  of  a  sabbatical. 

A.  Eligibility  for  such  a  Doctoral  Completion  Grant  depends  upon  the  following  conditions: 

1 .  The  recipient  must  be  a  candidate  for  a  doctor's  degree  at  an  accredited  college 
or  university. 

2.  The  dissertation  must  be  well  enough  defined  that,  barring  unforeseen  events, 
the  degree  will  be  secured  within  the  college  year  of  leave  or  the  summer 
thereafter. 

3.  The  applicant  must  have  been  a  member  of  the  Lycoming  College  faculty  for  at 
least  two  full  years 

4.  The  applicant  must  be  recommended  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  or  his/her 
department  chairperson  who  must  attest  to  the  fact  that  the  instructional  program 
of  the  college  will  not  be  substantially  impaired  by  the  applicant's  absence  for  a 
semester  or  a  year.  Requests  for  doctoral  completion  grants  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Dean  of  the  College  by  December  1. 

(cut)  The  program  is  administered  by  the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee. 

B.  The  Dean  of  the  College  presents  eligible  applications  to  the  Faculty  Personnel 
Committee  for  initial  action  and  recommendation  through  the  President  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  final  approval. 

RATIONAL:  This  clarifies  the  role  of  the  Personnel  Committee  in  the  Sabbatical  and  PDG  process  and  rearranges 
old  sections  of  the  handbook  for  consistency  and  clarity.

The  membership  suggested  that  an  invitation  be  sent  to  the  faculty  and  staff  for  the  establishment  of  an  ad  hoc 
committee  to  further  investigate  this  matter  and  if  appropriate,  develop  an  institutional  strategy  for  the  advancement 
of  experiential  learning  opportunities.

SCULPTORS  GUILD  EXHIBITION  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

Around  the  Academic  Center  you  will  find  a  number  of  outdoor  sculptures  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  college  by 
the  Around  the  individual  artist/members  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc.,  a  New  York  City  based  international 
organization  of  professional  sculptors.  These  works  will  be  on  exhibition  here  until  the  middle  of  October.  The 
Guild  was  founded  in  1937  with  the  goal  of  bringing  contemporary  sculpture  to  the  attention  of  the  public.  Guild 
members  are  exhibiting  both  large  outdoor  works  and  indoor  pieces  in  the  college's  Snowden  Library  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  reflects  the  Guild's  commitment  to  artistic  diversity.  The  works  include  Richard  Miller's  large 
figurative  bronze,  Barry  Parker's  forged  bronze  Autumnal  Nocturne,  Hans  Van  de  Bovenkamp's  fabricated  stainless 
steel  Pendulem  Rocker,  and  Phyllis  Mark's  large  wind  driven  kinetic  sculpture  Pyramid  Butterfly.  Phyllis'  work  was 
originally  created  for  an  exhibition  at  Fordam  University's  Lincoln  Center  Campus  in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross's 
Mother  Bird,  a  six  foot  high  work  in  polish  bronze,  is  being  exhibited  courtesy  of  the  Chaim  Goss  Studio  Museum 
in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross,  now  deceased,  is  in  the  collections  of  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Whitney  Museum 
of  Art,  and  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York. 

In  the  gallery  can  be  found  Alison  Helm's  Trinity  Chalice  incorporating  wood  and  gold  leaf  with  neon  and  Steven 
Keltner's  "Transforamtion"  a  large  steel  wall  sculpture  which  Keltner  designed,  in  part,  on  a  computer.  Works  by 
two  of  the  Guild's  international  members,  Joao  Duarte  of  Lisbon,  Portugal  and  Hitoshi  Kimura  from  Nagano,  Japan 
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are  also  exhibited  in  the  Gallery. 

Jon  Bogle's  Descending  Angel  wood  and  painted  terra  cotta  is  also  in  the  gallery.  Bogle  who  organized  the 
exhibition  is  a  professor  of  Sculpture  at  Lycoming  College  and  a  member  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc.  Exhibiting 
with  the  Guild  in  this  show  is  another  Lycoming  College  art  professor,  Roger  Shipley,  and  four  other  sculptors  who 
staff  the  Lycoming  College  and  Johnson  Atelier  joint  BFA  Program  in  Mercerville,  NJ.

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to; 

1)  Determine  where  we  currently  stand  in  regards  to  placing  students  in  experiential  learning  opportunities. 

2)  Develop  a  sense  of  where  the  college  is  heading  or  should  head,  in  regards  to  facilitating  experiential 
learning  opportunities. 

3)  Determine  a  strategy  for  the  systematic  development  and  marketing  of  the  experiential  learning 
opportunities  provided. 

The  current  status  of  experiential  learning  opportunities  and  their  impact  on  students,  the  college,  and  the  business 
community,  were  discussed. 

Data  Collected  indicates  that  approximately  42%  of  juniors  and  seniors  in  1994-95  took  part  in  documented 
experiential  learning  opportunities  (Practica,  Internships,  Clinicals,  Professional  Semesters).  These  numbers  have 
risen  substantially  in  the  past  3  years. 

Discussion  followed  about; 

The  strengths  and  weakness  of  our  delivery  system. 

The  financial  and  personnel  consequences  of  growth  in  this  area. 

The  departmental  fit  with  experiential  learning  opportunities. 

Non-credit  experiential  learning  opportunities. 

The  development  of  an  institutional  philosophy  towards  experiential  learning. 

The  membership  suggested  that  an  invitation  be  sent  to  the  faculty  and  staff  for  the  establishment  of  an  ad  hoc 
committee  to  further  investigate  this  matter  and  if  appropriate,  develop  an  institutional  strategy  for  the  advancement 
of  experiential  learning  opportunities. 

The  groups  decided  to  establish  and  ad  hoc  committee  to  further  discuss  the  notion  of  experiential  learning.  Any 
input  or  comments  from  the  faculty  or  staff  would  be  greatly  appreciated.

SCULPTORS  GUILD  EXHIBITION  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

Around  the  Academic  Center  you  will  find  a  number  of  outdoor  sculptures  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  college  by 
the  Around  the  individual  artist/members  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc.,  a  New  York  City  based  international 
organization  of  professional  sculptors.  These  works  will  be  on  exhibition  here  until  the  October  15th.  The  Guild 
was  founded  in  1937  with  the  goal  of  bringing  contemporary  sculpture  to  the  attention  of  the  public.  Guild 
members  are  exhibiting  both  large  outdoor  works  and  indoor  pieces  in  the  college's  Snowden  Library  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  reflects  the  Guild's  commitment  to  artistic  diversity.  The  works  include  Richard  Miller's  large 
figurative  bronze,  Barry  Parker's  forged  bronze  Autumnal  Nocturne,  Hans  Van  de  Bovenkamp's  fabricated  stainless 
steel  Pendulem  Rocker,  and  Phyllis  Mark's  large  wind  driven  kinetic  sculpture  Pyramid  Butterfly.  Phyllis'  work  was 
originally  created  for  an  exhibition  at  Fordam  University's  Lincoln  Center  Campus  in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross's 
Mother  Bird,  a  six  foot  high  work  in  polish  bronze,  is  being  exhibited  courtesy  of  the  Chaim  Goss  Studio  Museum 
in  New  York.  Chaim  Gross,  now  deceased,  is  in  the  collections  of  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Whitney  Museum 
of  Art,  and  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York. 

In  the  gallery  can  be  found  Alison  Helm's  Trinity  Chalice  incorporating  wood  and  gold  leaf  with  neon  and  Steven 
Keltner's  "Transforamtion"  a  large  steel  wall  sculpture  which  Keltner  designed,  in  part,  on  a  computer.  Works  by 
two  of  the  Guild's  international  members,  Joao  Duarte  of  Lisbon,  Portugal  and  Hitoshi  Kimura  from  Nagano,  Japan 
are  also  exhibited  in  the  Gallery. 

Jon  Bogle's  Descending  Angel  wood  and  painted  terra  cotta  is  also  in  the  gallery.  Bogle  who  organized  the 
exhibition  is  a  professor  of  Sculpture  at  Lycoming  College  and  a  member  of  the  Sculptors  Guild  Inc.  Exhibiting 
with  the  Guild  in  this  show  is  another  Lycoming  College  art  professor,  Roger  Shipley,  and  four  other  sculptors  who 
staff  the  Lycoming  College  and  Johnson  Atelier  joint  BFA  Program  in  Mercerville,  NJ.

i  the  1950s,  it  was  not  unusual  for  a  department 
ill  or  academic  administrator  outside  of  the  depart- 
|t  —  acting  virtually  alone  —  to  appoint  someone 
der  a  closed  and  preferential  hiring.  In  such  cases, 
\!  applicant's  crucial  deciding  factor  was  having 
i!ugh  acquaintances  and  of  the  right  kind  to  recom- 
i  id  him  or  her  to  colleagues  across  the  country.  In- 
E5on  interviews  were  uncommon. 


Today  the  process  is  much  more  open,  with  vacan- 
cies advertised  widely  and  job  announcements  demon- 
strating more  awareness  of  affirmative  action.  Leading 
candidates  make  test-run  presentations  before  the  de- 
partment faculty,  and  everyone  offers  opinions  to 
search  committee  members.  In  the  end,  all  members 
vote  on  the  ultimate  decision. 

In  the  1950s  a  budgeted  position  was  the  property  of 
the  department.  Today  it  takes  a  good  deal  of  negotiat- 
ing with  deans  and  vice  chancellors  to  determine  if, 
when,  and  under  what  conditions  a  search  can  begin. 

Another  change:  although  almost  unknown  40  years 
ago,  the  issue  of  spousal  employment  can  have  a  tre- 
mendous effect  —  positive  or  negative  —  on  a  new 
hire.  Search  committees  may  have  to  be  concerned 
with  two  positions  rather  than  just  one. 

Though  the  selection  decision  continues  to  rt'y  heav- 
ily on  the  research  interests  and  capabilities  of  the  can- 
didate, public  service  potential  is  "gaining  in 
legitimacy"  and  "teaching  ability  is  in  the  spotkght." 

But  some  things  haven't  changed  much,  Burke  has 
discovered.  In  the  end,  the  academic  department  still 
drives  the  hiring  process,  defining  the  position  to  be 
filled  and  selecting  the  person  to  fill  it.  Despite  fiscal 
and  policy  constraints,  Burke  reports,  "the  department 
is  in  intellectual  control."  And  recruiting  a  new  faculty 
member  is  still  "time-consuming,  painstaking,  and 
often  agonizing."

At  its  October  3rd  meeting,  the  B,  S,  &  B  Committee  was  consulted  regarding  the  proposed  changes  in  the  College's 
HMO  coverage  as  outlined  by  HMO  of  Northeastern  Pennsylvania. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  we  accept  an  alternative  option  that  resulted  in  smaller  premium  increases  for  all 
those  who  pay  a  portion  of  their  HMO  cost.  The  Coverage  is  essentially  the  same  except  that  a  $5.00  copayment  is 
required  for  a  visit  to  a  specialist  and  a  change  from  $15.00  to  $25.00  copayment  will  be  required  for  an  Emergency 
Room  visit. 

HMO  premiums  for  1996  have  already  been  published  by  the  Business  Manager.

Dust  Disappears  from  the  Classroom" 


LBWIfSrHJRG,  Pa.  (AP)  —  The  classroom  where 
Mansfield  University  students  take  Introduction  to 
Human  Services  sometimes  is  their  dorm  room.  The 
language  lab  at  Haverford  College  looks  like  mission 
control  for  a  space  shuttle  launch.  And  professors  at 
Bucknell  University's  College  of  Engineering  have 
spent  more  than  three  years  developing  an  electronic 
classroom  that  may  someday  make  "chalk  and  talk" 
lectures  obsolete. 

At  these  colleges  and  many  others  in  Pennsylvania, 
technology  and  computers  have  permanently  changed 
the  way  classrooms  look,  the  way  students  learn  and 
the  way  teachers  teach. 

"Intro  to  Human  Services  is  unique  because  there's 
constant  interaction  between  the  professor  and  the 
students  even  though  we  don't  see  each  other  face-to- 
face,"  says  Larry  Miller,  the  Mansfield  professor  who 
delivers  most  lectures  in  the  course  via  electronic  mail. 
Tin  not  just  responding  to  two  or  three  outgoing  stu- 
dents who  freely  ask  questions;  I  have  a  personal  con- 
nection to  every  student  in  the  class." 

Miller  says  students,  who  sometimes  roll  out  of  bed 
and  simply  attend  class  by  logging  on  to  their  dorm 
room  computer,  often  report  that  they  have  a  more 
personal  relationship  with  him  than  with  other  facul- 
ty. That  doesn't  surprise  Haverford  College  personal- 
ity psychologist  Doug  Davis,  who  has  been  using  elec- 
tronic networks  as  part  of  his  courses  for  more  than  10 
years.  t 

"That  is  certainly  the  kind  of  thing  people  say  about 
e-mail,"  says  Davis,  who  writes  a  column  on  gender 
differences  and  personality  differences  for  the  Internet 
electronic  magazine  Webster's  Weekly.  *■> 

Davis  says  classes  that  have  an  e-mail  component 
give  professors  better  insight  into  the  abilities  of  all 
their  students,  not  just  the  ones  who  tend  to  speak  up 
in  class. 

"It's  something  every  teacher  has  learned  when 
they've  assigned  a  paper.  Suddenly  they  realize  they 
have  this  brilliant  student  who  they  didn't  know  very 
much  about  because  the  student  was  quiet  in  class. 
With  the  right  use  of  technology  you  find  that  out  very 
quickly. 

"Women  often  really  take  to  e-mail,"  Davis  says. 
"You  have  to  sort  of  enable  that  to  happen." 

Technology  at  Pennsylvania  colleges  and  universi- 
ties is  seeping  into  all  corners  of  the  higher  education 
curriculum,  from  the  sciences  to  the  arts. 

For  instance,  several  colleges  and  universities  have 
turned  computers  into  an  important  language  tool.  At 


Saint  Vincent  College  in  Latrobe,  two  computerized 
laboratory-classrooms  have  energized  students  and 
faculty  by  making  collaboration  between  the  two  easi- 
er. The  networked  "desks"  make  it  possible  for  several 
drafts  of  a  paper  to  be  written,  critiqued  and  improved 
in  the  time  previously  spent  on  a  single  version. 

Susquehanna  University  in  Selinsgrove  has  joined 
George  Washington  University  and  West  Virginia 
Northern  Community  College  to  offer  students  courses 
over  the  Internet.  Students  from  the  three  colleges 
have  studied  freshman  composition  and  a  course  on 
families  across  cultures,  discussing  ideas  via  comput- 
er, 

Leslie  Harris,  project  director  and  English  professor 
at  Susquehanna,  said  that  linking  people  from  differ- 
ent regions  and  socioeconomic  backgrounds  provides  a 
rich  exchange  of  views.  One  of  the  programs  goals,  she 
said,  is  to  create  a  writing  community  so  students  can 
learn  that  writing  can  be  a  fun,  creative  way  of  ex- 
pressing ideas. 

,  At.  Tiyrnming  Gnllpge  in  Williamsport,  French  profes- 
sor Robert  J.B.  Maples  perks  up  his  French  class  by 
downloading  the  menu  from  the  University  of  Paris  on 
the  Internet. 

Haverford  College  provides  one  of  the  most  up-to- 
date  language  facilities  in  the  country.  Faculty  can 
choose  to  communicate  with  individual  students  or 
groups  within  the  class.  They  also  can  transmit  audio 
tapes  (excellent  for  teaching  correct  pronunciation) 
and  video  tapes  to  each  of  the  lab's  25  stations.  Stu- 
dents can  access  spell-check  programs  for  Spanish, 
French,  German  and  Italian,  an  on-line  dictionary  and 
grammar  review  for  Russian,  a  Japanese  language  kit 
and  dedicated  word  processor  and  an  on-line  Japanese 
dictionary.  A  Chinese  kit  will  be  added. 

The  blackboards,  tablets  and  movie  projectors  of  the 
past  are  giving  way  to  computers,  VCRs,  CD-ROMs 
and  multimedia  networks  of  the  future.  The  Penn 
State  system  alone  has  45  technology  classrooms  at 
campuses  throughout  the  state.  The  classrooms  com- 
bine computers,  projectors,  CD-ROMs,  videotape  play: 
ers,  sound  systems,  and  Internet  connections  to  create 
a  high-tech  learning  environment  for  virtually  any 
curriculum. 

Bucknell  engineering  professors  have  spent  three 
years  developing  an  electronic  classroom.  Thomas 
Rich,  dean  of  Bucknell's  College  of  Engineering,  calls 
the  classroom  "a  quantum  leap  beyond  simple  com- 
puter labs  or  multimedia  classrooms." 

"We  will  develop  an  overarching  set  of  principles  for 
engineering  education  that  will  have  practical  applica- 


tion for  many  disciplines,"  Rich  says. 

Bucknell's  electronic  classroom  allows  for  in 
learning  styles,  providing  immediate  feedback 
structor  becomes  more  of  a  coach,  helping  the 
work  through  problems. 

"This  facility  enables  students  to  learn  the 
in  new  and  different  ways,"  Rich  said.

PROPOSED  PROCEDURAL  CHANGE: 

New  students  will  have  the  option  to  select  their  major  during  orientation  on  the  basis  of  their  pre-admission  choice. 

RATIONALE: 

The  Retention  Committee  has  identified  the  lack  of  major  declaration  among  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  as  a  problem 
with  our  current  system.  When  departments  contact  their  majors  early  in  the  Freshman  year  they  begin  to  build  a 
relationship  which  results  in  an  increased  graduation  rate.  In  addition,  the  statistical  reports  on  majors  will  be  more 
accurate  and  reflect  the  Freshmen  and  Sophomore  classes.  A  percentage  of  students  are  truly  undecided  and  will  retain 
that  designation  until  they  make  a  decision  and  fill  out  the  major  declaration  form.  Students  will  always  have  the  option 
to  change  their  major.

L  EXPLANATION  SECTION  ON  PAGE  1.  PARAGRAPH  3: 

Change: 

...A  student  who  transfers  to  the  College  with  advanced  standing  will  be  subject  to  the  requirements  imposed  upon  other 
students  at  the  College  who  have  attained  the  same  academic  level.  Post-baccalaureate  students  will  be  subject  to 
the  requirements  in  effect  at  the  date  of  entrance  to  post-baccalaureate  studies  and  must  complete  both 
distribution  and  major  requirements.  This  does  not  apply  to  non-degree  students  in  certificate-only  programs. 

Rationale: 

There  needs  to  be  a  clarification  of  the  requirements  post-baccalaureate  degree  candidates  must  meet.  Post- 
baccalaureate  students  who  have  completed  a  degree  at  another  institution  and  are  admitted  to  Lycoming  College  as 
degree  candidates  are  expected  to  fulfill  all  of  the  distribution  and  major  requirements  for  the  degree.  The  catalog  used 
would  be  the  one  in  effect  at  the  time  the  student  enters  Lycoming  as  a  post-baccalaureate  candidate. 

For  further  consideration  of  GCAA:  Should  students  who  have  earned  a  B.A.  at  Lycoming  be  permitted  to 
return  and  earn  a  second  B.A.  in  another  major?

TRANSFER  APPLICANTS  SECTION  ON  PAGE  1 1.  PARAGRAPH  2: 


Change: 

Applicants  may  transfer  up  to  64  semester  credits  (of  lower-division  course  work,)  at  the  100  and  200  level 
and  up  to  32  semester  credits  (of  upper-division  course  work)  at  the  300  and  400  level  for  a  total  of  96  credits.  Students 
must  complete  the  final  32  credits  of  the  degree  program  at  Lycoming  College  of  which  4  courses  (1  unit  each)  are 
in  the  major  area.  Challenge  examinations  do  not  fulfill  this  requirement. 

Rationale: 

The  phrases  "lower-division"  and  "upper-division"  course  work  are  not  defined.  This  change  clarifies  the  intention  of 

the  sentence. 

For  both  post-baccalaureate  degree  candidates  and  transfer  students  there  needs  to  be  a  clarification  of  the 
number  of  courses  that  must  be  taken  in  the  major  area  in  order  to  make  a  valid  claim  that  they  have  earned  a  degree 
from  Lycoming  College.  At  least  4  courses  (1  unit  each)  in  the  major  should  be  taken  at  Lycoming. 

For  further  consideration  of  GCAA:  Should  Lycoming-designed  challenge  tests  be  allowed  to  meet  this 
requirement?  Note:  these  tests  are  not  permitted  to  count  toward  the  total  number  of  credits  required  to  earn  honors.

Proposal 

The  following  writing  intensive  course  will  be  added  to  the  political  science  offerings: 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE  400  -  POLITICAL  ANALYSIS 

A  capstone  course  required  for  majors  in  Political  Science  normally  taken  in  their  senior  year.  Students 
will  integrate  their  knowledge  of  political  phenomena  and  deepen  their  methodological  sophistication  by  applying 
several  analytical  approaches  to  a  series  of  case  studies.  This  course  is  open  to  nonmajors  with  sufficient 
background  in  political  science. 

The  sentence  "During  their  last  three  semesters,  students  must  pass  at  least  one  400-level  course"  on  page  143  of  the 
current  catalogue  will  be  replaced  with  the  sentence  "Students  must  pass  Political  Science  400,  Political  Analysis, 
normally  taken  in  their  senior  year". 

Rationale 

This  course  is  in  response  to  Dean  Piper's  call  for  departments  to  consider  some  capstone  experience  for 
their  majors. 

Staffing 

The  course  will  be  taught  as  a  full-unit,  writing  intensive  course  by  Mike  Roskin  every  spring  semester. 
By  offering  Political  Science  340  and  Political  Science  437  (both  taught  by  Roskin)  less  often,  no  new  staffing  will 
be  required. 

[2]  From  the  English  Department: 

Proposal 

Expand  the  list  of  poets  in  the  course  description  of  English  332  (20th-century  Poetry)  from  "Yeats,  Eliot, 
Stevens,  Frost,  Moore,  Lowell,  Bishop,  and  Rich"  to  "Yeats,  Frost,  Stevens,  Williams,  Pound,  Moore,  Eliot, 
Hughes,  Roethke,  Bishop,  Berryman,  Lowell,  Larkin,  Ginsberg,  Sexton,  Rich,  Plath,  Baraka,  Heaney,  and  Dove". 

Rationale 

The  expanded  list  of  poets  more  accurately  effects  the  present  scope  of  the  course. 

Staffing 

There  is  no  effect  on  staffing. 

[3]  From  the  Art  and  Education  Departments: 

Proposal 

In  the  course  description  of  Education  332  (Teaching  Visual  Arts  in  the  Schools)  replace  the  phrase 
"Alternate  Years"  with  "Required  of  Art  Majors  in  K  -  12  certification  program".

Z\  millennium,  race  remains  the  cen- 
A.  JLtral  theme  of  American  history- 
just  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  four  centu- 
ries, as  whites  and  blacks  have  tried  to  live 
together  on  the  American  continent.  Slav- 
ery shaped  the  social,  economic,  and  polit- 
ical institutions  of  our  young  nation.  And 
when  Americans  sought  to  make  a  new 
beginning,  with  emancipation  of  th*;  slaves 
in  1863  and  with  Reconstruction,  the  prom- 
ise of  equal  citizenship  quickly  faded  be- 
fore the  entrenched  power  of  racism  and 
the  unwillingness  of  those  in  power  to  en- 
force the  laws  passed  to  enfranchise 
blacks. 

A  hundred  years  later,  the  1960s  civil- 
rights  movement  compelled  Americans  to 
face  again  the  evil  of  racial  discrimination, 
and,  for  a  brief  period,  it  seemed  possible 
that  we  could  rid  our  system  of  this  poison. 
But  prophecies  of  "the  declining  signifi- 
cance of  race"  proved  premature;  now  we 
find  ourselves  impaled  once  more  on  the 
sword  that  divides  and  destroys  us. 

Key  to  the  continuing  tensions  over  race 
are  two  underlying  philosophical  ques- 
tions: To  what  extent  is  government  re- 
sponsible for  guaranteeing  equal  rights  to 
citizens?  What  do  we  mean  by  "equality"? 

Nothing  highlights  the  abiding  power  of 
race  more  than  the  current  debate  over  af- 
firmative action.  And  nothing  demon- 
strates more  clearly  the  philosophical  di- 
vide over  those  two  questions  than  the  Su- 
preme Court's  recent  decision,  in  a 
highway-construction  case,  that  federal  af- 
firmative-action programs  are  constitu- 
tional only  if  they  are  "narrowly  tailored" 
to  serve  "a  compelling  governmental  inter- 
est."

In  one  of  several  opinions  concurring 
with  that  finding,  Justice  Clarence  Thomas 
said:  "I  believe  that  there  is  a  'moral  [and] 
constitutional  equivalence'  between  laws 
designed  to  subjugate  a  race  and  those  that 
distribute  benefits  on  the  basis  of  race  in 
order  to  foster  some  current  notion  of 
equality.  Government  cannot  make  us 
equal;  it  can  only  recognize,  respect  and 
protect  us  as  equal  before  the  law." 

On  the  other  side.  Justice  John  Paul  Ste- 
vens wrote  in  a  dissenting  opinion:  "There 
is  no  moral  or  constitutional  equivalence 
between  a  policy  that  is  designed  to  perpet 
uate  a  caste  system  and  one  that  seeks  to 
eradicate  racial  subordination.  Invidious 
discrimination  is  an  engine  of  oppression, 
subjugating  a  disfavored  group  to  enhance 
or  maintain  the  power  of  the  majority.  Re- 
medial race-based  preferences  reflect  the 
opposite  impulse:  a  desire  to  footer  equal- 
ity in  society.  No  sensible  conception  of 
the  Government's  constitutional  obliga- 
tion to  'govern  impartially'  should  ignore 
this  distinction." 

As  the  rhetoric  intensifies  in  the  current 
debate  over  affirmative  action,  the  possi- 
bility of  identifying  and  calmly  discussing 
the  underlying  issues  diminishes.  Perhaps 
history  can  offer  some  much-needed  per- 
spective and  insight. 

Significantly,  a  debate  with  many  of 
the  same  themes  took  place  a  little 
more  than  a  century  ago.  In  1875, 
Congress  had  passed  a  civil-rights  act  that, 
among  other  things,  made  it  illegal  to  deny 
black  people  access  to  public  accommoda- 
tions because  of  their  race.  (The  1875  stat- 
ute was  similar  to  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  which  also  mandated  equal  access  to 
theaters,  hotels,  and  restaurants.)  By  the 
early  1880s,  the  Supreme  Court  faced  sev- 
eral cases  challenging  the  1875  statute.  Op- 
ponents argued  that  denying  seating  to  a 
black  person  at  a  theater,  opera,  or  hotel 
represented  a  private  act  and,  as  such,  was 
not  subject  to  government  regulation. 


The  Court  agreed  with  such  reasonin 
1883,  voting  8  to  1  to  declare  the  ( 
Rights  Act  of  1875  unconstitutional. ' 
14th  Amendment's  guarantee  of  "ec 
protection  of  the  laws,"  the  majority  s 
gave  Congress  no  authority  over  prh 
expressions  of  discrimination.  In  the  n 
memorable  passage  of  the  decision,  Ju; 
Joseph  P.  Bradley  wrote:  "When  a. 
has  emerged  from  slavery,  .  .  .  there  i 
be  some  stage  in  the  progress  of  his  el 
tion  when  he  takes  the  rank  of  a  mere 
zen,  and  ceases  to  be  the  special  favorii 
the  laws." 

In  a  ringing  dissent,  Justice  John  I 
shall  Harlan  asserted  that  the  14th  Ami 
ment  covered  much  more  than  just  gov 
mental  actions,  and  that  the  constitute 
amendments  passed  during  Reconst, 
tion  to  give  blacks  equal  rights  were ; 
"splendid  baubles"  unless  they  were  in 
preted  to  empower  Congress  with  the 
thority  to  enforce  the  rights  of  equal  | 
tection.  In  short,  the  rights  did  not  e 
until  they  were  secured  and  given  del 
tion  and  substance  by  the  government 

Clearly,  the  overarching  themes  of  g 
ernment  responsibility  and  the  definil 
of  equal  rights  that  faced  the  Court  in 
1880s  resonate  strongly  in  the  1990s, 
are  still  debating  how  we  should  conct 
of  "equality  of  opportunity."  Is  "eqt 
ity"  something  created  by  virtue  of  wor 
being  inscribed  in  law?  Or  must  gove 
ment  action — guarantees  that  are  tar 
ble — give  substance  to  the  rights  grantee 
theory? 
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|onfusion  over  the  meaning 
'equal  opportunity"  runs  throuj 
out  our  history.  Thomas  JefTers 
talked  of  a  "natural  aristocracy"  based 
all  citizens'  being  able  to  maximize  th 
abilities  in  a  country  blessed  by  plenty  a 
undergirded  by  republican  institutioi 
But  poor  people,  African  Americai 
women,  and  Native  Americans  cleai 
could  not  participate  in  Jefferson's  versi 
of  the  American  dream — hence  the  stn 
gle  of  each  of  these  groups  to  secure  thi 
rights. 
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"Equal  opportunity  to  reach  their  poten- 
tial as  citizens,"  Justice  Thurgood  Mar- 
shall wrote  in  1974,  is  tied  directly  to  ev- 
eryone's having  "an  equal  start  in  life." 
An  "equal  start,"  however,  presumably 
means  more  than  two  people  arising  in  the 
mornine  at  the  same  time.  At  the  very 
least,  it  suggests  minimal  access  to  food, 
shelter,  education,  and  health  care — the 
wherewithal  to  get  to  the  starting  line. 

Yet  failure  to  link  "equal  opportunity" 
with  an  "equal  start"  has  persisted.  Re- 
cently, California  Governor  Pete  Wilson, 
now  on  a  campaign  to  reverse  all  affirma- 
tive-action programs  (including  those  he 
once  sponsored),  offered  a  classic  instance 
of  missing  the  connection. 

"The  laws  against  discrimination  are 
sufficient,"  he  declared.  "Whether  or  not 
we  have  done  enough  ...  so  that  people 
are  fully  afforded  the  opportunity  to  com- 
pete is  a  separate  question."  Yet  it  can  be  a 
separate  question  only  if  "equal  opportu- 
nity" has  nothing  to  do  with  the  resources 
one  brings  to  the  contest — a  claim  that 
seems  sophistic  at  best. 

The  absence  of  an  "equal  start,"  in  turn, 
gets  to  the  nub  of  the  differences  in  the 
current  debate.  Advocates  of  affirmative 
action  argue  that  membership  in  a  particu- 
lar group  is  what  denies  a  person  an  "equal 
start."  Hence  blacks,  women,  gays,  immi- 
grants, Jews,  and  others  have  had  to  strug- 
gle to  secure  equal  opportunity  because,  in 
each  case,  they  were  denied  an  equal  start 
because  they  belonged  to  a  particular 
group.  As  W.  E.  B.  DuBois  wrote,  "The 
history  of  the  world  has  been  the  history  of 
groups,  not  individuals." 

Yet  opponents  of  affirmative  action  in- 
sist that  each  person  be  treated  as  an  indi- 
vidual, sacred  unto  himself  or  herself, 
without  reference  to  any  social,  racial,  or 
economic  characteristic  held  in  common 
with  others.  House  Speaker  Newt  Ging- 
rich, for  example,  insists:  "We  should  deal 
with  each  individual  American  in  a  unique 
way.  We  should  have  affirmative  action  to 
help  individuals  based  on  individual  need 
and  individual  accomplishment,  but  we 
should  not  have  genetic  groupings." 

Acceptance  of  such  a  definition  would 
appear  to  doom  existing  federal  affirma- 
tive-action programs.  Of  equal  interest  is 
what  Mr.  Gingrich's  logic  implies  about 
social  change  and  the  government's  re- 
sponsibility to  guarantee  "equal  protec- 
tion." According  to  the  Speaker's  reason- 
ing, if  discrimination  based  on  membership 
in  a  racial  group  has  been  the  source  of  bias 
in  the  past,  all  one  has  to  do  is  to  pass  a  law 
banning  such  discrimination.  Immediately  . 


thereafter,  presumably,  people  cease  to  be 
members  of  the  group  and  instead  become 
individuals,  able  to  fend  for  themselves  in 
a  competition  based  on  merit.  By  implica- 
tion, the  law  makes  their  "group"  identity 
evaporate  overnight,  along  with  all  that 
once  accompanied  it.  And  since  members 
of  the  group  are  now  only  individuals,  gov- 
ernment bears  no  particular  responsibility 
for  protecting  the  group  per  se,  or  for  in- 
suring that  its  individual  members  have  an 
"equal  start." 

The  problem  is  that  life  does  not  work 
that  way.  History  and  its  consequences  do 
not  dissolve,  nor  does  "groupness"  disap- 
pear. Whether  defined  as  a  cultural  con- 
struction or  as  a  biological  reality,  group 
identity  has  material  effects.  For  example, 
in  1964  there  was  not  a  single  black  state 
policeman  in  North  Carolina.  After  the 
passage  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  if 
every  African  American  in  the  state  sud- 
denly had  become  a  neutral  individual, 
competing  with  other  individuals  for  selec- 
tion to  the  state  police  force,  what  would 
have  happened?  Without  affirmative-ac- 
tion measures,  it  still  would  have  taken 
decades  for  African  Americans  to  be  repre- 
sented on  the  police  force  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers  in  the  population  of  North 
Carolina. 

That  was  what  Lyndon  Johnson  had 
in  mind  when  he  said  in  1965:  "You 
do  not  wipe  away  the  scars  of  cen- 
turies by  saying:  'Now  you  are  free  to  go 
where  you  want  and  do  as  you  desire.' .  .  . 
You  do  not  take  a  person  who,  for  years, 
has  been  hobbled  by  chains  and  liberate 
him,  bring  him  to  the  starting  line  of  a  race, 
and  then  say,  'You  are  free  to  compete 
with  all  the  others.'  " 

The  tragedy  of  today's  debate  is  that  it 
proceeds  without  attention  to  context  and 
nuance,  with  little  sense  of  how  racial  is- 
sues have  played  out  in  our  history  before 
this  moment,  and  with  the  all-too-easy  as- 
sumption that  the  two  sides  of  the  debate 
represent  irreconcilable  opposites.  In  fact, 
they  do  not.  America  has  never  been  a 
society  made  up  only  of  individuals  or  only 
of  groups.  Rather,  there  always  has  been  a 
dialectic  between  individual  distinctive- 
ness and  the  shared  consequences  of  being 
part  of  a  group:  Marian  Anderson  was  a 
great  opera  singer  and  also  an  African- 
American  woman,  Robert  Oppcnheimcr 
was  a  talented  scientist  and  also  a  Jewish 
man.  In  each  case,  group  identity  was  a 
powerful  and  inseparable  part  of  personal 
identity. 
Legal  reform  alone  is  not  the  answer  to 
acour  racial  dilemmas.  Le^al  victories  have 


meant  little  unless  followed  up,  imple- 
mented, and  guaranteed.  Look  at  the  dis- 
graceful history  of  American  race  relations 
for  most  of  the  century  after  the  Civil  War. 

Virtually  no  one  supports  the  kind  of 
affirmative  action  that  results  in  a  deal 
such  as  the  one  pulled  off  by  Viacom  Inc., 
in  which  a  large  corporation  gets  millions 
of  dollars  in  tax  breaks  by  using  the  legal 
technicality  of  selling  to  a  minority-owned 
business.  That  is  an  example  of  an  extreme 
and  unwarranted  form  of  affirmative  ac- 
tion. 

But  at  base,  Viacom  deals  are  not  what 
this  debate  is  about.  Rather,  it  is  about  the 
importance  of  understanding  the  link  be- 
tween an  equal  start  and  true  equal  oppor- 
tunity; the  inextricable  connection  be- 
tween group  identity  and  individual  identi- 
ty; and  the  realization  that  a  law  without 
government's  commitment  to  make  its 
guarantees  real  is  a  hollow  vessel. 

Let  Justice  Harlan's  dissent  of  1883  not 
be  forgotten:  "The  letter  of  the  law  is  the 
body;  the  sense  and  reason  of  the  law  is  the 
soul."  If  guarantees  of  equality  are  not  to 
be  mere  "splendid  baubles,"  government 
must  act  through  such  means  as  affirma- 
tive action  to  insure  that  people  actually 
have  an  "equal  start"  toward  "equal  op- 
portunity."

[1]  From  the  Political  Science  Department: 

Proposal 

The  following  writing  intensive  course  will  be  added  to  the  political  science  offerings: 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE  400  -  POLITICAL  ANALYSIS 

A  capstone  course  required  for  majors  in  Political  Science  normally  taken  in  their  senior  year.  Students 
will  integrate  their  knowledge  of  political  phenomena  and  deepen  their  methodological  sophistication  by  applying 
several  analytical  approaches  to  a  series  of  case  studies.  This  course  is  open  to  nonmajors  with  sufficient 
background  in  political  science. 

The  sentence  "During  their  last  three  semesters,  students  must  pass  at  least  one  400-level  course"  on  page  143  of  the 
current  catalogue  will  be  replaced  with  the  sentence  "Students  must  pass  Political  Science  400,  Political  Analysis, 
normally  taken  in  their  senior  year". 

Rationale 

This  course  is  in  response  to  Dean  Piper's  call  for  departments  to  consider  some  capstone  experience  for 
their  majors. 

Staffing 

The  course  will  be  taught  as  a  full-unit,  writing  intensive  course  by  Mike  Roskin  every  spring  semester. 
By  offering  Political  Science  340  and  Political  Science  437  (both  taught  by  Roskin)  less  often,  no  new  staffing  will 
be  required. 

[2]  From  the  English  Department: 

Proposal 

Expand  the  list  of  poets  in  the  course  description  of  English  332  (20th-century  Poetry)  from  "Yeats,  Eliot, 
Stevens,  Frost,  Moore,  Lowell,  Bishop,  and  Rich"  to  "Yeats,  Frost,  Stevens,  Williams,  Pound,  Moore,  Eliot, 
Hughes,  Roethke,  Bishop,  Berryman,  Lowell,  Larkin,  Ginsberg,  Sexton,  Rich,  Plath,  Baraka,  Heaney,  and  Dove". 

Rationale 

The  expanded  list  of  poets  more  accurately  effects  the  present  scope  of  the  course. 

Staffing 

There  is  no  effect  on  staffing. 

[3]  From  the  Art  and  Education  Departments: 

Proposal 

In  the  course  description  of  Education  332  (Teaching  Visual  Arts  in  the  Schools)  replace  the  phrase 
"Alternate  Years"  with  "Required  of  Art  Majors  in  K  -  12  certification  program". 

Rationale 

The  revised  statement  clarifies  who  must  take  the  course.  The  demand  for  the  course  combined  with  the 
fact  that  staff  are  available  to  teach  it  only  in  the  spring  semester  requires  that  it  be  offered  every  spring.

Topics  regularly  included  are  the  nature  of  mathematics  systems,  essentials  of  logical  reasoning,  {and} 
axiomatic  foundations  of  set  theory!  .L  and  an  historical  perspective  of  mathematics.  Optional  topics  include 
{Other  topics  frequently  mentioned  are  approaches  to}  the  concepts  of  infinity  and  continuity,  and  the  construction 
of  the  real  number  system.  The  course... 

The  course  description  and  title  of  Mathematics  330  (Topics  in  Geometry)  will  be  altered  as  follows  with  additions 
underlined: 

MATHEMATICS  330  -  GEOMETRY 
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An  axiomatic  treatment  of  Euclidean  and  other  geometries,  with  an  historical  perspective.  Prerequisite:... 

Rationale 

The  Pennsylvania  Board  of  Education  has  requested  that  all  courses  in  which  the  history  of  mathematics  is 
taught  be  documented  in  the  catalogue.  Both  of  these  courses  are  required  for  students  to  receive  secondary 
certification  in  mathematics.

as  we  contemplate  the  start  of  a  new 
Z\  millennium,  race  remains  the  cen- 
J.  \.tral  theme  of  American  history- 
just  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  four  centu- 
ries, as  whites  and  blacks  have  tried  to  live 
together  on  the  American  continent.  Slav- 
ery shaped  the  social,  economic,  and  polit- 
ical institutions  of  our  young  nation.  And 
when  Americans  sought  to  make  a  new 
beginning,  with  emancipation  of  the  slaves 
in  1863  and  with  Reconstruction,  the  prom- 
ise of  equal  citizenship  quickly  faded  be- 
fore the  entrenched  power  of  racism  and 
the  unwillingness  of  those  in  power  to  en- 
force the  laws  passed  to  enfranchise 
blacks. 

A  hundred  years  later,  the  1960s  civil- 
rights  movement  compelled  Americans  to 
face  again  the  evil  of  racial  discrimination, 
and,  for  a  brief  period,  it  seemed  possible 
that  we  could  rid  our  system  of  this  poison. 
But  prophecies  of  "the  declining  signifi- 
cance of  race"  proved  premature;  now  we 
find  ourselves  impaled  once  more  on  the 
sword  that  divides  and  destroys  us. 

Key  to  the  continuing  tensions  over  race 
are  two  underlying  philosophical  ques- 
tions: To  what  extent  is  government  re- 
sponsible for  guaranteeing  equal  rights  to 
citizens?  What  do  we  mean  by  "equality"? 

Nothing  highlights  the  abiding  power  of 
race  more  than  the  current  debate  over  af- 
firmative action.  And  nothing  demon- 
strates more  clearly  the  philosophical  di- 
vide over  those  two  questions  than  the  Su- 
preme Court's  recent  decision,  in  a 
highway-construction  case,  that  federal  af- 
firmative-action programs  are  constitu- 
tional only  if  they  are  "narrowly  tailored" 
to  serve  "a  compelling  governmental  inter- 
est." 


In  one  of  several  opinions  concurring 
with  that  finding,  Justice  Clarence  Thomas 
said:  "I  believe  that  there  is  a  'moral  [and] 
constitutional  equivalence'  between  laws 
designed  to  subjugate  a  race  and  those  that 
distribute  benefits  on  the  basis  of  race  in 
order  to  foster  some  current  notion  of 
equality.  Government  cannot  make  us 
equal;  it  can  only  recognize,  respect  and 
protect  us  as  equal  before  the  law." 

On  the  other  side.  Justice  John  Paul  Ste- 
vens wrote  in  a  dissenting  opinion:  "There 
is  no  moral  or  constitutional  equivalence 
between  a  policy  that  is  designed  to  perpet- 
uate a  caste  system  and  one  that  seeks  to 
eradicate  racial  subordination.  Invidious 
discrimination  is  an  engine  of  oppression, 
subjugating  a  disfavored  group  to  enhance 
or  maintain  the  power  of  the  majority.  Re- 
medial race-based  preferences  reflect  the 
opposite  impulse:  a  desire  to  foster  equal- 
ity in  society.  No  sensible  conception  of 
the  Government's  constitutional  obliga- 
tion to  'govern  impartially'  should  ignore 
this  distinction." 

As  the  rhetoric  intensifies  in  the  current 
debate  over  affirmative  action,  the  possi- 
bility of  identifying  and  calmly  discussing 
the  underlying  issues  diminishes.  Perhaps 
history  can  offer  some  much-needed  per- 
spective and  insight. 

Significantly,  a  debate  with  many  of 
the  same  themes  took  place  a  little 
more  than  a  century  ago.  In  1875, 
Congress  had  passed  a  civil-rights  act  that, 
among  other  things,  made  it  illegal  to  deny 
black  people  access  to  public  accommoda- 
tions because  of  their  race.  (The  1875  stat- 
ute was  similar  to  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  which  also  mandated  equal  access  to 
theaters,  hotels,  and  restaurants.)  By  the 
early  1880s,  the  Supreme  Court  faced  sev- 
eral cases  challenging  the  1875  statute.  Op- 
ponents argued  that  denying  seating  to  a 
black  person  at  a  theater,  opera,  or  hotel 
represented  a  private  act  and,  as  such,  was 
not  subject  to  government  regulation. 
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The  Court  agreed  with  such  reasonir 
1883,  voting  8  to  1  to  declare  the  ( 
Rights  Act  of  1875  unconstitutional. 
14th  Amendment's  guarantee  of  "et 
protection  of  the  laws,"  the  majority  s 
gave  Congress  no  authority  over  prh 
expressions  of  discrimination.  In  the  n 
memorable  passage  of  the  decision,  Ju 
Joseph  P.  Bradley  wrote:  "When  a 
has  emerged  from  slavery,  .  .  .  there  i 
be  some  stage  in  the  progress  of  his  el 
tion  when  he  takes  the  rank  of  a  mere 
zen,  and  ceases  to  be  the  special  favorir 
the  laws." 

In  a  ringing  dissent,  Justice  John  I 
shall  Harlan  asserted  that  the  14th  Ami 
ment  covered  much  more  than  just  gov 
mental  actions,  and  that  the  constitutii 
amendments  passed  during  Reconst; 
tion  to  give  blacks  equal  rights  were 
"splendid  baubles"  unless  they  were  in 
preted  to  empower  Congress  with  the 
thority  to  enforce  the  rights  of  equal  | 
tection.  In  short,  the  rights  did  not  e 
until  they  were  secured  and  given  del 
tion  and  substance  by  the  government 

Clearly,  the  overarching  themes  of  g 
ernment  responsibility  and  the  definil 
of  equal  rights  that  faced  the  Court  in 
1880s  resonate  strongly  in  the  1990s, 
are  still  debating  how  we  should  conce 
of  "equality  of  opportunity."  Is  "eqi 
ity"  something  created  by  virtue  of  won 
being  inscribed  in  law?  Or  must  gove 
ment  action — guarantees  that  are  tan 
ble — give  substance  to  the  rights  granted 
theory? 

Confusion  over  the  meaning 
"equal  opportunity"  runs  throuf 
out  our  history.  Thomas  Jeffers 
talked  of  a  "natural  aristocracy"  based 
all  citizens'  being  able  to  maximize  th< 
abilities  in  a  country  blessed  by  plenty  a 
undergirded  by  republican  institutior 
But  poor  people,  African  Americar 
women,  and  Native  Americans  cleat 
could  not  participate  in  Jefferson's  versii 
of  the  American  dream — hence  the  stru 
gle  of  each  of  these  groups  to  secure  the 
rights. 
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"Equal  opportunity  to  reach  their  poten- 
tial as  citizens,"  Justice  Thurgood  Mar- 
shall wrote  in  1974,  is  tied  directly  to  ev- 
eryone's having  "an  equal  start  in  life." 
An  "equal  start,"  however,  presumably 
means  more  than  two  people  arising  in  the 
mornine  at  the  same  time.  At  the  very 
least,  it  suggests  minimal  access  to  food, 
shelter,  education,  and  health  care — the 
wherewithal  to  get  to  the  starting  line. 

Yet  failure  to  link  "equal  opportunity" 
with  an  "equal  start"  has  persisted.  Re- 
cently, California  Governor  Pete  Wilson, 
now  on  a  campaign  to  reverse  all  affirma- 
tive-action programs  (including  those  he 
once  sponsored),  offered  a  classic  instance 
of  missing  the  connection. 

"The  laws  against  discrimination  are 
sufficient,"  he  declared.  "Whether  or  not 
we  have  done  enough  ...  so  that  people 
are  fully  afforded  the  opportunity  to  com- 
pete is  a  separate  question."  Yet  it  can  be  a 
separate  question  only  if  "equal  opportu- 
nity" has  nothing  to  do  with  the  resources 
one  brings  to  the  contest — a  claim  that 
seems  sophistic  at  best. 

The  absence  of  an  "equal  start,"  in  turn, 
gets  to  the  nub  of  the  differences  in  the 
current  debate.  Advocates  of  affirmative 
action  argue  that  membership  in  a  particu- 
lar group  is  what  denies  a  person  an  "equal 
start."  Hence  blacks,  women,  gays,  immi- 
grants, Jews,  and  others  have  had  to  strug- 
gle to  secure  equal  opportunity  because,  in 
each  case,  they  were  denied  an  equal  start 
because  they  belonged  to  a  particular 
group.  As  W.  E.  B.  DuBois  wrote,  "The 
history  of  the  world  has  been  the  history  of 
groups,  not  individuals." 

Yet  opponents  of  affirmative  action  in- 
sist that  each  person  be  treated  as  an  indi- 
vidual, sacred  unto  himself  or  herself, 
without  reference  to  any  social,  racial,  or 
economic  characteristic  held  in  common 
with  others.  House  Speaker  Newt  Ging- 
rich, for  example,  insists:  "We  should  deal 
with  each  individual  American  in  a  unique 
way.  We  should  have  affirmative  action  to 
help  individuals  based  on  individual  need 
and  individual  accomplishment,  but  we 
should  not  have  genetic  groupings." 

Acceptance  of  such  a  definition  would 
appear  to  doom  existing  federal  affirma- 
tive-action programs.  Of  equal  interest  is 
what  Mr.  Gingrich's  logic  implies  about 
social  change  and  the  government's  re- 
sponsibility to  guarantee  "equal  protec- 
tion." According  to  the  Speaker's  reason- 
ing, if  discrimination  based  on  membership 
in  a  racial  group  has  been  the  source  of  bias 
1  in  the  past,  all  one  has  to  do  is  to  pass  a  law 
banning  such  discrimination.  Immediately  . 


thereafter,  presumably,  people  cease  to  be 
members  of  the  group  and  instead  become 
individuals,  able  to  fend  for  themselves  in 
a  competition  based  on  merit.  By  implica- 
tion, the  law  makes  their  "group"  identity 
evaporate  overnight,  along  with  all  that 
once  accompanied  it.  And  since  members 
of  the  group  are  now  only  individuals,  gov- 
ernment bears  no  particular  responsibility 
for  protecting  the  group  per  se,  or  for  in- 
suring that  its  individual  members  have  an 
"equal  start." 

The  problem  is  that  life  does  not  work 
that  way.  History  and  its  consequences  do 
not  dissolve,  nor  does  "groupness"  disap- 
pear. Whether  defined  as  a  cultural  con- 
struction or  as  a  biological  reality,  group 
identity  has  material  effects.  For  example, 
in  1964  there  was  not  a  single  black  state 
policeman  in  North  Carolina.  After  the 
passage  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  if 
every  African  American  in  the  state  sud- 
denly had  become  a  neutral  individual, 
competing  with  other  individuals  for  selec- 
tion to  the  state  police  force,  what  would 
have  happened?  Without  affirmative-ac- 
tion measures,  it  still  would  have  taken 
decades  for  African  Americans  to  be  repre- 
sented on  the  police  force  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers  in  the  population  of  North 
Carolina. 

That  was  what  Lyndon  Johnson  had 
in  mind  when  he  said  in  1965:  "You 
do  not  wipe  away  the  scars  of  cen- 
turies by  saying:  'Now  you  are  free  to  go 
where  you  want  and  do  as  you  desire.' .  .  . 
You  do  not  take  a  person  who,  for  years, 
has  been  hobbled  by  chains  and  liberate 
him,  bring  him  to  the  starting  line  of  a  race, 
and  then  say,  'You  are  free  to  compete 
with  all  the  others.'  " 

The  tragedy  of  today's  debate  is  that  it 
proceeds  without  attention  to  context  and 
nuance,  with  little  sense  of  how  racial  is- 
sues have  played  out  in  our  history  before 
this  moment,  and  with  the  all-too-easy  as- 
sumption that  the  two  sides  of  the  debate 
represent  irreconcilable  opposites.  In  fact, 
they  do  not.  America  has  never  been  a 
society  made  up  only  of  individuals  or  only 
of  groups.  Rather,  there  always  has  been  a 
dialectic  between  individual  distinctive- 
ness and  the  shared  consequences  of  being 
part  of  a  group:  Marian  Anderson  was  a 
great  opera  singer  and  also  an  African- 
American  woman,  Robert  Oppcnheimcr 
was  a  talented  scientist  and  also  a  Jewish 
man.  In  each  case,  group  identity  was  a 
powerful  and  inseparable  part  of  personal 
identity. 
Legal  reform  alone  is  not  the  answer  to 
acour  racial  diJcnunas.. Legal  victories  have 


meant  little  unless  followed  up,  imple- 
mented, and  guaranteed.  Look  at  the  dis- 
graceful history  of  American  race  relations 
for  most  of  the  century  after  the  Civil  War. 

Virtually  no  one  supports  the  kind  of 
affirmative  action  that  results  in  a  deal 
such  as  the  one  pulled  off  by  Viacom  Inc., 
in  which  a  large  corporation  gets  millions 
of  dollars  in  tax  breaks  by  using  the  legal 
technicality  of  selling  to  a  minority-owned 
business.  That  is  an  example  of  an  extreme 
and  unwarranted  form  of  affirmative  ac- 
tion. 

But  at  base,  Viacom  deals  are  not  what 
this  debate  is  about.  Rather,  it  is  about  the 
importance  of  understanding  the  link  be- 
tween an  equal  start  and  true  equal  oppor- 
tunity; the  inextricable  connection  be- 
tween group  identity  and  individual  identi- 
ty; and  the  realization  that  a  law  without 
government's  commitment  to  make  its 
guarantees  real  is  a  hollow  vessel. 

Let  Justice  Harlan's  dissent  of  1883  not 
be  forgotten:  "The  letter  of  the  law  is  the 
body;  the  sense  and  reason  of  the  law  is  the 
soul."  If  guarantees  of  equality  are  not  to 
be  mere  "splendid  baubles,"  government 
must  act  through  such  means  as  affirma- 
tive action  to  insure  that  people  actually 
have  an  "equal  start"  toward  "equal  op- 
portunity."

RE:         PROPOSAL  TO  REVISE  THE  REGISTRATION  PROCEDURE 

(to  begin  with  Fall  1996  pre-registration) 

The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  has  reviewed  the  following  proposal  from  Rebecca  Hile,  Registrar.  Since 
this  is  not  a  curricular  issue,  there  is  no  action  that  the  Committee  is  required  to  take.  After  having  discussed  the 
proposal,  the  Committee  is  sending  it  to  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  for  further  review. 
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RATIONALE: 

The  institution-wide  conversion  of  the  administrative  software  from  AIMS  to  DATATEL  requires  the  College  to 
reexamine  certain  procedures  as  differences  between  the  two  systems  emerge.  Some  of  the  College's  current 
practices  have  been  made  possible  by  customizing  the  AIMS  software.  In  determining  which  of  these  programs 
should  be  customized  to  DATATEL,  priorities  of  financial  and  human  resources  must  be  established.  Some  of  the 
benefits  of  DATATEL  include  frequent  updates  of  the  modules  to  meet  changes  in  regulations,  computer  systems, 
institutional  needs,  etc.,  as  well  as  a  degree  audit  program  and  other  features  not  in  AIMS.  Therefore,  all 
customized  programming  done  to  the  software  must  be  carried  forward  through  each  revision.  As  a  result,  the  costs 
of  customization  are  ongoing  because  they  include  not  only  the  initial  programming  but  the  programming  required 
to  fit  into  the  new  releases.  This  is  true  whether  DATATEL  or  Lycoming  does  the  programming.  DATATEL's 
supported  standard  programming  used  by  all  of  their  clients  benefits  the  college  by  reducing  its  dependency  on  the 
staff  and  resources  needed  to  develop  and  maintain  in-house  customization. 

In  the  Registrar/Records  Module,  three  areas  of  customization  have  been  examined:  (1)  the  A-B-Pass/Fail,  (2)  the 
new  student  orientation  testing/placement  program,  and  (3)  the  two-phase  pre-registration  process.  In  discussions 
between  the  Office  of  Communication  Technology,  the  Registrar,  and  the  Dean  of  the  College,  it  has  been 
recommended  that  the  college  retain  items  (1)  and  (2)  and  will  set  aside  the  financial  and  human  resources  to  do  so. 
However,  the  cost  of  the  initial  programming  and  then  maintaining  that  programming  through  frequent  software 
updates  makes  it  expensive  to  continue  item  (3)  in  its  present  form. 

The  two-phase  pre-registration  procedure  currently  in  use  was  custom  designed  by  Lycoming  College  computer 
center  staff.  The  program  allows  the  system  to  be  manipulated  to  provide  information  on  course  need,  to  minimize 
lines,  and  to  create  appointments  that  work  around  a  student's  schedule.  This  program  does  not  fit  into  the 
DATATEL  design  and  would  require  too  many  resources  to  customize  and  maintain. 

A  proposed  registration  procedure  that  works  with  the  DATATEL  programming  is  attached.  This  is  designed  to 
return  individualized  attention  and  service  to  the  registration  procedure.  Students  with  registration  holds  will  be 
notified  immediately  that  there  is  a  problem  rather  than  "fall  through  the  cracks"  as  they  do  in  the  current  system. 
Lines  will  be  controlled  by  spreading  registration  across  several  days  with  students  coming  in  by  alphabet  within 
their  class.  Students  will  move  through  the  process  quickly  and  leave  with  a  copy  of  their  completed  schedule.  The 
department  chairs  will  be  kept  abreast  of  course  needs  with  reports  run  after  each  class  registration  period. 

PROPOSED  REGISTRATION  PROCEDURE 

1 .  Students  register  by  class  —  SR,  JR,  SO,  FR.  Each  class  would  be  broken  down  by  alphabet.  (These  groups  would  be  roti 
each  semester  to  provide  fairness  to  those  at  the  end  of  the  alphabet.)  Each  class  would  be  given  a  specific  number  of  day 
which  to  process  their  initial  registration. 

a)  There  will  be  a  break  of  one  day  between  each  class  registration  period.  Reports  will  be  run  for  the  department 
chairs  to  show  where  demand  is,  whether  another  section  should  be  opened,  etc. 

b)  There  is  a  process  in  DATATEL  that  permits  us  to  create  a  list  of  students  who  want  a  course  after  it  has  closed. 
This  would  provide  further  information  for  the  departments. 

2.  Students  must  list  alternate  courses  and/or  sections  on  the  bottom  of  the  registration  form.  In  the  case  of  a  closed  course  < 
schedule  conflict,  the  Registrar's  staff  will  assist  the  student  to  select  another  section  or  course  from  the  alternate  list. 
Students  who  fail  to  list  alternate  courses  and  need  to  select  another  course  must  return  to  their  advisors.  If  it  is  a  matter  <' 
changing  sections,  the  Registrar's  staff  will  assist  the  student.  Closed  courses  would  be  added  only  during  the  schedule 
change  period  (by  using  the  add/drop  form)  and  would  require  the  written  permission  of  the  instructor.  Seniors  will  be 
permitted  to  add  closed  courses  at  any  point  during  pre-registration. 

3.  Students  who  have  holds  which  do  not  permit  them  to  register  are  notified  immediately,  and  in  person,  that  there  is  a 
problem.  As  students  obtain  clearance,  they  will  be  permitted  to  register. 

4.  A  schedule  change  period  would  be  opened  after  the  registration  period  ended  and  close  just  before  bills  are  due.  No 
changes  would  then  be  processed  until  the  add/drop  period  began  (use  the  add/drop  form). 
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A  2-part  registration  form  would  permit  us  to  give  a  copy  to  the  student. 

The  pre-registration  period  for  any  Fall  term  would  consist  of  3  classes—rising  Seniors,  rising  Juniors,  and  rising 
Sophomores.  Students  still  classified  as  Freshmen  and  readmits  would  pre-register  during  the  Sophomore  period.  The  pre- 
registration  for  any  Spring  term  would  consist  of  4  classes—Seniors,  Juniors,  Sophomores,  and  Freshmen.

A  score  of  1 ,600  on  the  Scho- 
lastic Assessment  Test  has 
always  been  the  Holy  Grail 
for  high-school  students.  Those 
few  who  get  a  perfect  score  on  the 
most  widely  used  college-entrance 
examination  are  regarded  with 
both  awe  and  envy. 

But  the  College  Board  is  chang- 
ing the  way  the  s.a.t.  is  scored, 
and  one  result  is  that  1,600s  are 
popping  up  all  over. 

The  College  Board,  which  ad- 
ministers the  test,  announced  last 
summer  that  it  is  "recentering"  the 
scores,  so  that  the  nationwide  av- 
erage score  on  each  of  its  two  sec- 
tions will  be  500. 

The  average  score  for  1994  high- 
school  graduates  had  been  423  on 
the  verbal  section  and  479  on  the 
mathematics.  The  average  scores 
of  1995  graduates,  also  based  on 
the  old  system,  have  not  been  an- 
nounced. But  next  year's  seniors 
will  see  their  combined  scores  rise 
an  average  of  100  points  because  of 
the  change. 

AS  MANY  AS  5  WRONG  ANSWERS 

Of  the  1.8  million  1 994  graduates 
who  took  the  s.a.t.,  only  25  scored 
1.600.  But  on  the  test  given  this 
April — mostly  to  high-school  ju- 
niors—137  of  the  208,000  test-tak- 
ers scored  1,600,  according  to  a 
spokeswoman  for  the  College 
Board.  The  test  was  the  first  one 
to  be  scored  under  the  new  sys- 
tem. 

If  a  similar  proportion  of  stu- 
dents were  to  ace  the  test  on  the 
remaining  test  dates,  about  1 ,200  of 
those  graduating  in  19%  would 
earn  scores  of  1,600.  The  College 
Board  spokeswoman  said  the  actu- 
al figures  may  be  lower,  because 
many  of  the  students  who  take  the 
test  in  April  are  highly  motivated

juniors,  who  traditionally  get  high 
scores. 

Under  the  new  scoring,  students 
can  miss  as  many  as  five  answers 
and  still  get  a  1,600.  Before,  stu- 
dents could  not  miss  any  answers 
to  get  that  score. 

"Because  of  the  recentering,  it's 
not  a  big  deal  anymore,"  says  Jes- 
sica Chuang,  a  junior  at  a  public 
high  school  in  Oberlin,  Ohio,  who 
scored  1,600  despite  missing  one 
answer.  She  says  her  classmates 
assume  she  will  get  into  one  of  her 
top  choices — Harvard,  Princeton, 
or  Yale  Universities — but  she  says 
a  1,600  these  days  is  no  guarantee 
of  success. 

At  Thomas  Jefferson  High 
School  for  Science  and  Technol- 
ogy, a  magnet  school  in  Alexan- 
dria, Va.,  at  least  seven  students 
received  1,600s.  Shirley  A.  Bloom- 
quist,  a  guidance  counselor  at  the 
school,  says  all  the  students  who 
took  the  test  two  months  ago — not 
just  the  ones  with  1,600s — are 
"thrilled  with  having  what  feel  like 
and  appear  to  be  higher  scores." 

Scores  on  the  69-year-old  test 
were  last  centered  at  500  in  1941. 
Only  about  10,000  students  took 
the  test  that  year,  the  College 
Board  says,  and  most  were 
wealthy  white  males  bound  for 
prestigious,  private  colleges. 
Scores  have  declined  as  a  broader 
segment  of  the  population  has  tak- 


en the  test,  including  more  low-in- 
come and  minority  students,  ac- 
cording to  the  organization. 

Making  the  average  scores  500 
again  will  allow  test-takers  to  tell  at 
a  glance  how  they  stack  up  against 
other  students,  the  College  Board 
says.  Critics  have  assailed  the 
change  as  a  lowering  of  standards. 

Stephen  Friedman,  a  junior  at 
Monroe  High  School  in  Los  Ange- 
les, scored  1 ,480  when  he  took  the 
test  last  year.  In  April,  with  the 
help  of  the  scoring  change,  he  got  a 
1,600.  He  speculates  that  the  Col- 
lege Board  wants  to  "make  people 
feel  better,"  but  adds,  "I'm  kind  of 
happy  they  did  it." 

CONVERSION  TABLES 

Admissions  directors  are  taking 
steps  to  make  sure  that  their  staff 
members  understand  the  new 
scores.  Colleges  with  minimum 
test-score  requirements,  such  as 
the  University  of  Texas  at  Austin, 
are  using  a  conversion  table  pro- 
vided by  the  College  Board  to  re- 
vise their  standards  upward. 

Some  students — including  the 
few  who  did  answer  every  s.a.t. 
question  right — complain  that  their 
high  scores  will  no  longer  stand  out 
at  the  most  selective  colleges.  At 
Harvard  last  year,  950  of  the  al- 
most 18,000  applicants  had  perfect 
scores  on  the  math  section,  and  130 
had  perfect  scores  on  the  verbal, 
based  on  the  old  system.  Those  fig- 
ures are  likely  to  explode  when  the 
new  scores  arrive. 

Marlyn  McGrath  Lewis,  Har- 
vard's director  of  admissions 
hopes  the  compression  of  s.a.t 
scores  at  the  top  of  the  scale  wil 
encourage  applicants  to  concen 
trate  on  other  aspects  of  their  lives

From  the  Registrar:  —  additions  are  in  italics  deletions  are  in  brackets  {}: 

L  EXPLANATION  SECTION  ON  PAGE  1.  PARAGRAPH  3: 

Change: 

...A  student  who  transfers  to  the  College  with  advanced  standing  will  be  subject  to  the  requirements  imposed  upon  other 
students  at  the  College  who  have  attained  the  same  academic  level.  Post-baccalaureate  students  will  be  subject  to  the 
requirements  in  effect  at  the  date  of  entrance  to  post-baccalaureate  studies  and  must  complete  both  distribution  and 
major  requirements.   This  does  not  apply  to  non-degree  students  in  certificate-only  programs. 

Rationale: 

There  needs  to  be  a  clarification  of  the  requirements  post-baccalaureate  degree  candidates  must  meet.  Post- 
baccalaureate  students  who  have  completed  a  degree  at  another  institution  and  are  admitted  to  Lycoming  College  as 
degree  candidates  are  expected  to  fulfill  all  of  the  distribution  and  major  requirements  for  the  degree.  The  catalog  used 
would  be  the  one  in  effect  at  the  time  the  student  enters  Lycoming  as  a  post-baccalaureate  candidate.

Change: 

Applicants  may  transfer  up  to  64  semester  credit  {of  lower-division  course  work,}  at  the  Lycoming  College 
100  and  200  level  and  up  to  32  semester  credits  {of  upper-division  course  work}  at  the  Lycoming  College  300  and  400 
level  for  a  total  of  96  credits.  Students  must  complete  the  final  32  credits  of  the  degree  program  at  Lycoming  College. 
At  least  16  credits  in  the  major  area  must  be  taken  at  Lycoming  College.  Challenge  examinations  may  not  be  used  to 
fulfill  this  requirement. 

Rationale: 

The  phrases  "lower-division"  and  "upper-division"  course  work  are  not  defined.  This  change  clarifies  the  intention  of 

the  sentence. 

For  both  post-baccalaureate  degree  candidates  and  transfer  students  there  needs  to  be  a  clarification  of  the 
number  of  courses  that  must  be  taken  in  the  major  area  in  order  to  make  a  valid  claim  that  they  have  earned  a  degree 
from  Lycoming  College.  At  least  1 6  credits  in  the  major  should  be  taken  at  Lycoming.

Proposal 

The  following  writing  intensive  course  will  be  added  to  the  political  science  offerings: 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE  400  -  POLITICAL  ANALYSIS 

A  capstone  course  required  for  majors  in  Political  Science  normally  taken  in  their  senior  year.  Students  will 

integrate  their  knowledge  of  political  phenomena  and  deepen  their  methodological  sophistication  by  applying 

several  analytical  approaches  to  a  series  of  case  studies.  This  course  is  open  to  nonmajors  with  the  permission 

of  the  instructor. 
The  sentence  "During  their  last  three  semesters,  students  must  pass  at  least  one  400-level  course"  on  page  143  of  the 
current  catalogue  will  be  replaced  with  the  sentence  "Students  must  pass  Political  Science  400,  Political  Analysis, 
normally  taken  in  their  senior  year". 

Rationale 

This  course  is  in  response  to  Dean  Piper's  call  for  departments  to  consider  some  capstone  experience  for  their 
majors. 

Staffing 

The  course  will  be  taught  as  a  full-unit,  writing  intensive  course  by  Mike  Roskin  every  spring  semester.  By 
offering  Political  Science  340  and  Political  Science  437  (both  taught  by  Roskin)  less  often,  no  new  staffing  will  be 
required.

Rationale 
.  The  expanded  list  of  poets  more  accurately  effects  the  present  scope  of  the  course. 

Staffing 
There  is  no  effect  on  staffing. 

[3]  From  the  Art  and  Education  Departments: 

Proposal 
In  the  course  description  of  Education  332  (Teaching  Visual  Arts  in  the  Schools)  replace  the  phrase  "Alternate 
Years"  with  "Required  of  Art  Majors  in  the  K  -  12  certification  program". 

Rationale 
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The  demand  for  the  course  combined  with  the  fact  that  the  part  time  staff  who  teach  it  are  available  only  in  the 
spring  semester  requires  that  it  be  offered  every  spring.  The  revised  statement  clarifies  who  must  take  the  course. 

Staffing

An  axiomatic  treatment  of  Euclidean  and  other  geometries,  with  an  historical  perspective.  Prerequisite:... 

Rationale 

The  Pennsylvania  Board  of  Education  has  requested  that  all  courses  in  which  the  history  of  mathematics  is 
taught  be  documented  in  the  catalogue.  Both  of  these  courses  are  required  for  students  to  receive  secondary  certification 
in  mathematics.

The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  has  reviewed  two  standardized  examination  programs  and  one  high 
school  baccalaureate  program  and  determined  that  they  meet  College  standards  and  should  be  accepted  for  credit  or 
advanced  placement.  The  DANTES  program  is  the  military  version  of  CLEP  which  we  already  accept,  and  ACT 
PEP  is  a  program  primarily  for  Nursing.  Both  of  these  programs  meet  the  needs  of  non-traditional  students.  The 
International  Baccalaureate  is  a  high  school  degree  program  accepted  by  our  peers.  It  will  permit  us  to  attract  better 
prepared  students.  The  awarding  of  credit  for  these  examination  programs  brings  us  into  line  with  our  competition. 

The  catalog  section  on  Credit  by  Examination  (pgs  27-28)  has  been  rewritten  to  reflect  these  additions  and  to  clarify 
general  policy  statements  which  were  expressed  in  the  CLEP  section. 

CREDIT  BY  EXAMINATION 

Students  may  earn  credit  or  advanced  placement  through  the  standardized  examinations  listed  below.  A  maximum 
of  50  percent  of  the  course  requirements  for  the  Baccalaureate  degree  may  be  earned  through  these  examinations. 
The  appropriate  academic  department  will  determine  which  tests  they  will  accept  and  the  course  equivalencies.  A 
list  of  approved  examinations  is  available  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar.  Although  these  examinations  may  be  taken 
after  matriculation,  new  students  who  are  competent  in  a  given  area  are  encouraged  to  take  the  examination  of  their 
choice  before  entering  Lycoming  so  that  the  college  will  have  the  test  scores  available  for  registration  advising  for 
the  first  semester  of  enrollment.  Students  applying  to  the  college  for  the  first  time  should  inform  the  Admissions 
Office  that  they  have  completed  these  tests  and  provide  the  official  scores  as  part  of  their  application  packet. 
Continuing  students  must  send  official  test  scores  to  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  and  inform  their  academic  advisors 
when  examinations  have  been  taken. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  Advanced  Placement  (CEEB  AP)  —  A  score  of  three  or  above  is 
required  for  credit  or  advanced  placement. 

The  International  Baccalaureate  —  Students  who  have  completed  the  full  diploma  and  have  scores  of  five  or 
above  will  be  granted  32  credits,  specific  courses  will  be  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Students  who  have 
completed  the  certificate  will  be  granted  credit  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Subsidiary  examinations  will  not 
be  considered. 

The  American  College  Testing  Proficiency  Examination  Program  (ACT  PEP)  —  A  score  equivalent  to  a  grade 
of  "B"  or  above  is  required. 
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College  Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP)  -  A  score  at  the  75th  percentile  or  above  on  the  General 
Examinations  and  a  score  equivalent  to  a  grade  of  "B"  or  above  on  the  Subject  Examinations  is  required. 

Defense  Activity  for  Non-Traditional  Education  Support  (D ANTES)  —  A  score  equivalent  to  a  grade  of  "B"  or 
above  is  required.

the  Women's  Studies  section  of  the  catalogue  with  the  following  course  description: 

An  examination  of  women's  issues  from  an  interdisciplinary  perspective.  The  course  will  explore 
the  social  construction  of  gender,  feminist  research  methods  and  theories,  and  the  role  of 
patriarchy  in  women's  lives.  Topics  may  involve  language,  art,  science,  politics,  culture,  violence, 
race,  class,  ethnic  differences,  sexuality,  and  pornography. 

[2]  In  the  Women's  Studies  section  of  the  catalogue  (page  64),  replace  the  statement  "Four  of  the 

following  courses  are  required  for  the  minor."  with  the  statement  "Women's  Studies  320  and  three 
of  the  following  courses  are  required  for  the  minor." 

Rationale 
This  course  initiates  a  common  core  for  the  Women's  Studies  minor. 

Staffing 
The  course  will  probably  not  be  needed  more  than  alternate  years  to  support  the  minor.  At  least  Ryan  and 
Hungerford  will  be  able  to  teach  it,  and  have  an  interest  in  doing  so. (Conrad  has  indicated  that  Hungerford  will  be 
able  to  staff  the  course  every  2  to  4  years  with  only  a  negligible  effect  on  her  regular  offerings  of  the  300  level 
courses  required  for  elementary  certification.)  There  most  likely  will  be  other  faculty,  who  depending  on  interest 
and  knowledge  of  feminist  research  theory,  could  teach  the  course  (such  as  Darby  Lewes  who  expressed  a  strong 
interest  in  teaching  it).

On  September  15,  1995,  the  Com- 
monwealth Court  of  Pennsylvania 
reversed  the  decision  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Washington  County 
that  stripped  Washington  and  Jefferson 
College  of  its  tax-exempt  status.  The 
majority  opinion  of  the  Commonwealth 
Court  ruled  that  education  is  inherently  a 
charitable  endeavor  and  that  those 
individuals  who  attend  educational  insti- 
tutions are  rightfully  objects  of  that 
endeavor. 

CUPA  was  one  of  22  signatories  on 
an  amicus  brief  filed  in  December,  1 994, 
by  the  National  Association  of  Indepen- 
dent Collegesand  Universities  (NAICU). 
The  brief  noted  that  the  traditional  defi- 
nition of  charity  includes  a  wide  range  of 
activities;  that  there  isa  well-established 


tradition  in  the  United  States  of  exempt- 
ing independent  colleges  and  universities 
from  taxation;  and  that  today's  colleges 
and  universities  share  an  interdepen- 
dent relationship  with  the  government  in 
that  they  provide  a  public  service  that 
thegovernment  could  not  replicate.  Rep- 
resentatives of  NAICU  were  gratified  to 
see  that  the  court  used  quotations  and 
citations  from  the  brief  in  its  decision  and 
that  the  court's  ruling  was  consistent 
with  the  approach  supported  by  the 
signatories. 

The  City  of  Washington,  PA,  which 
brought  the  suit  against  Washington  and 
Jefferson  College,  has  the  right  to  ap- 
peal the  decision  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Supreme  Court.  That  court  can  decide  to 
hear  or  not  hear  the  appeal.

CDC  has  reviewed  the  following  proposals  and  has  voted  to  send  them  to  GCAA: 

From  the  Ernest  Giglio,  Director  of  International  Education,  (Political  Science 
Department): 

Subject:  Cultural  Diversity  Requirement 

Dean  Piper  and  I  believe  that  any  Lycoming  student  who  studies  abroad  in  a  recognized  and  accepted  program  by  the 
College  should  be  exempt  from  the  Cultural  Diversity  distribution  requirement.  Therefore,  we  propose  the  following 
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addition  to  the  Distribution  Program  p.  39  H  and  p.  40  H  Cultural  Diversity,  inserted  after  the  sentence  "The  course  selected 
to  fulfill  this  requirement  may  also  used  to  satisfy  one  of  the  other  general  education  requirements  the  liberal  arts." 

Students  also  may  fulfill  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  by  successfully  completing  at  least 
one  semester  in  a  recognized  and  college  accepted  study  abroad  program. 

If  the  proposal  is  approved,  it  would  go  into  the  1996-97  Academic  Catalog  and  would  become  effective  beginning  with 
the  Fall  1996  semester.  Hence,  any  Lycoming  student  who  studies  abroad  for  the  Fall  1996  term,  will  have  completed  the 
cultural  diversity  requirement. 

Rationale: 

There  are  two  logical  reasons  for  considering  a  semester  abroad  as  a  legitimate  cultural  diversity 
experience.  First,  students  will  be  immersed  in  the  culture  of  the  host  country,  either  living  with  foreign 
students  in  a  dormitory  experience  or  living  with  families  in  a  homestay  experience.  In  addition,  they  will 
interface  with  the  host  culture  in  formal  classes,  work  study  (internship)  experiences,  and  informal  settings. 
One  could  argue  that  a  semester  abroad,  even  in  an  English-speaking  country,  is  more  valuable  than  taking 
one  of  the  approved  and  designated  cultural  diversity  courses  at  Lycoming.  Second,  by  counting  a 
successful  semester  abroad  experience  for  the  cultural  diversity  requirement,  the  exemption  will  stimulate  the 
study  abroad  endeavors.  It  would  provide  spending  a  semester  away  from  campus  and  would  permit  some  of 
the  study  abroad  students  to  take  an  additional  elective.  These  are  both  strong  reasons  for  accepting  the 
above  proposal.

A  regular  polyhedron  such  as  a  cube  is  a  three-dimensional  convex  solid  with  congruent  regular  polygons  as 
faces  and  the  same  number  of  faces  meeting  at  each  vertex.

Other  briefs  point  to  situations 
that  were  not  hypothetical.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia's  brief 
criticized  the  university  for  refus- 
ing to  support  religious  groups 
while  supporting  organizations  that 
profess  some  ideas  that  would  be 
deemed  antithetical  to  certain 
faiths.  The  brief  cited  Students  for 
Animal  Rights  and  the  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Student  Union  as  examples. 

The  brief  went  on  to  say  that  the 
university  did  not  apply  Ks  policy 
on  religion  consistently,  noting 
that  it  had  provided  funds  for  the 
Jewish  Law  Student  Association, 
the  Muslim  Student  Association, 
and  a  group  called  Black  Voices 
that  met  to  sing  gospel  songs. 

"Surely  a  gospel  choir  must  be  a 
religious  group,"  the  brief  said, 
adding  that  university  claims  that 
such  groups  were  cultural  and  not 
religious  were  "ephemeral." 

The  university  replied  with  evi- 
dence that  those  organizations  did 
not  engage  in  proselytizing  or  pray- 
er. The  university  also  said  that 
when  the  gospel  group  changed  its 
purpose  to  include  prayer,  it  had 
been  denied  funds. 

CITING  CASE  AFTER  CASE 

The  university's  broader  defense 
-was  to  cite  case  after  case  in  which 
federal  courts  had  required  public 
agencies  to  restrict  the  use  of  pub- 
lic funds  to  promote  religious  view- 
points. Noting  that  public  schools 
may  not  promote  religion,  the  uni- 
versity brief  said  that  "is  exactly 
the  line"  used  by  campus  adminis- 
trators. If  they  have  violated  the 
rights  of  religious  people,  the  brief 
said,  "every  government  at  every 
level  is  guilty  of  it  every  day." 

James  J.  Mingle,  general  counsel 
for  the  university,  said  he  had  not 
asked  any  group  to  file  briefs  in  his 
institution's  behalf.  He  added, 
though,  that  it  was  "significant" 
for  the  university  to  have  backing 
from  a  number  of  religious  groups. 

One  of  those  groups  is  the  Bap- 
tist Joint  Committee.  "Obviously, 
we  aren't  hostile  to  religion,"  said 
the  committee's  general  counsel,  J. 
Brent  Walker.  "The  First  Amend- 
ment allows  religious  groups  to 
speak,  but  it  doesn't  give  them  the 
right  to  have  the  state  actually  ad- 
vance their  cause  by  paying  them 
money  to  speak  or  print." 
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Mr.  Walker  added:  "History  has 
demonstrated  that  this  posture 
helps  religion  by  keeping  it  vital 
and  voluntary.  When  you  start  get- 
ting religion  and  Caesar  together, 
usually  the  secular  prevails  over 
the  sacred." 

THE  USE  OF  CAMPUS  FEES 

While  most  of  the  briefs  focus  on 
broad  issues  of  church  and  state, 
two  deal  with  the  use  of  campus 
fees.  The  Pacific  Legal  Founda- 
tion, a  non-profit  organization  that 
has  helped  students  fight  the  col- 
lection of  mandatory  fees  for  politi- 
cal organizations,  urged  the  Court 
to  back  the  university. 

The  foundation  said  that  using 
university  funds  for  Wide  Awake 
would  violate  the  First  Amend- 
ment rights  of  students  not  to  asso- 
ciate themselves  with  the  publica- 
tion. "This  court  should  assure 
that  dissenting  students  at  the  uni- 
versity will  continue  to  be  protect- 
ed from  coerced  subsidization  of 
speech  with  which  they  disagree," 
the  brief  said. 

On  a  related  issue,  the  Student 
Press  Law  Center  filed  a  brief  urg- 
ing the  Supreme  Court  to  be  wary 
of  giving  universities  too  much 
control  over  campus  publications. 
S.  Mark  Goodman,  executive  di- 
rector of  the  center,  said  his  organi- 
zation had  no  opinion  on  the 
church/state  issues  in  dispute. 

But  he  said  that  student  editors 
wanted  to  be  sure  that  the  Court's 
eventual  decision — if  favoring  the 
university — limited  the  ability  of 
an  institution  to  deny  a  publication 
funds  to  areas  specifically  banned 
by  the  Constitution.  If  the  universi- 
ty were  given  broad  sway  over 
publications,  he  said,  censorship  of 
the  student  press  could  increase. 

Marshall  H.  Tanick,  a  lawyer 
who  represents  several  student 
newspapers  in  Minnesota,  said  he 
feared  that  the  student  press  CQ^Id 
lose  in  another  way.  If  Wide  Awake 
wins,  he  said,  many  universities 
may  decide  to  end  all  support  for 
student  organizations. 

"If  students  are  put  in  the  posi- 
tion of  having  to  subsidize  all  reli- 
gious viewpoints,  that  may  be  so 
odious  as  to  undermine  the  accept- 
ability of  collecting  student  fees 
across  the  board,"  he  said.  ■

[1]  From  the  Nursing  Department: 

Proposal 

The  following  1/2  unit  course  will  be  added  to  the  offerings  of  the  Nursing  Department: 

Nursing  101    TOPICS  IN  HEALTH 

Exploration  of  health-related  topics  designed  for  the  prenursing  or  first-year  nursing  student  and 
nonmajors.  Topics  vary.  May  be  repeated  for  credit.  No  prerequisites.  One-half  unit  of  credit.  May  not 
be  used  to  satisfy  major  requirements. 

Rationale:  Nursing  students  are  required  to  take  a  two-credit  elective  under  the  number  NUR  443.  This 
was  originally  designed  to  be  a  senior  level  nursing  course  taken  only  by  nursing  students  or  other  students 
with  the  permission  of  the  instructor.  The  present  proposal  will  a  Over  time,  the  department,  in  response  to 
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a  perceived  need  and  a  faculty  interest  in  offering  courses  for  a  broader  audience,  and  very  often,  a  non- 
major  audience,  non-nursing  specific  courses  have  been  offered.  The  current  numbering  system  no  longer 
satisfies  the  original  intent.  How  the  department  to  distinguish  clearly  between  courses  designed  with  that 
senior  nursing  student  in  mind  from  the  generic  and  non-major  courses  we  would  like  to  continue  to  offer. 
These  new  courses  would  not  be  appropriate  to  satisfy  the  senior  nursing  elective  but  would  offer  a  suitable 
alternative  for  elective  credit  for  both  majors  and  non-majors. 

Staffing:  There  will  be  no  financial  or  staffing  changes  made  as  a  result  of  this  change.  The  only  impact 
will  be  a  more  accurate  numbering  of  the  courses. 

[2]  From  the  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences: 

Proposal 
The  following  interdisciplinary  major  will  be  added  to  the  catalogue  and  to  the  list  of  established  interdisciplinary 
majors  on  page  42  of  the  catalogue: 

ACTUARIAL  MATHEMATICS 

Associate  Professor:  Gene  Sprechini  (Coordinator) 

The  actuarial  mathematics  major  is  designed  to  offer,  within  a  liberal  arts  framework,  coursework 
to  prepare  for  an  actuarial  career.  Students  obtain  the  necessary  mathematical  background  for  the  first 
actuarial  exam  and  two  or  three  exams  beyond  the  first  one.  Students  also  obtain  some  background  in 
accounting,  economics,  and  business  needed  for  an  actuarial  career.  At  the  time  of  completion  of  all  major 
requirements,  or  shortly  thereafter,  a  student  should  be  prepared  to  pass  between  up  to  four  of  the  actuarial 
exams. 

The  actuarial  mathematics  major  consists  of  14  unit  courses  and  two  semesters  of  non-credit 
colloquia.  In  mathematical  sciences,  required  courses  are  Computer  Science  125,  Mathematics  128,  129, 
130,  234,  238,  321,  332,  333,  and  338.  Also  required  are  Accounting  1 10;  Economics  110;  one  of 
Mathematics  214  and  Economics  230;  one  of  Accounting  111,  Accounting  441,  Business  338,  Economics 
331,  Economics  441;  two  semesters  of  Mathematics  339  or  449  taken  during  the  junior  and/or  senior  years; 
successful  completion  of  the  course  100  examination  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries  by  the  end  of  the  junior 
year. 

Recommended  courses  include:  Accounting  223,  224,  226,  344;  Business  339,  342;  Computer 
Science  108;  Economics  220,  229,  332,  337;  Mathematics  106,  231,  432, 434.  It  is  also  strongly 
recommended  that  the  student  complete  of  as  many  of  the  actuarial  examinations  as  possible  prior  to 
graduation. 

We  propose  that  the  description  of  Mathematics  339  &449  (Colloquia)  be  changed  to  the  following  (new  additions 
are  underlined  and  deletions  are  in  square  brackets): 

This  non-credit  but  required  course  for  junior  and  senior  mathematics  and  actuarial  mathematics  majors 
offers  students  a  chance  to  hear  presentations  on  topics  related  to,  but  not  directly  covered  in  formal 
mathematics  courses.  [Students]  Mathematics  majors  are  required  to  attend  colloquia  each  semester  of 
their  junior  (339)  and  senior  (449)  years.  Actuarial  mathematics  majors  are  required  to  attend  colloquia 
any  two  semesters  of  their  junior  and  senior  years.  Mathematics  majors  must  present  two  lectures,  one 
during  the  junior  year  and  one  during  the  senior  year.  Actuarial  mathematics  majors  present  one  lecture 
during  one  of  the  semesters  in  which  thev  are  enrolled.  A  letter  grade  will  be  given  in  semesters  in  which 
the  student  gives  a  presentation,  otherwise  the  grade  will  be  P/F.  Seniors  are  strongly  encouraged  to  give 
their  presentations  during  the  fall  semester.  [Students]  Mathematics  majors  applying  for  the  professional 
semester  in  education...  With  Departmental  approval,  [students]  mathematics  majors  will  be  required... 

We  propose  that  the  following  statement  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  first  paragraph  in  the  MATHEMATICS  section 
of  the  current  catalogue  (page  120): 
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Students  who  are  interested  in  pursuing  a  career  in  actuarial  science  should  consider  the  actuarial 
mathematics  major. 

Staffing 
Such  a  program  would  not  have  to  require  designing  any  new  courses.  The  frequency  of  offerings 
necessary  to  support  the  mathematics  major  together  with  our  current  practice  of  offering  a  variety  of  elective 
choices  in  the  mathematics  major  will  be  sufficient  to  support  this  new  program.  The  frequency  with  which  the 
required  and  elective  accounting,  business,  and  economics  courses  are  presently  offered  will  easily  be  sufficient  to 
support  the  program.  If  we  were  to  gain  only  between  1  and  5  students  a  year  that  we  would  not  have  otherwise 
had,  the  program  would  be  worth  it  since  it  will  cost  virtually  nothing. 

Rationale 

Near  the  end  of  last  semester,  there  was  some  discussion  in  the  mathematics  department  about  the 
possibility  of  adding  an  interdisciplinary  major  in  actuarial  mathematics  to  the  curriculum.  This  discussion  was 
motivated  by  two  things:  (1)  inquiries  from  potential  students  and  matriculated  students  about  a  program  of  study  in 
actuarial  science  and/or  statistics;  and  (2)  the  realization  that  many  other  academic  institutions,  i.e.,  roughly  half  of 
what  might  be  considered  Lycoming's  competitors,  have  some  kind  of  program  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics. 
There  seems  to  be  some  evidence  that  we  have  lost  students  who  are  interested  in  such  a  program  to  other 
institutions,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  presently  offer  all  the  courses  necessary  for  undergraduate  preparation  for  a 
career  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics.  Considering  the  heavy  use  of  actuarial  mathematics  among  accountants, 
this  would  be  a  very  attractive  addition  to  our  list  of  majors. 

Currently,  we  simply  advise  any  student  interested  in  a  career  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics  to  major 
in  mathematics,  to  take  certain  mathematics  electives  related  to  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics,  and  to  take  certain 
economics,  business,  and  accounting  courses.  If  the  student  follows  our  advice,  he/she  might  end  up  taking  15  or 
more  courses  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  a  career  in  actuarial  work  or  statistics.  Since  we  already  have  in  the 
catalogue  the  courses  necessary  to  support  a  program  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics,  it  seems  rather  foolish  not 
to  take  advantage  of  this  by  designing  a  program  which  will  be  attractive  to  students  for  whom  we  compete  with 
other  institutions.  Looking  at  what  other  schools  do,  there  are  several  options  such  as  designing  another  track  in  the 
Mathematics  major  or  designing  a  minor  in  actuarial  mathematics. 

At  present,  the  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  offers  two  majors:  the  Mathematics  Major  which 
consists  of  10  courses  and  the  Computer  Science  major  which  consists  of  1 1  courses.  The  department  also  helps  to 
support  the  accounting-mathematical  sciences  major  which  is  an  interdisciplinary  major  that  Eldon  Kuhns 
coordinates.  The  accounting-mathematical  sciences  major  requires  14  courses,  7  from  the  Department  of 
Mathematical  Sciences  and  7  from  the  Accounting  Department.  While  I  was  not  around  when  this  major  was 
designed,  it  appears  to  me  that  this  major  was  designed  to  be  somewhat  technical  in  order  to  offer  the  student  a  basis 
for  the  application  of  mathematical  models  and  reasoning  in  the  business  world.  All  things  considered,  the  most 
feasible  idea  for  an  actuarial  mathematics  program  at  Lycoming  College  seems  to  be  an  interdisciplinary  major 
which  is  somewhat  patterned  after  the  accounting-mathematical  sciences  major. 

Since  preparation  for  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics  is  rather  technical  in  nature,  it  is  not  unreasonable 
that  we  need  to  design  a  14  course  major.  There  are  essentially  three  components  necessary  for  actuarial  science: 

(1)  a  solid  background  in  matrix  algebra,  calculus,  and  foundations  of  mathematics, 

(2)  coursework  in  mathematical  statistics,  operations  research  and  numerical  analysis, 

(3)  some  basic  knowledge  about  accounting,  economics,  and/or  business,  some  experience  with  applied 
statistics,  and  some  experience  with  computers. 

To  satisfy  ( 1 ),  we  need  to  require  the  5  freshman-sophomore  mathematics  level  courses  required  for  the 
mathematics  major.  To  satisfy  (2),  we  need  to  require  the  two  course  sequence  in  calculus  based  mathematical 
statistics,  a  course  in  operations  research,  and  a  course  in  numerical  analysis;  also,  as  a  prerequisite  for  numerical 
analysis  we  must  require  the  introductory  computer  science  course  which  addresses  the  issue  of  experience  with 
computers  in  (3).  To  satisfy  (3)  completely,  we  must  require  some  courses  which  will  serve  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  some  basics  of  accounting,  economics,  and/or  business,  and,  ideally,  to  offer  the  student  some 
experience  with  applied  statistics  beyond  the  introductory  level. 
The  5  courses  needed  to  satisfy  (1)  are 
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Math  128,  Math  129,  Math  130,  Math  234,  Math  238. 

These  courses  will  prepare  the  student  to  take  the  first  actuarial  exam,  as  well  as  provide  the  student  with  a  solid 
foundation  in  mathematics.  The  5  courses  needed  to  satisfy  (2)  are 

Cptr  125,  Math  321,  Math  332,  Math  333,  Math  338. 

These  courses  will  prepare  the  student  for  all  or  almost  all  the  material  on  three  of  the  actuarial  exams  beyond  the 
first  one.  By  requiring  4  courses  to  satisfy  (3),  we  will  have  a  total  of  14  courses  required  for  the  major.  It  seems 
reasonable  to  allow  the  student  a  certain  amount  of  flexibility  with  these  4  courses,  while  insuring  that  the  student 
has  some  experience  in  at  least  three  of  accounting,  economics,  business,  and  applied  statistics;  also,  the  courses  the 
student  takes  should  be  ones  that  most  relate  to  actuarial  work.  With  the  proposed  major  requirements,  students  will 
completely  satisfy  the  distribution  requirements  for  mathematics,  and  also  satisfy  at  least  one  (and  possibly  both)  of 
the  two  required  courses  needed  to  satisfy  social  science  distribution  requirements. 

At  present  mathematics  majors  are  required  to  complete  10  courses  and  4  semesters  of  noncredit 
colloquium.  Since  this  new  interdisciplinary  major  is  a  kind  of  hybrid  of  the  mathematics  major,  it  seems  desirable 
to  maintain  a  colloquium  requirement.  However,  since  this  new  interdisciplinary  major  replaces  the  two  junior- 
senior  level  core  courses  of  the  mathematics  major  with  less  theoretical  and  more  applied  upper  level  courses,  and 
since  this  new  interdisciplinary  major  requires  4  more  courses  than  the  current  mathematics  major,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  have  a  colloquium  requirement  less  stringent  than  that  for  the  mathematics  major,  such  as  a 
requirement  of  2  semesters  of  noncredit  colloquium. 

Finally,  it  seems  reasonable  that  Actuarial  Mathematics  majors  should  be  required  to  pass  some  of  the 
exams  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries.  A  requirement  that  the  first  exam  along  with  any  other  exam  be  passed  has  been 
included  as  part  of  the  major. 

Among  the  16  colleges  with  which  we  typically  compare  ourselves,  about  half  have  some  sort  of  major, 
minor,  track,  etc.  designed  to  prepare  students  for  a  career  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics.  The  program 
proposed  here  is  easily  comparable  to  any  of  the  programs  of  our  competitors  with  the  exception  of  Lebanon  Valley. 
Lebanon  Valley  has  a  program  which  is  coordinated  by  a  faculty  member  who  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Actuaries.  As  a  result,  Lebanon  Valley  is  able  to  offer  a  major  in  actuarial  science  which  requires  a  few  very 
specialized  courses.

Proposal  #1 

Change  the  description  [1995-96  catalog  p.l  19]  of  Cptr  125  Introduction  to  Computer  Science  as  follows: 

Introduction  to  programming  UTILIZING  A  BLOCK-STRUCTURED  HIGHER  LEVEL  PROGRAMMING 
LANGUAGE.  Topics  include  algorithms,  program  structure,  and  computer  configuration.  Laboratory 
experience  is  included{,  most  recently  using  Pascal}. 

Rationale:  The  particular  language  used  in  Cptr  125  (currently,  Pascal)  is  not  intrinsic  to  the  primary 
content  description  of  the  course.  The  proposed  change  to  a  generic  description  of  the  language  is  in  line 
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with  course  descriptions  of  this  course  at  many,  if  not  most,  of  the  institutions  offering  computer  science 
programs  such  as  ours. 

Proposal  #2 

Change  the  prerequisite  part  of  the  description  [1995-96  catalog  p.  123]  of  Math  214  Multivariable 
Statistics  as  follows: 

Prerequisite:  A  grade  ofC  or  better  in  Mathematics  103  or  its  equivalent,  OR  MATHEMATICS  332. 

Rationale:  In  the  past,  the  Department  has  always  permitted  the  rare  math  major  wanting  to  take  Math  214 
to  do  so  by  meeting  the  Math  103  prerequisite  with  the  upper  level  Math  332.  Now,  with  a  larger  and  more 
varied  population  of  students  taking  Math  214,  we  wish  to  have  this  practice  reflected  in  the  catalog  course 
description. 

[2]  From  the  Department  of  Music: 

Proposal 

Music  168C  (Chamber  Choir),  which  is  a  noncredit  course,  will  offer  a  grade  of  P.  Music  169C  (the 
woodwind  brass  quintets)  is  similar  in  structure  and  intent  to  the  chamber  choir,  and  will  also  offer  a  grade 
of  P.  The  following  statement  will  be  added  to  the  end  of  the  course  description  of  Music  169  (page  130  of 
the  current  catalogue):

Previously,  Music  168C  and  169C  have  been  included  on  the  student's  transcript  with 
no  grade.

B.S.&B  has  been  asked  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  develop  a  procedure  by  which  the  faculty  may 
recommend  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  faculty  members  who  should  be  recognized  by  their  appointment 
to  Endowed  Chairs.  After  careful  consideration  and  deliberation,  the  attached  policy  was  developed.  This 
document  is  being  forwarded  to  you  for  your  consideration,  modification  and  approval  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
faculty  for  their  endorsement. 

PROCEDURE 

Endowed  chairs  provide  an  opportunity  to  recognize  outstanding  faculty  for  their  achievements  in  teaching,  research 

and  service  to  the  College.  These  chairs  are  selected  by  the  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee. 

COMMITTEE  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee  consists  of  five  faculty  and  the  Dean  of  the  College.  The  faculty  include 
the  Chair  of  the  Faculty,  and  the  Chairs  of  the  following  committee:  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits;  Personnel; 
GCAA;  and  Promotion  and  Tenure.  In  the  event  that  committee  members  hold  more  than  one  of  these  offices  or  in 
the  case  of  resignation,  the  Committee  will  appoint  additional  members  until  it  includes  five  faculty. 
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CANDIDATE  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  Dean  of  the  College  will  convene  the  Committee  when  the  President  notifies  the  Dean  of  the  College 
of  the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair,  or  during  the  fall  of  the  academic  year  in  which  an  endowed  chair's 
term  is  to  expire.  Once  convened,  the  Committee  will  elect,  by  majority  vote,  a  Chair  who  will  serve  in 
that  capacity  during  the  initial  endowed  chair  search  and  also  for  any  subsequent  searches  for  the 
remainder  of  the  academic  year. 

2.  The  Committee  will  solicit  nominations  from  the  faculty.  Nominated  candidates  who  have  not  had  a  Peer 
Evaluation  within  five  years  prior  to  nominations  will  be  disqualified. 

3.  Nominated  candidates  will  be  invited  to  submit  a  file  of  materials  which  will  aid  the  Committee  in  the 
review  process.  File  contents  will  vary  according  to  the  description  of  each  endowed  chair,  therefore,  the 
Committee  will  publish  guidelines  for  each  search.  Failure  to  submit  supporting  materials  by  a  published 
deadline  will  void  the  nomination. 

4.  The  Committee  will  review  the  candidate  files,  request  additional  information  and  invite  outside  evaluation 
of  the  materials  if  necessary.  In  addition,  the  Committee  will  consult  with  departments  affected  by  the 
selection  of  the  endowed  chair. 

5.  The  Committee  will  recommend  the  President  of  the  College,  one  or  more  candidates,  in  ranked  order  of 
preference.  The  committee  may  recommend  that  the  endowed  chair  remain  unfilled  if  no  suitable 
candidates  have  been  identified. 

ENDOWED  CHAIR  TERMS 

Endowed  chairs  will  have  terms  of  five  years  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  endowment.  At  the 
expiration  of  the  terms,  current  chairs  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  reappointment,  their  credentials  will  be 
considered  in  addition  to  those  of  all  other  eligible  candidates.

Attempts  by  Washington,  Penn- 
sylvania, officials  to  levy  taxes  on 
property  owned  by  Washington  and 
Jefferson  College  have  been  tempo- 
rarily thwarted  by  a  Pennsylvania 
state  court. 

In  a  potentially  important  deci- 
sion, the  state's  second-highest  court 
overturned  a  county  judge's  1994 
decision  that  the  college  was  liable 
for  taxation  because  it  did  not  fit  the 
state's  definition  of  a  "purely  public 
charity."  City  officials  plan  to  appeal 
the  ruling. 

The  Commonwealth  Court  ruled 
that  the  lower  court  judge  had  incor- 
rectly applied  a  five-part  test  to  evalu- 
ate whether  the  college  was  a  charity 
and  therefore  exempt  from  taxation 
of  its  real  estate  holdings. 

In  1994,  a  judge  from  the  county 

Court  of  Common  Pleas  ruled  that 
the  college's  real  property  holdings 
were  taxable,  saying  that  the  college 
had  failed  to  prove  four  of  the  five 
standards.  The  college  promptly  re- 
ceived tax  bills  from  the  city,  the 
county,  and  the  local  board  of  educa- 
tion for  nearly  $500,000. 

In  reversing  that  decision,  the 
court  held  that  Washington  and 
Jefferson  qualified  for  the  exemp- 
tion because  of  its  benefits  to  stu- 
dents and  to  the  general  public.  "In 
today's  society,  where  education  be- 
yond the  high  school  level  is  almost 
mandatory  in  order  for  one  to  ad- 
vance in  life,  the  benefit  of  an  insti- 
tution of  higher  learning  becomes 
even  more  immeasurable,"  wrote 
Judge  James  R.  Kelley  for  the  major- 
ity. 


The  Pennsylvania  Supreme  Court 
established  the  five-part  test  in  1985. 
To  qualify  for  the  exemption,  insti- 
tutions must  prove  that  the  organi- 
zation advances  a  charitable  purpose, 
donates  a  substantial  portion  of  its 
services,  benefits  an  indefinite  class 
of  persons  who  are  worthy  of  charity, 
relieves  the  government  of  some  of 
its  burden,  and  operates  free  of  a 
private  profit  motive. 

In  disqualifyingThe  college  from 
tax-exempt  status,  the  county  judge 
had  found  the  college  established 
only  the  last  of  the  five  criteria.  The 
judge  said  that  the  college  had  grown 
into  "an  enterprise  of  big  business," 
refusing  enrollment  to  most  students 
who  cannot  pay  the  bills  or  who  do 
not  meet  admission  standards. 

The  appellate  court  found  that  the 
college  met  all  five  criteria,  noting 
that  historical,  legal,  and  statutory 
precedents  existed  for  finding  col- 
leges and  universities  to  be  charities 
devoted  to  "the  advancement  of  the 
public  good,"  even  if  their  costs  and 
business  practices  have  changed  con- 
siderably over  the  years. 
.  "A  college's  tax-exempt  status  does 
not  erode  with  the  passage  of  time, 
merely  because,  in  these  financially 
complex  times,  the  means  by  which 
a  college  secures  funds  to  support  its 
purely  educational  commitments  are 
more  diverse  than  in  a  previous  cen- 
tury," Judge  Kelley  wrote. 

The  case  is  being  closely  watched 


by  higher  education  institutions 
and  other  tax-exempt  entities, 
whose  property  has  become  a  taxa- 
tion target  of  cash-strapped  local 
governments.  Traditional  exemp- 
tion practices  have  been  reconsid- 
ered, as  local  government  officials 
argue  that  colleges  and  universities 
benefit  from  many  city  services,  such 
as  police  and  fire  protection,  without 
paying  their  fair  share  of  tax  revenue. 
Institutional  officials  have  begun 
to  strike  deals  with  the  local  govern- 
ments, making  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes  to  stave  off  the  tax  collectors. 
Harvard  University  provides  about 
$6  million  a  year  in  voluntary  pay- 
ments to  Boston  and  Cambridge  in 
,  lieu  of  taxes,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  pays  Cam- 
bridge about  $  1  million  a  year.  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  officials  refused 
to  work  out  a  voluntary  payment 
agreement  with  Washington  city  of-

December  4, 1995 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:32  p.m.  by  chair  Gabriel.

Minutes  for  the  September  11,  1995  meeting  were  approved. 

Secretary's  Report: 

Secretary  Olsen  reminded  the  faculty  of  the  upcoming  election  of  faculty  officers  in  January  and  requested  anyone 
who  wants  his/her  name  off  the  list  of  candidates  should  let  him  know.

New  Business: 

Howard  Berthold,  Chair  of  GCAA,  presented  the  catalog  changes  approved  by  GCAA  (AB,  Nov.  17,  1995,  pp  4-7). 

1 .  From  the  Registrar,  a  proposal  for  the  clarification  of  the  requirements  post-baccalaureate  degree 
candidates  must  meet.  Post-baccalaureate  students  will  be  subject  to  the  requirements  in  effect  at  the  date 
of  entrance  to  post-baccalaureate  studies  and  must  complete  both  distribution  and  major  requirements. 

Applicants  may  transferred  up  to  64  semester  credits  {of  lower  division  course  work}  at  the  Lycoming 
College  100  and  200  level  and  up  to  32  semester  credits  {of  upper-division  course  work}  at  the  Lycoming 
College  300  and  400  level  for  a  total  of  96  credits. 

After  some  discussion,  the  motion  passed. 

2.  Next  Berthold  presented  the  Political  Science  capstone  course  to  be  required  by  all  majors.  No  discussion. 
Motion  passed. 

3.  From  the  English  Department,  he  presented  the  increased  list  of  poets  to  be  read  in  ENGL  332  from  8  to 
20.

4.  Art  and  Education  proposal  for  Art  332  -  to  replace  the  phrase  "Alternate  Years"  with  "Required  of  Art 
Majors  in  the  K  -  12  certification  program."

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Herring  made  a  motion  to  request  CDC  to  investigate  the  consistence  in  regard  to  how  requirements  are  stated  in  the 
catalog  and  as  appropriate  prepare  a  proposal  for  a  future  meeting.  Seconded.  No  discussion.

5.  Proposal  from  the  Department  of  Mathematical  Science  for  MATH  234  to  include  the  phrase  "and  an 

historical  perspective  of  mathematics.  Optional  topics  include..."  and  MATH  330  to  include  "with  an 
historical  perspective"  meet  the  PA  Board  of  Education's  request  that  all  courses  in  which  the  history  of 
mathematics  is  taught  be  documented  in  the  catalog.

Reports: 

Report  from  President  Douthat: 

President  Douthat  reported  on  the  trustee  meeting  in  retreat  in  October.  He  said  that  the  focus  of  the  meeting  was 
the  long-term  funding  of  the  college,  specifically  the  capital  campaign  to  be  announced  in  January.  He  said  the  goal 
is  $20  million  and  so  far  we  have  had  $13  million  in  pledges. 

He  made  a  comparison  of  our  audit  with  our  sister  institutions  in  the  area  and  noted  that  we  have  lower  number  of 
administration  costs,  higher  student/faculty  ration,  higher  academic  cost  (which  included  the  academic  support). 

He  made  a  suggestion  to  have  open  forums  with  the  faculty  to  be  set  up  to  focus  on  the  broader  college  issues.  He 
then  opened  the  discussion  to  faculty  questions. 

Report  from  Dean  Piper: 

Dean  Piper  thanked  Drs.  Giglio  and  Lewes  for  the  publishing  of  their  books  and  Prof.  Henninger  for  his  work  on  the 
Mentoring  program  this  fall.  He  also  noted  that  there  would  be  another  teaching  workshop  on  January  17th. 

Dean  Piper  said  that  Judge  Tom  Raup  is  retiring  and  will  be  joining  our  faculty  part-time  in  the  Spring. 

He  noted  the  new  1996-97  Symposium  Committee  now  forming  and  asked  for  those  interested  to  advise  his  office. 

Dean  Piper  noted  deadlines  approaching  on  December  1st  for  PDG/Sabbatical  Leave  Grant  requests,  for  curriculum 
changes  for  the  catalog  to  go  to  CDC,  and  P&T  information. 

He  gave  a  report  on  the  Retention  Committee:  we  graduate  60%  of  our  students  who  come  here  as  freshmen  (while 
higher  than  state  institutions,  it  is  lower  than  our  peer  institutions. 

Meeting  state  review  Committee  have  been  working  on  our  report  and  it  should  be  made  available  to  faculty  and 
administration  shortly.

GCAA  has  reviewed  the  following  proposals  and  has  voted  to  send  them  to  the  faculty: 

From  Kathy  Ryan  in  the  Psychology  Department: 

Proposal 
[1]  Allow  for  courses  to  be  designated  "Women's  Studies"  and  included  in  the  Women's  Studies 

section  of  the  catalogue  (page  164),  and  add  Women's  Studies  320  (Issues  in  Women's  Studies)  to 
the  Women's  Studies  section  of  the  catalogue  with  the  following  course  description: 
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An  examination  of  women's  issues  from  an  interdisciplinary  perspective.  The  course  will  explore 
the  social  construction  of  gender,  feminist  research  methods  and  theories,  and  the  role  of 
patriarchy  in  women's  lives.  Topics  may  involve  language,  art,  science,  politics,  culture,  violence, 
race,  class,  ethnic  differences,  sexuality,  and  pornography. 

[2]  In  the  Women's  Studies  section  of  the  catalogue  (page  64),  replace  the  statement  "Four  of  the 

following  courses  are  required  for  the  minor."  with  the  statement  "Women's  Studies  320  and  three 
of  the  following  courses  are  required  for  the  minor." 

Rationale 
This  course  initiates  a  common  core  for  the  Women's  Studies  minor. 

Staffing 
The  course  will  probably  not  be  needed  more  than  alternate  years  to  support  the  minor.  At  least  Ryan  and 
Hungerford  will  be  able  to  teach  it,  and  have  an  interest  in  doing  so. (Conrad  has  indicated  that  Hungerford  will  be 
able  to  staff  the  course  every  2  to  4  years  with  only  a  negligible  effect  on  her  regular  offerings  of  the  300  level 
courses  required  for  elementary  certification.)  There  most  likely  will  be  other  faculty,  who  depending  on  interest 
and  knowledge  of  feminist  research  theory,  could  teach  the  course  (such  as  Darby  Lewes  who  expressed  a  strong 
interest  in  teaching  it). 

Proposal  to  rewrite  the  catalog  section  Credit  by  Examination  pages  27-28. 

The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  has  reviewed  two  standardized  examination  programs  and  one  high  school 
baccalaureate  program  and  determined  that  they  meet  College  standards  and  should  be  accepted  for  credit  or  advanced 
placement.  The  DANTES  program  is  the  military  version  of  CLEP  which  we  already  accept,  and  ACT  PEP  is  a  program 
primarily  for  Nursing.  Both  of  these  programs  meet  the  needs  of  non-traditional  students.  The  International  Baccalaureate  is  a 
high  school  degree  program  accepted  by  our  peers.  It  will  permit  us  to  attract  better  prepared  students.  The  awarding  of  credit 
for  these  examination  programs  brings  us  into  line  with  our  competition. 

The  catalog  section  on  Credit  by  Examination  (pgs  27-28)  has  been  rewritten  to  reflect  these  additions  and  to  clarify  general 
policy  statements  which  were  expressed  in  the  CLEP  section.  After  departments  decide  which  tests  will  be  accepted  and  the 
corresponding  course  equivalencies,  it  will  be  necessary  to  rewrite  section  of  the  handbook  titled  "COLLEGE  LEVEL 
EXAMINATION  PROGRAM"  (pages  6-24  to  6-28  of  the  current  handbook). 

CREDIT  BY  EXAMINATION 

Students  may  earn  credit  or  advanced  placement  through  the  standardized  examinations  listed  below.  A  maximum  of  50 
percent  of  the  course  requirements  for  the  Baccalaureate  degree  may  be  earned  through  these  examinations.  The  appropriate 
!  academic  department  will  determine  which  tests  they  will  accept  and  the  course  equivalencies.  A  list  of  approved 
i  examinations  is  available  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar.  Although  these  examinations  may  be  taken  after  matriculation,  new 
students  who  are  competent  in  a  given  area  are  encouraged  to  take  the  examination  of  their  choice  before  entering  Lycoming 
so  that  the  college  will  have  the  test  scores  available  for  registration  advising  for  the  first  semester  of  enrollment.  Students 
applying  to  the  college  for  the  first  time  should  inform  the  Admissions  Office  that  they  have  completed  these  tests  and  provide 
the  official  scores  as  part  of  their  application  packet.  Continuing  students  must  send  official  test  scores  to  the  Office  of  the 
Registrar  and  inform  their  academic  advisors  when  examinations  have  been  taken. 

The  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  Advanced  Placement  (CEEB  AP)  —  A  score  of  three  or  above  is  required  for 
credit  or  advanced  placement. 

The  International  Baccalaureate  —  Students  who  have  completed  the  full  diploma  and  have  scores  of  five  or  above  will  be 
granted  32  credits,  specific  courses  will  be  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Students  who  have  completed  the  certificate  will 
be  granted  credit  based  on  the  examinations  taken.  Subsidiary  examinations  will  not  be  considered. 

The  American  College  Testing  Proficiency  Examination  Program  (ACT  PEP)  —  A  score  equivalent  to  a  grade  of  "B"  or 
above  is  required. 
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College  Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP)  --  A  score  at  the  75th  percentile  or  above  on  the  General  Examinations  and  a 
score  equivalent  to  a  grade  of  "B"  or  above  on  the  Subject  Examinations  is  required. 

Defense  Activity  for  Non-Traditional  Education  Support  (D ANTES)  --  A  score  equivalent  to  a  grade  of  "B"  or  above  is 
required.

RE:  Change  in  catalog  description  of  major  by  the  addition  of  the  B.S.  degree. 

Proposal:  The  intent  of  this  proposal  is  to  change  the  catalog  description  of  the  biology  major  by  the  addition  of  the 

alternative  degree:  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.S.). 

Current  Catalog  Description: 

A  major  consists  of  eight  biology  courses,  including  1 10-1 1 1,  221,  222,  223,  224  and  225.  In  addition,  junior  and 
seniors  majoring  in  Biology  are  required  to  register  for  Biology  349-449  (non-credit  colloquium)  during  all  semesters  on 
campus.  With  departmental  consent,  Biology  226  may  be  substituted  for  Biology  221.  Only  two  courses  numbered  below  200 
may  count  toward  the  major.  Departmental  internships  can  not  be  used  to  fulfill  the  eighth  required  course.  In  addition,  three 
units  of  chemistry  and  two  units  of  mathematical  science  are  required.  The  chemistry  requirement  must  include  at  least  one 
unit  of  organic  chemistry  chosen  from  Chemistry  1 15,  220  or  221.  The  mathematical  sciences  courses  must  be  chosen  from 
Computer  Science  108,  125,  and/or  Mathematics  103,  109,  127,  128  or  above.  Certain  specific  exceptions  to  the  core  program 
will  be  made  for  three-year  students  enrolled  in  cooperative  programs.  Such  exceptions  are  noted  under  the  particular 
cooperative  program  described  in  the  Academic  Program  chapter  of  the  catalog.  Students  interested  in  these  programs  should 
contact  the  program  director  before  finalizing  their  individual  programs. 
Consent  of  the  instructor  may  replace  Biology  110-111  as  a  prerequisite  for  all  biology  courses. 

The  following  courses  have  been  approved  to  be  offered  as  Writing  Intensive  courses  and  may  be  offered  as  such: 
Biology  222  and  224.  Students  must  check  semester  class  schedules  to  determine  which  courses  are  offered  as  "W"  courses 
for  that  semester. 

In  the  catalog  description  of  the  major  the  following  paragraph  is  to  be  added. 

Biology  majors  will  be  awarded  either  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  Majors  who 
complete  the  13-course  requirement  above  will  be  awarded  the  B.A.  degree.  Majors  who  complete  three  additional 
courses  in  the  natural  sciences  at  or  above  the  200  level  or  in  the  mathematical  sciences  (127  or  above)  will  be  eligible  to 
elect  the  B.S.  degree. 


Rationale  Backmuund: 

The  Department  of  Biology  was  asked  by  the  Admissions  Office  (Jim  Spencer)  and  by  Dean  Piper  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  offering  the  B.S.  degree  in  Biology.  Their  interest  in  this  is  driven  by:   1)  the  perception  of  prospective  students 
that  the  B.S.  degree  is  the  appropriate  degree  for  the  sciences  and  2)  the  fact  that  many  of  our  competitors  offer  it.  A  check 
with  the  PA  State  Board  of  Education  showed  that  Lycoming  has  offered  a  B.S.  in  the  past  and  our  charter  allows  for  such  a 
degree  (contact:  Warren  Evans,  PA  State  Department  of  Education).  Incidentally,  five  of  our  seven  staff  members  in  Biology 
have  B.S.  degrees. 

Wanting  to  comply  with  this  administrative  request  and  to  support  the  work  of  the  Admissions  effort,  but  not  wanting 
to  extend  the  practice  of  creating  artificial  distinctions  between  the  B.A.  and  B.S.,  we  consulted  the  PA  State  Board  of 
Education,  The  New  York  State  Board  of  Education  and  a  number  of  schools  among  our  competition  (see  attached)  for 
guidance. 
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The  data  show  that:  1)  Lycoming  is  in  the  minority  in  offering  only  a  B.A.  degree  in  Biology  and  2)  there  is  no 
consistent  criterion  for  distinguishing  requirements  for  the  B.A.  and  B.S.  degrees  (except  that  more  science  courses  are  usually 
taken  for  a  B.S.  degree). 

In  response  to  these  findings,  we  have  decided  to  support  the  position  that  students  may  elect  to  be  awarded  the  B.S. 
in  Biology  by  completing  more  than  the  current  minimum  number  of  math  and  science  courses  required  for  the  major.  Please 
note  that  the  proposed  requirements  for  the  B.S.  degree  are  already  met  by  all  biology  majors  preparing  for  admission  to 
graduate  and  professional  schools  and  by  all  those  students  who  choose  a  chemistry  minor,  or  double  majors  in  biology  and 
chemistry. 

The  addition  of  the  B.S.  degree  has  been  approved  for  administrative  feasibility  by  the  Dean  and  the  President. 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  is  sending  a  parallel  proposal  for  your  consideration  and  your  Committee  might  want  to 
consider  these  proposals  as  a  pair.  Together,  they  would  provide  some  institutional  consistency  in  our  offerings.  It  is  our 
understanding  that  it  would  not  be  feasible  for  the  Astronomy  and  Physics  Department  to  make  such  a  proposal.

The  Department  is  approved  by  the  American  Chemical  Society  (ACS)  to  certify  those  students  whose  programs  meet : 

Students  who  wish  to  earn  ACS  certification  must  complete  the  major 
described  above  as  well  as  Chemistry  43  and  two  courses  from  Chem  440,  442,  447  and  480  (490).  Students  who  complete 
the  ACS-certified  degree  are  eligible  to  elects  a  B.S.  degree.

Rationale/Background 

The  past  five  years  have  seen  new  emphasis  on  the  sciences  at  Lycoming  College.  In  1990,  the  Chemistry  and 
Biology  Departments  moved  into  the  new  $10  million  Heim  Building.  In  the  same  year  the  Department  of  Chemistry  became 
approved  by  the  American  Chemical  Society.  Enrolments  in  both  Chemistry  and  Biology  have  increased  dramatically  over 
this  time  period  and  the  Department  of  Biology  has  added  a  seventh  tenure-track  position.  Along  with  the  growing  interest  in 
science  we  (Chemistry  and  Biology  faculty,  the  Admissions  staff  and  Dean  Piper)  have  all  been  queried  by  prospective 
students  about  the  possibility  of  earning  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  at  Lycoming.  We  feel  the  time  has  come  to  offer  such  a 
degree  in  Chemistry  (and  support  the  concurrent  proposal  of  offer  a  B.S.  in  Biology). 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  has  had  discussions  with  both  Dean  Piper  and  Admissions  over  the  past  three  years 
concerning  the  desirability  of  offering  a  B.S.  degree  in  the  sciences.  Offering  a  B.S.  degree  is  feasible  without  doing  any 
additional  work  at  the  state  level.  A  check  with  Warren  Evans  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Education  indicates  that 
Lycoming  has  offered  a  B.S.  in  the  past  and  may  do  so  now  if  desired.  Lycoming  currently  awards  three  different  degrees 
(B.A.,  B.F.A.,  B.S.N.)  two  of  which  are  available  only  to  students  in  one  department. 

Offering  a  B.S.  degree  should  help  make  us  more  competitive.  As  the  attached  survey  indicates,  many  of  the  schools 
we  tend  to  think  of  as  our  competition  already  offer  a  B.S.  degree  in  Chemistry.  Of  the  schools  surveyed,  sixty  percent  offer 
either  only  a  B.S.  or  a  choice  of  the  B.A.  or  B.S.  degree  in  Chemistry.  We  believe  that  the  availability  of  a  B.S.  option  will 
allow  us  to  attract  additional  and  perhaps  better  majors  and  bring  us  more  in  line  with  these  competitor  schools. 

We  would  require  those  students  who  wish  to  earn  the  B.S.  degree  to  complete  the  established  ACS-certified  degree 
requirements,  which  are  more  scientifically  rigorous  than  the  non-certified  major  (which  would  remain  the  B.A.).  While  there 
are  no  clear  guidelines  on  what  distinguishes  between  the  B.A.  and  B.S.  degrees  in  Chemistry,  most  departments  which  offer 
both  make  the  B.S.  the  degree  with  a  greater  emphasis  on  science.  Because  we  will  merely  be  adding  the  option  of  electing  a 
B.S.  degree  to  our  existing  ACS-certified  degree,  there  will  be  no  additional  courses  or  faculty  required.  Thus,  we  do  not 
believe  that  the  addition  of  a  B.S.  degree  option  for  Chemistry  (and  Biology)  would  greatly  change  the  way  we  do  business  at 
Lycoming. 

Lastly  it  must  be  noted  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  change  other  sections  of  the  catalog  to  reflect  the  new  degree.  A 
brief  description  of  the  B.S.  will  have  to  be  included  in  the  "Academic  Program"  section  (pp.  37-39),  and  "B.S."  would  have  to 
be  added  to  the  degree  headings  for  the  distribution  (p.  39)  and  Scholars  (p.  47)  requirements.  We  assume  the  B.S.  will  have 
the  same  distribution  and  Scholars  requirements  as  the  B.A.

Over  the  past  few  years  more  and  more  students  have  been  combining  a  major  or  minor  in  Art  with  a  major  or  minor 
in  Psychology.

\  MEDIA): 

Prerequisite:  Photo  I  and  either  Drawing  1  or  Two  Dimensional  Design;  or  consent  of  instructor 

Rationale 
One  third  of  the  class  time  is  working  with  photographic  image  manipulation.  We  want  students  to  manipulate  their 
own  original  photographs,  rather  than  work  with  appropriated  images,  so  they  can  ethically  exhibit  the  work  they  create. 
Reading  material  and  discussions  in  this  course  cover  ethical  and  copyright  issues  raised  by  the  use  of  other  people's  images  by 
computer  artists,  and  it  only  makes  sense  to  follow  the  discussion  with  a  practical  application  of  the  principles  discussed.  To  do 
i  this,  we  need  to  ensure  that  all  students  have  original  photographic  work  to  manipulate  in  class.  Another  third  of  class  involves 
drawing  in  the  computer-students  with  no  drawing  experience  have  difficulty  with  this  section.

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Concentrated  research,  preparation  and  execution  of  a  series  of  projects  in  commercial  design  utilizing  {both 
traditional  studio  tools  -  including  airbrush,  water-based  mediums,  markers,  colored  pencil  and  pen  and  ink  -  and 
computer  graphics  software  -  including  paint,  draw,  image  manipulation  and  page  layout  programs}  computer 
graphics,  page  layout  programs  and  paint,  draw  and  image  manipulation  software  that  simulate  traditional  airbrush. 
water-based  mediums,  markers,  colored  pencils  and  ink  pens.  The  following  skills  are  involved:  illustration, 
photography,  design,  typesetting,  lettering,  layout,  overlays,  scanning  {and}  color  separation,  matching  and  proofing 
and  preparation  of  files  for  a  service  bureau  or  printer.  Prerequisite:  Art  343  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale 
The  skills  that  commercial  design  students  need  when  they  graduate  are  computer  graphics  design  and  layout  skills 
with  a  solid  background  in  art  foundations.  The  opportunities  for  traditional  graphic  designers  are  disappearing  at  a  rapid  rate 
and  agencies  are  looking  for  employees  who  are  proficient  on  the  computer.  As  more  schools  are  beginning  to  teach  computer 
skills,  our  students  really  need  this  full  semester  of  upper  level  computer  graphics  and  the  practical  experience  of  an  internship 
in  order  to  compete  in  the  field.

Growing  numbers  of  Internet  users 
are  worried  about  who  has  access 
to  records  of  their  on-line  activi- 
ties and  how  those  data  are  being  used. 

The  level  of  concern  has  increased  as 
easy-to-use  tools  have  made  the  Internet 
accessible  to  non-scientists.  Newcomers 
are  often  unaware  that  computers  create 
records  of  all  transactions  that  take  place 
on  the  Internet. 

Unlike  library  records  that  show  which 
books  a  person  checked  out,  Internet  rec- 
ords can,  in  effect,  show  which  pages  of 
those  books  the  individual  has  looked  at. 

Many  network  users  fear  that  individu- 
als could  face  public  humiliation,  harass- 
ment, or  damage  to  their  careers  if  some 
information  became  public. 

But  the  logs  are  critical  for  computer- 
system  administrators,  who  use  them  to 
keep  their  computers  properly  tuned. 
Some  scholars  use  the  records  to  study  on- 
line behavior,  and  businesses  and  other  or- 
ganizations that  operate  World-Wide  Web 
sites  study  the  records  to  see  how  people 
are  using  their  services. 

EDUCATING  USERS 


When  a  user  tells  the  browser  to 
go  to  a  page  on  the  Web,  the  brows- 
er makes  a  copy  of  that  page  and 
stores  it  in  the  user's  computer  in  a 
place  called  the  cache.

The  use  of  relatively  innocuous  informa- 
tion could  prove  damaging  to  an  individ- 
ual. For  instance,  people  infected  with 
H.l.v.,  the  virus  that  causes  aids,  might 
spend  a  lot  of  time  using  Internet  tools  to 
examine  the  latest  research  on  the  disease 
and  might  not  want  anyone  else  to  know 
about  their  condition. 

Many  computer  users  say  they  are  con- 
cerned that  individuals  with  controversial 
political  or  religious  affiliations  could  face 
subtle  forms  of  discrimination,  both  per- 
sonally and  professionally,  if  their  beliefs 
became  widely  known  because  someone 
studied  their  computer  activities.  During 
the  1950s,  government  agents  frequently 
opened  the  mail  of  those  suspected  of  hav- 
ing Communist  sympathies,  and  some- 
times attempted  to  examine  library  re- 
cords. (While  there  is  no  federal  law  pro- 
tecting library  records,  almost  every  state 
shields  them  from  outsiders.) 


er  or  employ  other  tactics  to  shield  their 
identities.  In  many  cases,  they  simply  use 
a  securer  means  of  communica- 
tion, such  as  the  telephone  or  tradi- 
tional paper  mail. 

But  the  number  of  people  who 
are  using  the  Internet  and  are  not 
technologically  sophisticated  has 
expanded  rapidly.  The  World- 
Wide  Web,  with  such  easy-to-use 
browser  tools  as  Mosaic  and  Net- 
scape, has  been  a  prime  attraction. 

Both  of  those  browsers — and 
many  others — have  raised  privacy 
concerns  because  they  keep  a  com- 
plete record  of  every  "page" 
looked  at  by  the  user.  The  process, 
known  as  "caching,"  is  designed 
to  speed  up  the  time-consuming 
process  of  using  the  Web.

People  who  wish  to  protect 
themselves  from  prying  eyes  can 
"flush"  their  cache  after  every  ses- 
sion with  the  browser.  The  process 
differs  from  browser  to  browser 
but  generally  can  be  accomplished 
with  a  few  clicks  of  a  mouse. 

'MORE  THAN  SCARY' 

Sometimes  even  people  well 
versed  in  the  use  of  Internet  tools 
are  not  familiar  with  the  privacy 
implications.  Lynne  Schrum,  an 
assistant  professor  of  instructional 
technology  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  was  appalled  when  the  is- 
sue was  brought  to  her  attention. 
"Oh,  my  gosh!  1  leach  this  stuff, 
and  I  had  never  considered  that! 
That's  really  more  than  scary." 

While  the  ability  to  flush  the 
cache  gives  users  a  small  amount  of 
control  over  the  information  stored 
on  their  own  computers,  they  are 
helpless  to  prevent  records  from 
being  created  on  other  Internet 
computers  that  they  may  visit. 

Most  World-Wide  Web  sites,  for 
example,  store  a  list  of  the  address- 
es of  all  the  computers  that  have 
visited  them.  This  means  that  ad- 
ministrators in  charge  of  the  Web 
pages  can  see  everything  to  the 
right  of  the  "@"  symbol  in  an  e- 
mail  address,  although  they  usually 
cannot  tell  the  names  of  individual 
users. 


'NOT  A  BIG  DEAL' 

Opinions  differ  over  whether 
such  records  threaten  the  privacy 

.  of  World-Wide  Web  users. 

Donna  L.  Hoffman,  associate 
professor  of  management  at  Van- 
derbilt  University's  Qwen  Gradu- 

•  ate  School  of  Management,  says 
users  have  little  reason  to  fear  the 
Web.  "In  most  cases,  privacy  con- 
cerns are  not  a  big  deal  with  Web 
logs.  Right  now,  there's  a  lot  more 
information  about  people  held  by 
credit-card  data  bases  than  cur- 
rently exists  in  cyberspace.  But 
people  do  need  to  recognize  these 
issues,  and  then  we, can  start  deal- 
ing with  them." 

Douglas'  K.  Lay,  who  works  on 
World-Wide  Web  projects  for  the 
Association  of  Research  Libraries, 
says  privacy  can  be  compromised 
despite  the  limited  amount  of  infor- 
mation in  Web  logs. 

The  right  side  of  an  e-mail  ad- 
dress frequently  includes  the  name 
of  a  specific  computer  followed  by 
the  institution's  name.  If  that  ma- 
chine is  used  exclusively  by  one 
individual  that  individual's  privacy 
has  been  compromised.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  possible  to  identify  indi- 
viduals who  have  accounts  on  spe- 
cific computers  through  a  process 
of  elimination,  he  says.  "If  there 
are  12  people  with  access  to  this 
machine,  and  I  see  somebody  has 
been  using  it  regularly  at  a  specific 
time,  for  instance,  it's  not  all  that 

more  protection,  because  they're 
so  easy  to  copy  and  move  around." 
Ms.  Bishop,  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  says  such  systems  will 
play  a  key  role  in  the  future.  For 
now,  people  need  to  be  better  in- 
formed of  how  the  Internet  works, 
she  says.  "We  need  to  go  a  little  bit 
further  to  allay  people's  doubts  and 
fears  and  explain  to  everybody  ex- 
actly what's  going  on." 

She  argues  that  full  disclosure  is 
important  to  build  trust.  "I  think 
most  users  don't  realize  that  with 
the  basic  Web  program,  what 
they're  doing  is  probably  being  re- 
corded, and  certainly  very  few 
sites  tell  users  of  this  fact,"  she 
says.  "People  need  to  be  fully  in- 
formed about  how  the  data  on  each 
site  are  being  collected,  and  how 
their  privacy  is  being  protected. 
It's  a  demonstration  of  good 
faith."  ■

Re:  FAIR  SHARE  ADVISING 

From  September  1994  to  October  1995,  our  faculty  increased  its  Fair  Share  Advising  Load  participation  by  4%. 
Combined  with  the  preceding  two  years,  10%  more  faculty  have  15  or  more  advising  assignments  this  year. 

October  1995-63%  of  the  faculty  manage  84%  of  the  advising  assignments. 
September  1994-59%  of  the  faculty  manage  84%  of  the  advising  assignments. 
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September  1993-56%  of  the  faculty  manage  82%  of  the  advising  assignments. 

Although  this  is  a  promising  increase,  we  have  not  yet  achieved  our  objective  of  an  equitable  distribution  of 
advisees,  15-25  advising  assignments  per  advisor.  If  we  are  to  achieve  that  objective,  we  musts  have  more 
participation  from  some  so  that  others  can  participate  less. 

The  most  effective  way  to  become  involved  is  to  advise  during  Freshman  Summer  Orientation  (our  greatest  need) 
and  Transfer  Student  Orientation.  Those  dates  for  next  summer  are

CDC  has  reviewed  the  following  proposals  and  is  sending  them  to  GCAA  with  full  committee  approval: 

[1]  Proposal  from  the  English  Department: 

Delete  the  statement  "A  skills  lab  complements  classroom  instruction."  from  the  course  description  of  English  105. 
The  English  placement  exam  does  not  necessarily  identify  all  of  those  most  in  need  of  study  skills  instruction. 
Placement  in  English  has  been  revised  to  identify  separately  those  freshmen  in  need  of  study  skills  instruction  and 
those  freshmen  in  need  of  the  grammar  review  and  introduction  to  college  level  reading  and  writing  taught  in 
English  105.  This  proposal  is  made  in  conjunction  with  a  proposal  from  the  Academic  Resource  Center  to  replace 
the  study  skills  lab. 

[2]   Proposal  from  the  Academic  Resource  Center  and  the  Dean  of 
the  College: 
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A  PROPOSAL  TO  ADOPT  HIGH  SCHOOL  CLASS 
RANK  AS  A  MEANS  TO  PLACE  STUDENTS  IN  A 
STUDY/SUCCESS  SKILLS  PROGRAM,  TO  DROP 
THE  STUDY  SKILLS  LAB  FROM  ENGLISH  105,  AND 
TO  CREATE  A  NEW  COURSE  THROUGH  WHICH  TO 
OFFER  STUDY  SKILLS  INSTRUCTION 

PROPOSAL 

The  Academic  Resource  Center  and  the  Dean,  in  consultation  with  the  English  Department,  propose  that  the 
College  adopt  high  school  class  rank  as  a  means  to  determine  who  should  take  a  study  or  success  skills  program. 
Secondly,  because  the  Study  Skills  Lab,  currently  part  of  English  105,  would  no  longer  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  English  Department  (without  use  of  the  English  placement  exam  to  place  students  in  the  lab),  we  propose  that 
the  English  105,  Introduction  to  College  Writing,  course  description  be  revised  by  dropping  mention  of  the  skills 
lab.  Finally,  we  propose  the  creation  of  a  new  course  through  which  study  skills  instruction  may  be  conducted  for 
students  when  those  students  and  their  advisors  perceive  a  need  for  such  support. 

CHANGES 

Instituting  this  will  produce  the  following  changes. 

—The  course  description  of  English  105  will  change.  "A  skills  lab  complements  classroom  instruction" 
will  be  dropped  from  the  description. 

—Create  and  list  a  new  course  to  be  offered  through  the  Academic  Resource  Center.  The  course  listing  will 
appear  in  the  section  listing  the  services  of  the  ARC  (page  52  of  the  95-96  catalog).  A  course  description 
follows. 

ARC  100-Success  Skills  Workshops 

Conducted  during  the  first  seven  weeks  of  the  semester,  the  SSW  introduces  students  to  a  variety 
of  topics  important  to  student  success.  Among  these  are  time  management,  learning  styles, 
motivation,  highlighting  text,  note-taking,  test-taking,  and  word-processing.    Topics  will  be 
selected  to  meet  students'  needs.  ARC  100  is  highly  recommended  for  students  who,  in 
consultation  with  their  academic  advisors,  choose  to  improve  their  academic  skills.    A  grade  ofP 
will  be  awarded  upon  successful  completion  of  this  noncredit  course. 

-The  Schedule  of  Classes  will  be  expanded  to  include  listings  for  the  workshops. 

—Workshop  sections  will  be  limited  to  15. 

-No  staffing  changes:  ARC  staff  will  continue  to  run  the  workshop  sections. 

RATIONALE 

High  school  class  rank,  expressed  as  a  percent  and  plotted  in  quintiles,  is  a  useful  tool  for  admissions  in  judging 
applicants  because  of  what  it  tells  them  about  students'  motivation  and  study  skills.  In  general,  students  with  low 
class  ranks  will  have  greater  difficulty  establishing  themselves  academically  than  those  who  have  performed  well 
consistently.  Although  not  expressly  designed  for  students  with  low  class  ranks,  the  College's  developmental

program  had  been  supporting  these  students  when  they  tested  into  English  105  and  its  predecessor  courses.  The 
program  itself,  however,  has  been  transformed  over  the  years  as  have  the  means  to  place  students  in  that  program. 
Because  of  these  changes,  the  College  is  not  now  serving  the  needs  of  the  appropriate  population  in  its  Study  Skills 
Lab.  That  is,  students  whom  the  College  deems  acceptable  but  at  risk  are  not,  as  a  matter  of  course,  receiving 
academic  support  through  the  Study  Skills  Lab.  As  a  consequence,  we  are  proposing  that  the  College  adopt  high 
school  class  rank  as  a  means  to  determine  who  should  take  a  study  or  success  skills  program.    Further,  because  the 
Study  Skills  Lab  would  no  longer  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  English  Department  (without  use  of  the  English 
placement  exam  to  place  students  in  the  lab),  we  are  proposing  that  English  105,  Study  Skills  Lab  be  dropped  from 
the  English  105  course  description.  Finally,  because  study  skills  instruction  is  important  for  those  students  who 
have  not  yet  developed  academic  success  habits  and  because  the  College  has  an  obligation  to  provide  academic 
support  for  students  whom  it  deems  acceptable  but  at  risk,  we  are  proposing  the  creation  of  a  new  course  through 
which  study  skills  instruction  may  be  offered  to  students  when  those  students  and  their  advisors  perceive  a  need  for 
such  support. 

That  we  are  not  targeting  the  right  students  might  best  be  seen  in  the  following  table.  This  table  reflects  how  many 
and  what  percent  of  students  entering  in  Fall  1995  placed  into  English  105,  Study  Skills  Lab  OR  into  English  106  or 
107  in  relation  to  class  rank.

As  one  can  see,  43%  of  the  students  who  tested  into  the  Study  Skills  Lab  graduated  in  the  top  two  fifths  of  their  high 
school  classes.  Another  20%,  bringing  the  total  to  63%,  graduated  in  the  top  half  or  slightly  below  of  their  high 
school  classes.  Of  those  who  exempted  English  105,  35  (12%  of  the  total)  graduated  in  the  bottom  two  fifths  of 
their  classes.

A  closer  look  at  this  data  indicates  that  only  16  of  5 1  (31%)  students  in  the  bottom  two  fifths  of  their  high  school 
classes  tested  into  English  105  and,  subsequently,  into  the  Study  Skills  Lab.  Based  on  our  expectations  of  college 
success  as  determined  by  high  school  performance,  students  from  these  two  quintiles  are  the  ones  most  likely  to 
need  academic  support.  However,  we  have  placed  a  significant  number  of  students  whose  overall  academic 
preparation,  apart  from  their  writing  skills,  would  appear  to  be  intact  in  the  lab  and  not  placed  in  the  lab  many 
whom  we  should  have  placed  therein  by  virtue  of  their  poor  high  school  record. 

FGPA  AND  CLASS  RANK 

First  semester  GPAs  (FGPA)  support  the  need  for  academic  assistance  for  these  students.  The  following  charts 
show  a  clear  tendency  for  students  with  low  class  ranks  to  perform  poorly  in  the  first  semester  while  those  with  high 
class  ranks  tend  to  be  successful,  earning  at  least  a  2.0  in  the  first  semester.     Two  summary  charts  will  be  first; 
these  will  be  followed  by  two  more  detailed  presentations  of  the  data.  In  the  detailed  charts,  you'll  note  that  students 
are  grouped  by  PGPA  and,  within  PGPA,  by  the  actual  GPA  from  the  first  semester  (FGPA).  Both  are  then  related 
to  class  rank.  The  "TOTAL  FGPA"  column  combines  FGPA  and  Class  Rank  only. 

PGPA  is  the  Predicted  Grade  Point  Average.  It  is  derived  from  a  combination  of  high  school  class  rank  and  verbal 
and  math  SAT  scores.

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[3]       From  the  Ernest  Giglio,  Director  of  International  Education, 
(Political  Science  Department): 

This  proposal  was  sent  from  GCAA  back  to  CDC  for  consideration  of  whether  or  not  spending  a  semester 
abroad  in  an  Anglo-American  culture  should  be  counted  as  satisfying  the  cultural  diversity  requirement. 
The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  feels  that  spending  a  semester  abroad  in  any  culture  is  consistent 
with  the  spirit  of  Lycoming's  cultural  diversity  requirement.  Students  immersed  in  any  culture 
substantially  different  from  their  own  will  give  them  at  least  as  much  appreciation  and  understanding  of 
other  cultures  as  taking  a  single  course  labeled  cultural  diversity  at  Lycoming.  Less  than  one  percent  of 
the  graduates  from  Lycoming  will  be  satisfying  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  with  study  abroad  and 
only  a  fraction  of  these  will  satisfying  the  requirement  with  a  semester  abroad  in  an  Anglo-American 
culture. 

Subject:  Cultural  Diversity  Requirement 

Dean  Piper  and  I  believe  that  any  Lycoming  student  who  studies  abroad  in  a  recognized  and  accepted  program  by  the 
College  should  be  exempt  from  the  Cultural  Diversity  distribution  requirement.  Therefore,  we  propose  the  following 
addition  to  the  Distribution  Program  p.  39  H  and  p.  40  H  Cultural  Diversity,  inserted  after  the  sentence  "The  course  selected 
to  fulfill  this  requirement  may  also  used  to  satisfy  one  of  the  other  general  education  requirements  the  liberal  arts." 

Students  also  may  fulfill  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  by  successfully  completing  at  least 
one  semester  (4  units)  in  a  recognized  and  college  accepted  study  abroad  program. 

Rationale: 

There  are  two  logical  reasons  for  considering  a  semester  abroad  as  a  legitimate  cultural  diversity 
experience.  First,  students  will  be  immersed  in  the  culture  of  the  host  country,  either  living  with  foreign 
students  in  a  dormitory  experience  or  living  with  families  in  a  homestay  experience.  In  addition,  they  will 
interface  with  the  host  culture  in  formal  classes,  work  study  (internship)  experiences,  and  informal  settings. 
One  could  argue  that  a  semester  abroad,  even  in  an  English-speaking  country,  is  more  valuable  than  taking 
one  of  the  approved  and  designated  cultural  diversity  courses  at  Lycoming.  Second,  by  counting  a 
successful  semester  abroad  experience  for  the  cultural  diversity  requirement,  the  exemption  will  stimulate  the 
study  abroad  endeavors.  It  would  provide  spending  a  semester  away  from  campus  and  would  permit  some  of 
the  study  abroad  students  to  take  an  additional  elective.  These  are  both  strong  reasons  for  accepting  the 
above  proposal. 

[4]      From  the  Sociology  Department: 

Delete  Sociology-Anthropology  224  (RURAL  AND  URBAN  COMMUNITIES)  from  the  catalogue  and  add 
the  following  course: 

Sociology-Anthropology  230  SELF  AND  SOCIETY 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  behavior  of  individuals  who  occupy  positions  in  social  structures, 
organizations  and  groups.  The  focus  is  on  the  behavior  of  individuals  as  it  is  controlled,  influenced, 
or  limited  by  the  social  environment;  and  the  manner  in  which  the  behavior  of  individuals  reacts 
upon,  shapes  and  alters  social  structures  and  enters  into  the  functioning  of  groups.  This  course  will 
also  explore  symbolic  interactionism,  a  major  theoretical  perspective  in  sociology  which  focuses 
primary  attention  on  the  way  in  which  individuals  define  and  continually  redefine  reality  on  the 
basis  of  social  interaction. 

Sociology-Anthropology  230  will  replace  Psychology  224  as  part  of  the  two-unit  auxiliary  course 
requirement  for  track  II  (Human  Services  in  a  Socio-Cultural  Perspective)  of  the  Sociology-Anthropology 
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major.  The  third  sentence  in  the  description  of  the  requirements  for  this  track,  located  at  the  top  of  page  155 
of  the  current  catalogue,  will  be  altered  as  follows  with  underlined  portions  representing  additions  and 
bracketed  portions  {}  representing  deletions: 

Students  are  also  required  to  choose  two  units  from  the  following  courses:  Psychology  1 10, 
{Psychology  224}  Sociology-Anthropology  230.  Economics  224,  and  Political  Science  333. 

Sociology-Anthropology  224  has  not  been  taught  for  many  years,  is  not  central  to  the  departmental 
offerings,  and  is  not  part  of  the  professional  interests  of  any  of  the  current  faculty  in  the  department. 
Sociology-Anthropology  230  will  use  a  conceptual  framework  that  will  expose  our  majors  to  the  appropriate 
substantive  area  in  a  way  more  deeply  rooted  in  the  sociological  tradition.  It  is  a  significant  area  of 
professional  interest  and  expertise  of  one  of  the  new  departmental  faculty.  The  department  has  some 
flexibility  in  the  number  of  sections  of  Sociology-Anthropology  1 10  offered  per  year  which  will  allow  Susan 
Alexander  to  offer  the  course  once  a  year. 

[5]      From  the  Economics  Department: 

The  following  course  has  been  offered  twice  as  a  50's  level  course  since  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  was 
deleted  two  ears  ago,  and  will  be  added  to  the  catalogue: 

Economics  240  ECONOMIC  GEOGRAPHY 

An  introduction  to  the  theory  and  practice  of  economic  geography  with  emphasis  upon  the  historical 
dynamics  of  local,  regional,  and  global  organization.  This  course  considers  the  forces  reshaping 
global  economic  geography  including  the  factors  that  determine  the  competitive  advantage  of 
nations.  These  factors  include  resources  such  as  food,  energy,  and  materials  and  changing  patterns 
of  world  population.  Also  included  will  be  theoretical  literature  regarding  locational  decisions  and 
choice,  as  well  as  the  rapidly  changing  global  economy  in  the  context  of  trade  theory  and  the 
shifting  focus  of  international  economic  activity. 

This  course  is  taken  by  social  studies  certification  students.  The  course  will  also  be  taken  by  students  in  the 
new  international  business  track  as  a  choice  from  a  pool  of  courses.  Finally,  this  course  will  provide  another 
economics  elective  for  majors  and  minors. 

[6]      From  the  Arthur  Sterngold: 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Institute  for  Management  Studies  (IMS)  has  offered  two  practicum 
courses,  IMS  45 1  and  452.  These  courses  were  offered  during  the  May  and  summer  terms  for  students  who 
had  summer  internships  which  were  developed  and/or  approved  by  the  IMS.  The  IMS  proposes  that  the 
following  course  be  added  to  the  catalogue: 

IMS  340  IMS  MANAGEMENT  INTERNSHIP  STUDY. 

Students  work  as  interns  for  businesses,  government  agencies  and  nonprofit  organizations  in  the 
Williamsport  area  and  locations  in  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Washington,  D.C.  and 
other  places.  Reading,  writing  and  research  assignments  vary  by  the  credit  value  of  the  experience. 
Enrollments  are  limited  to  the  numbers  of  available  placements.  Most  internships  are  full-time  paid 
positions,  although  part-time  and  unpaid  positions  are  occasionally  accepted.  Four  to  eight 
semester  hours  of  credit  Prerequisite:  Membership  in  the  Institute  for  Management  Studies  and 
consent  of  the  Director.  May  be  repeated  for  a  maximum  of  16  credits. 

These  courses  will  be  taught  by  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  IMS  departments  (accounting,  economics 
and  business  administration).  They  will  not  interfere  with  existing  teaching  schedules  nor  require  additional 
resources  beyond  normal  faculty  compensation  for  teaching  May  and  summer  courses.  As  currently  planned, 
IMS  340  will  only  be  offered  during  the  May  and  summer  terms,  although  there  is  the  possibility  that  in  the 
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future,  it  will  be  offered  during  other  terms.  Starting  this  summer  (1996),  we  hope  to  use  Internet  discussion 
groups,  newsgroups,  conferencing  software,  homepages  on  the  World  Wide  Web  or  other  electronic  means 
to  truly  interact  as  a  class.  (I  recently  attended  a  conference  at  Penn  State  led  by  an  art  professor  who 
currently  conducts  classes  with  off-campus  students  using  these  methods.) 

[7]      From  the  Business  Department: 

The  Department  of  Business  Administration  proposes  the  addition  of  International  Business 
Management  as  a  new  (fourth)  track  in  the  major.  This  proposal  reflects  an  overwhelming  shift  in  the 
business  and  economic  environment  toward  globalization.  Its  design  was  strongly  influenced  by  a  report 
from  The  Council  of  Independent  Colleges  titled,  "The  International  Business  Curriculum  in  Independent 
Liberal  Arts  Colleges  and  Universities". 

The  proposed  track  draws  on  the  resources  of  five  departments  other  than  business.  These  are 
Economics,  Political  Science,  Mathematics,  Accounting,  and  Foreign  Languages.  Fortunately  it  does  not 
necessitate  a  large  commitment  of  resources.  The  only  new  course  is  International  Finance  Management 
which  will  be  offered  in  alternate  years.  To  accommodate  the  new  course  another  existing  course  (Bus-345 
Financial  Statements  Analysis)  will  now  only  be  offered  in  alternate  years. 

The  course  requirements: 

Business  Major  Foundation 

Ace- 1 1 0  Financial  Accounting, 

Math- 103  Statistics, 

Bus-223  Quantitative  Business  Analysis, 

Bus-228  Marketing  Principles, 

Bus-244  Organization  and  Management, 

Bus-338  Fundamentals  of  Financial  Management, 

and  either 

Econ- 1 1 0  Principles  of  Macroeconomics,  or 

Econ-1 1 1  Principles  of  Microeconomics. 

In  addition  to  the  foundation  courses  students  must  also  complete: 

Bus-241  International  Business 

Bus-441  Business  Policies  (Capstone  Course) 

plus  two  courses  from  the  following: 

Econ-240  Economic  Geography  or  PS-237  Political  Geography

Re:  FAIR  SHARE  ADVISING 

From  September  1994  to  October  1995,  our  faculty  increased  its  Fair  Share  Advising  Load  participation  by  4%. 
Combined  with  the  preceding  two  years,  10%  more  faculty  have  15  or  more  advising  assignments  this  year. 

October  1995—63%  of  the  faculty  manage  84%  of  the  advising  assignments. 
September  1994—59%  of  the  faculty  manage  84%  of  the  advising  assignments. 
September  1993-56%  of  the  faculty  manage  82%  of  the  advising  assignments. 

Although  this  is  a  promising  increase,  we  have  not  yet  achieved  our  objective  of  an  equitable  distribution  of 
advisees,  15-25  advising  assignments  per  advisor.  If  we  are  to  achieve  that  objective,  we  musts  have  more 
participation  from  some  so  that  others  can  participate  less. 

The  most  effective  way  to  become  involved  is  to  advise  during  Freshman  Summer  Orientation  (our  greatest  need) 
and  Transfer  Student  Orientation.  Those  dates  for  next  summer  are 

Freshmen—Saturday  and  Sunday,  June  22-23, 
Freshmen— Saturday  and  Sunday,  June  29-30, 
Freshmen— Saturday  and  Sunday,  July  13-14,  and 
Transfers— Monday,  July  8  (tentative). 
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Transfers-Monday,  July  8  (tentative). 

We  ask  that  you  include  these  dates  in  your  plans  for  Summer  1996. 

Those  who  will  be  advising,  and  others,  can  attend  advisor  preparation  sessions  in  the  spring  (the  first  on  campus 
referral  resources  and  the  second  on  information  resources  and  curriculum)  and  in  June  (a  workshop)  prior  to  the 
first  summer  session.

For  successful 
challenge  of  any  clinical  nursing  course  by  registered  nurses,  a  grade  of  C-  or  better  is  required  in  both  the

HISTORICAL  PERSPECTIVE: 

In  1992,  the  Pennsylvania  Coalition  for  Nursing  Education  convened  for  the  purpose  of  identifying 
directions  and  goals  for  nursing  education  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the  21st  century.  The  culmination  of  that 
process  was  published  in  the  form  of  a  report  entitled  "Pennsylvania  Imperative  for  Nursing  Education  in  the  Year 
2000".  In  that  report,  the  committee  addressed  the  issue  of  diversity  in  the  various  nursing  education  tracks:  BSN, 
ADN,  and  Diploma...  a  phenomenon  construed  as  both  a  strength  and  a  weakness  of  the  nursing  profession. 

As  a  follow-up  to  the  initial  report  and  recommendations,  the  Nursing  Articulation  Task  Force,  an  ad  hoc 
committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Higher  Education  Schools  of  Nursing,  Inc.  was  convened.    This  task  force 
developed  The  Pennsylvania  Articulation  Model.    In  essence,  this  model  was  designed  "to  facilitate  educational 
mobility  for  licensed  nurses.    It  proposes  voluntary  participation  by  all  nursing  education  programs  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  defines  a  common  pathway  for  both  practical  and  registered  nurses  to  follow." 

The  RN/BSN  program  was  established  as  a  means  by  which  those  registered  nurses  who  had  graduated 
from  associate  degree  and  diploma  programs  in  nursing  could  complete  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  degree 
from  Lycoming  College.  The  process  was  implemented  in  1988  and  has  been  the  standard  of  practice  for  our 
department  over  the  past  7  years.  As  we  move  to  respond  to  both  the  task  force  recommendation  and  the  market 
forces  which  suggest  that  potential  students  in  the  RN/BSN  program  are  more  than  likely  going  to  matriculate  into 
programs  which  do  not  require  written  and  clinical  challenges  such  as  those  integral  to  our  program. 

The  Faculty  from  the  Department  of  Nursing  are  in  agreement  with  the  Assumptions  of  the  Model  (p.  4) 
and  endorse  the  Model  (presented  on  pp  4  -  7).  The  proposal  which  you  will  find  outlined  on  the  following  pages 
conforms  to  that  Model  and  incorporates  the  basis  tenets  of  the  BSN  program  for  the  generic  student  at  Lycoming 
College. 
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[2]        Dual  Degree  Proposal  From  the  Department  of  Nursing: 

The  Department  of  Nursing  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  and  the  Department  of 
Business  Administration  would  like  to  have  placed  in  the  catalog  a  "Dual  Degree  Program". 

The  Rationale: 

Several  students  have  expressed  an  interest  in  having  a  double  major  focusing  on  the  areas  of  Nursing  and 
Foreign  Languages.  With  the  current  focus  on  both  international  study  and  cultural  diversity,  it  seems  appropriate 
for  us  to  put  forth  this  recommendation.  The  interest  of  a  few  students  may,  in  fact,  reflect  a  more  global  interest  in 
such  combined  degrees.  The  marriage  of  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  degree  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
with  a  major  in  foreign  language  may  at  first  glance  simply  look  like  a  double  major.  But,  it  is  in  its  very  essence, 
truly  a  dual  degree. ...a  BSN  and  a  BA.  Putting  the  option  into  the  catalog  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  market  the  dual 
degree  to  draw  upon  a  unique  population  who  has  a  particular  interest  in  international  nursing  or  at  least  working 
with  a  culturally  diverse  clientele 

Other  students  have  indicated  a  desire  to  combine  their  interests  in  the  areas  of  business  and  nursing.  Once 
again  this  seems  like  an  excellent  option.  One  of  the  areas  in  which  nurses,  in  general,  lack  knowledge  and  skills  is 
that  of  business  and  economics.  This  proposal  will  allow  those  few  students  with  exceptional  talent,  interest  and 
motivation  to  pursue  these  two  degrees  simultaneously  and  will  allow  us  the  freedom  to  market  the  dual  degree 
option  in  these  areas. 

The  Impact: 

Academic  Program: 

The  dual  degree  program  is  outlined  on  the  attached  sheet.  The  student  would  be  required  to  satisfy  all 
distribution  requirements  for  both  the  BA  and  the  BSN.  The  program  of  study  is  designed  to  be  completed 
within  four  calendar  years  to  include  some  May  term  and  summer  study.  The  student  would  have  two 
advisors,  one  each  in  nursing  and  foreign  language. 

New  Courses: 

Implementation  of  this  program  of  study  will  involve  the  some  development  of  new  courses  or  the 
provision  of  independent  studies  in  the  foreign  languages  and  a  collaborative  effort  between  the  two 
departments  for  a  study  abroad  internship  during  the  academic  program.

College  and  university  endowment 
pools  earned  an  average  return  of 
15.5  percent  in  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1995,  according  to  prelimi- 
nary results  from  the  NACUBO  En- 
dowment Study  (NES).  This  marks 
the  third  time  in  this  decade  that 
double-digit  average  returns  have 
been  recorded  and  represents  the 
highest  rate  of  return  since  1986. 

The  average  nominal  performance 
was  up  significantly  from  the  2.9 
percent  average  return  reported  in 
fiscal  year  1994.  After  adjustment  for 
inflation,  the  1995  real  return  was 
12.1  percent,  according  to  prelimi- 
nary figures  from  Cambridge  Associ- 
ates, the  firm  that  conducts  the  study 
for  NACUBO. 

The  preliminary  results  were  taken 
from  a  sample  of  349  college  and 
university  investment  pools.  The 
pools  furnishing  the  preliminary  data 


Institutional  returns  ranged  from 
a  high  of  37.9  percent  to  a  low  of  0.3 
percent,  according  to  the  prelimi- 
nary report.  No  negative  returns  were 
reported,  a  remarkable  turnaround 
from  last  year  when  47  institutions 
had  negative  results. 

The  equal-weighted  mean  return 
of  15.7  percent  lagged  behind  the 
26.1  percent  return  of  the  Standard 
&  Poor's  500  Index  and  the  24.7 
percent  of  the  Wilshire  5000,  but 
exceeded  the  12.5  percent  return  of 
the  Lehman  Brothers  Aggregate  Bond 
Index.

Designed  last  year  by 
Professor  Jimmie  Franklin,  Assistant  to  the  Provost,  the  initiative  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  current  Assistant  to  the  Provost,  Associate  Professor 
John  Venable. 

Venable  described  his  office's  initiative  as  specifically  "involving 
the  instructors  in  the  different  classes  as  it  encourages  them  to  present  more 
diverse  material." 

He  added  that  ten  awards  to  different  faculty  members  are  in  the 
works.

Proposal 
The  following  1/2  unit  course  will  be  added  to  the  offerings  of  the  Nursing  Department: 

Nursing  101    TOPICS  IN  HEALTH 

Exploration  of  health-related  topics  designed  for  the  prenursing  or  first-year  nursing  student  and 
nonmajors.  Topics  vary.  May  be  repeated  for  credit.  No  prerequisites.  One-half  unit  of  credit.  May  not 
be  used  to  satisfy  major  requirements. 

Rationale:  Nursing  students  are  required  to  take  a  two-credit  elective  under  the  number  NUR  443.  This 
was  originally  designed  to  be  a  senior  level  nursing  course  taken  only  by  nursing  students  or  other  students 
with  the  permission  of  the  instructor.  Over  time,  the  department,  in  response  to  a  perceived  need  and  a 
faculty  interest  in  offering  courses  for  a  broader  audience,  and  very  often,  a  non-major  audience,  non- 
nursing  specific  courses  have  been  offered.  The  current  numbering  system  no  longer  satisfies  the  original 
intent.  The  present  proposal  will  allow  the  department  to  distinguish  clearly  between  courses  designed 
with  that  senior  nursing  student  in  mind  from  the  generic  and  non-major  courses  we  would  like  to  continue 
to  offer.  These  new  courses  would  not  be  appropriate  to  satisfy  the  senior  nursing  elective  but  would  offer 
a  suitable  alternative  for  elective  credit  for  both  majors  and  non-majors. 

Staffing:  There  will  be  no  financial  or  staffing  changes  made  as  a  result  of  this  change.  The  only  impact 
will  be  a  more  accurate  numbering  of  the  courses.

Proposal 
The  following  interdisciplinary  major  will  be  added  to  the  catalogue  and  to  the  list  of  established  interdisciplinary 
majors  on  page  42  of  the  catalogue: 

ACTUARIAL  MATHEMATICS 

Associate  Professor:  Gene  Sprechini  (Coordinator) 

The  actuarial  mathematics  major  is  designed  to  offer,  within  a  liberal  arts  framework,  coursework 
to  prepare  for  an  actuarial  career.  Students  obtain  the  necessary  mathematical  background  for  the  first 
actuarial  exam  and  two  or  three  exams  beyond  the  first  one.  Students  also  obtain  some  background  in 
accounting,  economics,  and  business  needed  for  an  actuarial  career.  At  the  time  of  completion  of  all  major 
requirements,  or  shortly  thereafter,  a  student  should  be  prepared  to  pass  up  to  four  of  the  examinations  of 
the  Society  of  Actuaries. 

The  actuarial  mathematics  major  consists  of  14  unit  courses  and  two  semesters  of  non-credit 
colloquia.  In  mathematical  sciences,  required  courses  are  Computer  Science  125,  Mathematics  128,  129, 
130,  234,  238,  321,  332,  333,  and  338.  Also  required  are  Accounting  110;  Economics  1 10;  one  of 
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Mathematics  214  and  Economics  230;  one  of  Accounting  1 1 1,  Accounting  441,  Business  338,  Economics 
331,  Economics  441;  two  semesters  of  Mathematics  339  or  449  taken  during  the  junior  and/or  senior  years; 
successful  completion  of  the  Course  100  Examination  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries  by  the  end  of  the  junior 
year. 

Recommended  courses  include:  Accounting  223,  224,  226,  344;  Business  339,  342;  Computer 
Science  108;  Economics  220,  229,  332,  337;  Mathematics  106,  231, 432, 434.  It  is  also  strongly 
recommended  that  the  student  complete  of  as  many  of  the  actuarial  examinations  as  possible  prior  to 
graduation. 

We  propose  that  the  description  of  Mathematics  339  &449  (Colloquia)  be  changed  to  the  following  (new  additions 
are  underlined  and  deletions  are  in  square  brackets): 

This  non-credit  but  required  course  for  junior  and  senior  mathematics  and  actuarial  mathematics  majors 
offers  students  a  chance  to  hear  presentations  on  topics  related  to,  but  not  directly  covered  in  formal 
mathematics  courses.  [Students]  Mathematics  majors  are  required  to  attend  colloquia  each  semester  of 
their  junior  (339)  and  senior  (449)  years.  Actuarial  mathematics  majors  are  required  to  attend  colloquia 
any  two  semesters  of  their  junior  and  senior  years.  Mathematics  majors  must  present  two  lectures,  one 
during  the  junior  year  and  one  during  the  senior  year.  Actuarial  mathematics  majors  present  one  lecture 
during  one  of  the  semesters  in  which  they  are  enrolled.  A  letter  grade  will  be  given  in  semesters  in  which 
the  student  gives  a  presentation,  otherwise  the  grade  will  be  P/F.  Seniors  are  strongly  encouraged  to  give 
their  presentations  during  the  fall  semester.  [Students]  Mathematics  majors  applying  for  the  professional 
semester  in  education...  With  Departmental  approval,  [students]  mathematics  majors  will  be  required... 

We  propose  that  the  following  statement  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  first  paragraph  in  the  MATHEMATICS  section 
of  the  current  catalogue  (page  120): 

Students  who  are  interested  in  pursuing  a  career  in  actuarial  science  should  consider  the  actuarial 
mathematics  major. 

Staffing 
Such  a  program  would  not  have  to  require  designing  any  new  courses.  The  frequency  of  offerings 
necessary  to  support  the  mathematics  major  together  with  our  current  practice  of  offering  a  variety  of  elective 
choices  in  the  mathematics  major  will  be  sufficient  to  support  this  new  program.  The  frequency  with  which  the 
required  and  elective  accounting,  business,  and  economics  courses  are  presently  offered  will  easily  be  sufficient  to 
support  the  program.  If  we  were  to  gain  only  between  1  and  5  students  a  year  that  we  would  not  have  otherwise 
had,  the  program  would  be  worth  it  since  it  will  cost  virtually  nothing. 

Rationale 

Near  the  end  of  last  semester,  there  was  some  discussion  in  the  mathematics  department  about  the 
possibility  of  adding  an  interdisciplinary  major  in  actuarial  mathematics  to  the  curriculum.  This  discussion  was 
motivated  by  two  things:  (1)  inquiries  from  potential  students  and  matriculated  students  about  a  program  of  study  in 
actuarial  science  and/or  statistics;  and  (2)  the  realization  that  many  other  academic  institutions,  i.e.,  roughly  half  of 
what  might  be  considered  Lycoming's  competitors,  have  some  kind  of  program  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics. 
There  seems  to  be  some  evidence  that  we  have  lost  students  who  are  interested  in  such  a  program  to  other 
institutions,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  presently  offer  all  the  courses  necessary  for  undergraduate  preparation  for  a 
career  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics.  Considering  the  heavy  use  of  actuarial  mathematics  among  accountants, 
this  would  be  a  very  attractive  addition  to  our  list  of  majors. 

Currently,  we  simply  advise  any  student  interested  in  a  career  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics  to  major 
in  mathematics,  to  take  certain  mathematics  electives  related  to  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics,  and  to  take  certain 
economics,  business,  and  accounting  courses.  If  the  student  follows  our  advice,  he/she  might  end  up  taking  15  or 
more  courses  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  a  career  in  actuarial  work  or  statistics.  Since  we  already  have  in  the 
catalogue  the  courses  necessary  to  support  a  program  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics,  it  seems  rather  foolish  not 
to  take  advantage  of  this  by  designing  a  program  which  will  be  attractive  to  students  for  whom  we  compete  with 
other  institutions.  Looking  at  what  other  schools  do,  there  are  several  options  such  as  designing  another  track  in  the 
Mathematics  major  or  designing  a  minor  in  actuarial  mathematics. 
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At  present,  the  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  offers  two  majors:  the  Mathematics  Major  which 
consists  of  10  courses  and  the  Computer  Science  major  which  consists  of  1 1  courses.  The  department  also  helps  to 
support  the  accounting-mathematical  sciences  major  which  is  an  interdisciplinary  major  that  Eldon  Kuhns 
coordinates.  The  accounting-mathematical  sciences  major  requires  14  courses,  7  from  the  Department  of 
Mathematical  Sciences  and  7  from  the  Accounting  Department.  While  I  was  not  around  when  this  major  was 
designed,  it  appears  to  me  that  this  major  was  designed  to  be  somewhat  technical  in  order  to  offer  the  student  a  basis 
for  the  application  of  mathematical  models  and  reasoning  in  the  business  world.  All  things  considered,  the  most 
feasible  idea  for  an  actuarial  mathematics  program  at  Lycoming  College  seems  to  be  an  interdisciplinary  major 
which  is  somewhat  patterned  after  the  accounting-mathematical  sciences  major. 

Since  preparation  for  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics  is  rather  technical  in  nature,  it  is  not  unreasonable 
that  we  need  to  design  a  14  course  major.  There  are  essentially  three  components  necessary  for  actuarial  science: 

( 1 )  a  solid  background  in  matrix  algebra,  calculus,  and  foundations  of  mathematics, 

(2)  coursework  in  mathematical  statistics,  operations  research  and  numerical  analysis, 

(3)  some  basic  knowledge  about  accounting,  economics,  and/or  business,  some  experience  with  applied 
statistics,  and  some  experience  with  computers. 

To  satisfy  (1),  we  need  to  require  the  5  freshman-sophomore  mathematics  level  courses  required  for  the 
mathematics  major.  To  satisfy  (2),  we  need  to  require  the  two  course  sequence  in  calculus  based  mathematical 
statistics,  a  course  in  operations  research,  and  a  course  in  numerical  analysis;  also,  as  a  prerequisite  for  numerical 
analysis  we  must  require  the  introductory  computer  science  course  which  addresses  the  issue  of  experience  with 
computers  in  (3).  To  satisfy  (3)  completely,  we  must  require  some  courses  which  will  serve  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  some  basics  of  accounting,  economics,  and/or  business,  and,  ideally,  to  offer  the  student  some 
experience  with  applied  statistics  beyond  the  introductory  level. 
The  5  courses  needed  to  satisfy  ( 1 )  are 

Math  128,  Math  129,  Math  130,  Math  234,  Math  238. 

These  courses  will  prepare  the  student  to  take  the  first  actuarial  exam,  as  well  as  provide  the  student  with  a  solid 
foundation  in  mathematics.  The  5  courses  needed  to  satisfy  (2)  are 

Cptr  125,  Math  321,  Math  332,  Math  333,  Math  338. 

These  courses  will  prepare  the  student  for  all  or  almost  all  the  material  on  three  of  the  actuarial  exams  beyond  the 
first  one.  By  requiring  4  courses  to  satisfy  (3),  we  will  have  a  total  of  14  courses  required  for  the  major.  It  seems 
reasonable  to  allow  the  student  a  certain  amount  of  flexibility  with  these  4  courses,  while  insuring  that  the  student 
has  some  experience  in  at  least  three  of  accounting,  economics,  business,  and  applied  statistics;  also,  the  courses  the 
student  takes  should  be  ones  that  most  relate  to  actuarial  work.  With  the  proposed  major  requirements,  students  will 
completely  satisfy  the  distribution  requirements  for  mathematics,  and  also  satisfy  at  least  one  (and  possibly  both)  of 
the  two  required  courses  needed  to  satisfy  social  science  distribution  requirements. 

At  present  mathematics  majors  are  required  to  complete  10  courses  and  4  semesters  of  noncredit 
colloquium.  Since  this  new  interdisciplinary  major  is  a  kind  of  hybrid  of  the  mathematics  major,  it  seems  desirable 
to  maintain  a  colloquium  requirement.  However,  since  this  new  interdisciplinary  major  replaces  the  two  junior- 
senior  level  core  courses  of  the  mathematics  major  with  less  theoretical  and  more  applied  upper  level  courses,  and 
since  this  new  interdisciplinary  major  requires  4  more  courses  than  the  current  mathematics  major,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  have  a  colloquium  requirement  less  stringent  than  that  for  the  mathematics  major,  such  as  a 
requirement  of  2  semesters  of  noncredit  colloquium. 

Finally,  it  seems  reasonable  that  Actuarial  Mathematics  majors  should  be  required  to  pass  some  of  the 
exams  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries.  A  requirement  that  the  first  exam  along  with  any  other  exam  be  passed  has  been 
included  as  part  of  the  major. 

Among  the  16  colleges  with  which  we  typically  compare  ourselves,  about  half  have  some  sort  of  major, 
minor,  track,  etc.  designed  to  prepare  students  for  a  career  in  actuarial  science  and/or  statistics.  The  program 
proposed  here  is  easily  comparable  to  any  of  the  programs  of  our  competitors  with  the  exception  of  Lebanon  Valley. 
Lebanon  Valley  has  a  program  which  is  coordinated  by  a  faculty  member  who  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
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Actuaries.  As  a  result,  Lebanon  Valley  is  able  to  offer  a  major  in  actuarial  science  which  requires  a  few  very 
specialized  courses.

Proposal  #1 
Change  the  description  [1995-96  catalog  p.  1 19]  of  Cptr  125  Introduction  to  Computer  Science  as  follows: 

Introduction  to  programming  UTILIZING  A  BLOCK-STRUCTURED  HIGHER  LEVEL  PROGRAMMING 
LANGUAGE.  Topics  include  algorithms,  program  structure,  and  computer  configuration.  Laboratory 
experience  is  included{,  most  recently  using  Pascal}. 

Rationale:  The  particular  language  used  in  Cptr  125  (currently,  Pascal)  is  not  intrinsic  to  the  primary 
content  description  of  the  course.  The  proposed  change  to  a  generic  description  of  the  language  is  in  line 
with  course  descriptions  of  this  course  at  many,  if  not  most,  of  the  institutions  offering  computer  science 
programs  such  as  ours. 

Proposal  #2 
Change  the  prerequisite  part  of  the  description  [1995-96  catalog  p.123]  of  Math  214  Multivariate 
Statistics  as  follows: 

Prerequisite:  A  grade  ofC  or  better  in  Mathematics  103  or  its  equivalent,  OR  MATHEMATICS  332. 

Rationale:  In  the  past,  the  Department  has  always  permitted  the  rare  math  major  wanting  to  take  Math  214 
to  do  so  by  meeting  the  Math  103  prerequisite  with  the  upper  level  Math  332.  Now,  with  a  larger  and  more 
varied  population  of  students  taking  Math  214,  we  wish  to  have  this  practice  reflected  in  the  catalog  course 
description. 

[4]  From  the  Department  of  Music: 

Proposal 
Music  168C  (Chamber  Choir),  which  is  a  noncredit  course,  will  offer  a  grade  of  P.  Music  169C  (the 
woodwind  brass  quintets)  is  similar  in  structure  and  intent  to  the  chamber  choir,  and  will  also  offer  a  grade 
of  P.  The  following  statement  will  be  added  to  the  end  of  the  course  description  of  Music  169  (page  130  of 
the  current  catalogue): 

If  a  student  has  auditioned  and  been  selected  for  the  Woodwind  or  Brass  Quintets  (no  credit  available), 
he/she  should  register  for  Music  169C. 

Rationale:  The  registrar  has  indicated  that  the  new  computer  system  cannot  accommodate  classes  which  do 
not  award  a  grade.  Previously,  Music  168C  and  169C  have  been  included  on  the  student's  transcript  with 
no  grade. 

[5]  From  Deb  Holmes  in  the  Physical  Education  Department: 

Proposal 
Students  who  register  for  Military  Science  Oil,  Military  Science  021,  Military  Science  031,  and/or  Military 
Science  041  will  be  permitted  to  use  theses  courses  toward  the  Physical  Education  requirement.  Each 
courses  would  be  the  equivalent  of  one  semester  of  Physical  Education.  This  can  be  accomplished  by 
altering  the  list  of  graduation  requirements  on  page  37  of  the  current  catalogue.  The  second  sentence  in  the 
third  bullet  would  be  changed  from  "Athletic  Training  courses  may  satisfy  this  requirement."  to  "Athletic 
Training  courses  and  Military  Science  01 1,  021,  031,  and  041  may  be  used  to  toward  this  requirement." 
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Rationale 
Each  of  these  courses  has  a  Physical  Training  component  that  fulfills  the  time  requirement  of  other 
Physical  Education  classes.  Students  do  not  receive  credit  for  these  courses  to  fulfill  other  college 
requirements. 

Staffing 
There  would  be  no  change  in  the  present  staffing  for  these  courses.

From  the  Department  of  Music  Regarding  Inclusion  of  Music  Courses  in 
Distribution  Category  H  [Cultural  Diversity]: 

Traditionally,  music  studies  in  American  colleges  have  emphasized  the  music  of  Western  civilization,  i.e.  the  music 
of  the  originally  Roman  Catholic/Protestant  civilization  which  emerged  after  the  fall  of  the  Western  Roman  Empire. 
That  music  ranges  from  Gregorian  chant  through  the  masterpieces  of  the  Renaissance,  baroque,  classical,  and 
romantic  eras  to  the  20th  century.  That  "canon"  has  not  included  the  music  of  Asian,  African,  or  African-American 
composers.  Most  music  courses  at  Lycoming  College  have  addressed  themselves  to  the  music  of  Western 
Civilization.  The  courses  offered  at  Lycoming  College  which  concern  themselves  in  whole  or  in  large  measure  to 
musical  traditions  outside  Western  Civilization  are  those  listed  below.  We  believe  they  should  be  included  in  the  list 
of  designated  courses  which  appears  under  Distribution  Category  H.  [Cultural  Diversity]  on  p.  40  of  the  current 
Catalog. 

Music  1 16  INTRODUCTION  TO  MUSIC  [includes  music  of  Asia,  Africa  and  the  Middle  East  and,  hence, 

similar  to  Art  222] 
Music  128  AMERICAN  MUSIC  [includes  jazz  and  other  forms  of  American  popular  music  and,  hence, 

similar  to  Theatre  1 12] 
Music  234  HISTORY  OF  JAZZ  [devoted  to  a  musical  art  form  created  primarily  by  African-Americans  and, 

hence,  similar  to  History  230]

In  1983,  James  Chapman  sat  down  to  write  a  note  explaining  why  he  was  going  to  commit  suicide.  At  23, 
he  had  already  survived  a  bout  with  speed  and  alcohol  and  had  left  school  to  make  it  on  his  own  in  Houston.  Too 
proud  to  seek  help  from  his  father,  a  Baptist  minister,  Chapman  was  homeless,  living  in  abandoned  buildings.  But 
once  he  sat  down  to  write  his  note,  he  kept  on  writing. 

The  suicide  note  is  now  the  first  piece  in  his  musical  play,  "Our  Young  Black  Men  are  Dying  and  Nobody 
Seems  to  Care,"  a  stark  look  at  the  problems  that  grip  the  lives  of  urban  youths  and  the  apathy  that  seems  to  engulf 
them. 

Chapman  received  special  training  in  AIDS  education  through  he  Ohio  Department  of  Health  and 
subsequently  was  a  health  specialist  in  AIDS  education  for  the  Columbus  Urban  league  in  which  he  designed  an 
award  winning  AIDS  education  program  to  reach  local  black  community.  He  has  done  graduate  work  at  Trinity 
Lutheran  Seminary  and  undergraduate  work  at  Bethel  College. 

"Who  I  Am:  From  Endangerment  to  Empowerment"  is  the  title  of  his  gripping  story  of  his  life  on  the 
streets.  His  lecture  is  interactive,  informative,  and  brutally  honest.

etc.)  reads  from  her  poetry  and  discusses  contemporary  America  with  an  anger  and  urgency  rooted  in 
optimism. 


"At  the  River  I  Stand",  56  minutes,  1993 
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A  tribute  to  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  this  video  reconstructs  the  two  eventful  months  in  the  Spring  of 
1968  which  led  to  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  and  the  dramatic  climax  of  the 
Movement. 

"August  Wilson",  22  minutes,  1992

It 
traces  the  evolution  of  deeply  rooted  stereo  types  which  have  fueled  anti-black  prejudice. 

"Gloria  Naylor",  21  minutes,  1992 

In  this  cassette,  author  Gloria  Naylor  (The  women  of  Brewster  Place.  Centennial.  Bailey's  Cafe,  etc.) 
discusses  the  value  of  maintaining  African  American  identity  in  a  world  dominated  by  whites. 

"Goin'  to  Chicago",  71  minutes,  1994 

This  documentary  chronicles  the  great  migration  of  African  Americans  from  the  rural  South  to  the  cities  of 
the  North  and  West.  This  history  is  told  through  the  personal  stories  of  a  group  of  older  Chicagoans  born 
in  the  Mississippi  Delta. 

"John  Wideman",  26  minutes,  1992 

Author  John  Wideman  (Philadelphia  Fire.  Brothers  and  Keeper.  Damballah.  etc.)  candidly  discuses  the 
dilemma  of  the  committed  African  American  intellectual  torn  between  the  urban  underclass  and  a 
predominately  white,  middle  class  literacy  audience.

The  American  Red  Cross  bloodmobile  will  make  an  early  Spring  semester  visit  to  Lycoming  College's  Pennington 
Lounge  on  Wednesday  January  31,  1996.  The  blood  drive  will  take  place  from  12:00  noon  to  6:00  p.m.  Domino's 
Pizza  and  RC  Cola  will  be  served  to  all  donors.  Also,  local  radio  station  SZXR  will  be  at  the  bloodmobile 
supplying  music  for  the  donors  enjoyment  and  doing  live  broadcasts.  The  collection  is  sponsored  by  the  Lycoming 
College  Circle  K  Club. 

Success  of  this  bloodmobile  is  very  important  because  during  the  recent  holiday  season  blood  donations  dropped 
significantly.  The  blood  supply  is  currently  in  a  difficult  situation  and  must  be  rebuilt  for  blood  needs  to  be 
properly  met.  The  goal  is  to  collect  at  least  120  pints  of  blood  and  if  this  were  accomplished  nearly  500  lives  would 
be  saved  from  the  success  of  this  one  bloodmobile. 

This  blood  drive  is  Lycoming  College's  last  chance  to  add  to  its  pints  collected  total  for  the  1995/96  Collegiate 
Blood  Donor  Challenge.  This  is  the  fourth  year  for  the  competition  between  Lycoming  College  and  The 
Pennsylvania  College  of  Technology.  To  this  point,  Penn  College  has  recorded  three  victories  to  zero  for 
Lycoming.  An  outstanding  effort  on  January  3 1st  may  very  well  help  Lycoming  to  its  first  Collegiate  Blood  Donor 
Challenge  championship.

Durham,  N.C.-(I_.I^.) -Newly  published  studies  have  shown  that 
abuse  of  alcohol  affects  learning  and 
memory.  Not  only  can  drinking  in  excess  make  you  have  blackouts  in 
which  you  can't  remember  anything,  but  it  can  affect  your  long  term  memory. 

Scott  Swartzwelder,  neuroscientist  and  associate  clinical  professor 
of  psychology  at  Duke  University,  found  that  alcohol  disrupts  the  chemcial 
messenger  system  that  carries  information  to  memory. 

Swartzwelder  also  found  that  alcohol  blocks  the  changes  that  take 
place  in  the  brain  when  it  learns  something  new  —  effectively  blocking  the 
transferral  of  the  new  information.  The  degree  of  impairment  increases  with 
the  amount  of  alcohol  imbibed. 

"It  is  clear  that  when  it  comes  to  alcohol  affecting  how 
well  your  brain  is  working,  the  important  factor  is  how 
much  you  drink  per  drinking  session,"  said  Swartzwelder. 

"We  don't  understand  why,  but  in  non-alcoholic  drinkers  the  amount 
that  is  drunk  per  drinking  spree  is  what  affects  learning.  Scientific  data 
show  that  if  when  you  drink,  you  drink  a  lot,  you're  hurting  your  brain 
more  than  if  you  drank  less  more  often." 

Swartzwelder  pointed  ou  that  the  type  of  drinking  that  goes  on  at 
colleges  is  exactly  the  type  that  causes  the  most  damage.  Most  college 
students  drink  very  little  during  the  week,  but  then  have  a  "blow-out 
drinking  spree"  during  the  weekend. 

"It's  a  totally  different  psychology,"  said  Swartzwelder.  "They're 
looking  for  a  real  strong  alteration  two  times  a  week.  That's  exactly  what 
disrupts  memory." 

Academic  problems  aften  stem  from  alcohol  abuse.  In  a  report  by 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  studies  showed  that  students  with 
a  GPA  below  2.5  were  three  times  more  likely  to  have  drunk  to 
intoxication  level  within  the  past  month  than  those  whose  GPAs 
were  higher  than  3.5.  -30-

In  addition, 
junior  and  seniors  majoring  in  Biology  are  required  to  register  for  Biology  349-449  (non-credit  colloquium)  during 
all  semesters  on  campus.  With  departmental  consent,  Biology  226  may  be  substituted  for  Biology  221.  Only  two 
courses  numbered  below  200  may  count  toward  the  major.  Departmental  internships  can  not  be  used  to  fulfill  the 
eighth  required  course.  In  addition,  three  units  of  chemistry  and  two  units  of  mathematical  science  are  required. 
The  chemistry  requirement  must  include  at  least  one  unit  of  organic  chemistry  chosen  from  Chemistry  1 15,  220  or 
221.  The  mathematical  sciences  courses  must  be  chosen  from  Computer  Science  108,  125,  and/or  Mathematics 
103,  109,  127,  128  or  above.  Certain  specific  exceptions  to  the  core  program  will  be  made  for  three-year  students 
enrolled  in  cooperative  programs.  Such  exceptions  are  noted  under  the  particular  cooperative  program  described  in 
the  Academic  Program  chapter  of  fh£  catalog.  Students  interested  in  these  programs  should  contact  the  program 
director  before  finalizing  their  individual  programs. 
Consent  of  the  instructor  may  replace  Biology  110-111  as  a  prerequisite  for  all  biology  courses. 

The  following  courses  have  been  approved  to  be  offered  as  Writing  Intensive  courses  and  may  be  offered 
as  such:  Biology  222  and  224.  Students  must  check  semester  class  schedules  to  determine  which  courses  are 
offered  as  "W"  courses  for  that  semester. 

In  the  catalog  description  of  the  major  the  following  paragraph  is  to  be  added. 

Biology  majors  will  be  awarded  either  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  Majors 
who  complete  the  13-course  requirement  above  will  be  awarded  the  B.A.  degree.  Majors  who  complete  three 
additional  courses  in  the  natural  sciences  at  or  above  the  200  level  or  in  the  mathematical  sciences  (127  or 
above)  will  be  eligible  to  elect  the  B.S.  degree. 

Rationale/Background: 

The  Department  of  Biology  was  asked  by  the  Admissions  Office  (Jim  Spencer)  and  by  Dean  Piper  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  offering  the  B.S.  degree  in  Biology.  Their  interest  in  this  is  driven  by:  1)  the  perception 
of  prospective  students  that  the  B.S.  degree  is  the  appropriate  degree  for  the  sciences  and  2)  the  fact  that  many  of 
our  competitors  offer  it.  A  check  with  the  PA  State  Board  of  Education  showed  that  Lycoming  has  offered  a  B.S.  in 
the  past  and  our  charter  allows  for  such  a  degree  (contact:  Warren  Evans,  PA  State  Department  of  Education). 
Incidentally,  five  of  our  seven  staff  members  in  Biology  have  B.S.  degrees. 
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Wanting  to  comply  with  this  administrative  request  and  to  support  the  work  of  the  Admissions  effort,  but 
not  wanting  to  extend  the  practice  of  creating  artificial  distinctions  between  the  B.A.  and  B.S.,  we  consulted  the  PA 
State  Board  of  Education,  The  New  York  State  Board  of  Education  and  a  number  of  schools  among  our  competition 
(see  attached)  for  guidance. 

The  data  show  that:  1)  Lycoming  is  in  the  minority  in  offering  only  a  B.A.  degree  in  Biology  and  2)  there 
is  no  consistent  criterion  for  distinguishing  requirements  for  the  B.A.  and  B.S.  degrees  (except  that  more  science 
courses  are  usually  taken  for  a  B.S.  degree). 

In  response  to  these  findings,  we  have  decided  to  support  the  position  that  students  may  elect  to  be  awarded 
the  B.S.  in  Biology  by  completing  more  than  the  current  minimum  number  of  math  and  science  courses  required  for 
the  major.  Please  note  that  the  proposed  requirements  for  the  B.S.  degree  are  already  met  by  all  biology  majors 
preparing  for  admission  to  graduate  and  professional  schools  and  by  all  those  students  who  choose  a  chemistry 
minor,  or  double  majors  in  biology  and  chemistry. 

The  addition  of  the  B.S.  degree  has  been  approved  for  administrative  feasibility  by  the  Dean  and  the 
President. 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  is  sending  a  parallel  proposal  for  your  consideration  and  your  Committee 
might  want  to  consider  these  proposals  as  a  pair.  Together,  they  would  provide  some  institutional  consistency  in 
our  offerings.  It  is  our  understanding  that  it  would  not  be  feasible  for  the  Astronomy  and  Physics  Department  to 
make  such  a  proposal.

The  Department  is  approved  by  the  American  Chemical  Society  (ACS)  to  certify  those  students  whose 
programs  meet  or  exceed  requirements  established  by  the  ACS.  Students  who  wish  to  earn  ACS  certification  must 
complete  the  major  described  above  as  well  as  Chemistry  443  and  two  courses  from  Chem  440,  442,  447  and  480 
(490).  Students  who  complete  the  ACS-certified  degree  are  eligible  to  elects  a  B.S.  degree.  Students  who  complete 
the  ACS  certified  degree  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  American  Chemical  Society  following  gradation. 

Rationale/Background 

The  past  five  years  have  seen  new  emphasis  on  the  sciences  at  Lycoming  College.  In  1990,  the  Chemistry 
and  Biology  Departments  moved  into  the  new  $10  million  Heim  Building.  In  the  same  year  the  Department  of 
Chemistry  became  approved  by  the  American  Chemical  Society.  Enrolments  in  both  Chemistry  and  Biology  have 
increased  dramatically  over  this  time  period  and  the  Department  of  Biology  has  added  a  seventh  tenure-track 
position.  Along  with  the  growing  interest  in  science  we  (Chemistry  and  Biology  faculty,  the  Admissions  staff  and 
Dean  Piper)  have  all  been  queried  by  prospective  students  about  the  possibility  of  earning  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  at  Lycoming.  We  feel  the  time  has  come  to  offer  such  a  degree  in  Chemistry  (and  support  the  concurrent 
proposal  to  offer  a  B.S.  in  Biology). 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  has  had  discussions  with  both  Dean  Piper  and  Admissions  over  the  past 
three  years  concerning  the  desirability  of  offering  a  B.S.  degree  in  the  sciences.  Offering  a  B.S.  degree  is  feasible 
without  doing  any  additional  work  at  the  state  level.  A  check  with  Warren  Evans  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Board 
of  Education  indicates  that  Lycoming  has  offered  a  B.S.  in  the  past  and  may  do  so  now  if  desired.  Lycoming 
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currently  awards  three  different  degrees  (B.A.,  B.F.A.,  B.S.N.)  two  of  which  are  available  only  to  students  in  one 
department. 

Offering  a  B.S.  degree  should  help  make  us  more  competitive.  As  the  attached  survey  indicates,  many  of 
the  schools  we  tend  to  think  of  as  our  competition  already  offer  a  B.S.  degree  in  Chemistry.  Of  the  schools 
surveyed,  sixty  percent  offer  either  only  a  B.S.  or  a  choice  of  the  B.A.  or  B.S.  degree  in  Chemistry.  We  believe  that 
the  availability  of  a  B.S.  option  will  allow  us  to  attract  additional  and  perhaps  better  majors  and  bring  us  more  in 
line  with  these  competitor  schools. 

We  would  require  those  students  who  wish  to  earn  the  B.S.  degree  to  complete  the  established  ACS- 
certified  degree  requirements,  which  are  more  scientifically  rigorous  than  the  non-certified  major  (which  would 
remain  the  B.A.).  While  there  are  no  clear  guidelines  on  what  distinguishes  between  the  B.A.  and  B.S.  degrees  in 
Chemistry,  most  departments  which  offer  both  make  the  B.S.  the  degree  with  a  greater  emphasis  on  science. 
Because  we  will  merely  be  adding  the  option  of  electing  a  B.S.  degree  to  our  existing  ACS-certified  degree,  there 
will  be  no  additional  courses  or  faculty  required.  Thus,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  addition  of  a  B.S.  degree  option 
for  Chemistry  (and  Biology)  would  greatly  change  the  way  we  do  business  at  Lycoming. 

Lastly  it  must  be  noted  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  change  other  sections  of  the  catalog  to  reflect  the  new 
degree.  A  brief  description  of  the  B.S.  will  have  to  be  included  in  the  "Academic  Program"  section  (pp.  37-39),  and 
"B.S."  would  have  to  be  added  to  the  degree  headings  for  the  distribution  (p.  39)  and  Scholars  (p.  47)  requirements. 
We  assume  the  B.S.  will  have  the  same  distribution  and  Scholars  requirements  as  the  B.A.

Students  who  register  for  Military  Science  Oil,  Military  Science  021,  Military  Science  031,  and/or  Military 
Science  041  will  be  permitted  to  use  theses  courses  toward  the  Physical  Education  requirement.  Each 
courses  would  be  the  equivalent  of  one  semester  of  Physical  Education.  This  can  be  accomplished  by 
altering  the  list  of  graduation  requirements  on  page  37  of  the  current  catalogue.

Also,  delete  the  next  statement  "Courses  taught  in  English:  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures  225  and 
338",  and  add  the  following  new  paragraph  in  its  place: 

The  department  endorses  study  abroad  for  all  our  students.  Opportunities  are  available  in 
programs  in  France  (Paris,  Montpelier,  Nancy,  Rennes),  in  Germany  and  Austria  (Berlin,  Freiburg, 
Marburg,  Munich,  Vienna),  and  in  Spain  and  Mexico  (Madrid,  Seville,  Mexico  City,  Cuernavaca).

Alter  the  description  of  the  Spanish  major  on  page  105  of  the  catalogue  as  follows  with  the  underlined 
portions  representing  additions  and  the  portions  enclosed  in  brackets  {}  representing  deletions: 

A  major  consists  of  32  semester  hours  of  courses  numbered  1 1 1  and  above.  One  course 
must  focus  on  literature  from  Spain  and  one  course  must  focus  on  literature  from  Spanish 
America.  Eight  semester  hours  must  be  at  the  400  level.  In  addition,  all  majors  who  wish  to  be 
certified  for  secondary  teaching  must  pass  Spanish  22 1 ,  222,  3 1 1 ,  { Spanish }  4 1 8  and  Foreign 
Languages  and ...

Possible 
topics  or  genres  include:  Latin  American  short  stories;  modern  Spanish  theatre;  Latin  American  women 
writers;  Chicano  literature.  Prerequisite:  Spanish  222  or  consent  of  the  instructor.  Can  be  repeated  once 
for  credit. 

Topics  courses  have  been  regularly  offered  as  50's  level  courses.  Having  this  course  in  the  catalogue  will  eliminate 
the  need  to  constantly  ask  for  approval  to  offer  50s  level  courses  emphasizing  varying  literary  genres  or  time 
periods.

To  be  taken  by  those  students  who  are  seeking  teaching  certification  in  Art.  In  addition,  this  area  of 
specialization  is  recommended  for  those  students  also  majoring  or  minoring  in  Psychology  with  a  possible 
future  career  in  art  therapy.

Rationale 
Over  the  past  few  years  more  and  more  students  have  been  combining  a  major  or  minor  in  Art  with  a  major 
or  minor  in  Psychology.  Their  plan  is  to  combine  these  to  disciplines  and  seek  a  graduate  degree  in  Art  Therapy  or 
get  a  job  in  a  social  service  area  that  utilizes  the  knowledge  gained  in  these  two  disciplines.  When  a  student  asks  for 
the  appropriate  track  in  art  to  take  for  this  combination  we  find  the  Generalist  Track  most  appropriate.  We  are 
adding  the  new  information  to  this  track's  description  to  assist  students  in  finding  the  appropriate  track  in  art.  The 
courses  required  for  art  certification  are  being  added  to  the  catalog  under  the  Generalist  Art  Major  track  to  make  it 
easier  for  students  to  find  the  courses  required  for  art  certification. 

Proposal  #2 
Add  the  following  prerequisite  to  the  end  of  the  course  description  of  Art  343  (COMPUTER  GRAPHICS  FOR 
PRINT  MEDIA): 

Prerequisite:  Art  227  and  either  Art  111  or  Art  115;  or  consent  of  instructor 

Rationale 
One  third  of  the  class  time  is  working  with  photographic  image  manipulation.  We  want  students  to 
manipulate  their  own  original  photographs,  rather  than  work  with  appropriated  images,  so  they  can  ethically  exhibit 
the  work  they  create.  Reading  material  and  discussions  in  this  course  cover  ethical  and  copyright  issues  raised  by 
the  use  of  other  people's  images  by  computer  artists,  and  it  only  makes  sense  to  follow  the  discussion  with  a 
practical  application  of  the  principles  discussed.  To  do  this,  we  need  to  ensure  that  all  students  have  original 
photographic  work  to  manipulate  in  class.  Another  third  of  class  involves  drawing  in  the  computer-students  with  no 
drawing  experience  have  difficulty  with  this  section. 

Proposal  #3 
Alter  the  course  descriptions  of  Art  441  and  Art  442  as  follows  with  the  underlined  portions  representing  additions 
and  the  portions  enclosed  in  brackets  {}  representing  deletions:

Continued  study  of  the  human  figure,  individual  style,  and  professional  control  of  drawing  techniques  and 

media  are  {now}  emphasized.  Prerequisite:  Art  221 
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442     SPECIAL  PROJECT  IN  COMMERCIAL  DESIGN 

Concentrated  research,  preparation  and  execution  of  a  series  of  projects  in  commercial  design  utilizing 
{both  traditional  studio  tools  -  including  airbrush,  water-based  mediums,  markers,  colored  pencil  and  pen 
and  ink  -  and  computer  graphics  software  -  including  paint,  draw,  image  manipulation  and  page  layout 
programs}  computer  graphics,  page  layout  programs  and  paint,  draw  and  image  manipulation  software  that 
simulate  traditional  airbrush,  water-based  mediums,  markers,  colored  pencils  and  ink  pens.  The  following 
skills  are  involved:  illustration,  photography,  design,  typesetting,  lettering,  layout,  overlays,  scanning 
{and}  color  separation,  matching  and  proofing  and  preparation  of  files  for  a  service  bureau  or  printer. 
Prerequisite:  Art  343  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale 
The  skills  that  commercial  design  students  need  when  they  graduate  are  computer  graphics  design  and 
layout  skills  with  a  solid  background  in  art  foundations.  The  opportunities  for  traditional  graphic  designers  are 
disappearing  at  a  rapid  rate  and  agencies  are  looking  for  employees  who  are  proficient  on  the  computer.  As  more 
schools  are  beginning  to  teach  computer  skills,  our  students  really  need  this  full  semester  of  upper  level  computer 
graphics  and  the  practical  experience  of  an  internship  in  order  to  compete  in  the  field. 

[8]  Proposal  from  the  English  Department: 

Delete  the  statement  "A  skills  lab  complements  classroom  instruction."  from  the  course  description  of  English  105. 
The  English  placement  exam  does  not  necessarily  identify  all  of  those  most  in  need  of  study  skills  instruction. 
Placement  in  English  has  been  revised  to  identify  separately  those  freshmen  in  need  of  study  skills  instruction  and 
those  freshmen  in  need  of  the  grammar  review  and  introduction  to  college  level  reading  and  writing  taught  in 
English  105.  This  proposal  is  made  in  conjunction  with  a  proposal  from  the  Academic  Resource  Center  to  replace 
the  study  skills  lab. 

[9]        Proposal  from  the  Academic  Resource  Center  and  the  Dean  of  the  College: 
A  PROPOSAL  TO  ADOPT  HIGH  SCHOOL  CLASS  RANK  AS  A  MEANS  TO  PLACE  STUDENTS  IN  A 
STUDY/SUCCESS  SKILLS  PROGRAM,  TO  DROP  THE  STUDY  SKILLS  LAB  FROM  ENGLISH  105, 
AND  TO  CREATE  A  NEW  COURSE  THROUGH  WHICH  TO  OFFER  STUDY  SKILLS  INSTRUCTION 

PROPOSAL 

The  Academic  Resource  Center  and  the  Dean,  in  consultation  with  the  English  Department,  propose  that  the 
College  adopt  high  school  class  rank  as  a  means  to  determine  who  should  take  a  study  or  success  skills  program. 
Secondly,  because  the  Study  Skills  Lab,  currently  part  of  English  105,  would  no  longer  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  English  Department  (without  use  of  the  English  placement  exam  to  place  students  in  the  lab),  we  propose  that 
the  English  105,  Introduction  to  College  Writing,  course  description  be  revised  by  dropping  mention  of  the  skills 
lab.  Finally,  we  propose  the  creation  of  a  new  course  through  which  study  skills  instruction  may  be  conducted  for 
students  when  those  students  and  their  advisors  perceive  a  need  for  such  support. 

CHANGES 

Instituting  this  will  produce  the  following  changes. 

—The  course  description  of  English  105  will  change.  "A  skills  lab  complements  classroom  instruction" 

will  be  dropped  from  the  description. 

—Create  and  list  a  new  course  to  be  offered  through  the  Academic  Resource  Center.  The  course  listing  will 

appear  in  the  section  listing  the  services  of  the  ARC  (page  52  of  the  95-96  catalog).  A  course  description 

follows. 

ARC  100-Success  Skills  Workshops 

A  seven-week  course,  the  SSW  introduces  students  to  a  variety  of  topics  important  to  student 
success.  Among  these  are  time  management,  learning  styles,  motivation,  highlighting  text,  note- 
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taking,  test-taking,  and  word-processing.    Topics  will  be  selected  to  meet  students'  needs.  ARC 
100  is  highly  recommended  for  students  who,  in  consultation  with  their  academic  advisors, 
choose  to  improve  their  academic  skills.    This  noncredit  course  will  be  graded  on  a  pass/fail 
basis. 

-The  Schedule  of  Classes  will  be  expanded  to  include  listings  for  the  workshops. 

-Workshop  sections  will  be  limited  to  15. 

—No  staffing  changes:  ARC  staff  will  continue  to  run  the  workshop  sections. 


RATIONALE 

High  school  class  rank,  expressed  as  a  percent  and  plotted  in  quintiles,  is  a  useful  tool  for  admissions  in  judging 
applicants  because  of  what  it  tells  them  about  students'  motivation  and  study  skills.  In  general,  students  with  low 
class  ranks  will  have  greater  difficulty  establishing  themselves  academically  than  those  who  have  performed  well 
consistently.  Although  not  expressly  designed  for  students  with  low  class  ranks,  the  College's  developmental 
program  had  been  supporting  these  students  when  they  tested  into  English  105  and  its  predecessor  courses.  The 
program  itself,  however,  has  been  transformed  over  the  years  as  have  the  means  to  place  students  in  that  program. 
Because  of  these  changes,  the  College  is  not  now  serving  the  needs  of  the  appropriate  population  in  its  Study  Skills 
Lab.  That  is,  students  whom  the  College  deems  acceptable  but  at  risk  are  not,  as  a  matter  of  course,  receiving 
academic  support  through  the  Study  Skills  Lab.  As  a  consequence,  we  are  proposing  that  the  College  adopt  high 
school  class  rank  as  a  means  to  determine  who  should  take  a  study  or  success  skills  program.    Further,  because  the 
Study  Skills  Lab  would  no  longer  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  English  Department  (without  use  of  the  English 
placement  exam  to  place  students  in  the  lab),  we  are  proposing  that  English  105,  Study  Skills  Lab  be  dropped  from 
the  English  105  course  description.  Finally,  because  study  skills  instruction  is  important  for  those  students  who 
have  not  yet  developed  academic  success  habits  and  because  the  College  has  an  obligation  to  provide  academic 
support  for  students  whom  it  deems  acceptable  but  at  risk,  we  are  proposing  the  creation  of  a  new  course  through 
which  study  skills  instruction  may  be  offered  to  students  when  those  students  and  their  advisors  perceive  a  need  for 
such  support. 

(For  a  further  discussion  of  the  rationale  behind  this  proposal,  please  see  Academic  Bulletin  #23, 
December  22,  pages  5  to  9.) 

[10]       From  the  Ernest  Giglio,  Director  of  International  Education,  (Political  Science 
Department): 

This  proposal  was  sent  from  GCAA  back  to  CDC  for  consideration  of  whether  or  not  spending  a  semester 
abroad  in  an  Anglo-American  culture  should  be  counted  as  satisfying  the  cultural  diversify  requirement. 
The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  feels  that  spending  a  semester  abroad  in  any  culture  is  consistent 
with  the  spirit  of  Lycoming's  cultural  diversity  requirement.  Students  immersed  in  any  culture 
substantially  different  from  their  own  will  give  them  at  least  as  much  appreciation  and  understanding  of 
other  cultures  as  taking  a  single  course  labeled  cultural  diversity  at  Lycoming.  Less  than  one  percent  of 
the  graduates  from  Lycoming  will  be  satisfying  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  with  study  abroad  and 
only  a  fraction  of  these  will  satisfying  the  requirement  with  a  semester  abroad  in  an  Anglo-American 
culture. 


Subject:  Cultural  Diversity  Requirement 

Dean  Piper  and  I  believe  that  any  Lycoming  student  who  studies  abroad  in  a  recognized  and  accepted  program  by  the 
College  should  be  exempt  from  the  Cultural  Diversity  distribution  requirement.  Therefore,  we  propose  the  following 
addition  to  the  Distribution  Program  p.  39  H  and  p.  40  H  Cultural  Diversity,  inserted  after  the  sentence  "The  course  selected 
to  fulfill  this  requirement  may  also  used  to  satisfy  one  of  the  other  general  education  requirements  the  liberal  arts." 
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Students  also  may  fulfill  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  by  successfully  completing  at  least  one 
semester  (4  units)  in  a  college-accepted  study  abroad  program. 

Rationale: 

There  are  two  logical  reasons  for  considering  a  semester  abroad  as  a  legitimate  cultural  diversity 
experience.  First,  students  will  be  immersed  in  the  culture  of  the  host  country,  either  living  with  foreign 
students  in  a  dormitory  experience  or  living  with  families  in  a  homestay  experience.  In  addition,  they  will 
interface  with  the  host  culture  in  formal  classes,  work  study  (internship)  experiences,  and  informal  settings. 
One  could  argue  that  a  semester  abroad,  even  in  an  English-speaking  country,  is  more  valuable  than  taking 
one  of  the  approved  and  designated  cultural  diversity  courses  at  Lycoming.  Second,  by  counting  a 
successful  semester  abroad  experience  for  the  cultural  diversity  requirement,  the  exemption  will  stimulate  the 
study  abroad  endeavors.  It  would  provide  spending  a  semester  away  from  campus  and  would  permit  some  of 
the  study  abroad  students  to  take  an  additional  elective.  These  are  both  strong  reasons  for  accepting  the 
above  proposal. 


[11]      From  the  Sociology  Department: 

Delete  Sociology-Anthropology  224  (RURAL  AND  URBAN  COMMUNITIES)  from  the  catalogue  and  add 
the  following  course: 

Sociology-Anthropology  230  SELF  AND  SOCIETY 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  behavior  of  individuals  who  occupy  positions  in  social  structures, 
organizations  and  groups.  The  focus  is  on  the  behavior  of  individuals  as  it  is  controlled,  influenced, 
or  limited  by  the  social  environment;  and  the  manner  in  which  the  behavior  of  individuals  reacts 
upon,  shapes  and  alters  social  structures  and  enters  into  the  functioning  of  groups.  This  course  will 
also  explore  symbolic  interactionism,  a  major  theoretical  perspective  in  sociology  which  focuses 
primary  attention  on  the  way  in  which  individuals  define  and  continually  redefine  reality  on  the 
basis  of  social  interaction.  Prerequisite:  Sociology-Anthropology  110  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Sociology- Anthropology  230  will  replace  Psychology  224  as  part  of  the  two-unit  auxiliary  course 
requirement  for  track  II  (Human  Services  in  a  Socio-Cultural  Perspective)  of  the  Sociology- Anthropology 
major.  The  third  sentence  in  the  description  of  the  requirements  for  this  track,  located  at  the  top  of  page  155 
of  the  current  catalogue,  will  be  altered  as  follows  with  underlined  portions  representing  additions  and 
bracketed  portions  {}  representing  deletions: 

Students  are  also  required  to  choose  two  units  from  the  following  courses:  Psychology  1 10, 
{Psychology  224}  Sociology-Anthropology  230.  Economics  224,  and  Political  Science  333. 

Sociology-Anthropology  224  has  not  been  taught  for  many  years,  is  not  central  to  the  departmental 
offerings,  and  is  not  part  of  the  professional  interests  of  any  of  the  current  faculty  in  the  department. 
Sociology-Anthropology  230  will  use  a  conceptual  framework  that  will  expose  our  majors  to  the  appropriate 
substantive  area  in  a  way  more  deeply  rooted  in  the  sociological  tradition.  It  is  a  significant  area  of 
professional  interest  and  expertise  of  one  of  the  new  departmental  faculty.  The  department  has  some 
flexibility  in  the  number  of  sections  of  Sociology- Anthropology  1 10  offered  per  year  which  will  allow  Susan 
Alexander  to  offer  the  course  once  a  year. 


[12]      From  the  Institute  for  Management  Studies: 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Institute  for  Management  Studies  (IMS)  has  offered  two  practicum 
courses,  IMS  45 1  and  452.  These  courses  were  offered  during  the  May  and  summer  terms  for  students  who 
had  summer  internships  which  were  developed  and/or  approved  by  the  IMS.  The  IMS  proposes  that  the 
following  course  be  added  to  the  catalogue: 
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IMS  340  IMS  MANAGEMENT  INTERNSHIP  STUDY. 

A  practicum  in  which  students  work  as  interns  for  businesses,  government  agencies  and  nonprofit 
organizations  in  the  Williamsport  area  and  locations  in  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Washington,  D.C.  and  other  places.  Reading,  writing  and  research  assignments  vary  by  the  credit 
value  of  the  experience.  Enrollments  are  limited  to  the  numbers  of  available  placements.   Most 
internships  are  full-time  paid  positions,  although  part-time  and  unpaid  positions  are  occasionally 
accepted.  Four  to  eight  semester  hours  of  credit.  Prerequisite:  Membership  in  the  Institute  for 
Management  Studies  and  consent  of  the  Director.  May  be  repeated  for  a  maximum  of  16  credits. 

These  courses  will  be  taught  by  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  IMS  departments  (accounting,  economics 
and  business  administration).  They  will  not  interfere  with  existing  teaching  schedules  nor  require  additional 
resources  beyond  normal  faculty  compensation  for  teaching  May  and  summer  courses.  As  currently  planned, 
IMS  340  will  only  be  offered  during  the  May  and  summer  terms,  although  there  is  the  possibility  that  in  the 
future,  it  will  be  offered  during  other  terms.  Starting  this  summer  (1996),  we  hope  to  use  Internet  discussion 
groups,  newsgroups,  conferencing  software,  homepages  on  the  World  Wide  Web  or  other  electronic  means 
to  truly  interact  as  a  class.  (I  recently  attended  a  conference  at  Penn  State  led  by  an  art  professor  who 
currently  conducts  classes  with  off-campus  students  using  these  methods.) 

[13]      From  the  Business  Department: 

The  Department  of  Business  Administration  proposes  the  addition  of  International  Business 
Management  as  a  new  (fourth)  track  in  the  major.  This  proposal  reflects  an  overwhelming  shift  in  the 
business  and  economic  environment  toward  globalization.  Its  design  was  strongly  influenced  by  a  report 
from  The  Council  of  Independent  Colleges  titled,  "The  International  Business  Curriculum  in  Independent 
Liberal  Arts  Colleges  and  Universities". 

The  proposed  track  draws  on  the  resources  of  five  departments  other  than  business.  These  are 
Economics,  Political  Science,  Mathematics,  Accounting,  and  Foreign  Languages.  Fortunately  it  does  not 
necessitate  a  large  commitment  of  resources.  The  only  new  course  is  International  Finance  Management 
which  will  be  offered  in  alternate  years.  To  accommodate  the  new  course  another  existing  course  (Bus-345 
Financial  Statements  Analysis)  will  now  only  be  offered  in  alternate  years.

For  successful  challenge  of  any  clinical  nursing  course  by  registered  nurses,  a  grade  of 
C-  or  better  is  required  in  both  the  theoretical  and  clinical  components  of  the  course.}  The 
Department  of  Nursing  supports  the  Pennsylvania  Articulation  Model  which  promotes  the  practice 
of  providing  educational  programs  for  nurses  from  state  approved  and  National  League  for  Nursing 
accredited  schools  which  facilitates  progression  into  the  next  educational  program  without 
unnecessary  repetition.

For  those  RNs  who  graduated  within  3  years  of  matriculating  into  the  B.S.N,  program,  transfer 
credit  for  Nursing  221.  330.  331.  332.  333.  337.  338.  and  440  will  be  awarded  upon  successful 
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completion  of  Nursing  441  (COMPREHENSIVE  NURSING  CARE):  this  will  also  apply  to  those 
RNs  who  graduated  from  an  NLN  accredited  program  more  than  3  years  but  not  more  than  10  years 
prior  to  matriculating  into  the  B.S.N,  program  and  have  worked  for  at  least  1000  hours  within  the 
last  three  years.  To  obtain  the  B.S.N..  all  RNs  will  be  required  to  complete  successfully  Nursing 
300.  336.  424.  435.  441.  and  442.  In  addition.  RNs  will  be  required  to  take  any  5  science  courses 
with  at  least  2  of  these  being  laboratory  science  courses;  two  such  laboratory  science  courses  can  he 
substituted  in  place  of  Chemistry  108  and/or  1 15  to  satisfy  the  Natural  Sciences  distribution 
requirement.

HISTORICAL  PERSPECTIVE: 

In  1 992,  the  Pennsylvania  Coalition  for  Nursing  Education  convened  for  the  purpose  of  identifying 
directions  and  goals  for  nursing  education  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the  21st  century.  The  culmination  of 
that  process  was  published  in  the  form  of  a  report  entitled  "Pennsylvania  Imperative  for  Nursing  Education 
in  the  Year  2000".  In  that  report,  the  committee  addressed  the  issue  of  diversity  in  the  various  nursing 
education  tracks:  BSN,  ADN,  and  Diploma...  a  phenomenon  construed  as  both  a  strength  and  a  weakness  of 
the  nursing  profession. 

As  a  follow-up  to  the  initial  report  and  recommendations,  the  Nursing  Articulation  Task  Force,  an 
ad  hoc  committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Higher  Education  Schools  of  Nursing,  Inc.  was  convened.    This  task 
force  developed  The  Pennsylvania  Articulation  Model.    In  essence,  this  model  was  designed  "to  facilitate 
educational  mobility  for  licensed  nurses.    It  proposes  voluntary  participation  by  all  nursing  education 
programs  in  the  Commonwealth  and  defines  a  common  pathway  for  both  practical  and  registered  nurses  to 
follow." 

The  RN/BSN  program  was  established  as  a  means  by  which  those  registered  nurses  who  had 
graduated  from  associate  degree  and  diploma  programs  in  nursing  could  complete  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Nursing  degree  from  Lycoming  College.  The  process  was  implemented  in  1988  and  has  been  the  standard  of 
practice  for  our  department  over  the  past  7  years.  As  we  move  to  respond  to  both  the  task  force 
recommendation  and  the  market  forces  which  suggest  that  potential  students  in  the  RN/BSN  program  are 
more  than  likely  going  to  matriculate  into  programs  which  do  not  require  written  and  clinical  challenges  such 
as  those  integral  to  our  program. 

The  Faculty  from  the  Department  of  Nursing  are  in  agreement  with  the  Assumptions  of  the  Model 
(p.  4)  and  endorse  the  Model  (presented  on  pp  4  -  7).  The  proposal  which  you  will  find  outlined  on  the 
following  pages  conforms  to  that  Model  and  incorporates  the  basis  tenets  of  the  BSN  program  for  the  generic 
student  at  Lycoming  College.

On  page  39  of  current  catalogue  in  the  section  titled  THE  DISTRIBUTION  PROGRAM,  delete  the 

bracketed  {}  portion  and  add  the  underlined  portion: 

A  course  in  any  of  the  following  distribution  requirements  refers  to  a  full-unit  (four  semester  hours) 
course  taken  at  Lycoming,  any  appropriate  combination  of  fractional  unit  courses  at  Lycoming 
which  accumulate  to  four  semester  hours,  any  appropriate  course  which  is  taken  by  cross- 
registration,  any  appropriate  course  which  is  part  of  an  approved  off-campus  program  (such  as  those 
listed  in  the  sections  of  the  catalogue  titled  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAMS  and  SPECIAL 
ACADEMIC  OPPORTUNITIES),  or  any  approved  course  transferred  from  another  institution,  {or 
any  single  course  of  three  or  more  semester  hours  transferred  from  another  institution.} 

Discussion 

The  original  proposal  submitted  to  CDC  by  Haley,  Sprechini,  and  Whelan  included  altering  page  27 
of  the  current  catalogue  in  the  section  titled  Transfer  Credit  so  that 

(1)  once  a  student  matriculates  at  Lycoming  College,  no  more  than  2  courses  can  be 
transferred  from  another  institution  (with  a  restriction  on  community  college  courses),  and 

(2)  transfer  credit  will  be  awarded  only  when  a  grade  of  C-  or  higher  is  earned,  but  grades  do 
not  transfer. 

There  are  several  compelling  reasons  to  do  this.  Under  our  new  distribution  system,  many  students  will  be 
fulfilling  their  distribution  requirements  by  taking  fewer  courses  in  particular  departments.  For  example, 
students  are  now  required  to  take  only  one  math  course  beyond  Math  100,  and  one  or  two  foreign  language 
courses  depending  on  placement.  Under  the  old  system,  depending  on  placement  students  took  two  or  three 
courses  beyond  Math  100  and  two  or  four  foreign  language  courses.  Also,  under  our  new  system  many 
students  will  probably  take  one  religion  course  instead  of  two,  one  sociology  course  instead  of  two,  one 
biology  course  instead  of  two,  and  so  on.  Under  our  new  system  each  distribution  course  assumes  more 
importance. 

Our  current  transfer  policy  doesn't  give  us  any  control  over  the  quality  of  transferred  courses.  The 
integrity  of  our  degree  depends  on  tightening  our  transfer  policy,  and  this  should  be  viewed  as  a  necessary 
follow-up  to  the  recent  curriculum  review.  Other  colleges  and  universities  are  beginning  to  recognize 
transfer  courses  from  matriculated  students  as  a  significant  problem.  The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education. 
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recently  had  an  article  (Aug.  4,  1995)  about  the  growing  number  of  students  taking  community  college 
courses  for  easy  A's. 

The  information  in  the  table  titled  Approved  Requests  to  Transfer  Off  Campus  Courses  to 
Lycoming  by  Matriculated  Students  was  provided  by  Jeanne  Wagner,  our  former  registrar,  and  much  of  it 
comes  from  a  report  on  off  campus  course  study  she  produced  in  1993.  From  this  data  we  see  that  about  half 
of  the  courses  approved  for  transfer  are  from  two-year  institutions,  and  that  about  three  quarters  of  the 
courses  approved  for  transfer  are  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  distribution  or  major  requirements.  The  large 
volume  of  course  transfer  approvals  year  after  year  reflects  the  fact  the  Lycoming  is  considerably  more 
lenient  with  transfer  credit  for  matriculated  students  than  any  of  the  16  colleges  with  which  it  is  typically 
compared. 

The  attached  report  titled  Transfer  Credit  Policy  Comparison  was  produced  by  Jeanne  Wagner 
after  the  registrar's  office  reviewed  the  catalogues  of  the  16  colleges  with  which  Lycoming  is  typically 
compared.  The  most  common  policies  are  to  require  students  to  complete  at  least  half  of  their  credits  at  the 
degree  granting  institution;  not  to  accept  a  course  for  transfer  if  the  grade  is  lower  than  a  C;  and  not  to 
average  transfer  grades  in  a  student's  GPA.  Lycoming  allows  students  to  graduate  with  only  one  quarter  of 
their  credits  completed  here,  allows  D-  grades  to  transfer,  and  includes  the  transfer  grade  in  a  student's  GPA. 
Nationally  only  about  19%  of  all  colleges  and  universities  allow  students  to  transfer  courses  with  grades 
lower  than  C-.

Several  colleges  have  policies  which  are  in  the  direction  of  the  policy  proposed  by  Haley,  Sprechini, 
and  Whelan.  Elizabethtown  doesn't  allow  Juniors  or  Seniors  to  transfer  community  college  credits; 
Gettysburg  limits  matriculated  students  to  three  transfer  courses,  none  if  they've  already  transferred  more 
than  three  in.  Juniata  has  a  sliding  scale  limit  on  the  number  of  courses  matriculated  students  may  transfer: 
freshmen  are  allowed  1 5  credits  total,  6  in  their  major;  sophomores  are  allowed  fewer  credits,  juniors  fewer 
still. 

Students  do  not  come  to  Lycoming  expecting  to  be  able  to  take  courses  at  other  institutions 
automatically  if  they  do  not  perform  successfully  in  Lycoming  courses.  They  learn  this  after  they  arrive  on 
campus.  If  we  tighten  up  our  transfer  credit  policy  for  matriculated  students,  then  we  can  expect  fewer  cases 
of  students  withdrawing  from  their  Lycoming  classes  because  they  know  they  can  shop  around  for 
alternatives  at  other  institutions  rather  than  putting  in  the  necessary  effort.  We  can  also  feel  confident  that  a 
Lycoming  College  degree  is  truly  a  Lycoming  College  degree. 
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After  some  lengthy  discussions  in  CDC,  there  was  agreement  among  committee  members  that 
Lycoming  needs  to  tighten  its  transfer  credit  policy  for  matriculated  students;  however,  the  following 
concerns  about  a  tighter  transfer  credit  policy  were  expressed: 

(1)  A  substantial  number  of  nontraditional  and  transfer  students  at  Lycoming  who  are 
completing  courses  out  of  the  "normal"  sequence  may  have  to  attend  extra  semesters. 

(2)  Freshmen  in  certain  majors  who  get  off  to  a  slow  start,  because  they  must  take  Math  100 
and/or  English  105,  may  have  to  delay  taking  certain  courses  which  results  in  an  unusually 
heavy  load  in  one  or  more  semesters  later  in  their  career. 

(3)  Students  who  make  a  wise  decision  to  take  a  reduced  load  in  semesters  where  they  are 
having  academic  and/or  personal  difficulties  may  have  to  attend  extra  semesters. 

(4)  Currently,  there  are  not  sufficient  offerings  in  May  and  Summer  sessions  at  Lycoming  to 
accommodate  the  possible  demand,  and  for  some  students,  financial  concerns  may  exist. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  variables  that  can  be  affected  by  a  change  in  course  transfer  policy,  there  was 
a  feeling  that  at  least  one  or  two  year's  worth  of  data  on  course  transfer  volume  under  the  new  distribution 
system  should  be  examined  before  making  a  decision  on  how  to  tighten  the  transfer  credit  policy.  There  may 
even  be  some  reason  to  believe  that  there  will  be  a  reduction  in  the  volume  of  course  transfer  under  the  new 
distribution  system. 

While  not  opting  to  propose  major  changes  in  the  course  transfer  policy  at  the  present  time,  the 
committee  did  feel  that  quality  control  over  course  transfer  ought  to  be  exercised  at  the  departmental  level. 
The  committee  does  propose  to  change  the  following  policy  statement  on  page  39  of  Lycoming's  current 
catalogue,  concerning  how  off  campus  courses  are  counted  toward  distribution  requirements: 

A  course  in  any  of  the  following  distribution  requirements  refers  to  a  full-unit  (four  semester  hours) 
course  taken  at  Lycoming,  any  appropriate  combination  of  fractional  unit  courses  at  Lycoming 
which  accumulate  to  four  semester  hours,  or  any  single  course  of  three  or  more  semester  hours 
transferred  from  another  institution. 
If  this  statement  is  taken  literally,  it  is  ludicrous.  In  place  of  a  full-unit  Lycoming  College  course,  the 
statement  allows  for  an  appropriate  combination  of  fractional  unit  courses,  which  is  fine,  but  then  the 
statement  goes  on  to  suggest  that  any  single  course  of  three  or  more  semester  hours  can  also  be  used  as  a 
replacement.  This  actually  allows  a  student  to  argue  that,  say,  a  course  in  Art  transferred  from  another 
institution  can  count  toward  the  distribution  requirement  in  Natural  Sciences!!! 

While  this  was  surely  not  the  intent,  the  mention  of  "any  single  course  of  three  or  more  semester 
hours  transferred  from  another  institution"  in  the  statement  seems  to  imply  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
college  to  accept  automatically  a  three  credit  course  as  counting  toward  fulfillment  of  a  distribution 
requirement.  While  we  do  not  wish  to  eliminate  this  possibility,  we  do  want  to  imply  that  it  is  automatic. 
Departments  should  be  free  to  make  recommendations  based  on  the  merits  of  individual  cases.  It  is  with  this 
in  mind  that  the  committee  makes  its  proposal.

In  1983,  James  Chapman  sat  down  to  write  a  note  explaining  why  he  was  going  to 
commit  suicide.  At  23,  he  had  already  survived  a  bout  with  speed  and  alcohol  and  had  left  school  to  make  it 
on  his  own  in  Houston.  Too  proud  to  seek  help  from  his  father,  a  Baptist  minister,  Chapman  was  homeless, 
living  in  abandoned  buildings.  But  once  he  sat  down  to  write  his  note,  he  kept  on  writing. 

The  suicide  note  is  now  the  first  piece  in  his  musical  play,  "Our  Young  Black  Men  are 
Dying  and  Nobody  Seems  to  Care,"  a  stark  look  at  the  problems  that  grip  the  lives  of  urban  youths  and  the 
apathy  that  seems  to  engulf  them. 

Chapman  received  special  training  in  AIDS  education  through  he  Ohio  Department  of 
Health  and  subsequently  was  a  health  specialist  in  AIDS  education  for  the  Columbus  Urban  league  in  which 
he  designed  an  award  winning  AIDS  education  program  to  reach  lqcal  black  community.  He  has  done 
graduate  work  at  Trinity  Lutheran  Seminary  and  undergraduate  work  at  Bethel  College. 

"Who  I  Am:  From  Endangerment  to  Empowerment"  is  the  title  of  his  gripping  story  of 
his  life  on  the  streets.  His  lecture  is  interactive,  informative,  and  brutally  honest.

Just  Another  Girl  on  the  IRT,  released  in  1993,  was  one  of  the  first  commercially-released  feature  films  to 
show  young  black  women  as  something  other  than  appendages  to  men.  The  story  evolves  through  the  eyes 
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of  Chantel,  a  spirited  17-year  old  homegirl  from  the  projects  who  gets  straight  A's  and  plans  to  go  to  college. 
When  she  accidentally  becomes  pregnant,  she  uses  her  smarts  only  for  the  immediate  problem  —  hiding  her 
pregnancy  —  and  procrastinates  until  she  finds  herself  in  labor.  She  makes  some  serious,  immature  fumbles, 
but  ultimately  lands  on  her  feet.  The  ending,  which  finds  Chantel  in  a  Community  College  which  provides 
child  care  for  her  baby,  is  for  Harris  an  important  counter  point  to  dominant  myths  about  inner-city  teenage 
mothers.  Chantel  is  presented,  non-judgmentally,  as  a  complex  and  very  real  character,  allowing  the 
audience  to  understand  and  empathize  with  this  young,  conflicted  teen.  The  film's  realistic  portrayal  of 
female  solidarity,  materialism,  and  inner-city  life  result  in  a  complex  and  vivid  portrait  of  the  character's 
culture. 

Leslie  Harris,  considered  one  of  the  90's  youngest  and  hottest  filmmakers,  won  a  coveted  Sundance  Film 
Festival  Jury  Prize  in  1993  for  her  achievement  as  a  first-time  filmmaker.  Unlike  the  "boys  club"  of  urban 
tales  like  Boyz  In  The  Hood,  New  Jack  City  and  Straight  out  of  Brooklyn,  Harris'  Just  Another  Girl  on 
the  IRT  has  no  guns  and  no  drugs.  "This  film  is  from  a  different  perspective,"  says  script-writer,  co-producer 
and  director  Leslie  Harris.  "The  more  movies  I  would  see,  the  more  frustrated  I  would  get  because  I  knew  I 
wasn't  seeing  any  stories  addressing  my  concerns,  or  my  mother's  concerns,  or  my  girlfriends'  concerns." 
After  taking  film  production  classes  at  NYU,  Harris  shot  her  semi-autobiographical  film  in  17  days,  mostly 
within  a  five-block  radius  of  her  apartment  in  Brooklyn.

In  this  profile,  Alice  Walker  (The  Color  Purple.  The  Temple  of  My  Familiar.  Possessing 
the  Secret  of  Joy,  etc.)  reads  from  her  poetry  and  discusses  contemporary  America  with 
an  anger  and  urgency  rooted  in  optimism. 

"At  the  River  I  Stand",  56  minutes,  1993 

A  tribute  to  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  this  video  reconstructs  the  two  eventful  months 
in  the  Spring  of  1968  which  led  to  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  and  the 
dramatic  climax  of  the  Movement. 

"August  Wilson",  22  minutes,  1992

In  this  cassette,  author  Gloria  Naylor  ("The  women  of  Brewster  Place.  Centennial. 
Bailey's  Cafe,  etc.)  discusses  the  value  of  maintaining  African  American  identity  in  a 
world  dominated  by  whites. 

"Goin'  to  Chicago",  71  minutes,  1994 

This  documentary  chronicles  the  great  migration  of  African  Americans  from  the  rural 
South  to  the  cities  of  the  North  and  West.  This  history  is  told  through  the  personal 
stories  of  a  group  of  older  Chicagoans  born  in  the  Mississippi  Delta. 

"John  Wideman",  26  minutes,  1992 

Author  John  Wideman  (Philadelphia  Fire.  Brothers  and  Keeper.  Damballah.  etc.) 
candidly  discuses  the  dilemma  of  the  committed  African  American  intellectual  torn 
between  the  urban  underclass  and  a  predominately  white,  middle  class  literacy  audience.

RE:         ENDOWED  CHAIR  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

B.S.&B  has  been  asked  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  develop  a  procedure  by  which  the  faculty  may  recommend  to  the 
President  and  Board  of  Trustees  faculty  members  who  should  be  recognized  by  their  appointment  to  Endowed  Chairs. 
After  careful  consideration  and  deliberation,  the  attached  policy  was  developed.  This  document  is  being  forwarded  to 
the  Faculty  for  their  consideration  and  endorsement. 

PROCEDURE 

Endowed  chairs  provide  an  opportunity  to  recognize  outstanding  faculty  for  their  achievements  in  teaching,  research 

and  service  to  the  College.  These  chairs  are  selected  by  the  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee. 

COMMITTEE  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Endowed  Chair  Review  Committee  consists  of  five  faculty  and  the  Dean  of  the  College.  The  faculty  include  the 
Chair  of  the  Faculty,  and  the  Chairs  of  the  following  committee:  Budgets,  Salaries  and  Benefits;  Personnel;  GCAA; 
and  Promotion  and  Tenure.  In  the  event  that  committee  members  hold  more  than  one  of  these  offices,  or  if  a  department 
is  represented  more  than  once,  or  in  the  case  of  resignation,  the  Committee  will  appoint  additional  members  until  it 
includes  five  faculty  from  different  departments. 

CANDIDATE  SELECTION  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  Dean  of  the  College  will  convene  the  Committee  when  the  President  notifies  the  Dean  of  the  College  of 
the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair,  or  during  the  fall  of  the  academic  year  in  which  an  endowed  chair's  term  is 
to  expire.  Once  convened,  the  Committee  will  elect,  by  majority  vote,  a  Chair  who  will  serve  in  that  capacity 
during  the  initial  endowed  chair  search  and  also  for  any  subsequent  searches  for  the  remainder  of  the  academic 
year. 

2.  The  Committee  will  solicit  nominations  from  the  faculty.  Internal  candidates  who  have  not  had  a  Peer 
Evaluation  within  five  years  prior  to  nominations  will  be  disqualified. 

3.  Nominated  candidates  will  be  invited  to  submit  a  file  of  materials  which  will  aid  the  Committee  in  the  review 
process.  File  contents  will  vary  according  to  the  description  of  each  endowed  chair,  therefore,  the  Committee 
will  publish  guidelines  for  each  search.  Failure  to  submit  supporting  materials  by  a  published  deadline  will 
void  the  nomination. 

4.  The  Committee  will  review  the  candidate  files,  request  additional  information  and  invite  outside  evaluation 
of  the  materials  if  necessary.  In  addition,  the  Committee  will  consult  with  departments  affected  by  the 
selection  of  the  endowed  chair. 

5.  The  Committee  will  recommend  the  President  of  the  College,  one  or  more  candidates,  in  ranked  order  of 
preference.  The  committee  may  recommend  that  the  endowed  chair  remain  unfilled  if  no  suitable  candidates 
have  been  identified. 


ENDOWED  CHAIR  TERMS 

Endowed  chairs  will  have  terms  of  five  years  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  endowment.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
terms,  current  chairs  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  reappointment;  their  credentials  will  be  considered  in  addition  to  those 
of  all  other  eligible  candidates.

A  friendly  amendment  was  made  to  change  the  wording  in  the  catalog  from  "Students  obtain  the 
necessary  mathematical  background  for  the  first  actuarial  exam  and  two  or  three  exams  beyond  the 
first  one"  to  read  "Students  should  be  prepared  to  sit  for  up  to  four  of  the  examinations."

Report  from  Dean  Piper: 

Dean  Piper  discussed  the  delays  in  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  semester  due  to  the  blizzard  and  flood  and  the  problems 
caused  to  some  faculty,  staff,  and  students  as  well  as  the  willing  assistance  offered  by  the  college  community  and  the 
extension  of  the  drop/add  period  to  January  19th.

The  following  proposals  are  the  result  of  many  discussions,  including  an  open  meeting  of  the  Curriculum 
Development  Committee.  Fred  Wild  and  the  Committee  appreciate  all  of  the  contributions  that  have  been 
made  by  members  of  the  faculty. 

Proposal  #1 

The  current  Mass  Communication  Curriculum  is  found  on  pgs.  1 14-1 17  of  the  1995-96  catalogue.  The  title 
of  the  major  and  the  description  of  the  major  would  be  replaced  with  the  following: 

Communication 

The  major  in  Communication  seeks  to  establish  a  liberal  arts  foundation  and  to  develop  individual  expertise 
in  a  particular  area  of  Communication.  All  students  majoring  in  Communication  must  complete  the  six  courses  listed 
in  the  Core  Curriculum  and  six  additional  courses:  four  courses  in  one  of  the  three  areas  listed  below,  and  two  courses 
selected  from  one  or  more  of  the  other  two  areas.  At  least  one  of  these  six  additional  courses  must  be  at  the  300-level 
or  above.  Sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors  who  have  declared  a  major  in  Communication  are  required  to  enroll  in  and 
successfully  complete  Communication  non-credit  Media  Arts  Colloquium  during  each  semester  they  are  on  campus  or 
until  they  have  successfully  completed  at  least  four  semesters  of  this  noncredit  course. 

The  major  in  Communication  enables  students  to  pursue  employment  and/or  graduate  studies  in  a  variety  of 
fields  including  corporate  Communication,  public  relations,  audio  and  video  production,  print  and  broadcast  journalism, 
professional  media  writing,  and  media  research  and  analysis. 

All  majors  in  Communication  are  encouraged  to  take  advanced  courses  in  a  foreign  language  and  to  consider 
the  following  liberal  arts  electives:  Mathematics  103  and/or  courses  in  Computer  Science;  Art  222  and  223;  courses  in 
contemporary  American  and/or  international  history,  economics,  and  political  science;  and  courses  in  literature  from 
the  Departments  of  Theatre,  English,  and  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures. 

The  following  course  has  been  designated  as  writing  intensive  and  may  be  offered  as  such:  Communication 
226.  Students  should  check  semester  class  schedules  to  determine  which  courses  are  offered  as  " W"  courses  for  that 
semester. 

Minor 

A  minor  in  Communication  consists  of  any  three  courses  from  the  Core  and  two  other  courses  offered  by  the 
Communication  Department.  At  least  one  of  the  five  courses  in  the  minor  must  be  at  the  300-level  or  above.

Speaking  extemporaneously  in  a  variety  of  situations  to  general  as  well  as  targeted  audiences.  Emphasis  on 
developing  skills  in  teamwork  and  leadership  and  on  solving  problems  using  oral  communication  skills. 
Practice  in  using  traditional  research  methods  as  well  as  emerging  technologies  to  solve  oral  communications 
problems.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

2 1 8         AUDIO  PRODUCTION  FOR  RADIO  AND  VIDEO 

Study  of  the  principles  and  techniques  of  audio  production  as  applied  to  radio  and  other  media.  Consideration 
of  various  program  formats  and  the  use  of  sound  media  as  an  art  form.  Includes  historical  as  well  as 
contemporary  examples  of  audio  production  and  sound  design. 

224  VIDEO  PRODUCTION  AND  EDITING 

Training  in  the  fundamentals  of  preproduction,  production,  and  postproduction  for  television.  Emphasis  on 
creating  videos  to  inform  and/or  to  instruct.  Mastery  of  the  principles  of  cuts-only  editing  and  of  basic  special 
effects  editing.  Recommended  prerequisites  or  corequisites:  coursework  or  experience  in  technical  theatre, 
photography,  film  studies,  and/or  audio  production. 

225  THE  ART  OF  SCRIPT  WRITING:  READINGS  AND  PRACTICE 

Study  of  documentary,  narrative,  and  experimental  filmscripts  and  of  scriptwriting  formats  used  in  television 
and  video.  Practice  in  creating  scripts  that  will  enable  the  writer  to  function  in  a  variety  of  situations. 
Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

226  MEDIA  CRITICISM  AND  THE  ARTS:  LITERATURE,  FILM,  AND  TELEVISION 

Introduction  to  methods  of  analyzing  popular  culture  and  the  arts  using  one  or  more-of  these  approaches: 
textual  criticism,  content  analysis,  semiotics,  auteur  criticism,  historical  criticism,  frame  theory,  and  structural 
analysis.  Comparison  of  the  ways  in  which  different  media  create  values  and  portray  individuals,  social 
conflicts,  and  human  aspirations.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

227  PRINT  JOURNALISM 

Study  of  form  and  content  of  news  gathering  and  beat  reporting.  Practical  experience  in  researching, 
interviewing,  organizing,  and  editing  a  variety  of  news  stories  for  the  Lycoming  College  newspaper  and  other 
publications.  Considers  the  ethical  issues  of  print  news  reporting.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

228  BROADCAST  JOURNALISM 

Intensive  study  of  the  history  of  broadcast  journalism  in  radio  and  television.  Practice  in  writing  news  for  radio 
and  television  and  in  creating  scripts  for  news  programs  on  WRLC-FM  and  on  closed  circuit  television  at 
Lycoming  College.  Considers  the  ethical  issues  of  electronic  news  reporting.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

235         WRITING  AND  SPEAKING  IN  BUSINESS  AND  THE  PROFESSIONS 

Study  of  communication  theory  as  applied  to  business  and  professional  settings.  Practice  in  using  writing, 
speaking,  research,  and  the  electronic  media  to  solve  a  variety  of  Communication  problems  that  frequently 
occur  in  the  world  of  work.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

323         FEATURE  WRITING  FOR  SPECIAL  AUDIENCES 
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Practice  in  writing  a  variety  of  feature  stories  and  editorials  for  different  media  and  audiences.  Study  of  the 
ways  in  which  feature  writing  for  magazines  compares  and  contrasts  with  feature  writing  for  newspapers  and 
feature  stories  for  television.  Readings,  peer  review,  and  training  in  how  to  develop  ideas  using  primary  and 
secondary  research.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

324         PUBLIC  RELATIONS  CASES  AND  PROBLEM  SOLVING 

Training  in  methods  of  public  relations  research,  program  planning  and  evaluation,  working  with  the  media, 
writing  for  public  relations  and  advertising,  and  conducting  a  public  relations  campaign  to  solve  a  problem  or 
crisis.  Emphasis  on  writing  and  speaking  based  on  students'  experience.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

333         TOPICS  IN  JOURNALISM 

Intensive  practice  in  problem  solving  and  in  developing  stories  involving  research  and  in-depth  reporting  for 
various  media.  Discussion  of  topics  and  issues  confronting  the  reporter  and  other  persons  involved  in 
communicating  information  in  the  United  States  and  around  the  world.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

348         ADVANCED  VIDEO:  PERFORMING  AND  DIRECTING  FOR  THE  CAMERA 

Training  in  blocking  action  for  the  camera  using  the  master  scene  technique.  Exploration  of  a  variety  of 
approaches  to  motivating  talent  and  using  the  camera.  Screening  of  student  video  productions  created  in  class 
on  campus  television.  Prerequisite:  at  least  one  college-level  course  in  one  of  the  following:  film,  video,  acting, 
directing,  scriptwriting,  or  photography;  or  consent  of  instructor . 

246,  346,  and  446 

MEDIA  ARTS  COLLOQUIUM 

A  seminar  in  which  faculty,  students,  and  invited  professionals  meet  two  or  three  times  each  semester  to 
discuss  topics  pertaining  to  the  field  of  Communication  and  to  the  work  students  are  doing  in  campus  media. 
Each  student  enrolled  in  the  seminar  is  required  to  keep  a  log  and  to  work  for  a  minimum  of  three  hours  each 
week  in  one  or  more  of  the  following:  campus  newspaper;  campus  yearbook;  campus  radio;  campus  television; 
public  relations;  corporate  communication.  Open  only  to  majors.  Non-credit  and  Pass/Fail.  Once  the  major 
is  declared,  students  are  required  to  enroll  in  the  seminar  each  semester  until  they  graduate  or  until  they  have 
successfully  completed  four  semesters,  whichever  comes  first. 

400         PRACTICUM 

An  elective  for  junior  and  senior  majors  who  wish  to  acquire  additional  experience  in  working  with  practicing 
professionals.  Open  only  to  majors  and  minors. 

440         SENIOR  SEMINAR 

Reading  and  discussion  of  topics  of  concern  to  specialists  in  the  Communication  field,  selected  on  the  basis 
of  student  and  faculty  interest.  Focus  on  individual  projects  having  to  do  with  the  student's  area(s)  of  expertise 
and  on  preparing  these  for  public  presentation.  Majors  are  required  to  enroll  in  this  course  either  in  their  junior 
or  senior  year.  Open  to  nonmajors  with  consent  of  instructor. 

470-479 

INTERNSHIP 

Interns  usually  work  off-campus  in  a  field  related  to  their  area  of  study.    Prerequisite:  junior  or  senior 

standing. 

N80-N89

Proposal  #2 

This  is  a  companion  proposal  to  Proposal  #1.  Add  the  following  course  to  the  offerings  of  Polical  Science 
Department  under  section  B.  This  course  was  offered  once  before  in  the  spring  of  1985  by  Roskin  as  a  50s 
level  course  aimed  primarily  at  Mass  Comm  majors.  There  is  no  shortage  of  textbooks  and  other  materials  in 
this  area.  Depending  on  student  interest,  the  course  could  be  offered  annually  or  alternate  years.

210         Communication  AND  SOCIETY 

Reviews  and  critiques  the  impact  of  the  mass  media  on  American  society.  Consideration  of  how  the  media 
form  attitudes,  nominate  and  elect  candidates,  cover  news,  and  monitor  governmental  activities  as  well  as 
possible  remedies  to  media-related  problems. 


Rationales  for  Course  Description: 

COMM  1 1 0  The  revision  establishes  a  theoretical  basis  for  study  in  this  field,  frameworks  that  can  be  used 

throughout  the  major.  Incorporates  parts  of  old  330.  Includes  forms  of  communication  other  than 
mass  media  communication. 

COMM  1 1 5  The  change  clarifies  purpose  of  course.  Course  now  not  seen  as  a  prerequisite;  rather,  designed  for 

students  wanting  an  overview  as  opposed  to  in-depth  training. 

COMM  1 16  This  is  no  longer  viewed  as  a  prerequisite  to  upper  level  courses.  It  is  a  new  version  (with  a  lower 

course  number)  of  the  old  Mass  Comm  215  designed  to  provide  extra  practice  for  students  needing 
it  (not  all  do). 

COMM  21 1  Changes  clarify  what  has  been  occurring  in  this  course  for  some  time  and  hopefully  will  encourage 

students  interested  in  leadership  and  oral  communication  to  elect  the  course. 

COMM  2 1 8  Expanding  the  scope  of  the  course  is  expanded  the  concept  of  modeling  as  an  important  aspect  of 

learning  production  is  introduced. 


COMM  224  Revised  description  is  simplied,  and  makes  it  less  dependent  on  equipment 

"field"~which  may  or  may  not  be  functional  or  available.

COMM  225  A  crucial  course  for  writers  and  for  persons  interested  in  journalism,  public  relations,  corporate 

Communication,  as  well  as  creative  audio  and  video.  Except  for  playwriting  in  Theatre,  we  have  no 
other  course  at  Lycoming  that  trains  students  in  how  to  coordinate  scripts  with  pictures,  etc.  Writing 
is  the  top  quality  employers  look  for  when  hiring  persons  in  film,  television,  and  video. 

COMM  226  This  is  currently  in  our  core.    It  is  practically  the  only  course  we  offer  that  gives  students  the 

opportunity  to  discover  in  a  hands-on  way  how  the  media  specialist  uses  critical  theory,  research,  and 
analysis  to  evaluate  popular  culture. 

COMM  227  A  revised  Mass  Comm  327  with  the  number  lowered  to  reflect  level  of  difficulty  and  expertise 

required  before  taking  course.  Clarification  of  what  most  often  occurs  in  a  basic  full-semester  course 
in  reporting. 

COMM  228  A  revised  Mass  Comm  329  with  the  numbered  lowered  to  reflect  level  of  difficulty  and  expertise 

required  before  taking  course.  Concept  of  modeling  writing  important  in  this  field-history  of 
broadcast  journalism  ingredient  will  clarify  this  and  provide  added  "meat"  for  this  course.

COMM  235  Spinoff  course  from  old  jam-packed  Comm  325.     Although  public  relations  and  business 

communication  frequently  intertwine,  they  normally  are  taught  in  separate  courses.  This  will  enable 
us  to  do  that  and  to  attract  more  students.  Increased  emphasis  to  be  given  to  oral  communication. 

COMM  323  Clarification  of  what  has  been  occurring  in  this  course. 

COMM  324  A  revised  Mass  Comm  325.  The  course  title  reflects  how  many  institutions  label  intermediate  level 

public  relations  courses,  and  affirms  the  fact  that  this  course  covers  more  than  writing.  Knowing  how 
to  analyze  and  set  priorities  is  crucial  to  solving  public  relations  problems.  This  course  can  enable 
students  to  do  that. 

COMM  333  This  course  enables  us  to  teach  journalistic  writing  that  integrates  primary  and  secondary  research  and 

to  determine  how  reporting  influences  and  reflects  issues  in  society  that  have  endured.  Because  focus 
of  the  course  will  vary,  we  hope  that  the  course  will  appeal  to  a  wider  variety  of  students  than  the  two 
or  three  who  ordinarily  elect  journalism  courses  beyond  the  basic  reporting  level. 

COMM  348  This  course  has  been  taught  on  a  studies  basis  as  "Advanced  Television  Production"  several  times. 

Students  have  requested  a  course  that  uses  the  camera  in  a  more  sophisticated  way  than  that  taught 
in  lower-level  courses.  Students  have  expressed  the  need  for  a  course  that  will  allow  them  to  act,  to 
announce,  and  to  perform  in  front  of  a  camera  and  the  need  for  more  extensive  practice  in  directing 
for  the  camera.  This  course  will  do  that. 

COMM  246,  346,  446 

Students  need  more  practice  in  using  their  communications  skills  than  they  get  in  an  elective, 
one-semester  internship.  The  colloquium  aspect  of  the  practicum  will  encourage  students  to  integrate 
thought  with  practice.  The  four-semester  requirement  following  declaration  of  major  should  not  place 
a  burden  on  students;  the  requirement  is  worded  in  such  a  way  that  a  person  who  declares  the  major 
late  will  meet  the  requirement  as  long  as  he  or  she  enrolls  for  the  colloquium  every  semester  until 
graduation,  even  though  this  may  be  for  fewer  than  four  semesters.  Note  that  the  Mass  Comm  Ad 
Hoc  Study  Group  appointed  by  the  Dean  strongly  recommended  that  this  noncredit  requirement  be 
added. 

COMM  440  The  major  needs  to  bring  our  students,  who  have  "concentrated"  in  various  areas,  back  together  again 

and  to  consider  some  of  the  issues  and  topics  that  they  will  confront  as  communicators  once  they 
leave  academe.  Students  need  to  share  what  they  have  learned  through  four  years  of  study  with  other 
students.  This  sharing  needs  to  take  place  through  intensive  writing,  speaking,  and  media  research 
since  these  are  the  elements  that  comprise  this  major.  One  approach  might  be  select  or  to  announce 
a  broad  topic  and  then  to  have  students  take  it  from  there.  Another  approach  would  be  to  be  very 
specialized  and  to  have  students  broaden  the  perspective.  We  will  have  to  find  our  way  as  we  go. 
Note  that  these  approaches  have  been  widely  endorsed  by  people  who  study  the  need  for  a  senior-year 
experience  in  the  major. 


COMM  470-479 


We  need  to  run  the  internships  as  a  course  if  the  instructor  is  meeting  more  than  four  hours  each  week 
with  individual  students.  (Fred  meets  for  an  hour  each  week  with  each  student.)  It  would  be  helpful 
to  have  some  universal  readings  that  integrate  with  the  internship  experiences  that  students  in  different 
situations  are  having.  It  would  also  help  if  the  interns  could  talk  about  their  experiences  with  other 
students  in  the  major.  The  practicum  approach  would  allow  the  teacher  to  facilitate  this;  otherwise, 
it's  hard  to  integrate  much.  Criteria  for  internships  will  be  established  by  Fred  and  new  hire.  Without 
criteria,  anything  goes.  To  quote  Gerry  Madden,  "That's  not  good  for  the  school"  since 
communicators  are  very  much  on  view.

RE:  REGISTRATION  PROCESS  UPDATE 

After  discussion  with  CDC  and  GCAA,  and  examination  of  the  Datatel  system,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  for  the  time  being,  it  would 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  students  and  the  advising  system  to  attempt  to  retain  the  general  format  of  the  preregistration  system  currently  in  use. 

There  will  be  changes  in  the  appearance  of  print  outs.  The  Phase  I  rosters  that  department  chairs  receive  will  not  have  a  line  at  the  capacity  break, 
and  the  students  will  be  sorted  by  class  only  instead  of  major  and  class.  The  student's  major  and  course  capacity  will  be  shown.  The  work  load 
of  the  Registrar's  staff  will  increase  since  actions  which  were  automated  under  AIMS  will  become  manual  Because  of  the  additional  time  required 
to  drop  students  not  accepted  into  classes,  department  chairs  will  be  required  to  turn  in  their  approvals  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receipt  of  the 
rosters. 

What  students  receive  will  also  be  different.  Currently  there  are  two  categories  of  print-outs:  students  who  receive  everything  and  those  who  do 
not.  Datatel  cannot  make  this  distinction;  therefore,  students  will  receive  a  copy  of  what  they  receive  without  the  additional  information  of  which 
courses  they  requested  but  were  not  scheduled  for.  To  compensate  for  this,  we  are  planning  to  print  a  registration  form  which  has  two  copies,  one 
for  the  advisor  and  the  other  for  the  student.  This  will  help  you  and  the  student  to  keep  track  of  the  original  registration  request  and  make  necessary 
changes  accordingly. 

Another  change  will  be  that  students  who  must  come  back  for  Phase  II  will  not  be  scheduled  by  appointment  based  on  their  class  schedule  which 
is  an  AIMS  customization.  Instead,  to  control  the  flow  of  students  through  the  Registrar's  Office,  students  will  come  in  on  a  given  day  determined 
by  alphabet. 

We  are  working  to  refine  the  preregistration  system  to  fit  within  the  Datatel  structure  and  will  keep  you  posted  on  our  progress.

Filmed  in  the  gritty  urban  tradition  of  "New  Jack  City",  "Dead  Presidents"  focuses  on  the  struggle  of  a  young 
black  man  who  leaves  the  comfort  of  his  neighborhood  to  fight  in  the  Vietnam  War  and  then  returns. 
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Just  Another  Girl  on  the  IRT

Just  Another  Girl  on  the  IRT.  released  in  1993,  was  one  of  the  first  commercially-released  feature  films  to  show 
young  black  women  as  something  other  than  appendages  to  men.  The  story  evolves  through  the  eyes  of  Chantel,  a 
spirited  17-year  old  homegirl  from  the  projects  who  gets  straight  A's  and  plans  to  go  to  college.  When  she  accidentally 
becomes  pregnant,  she  uses  her  smarts  only  for  the  immediate  problem  —  hiding  her  pregnancy  —  and  procrastinates 
until  she  finds  herself  in  labor.  She  makes  some  serious,  immature  fumbles,  but  ultimately  lands  on  her  feet.  The  ending, 
which  finds  Chantel  in  a  Community  College  which  provides  child  care  for  her  baby,  is  for  Harris  an  important  counter 
point  to  dominant  myths  about  inner-city  teenage  mothers.  Chantel  is  presented,  non-judgmentally,  as  a  complex  and 
very  real  character,  allowing  the  audience  to  understand  and  empathize  with  this  young,  conflicted  teen.  The  film's 
realistic  portrayal  of  female  solidarity,  materialism,  and  inner-city  life  result  in  a  complex  and  vivid  portrait  of  the 
character's  culture. 

Leslie  Harris,  considered  one  of  the  90's  youngest  and  hottest  filmmakers,  won  a  coveted  Sundance  Film  Festival  Jury 
Prize  in  1993  for  her  achievement  as  a  first-time  filmmaker.  Unlike  the  "boys  club"  of  urban  tales  like  Boyz  In  The 
Hood,  New  Jack  City  and  Straight  out  of  Brooklyn,  Harris'  Just  Another  Girl  on  the  IRT  has  no  guns  and  no  drugs. 
"This  film  is  from  a  different  perspective,"  says  script-writer,  co-producer  and  director  Leslie  Harris.  "The  more  movies 
I  would  see,  the  more  frustrated  I  would  get  because  I  knew  I  wasn't  seeing  any  stories  addressing  my  concerns,  or  my 
mother's  concerns,  or  my  girlfriends'  concerns."  After  taking  film  production  classes  at  NYU,  Harris  shot  her 
semi-autobiographical  film  in  17  days,  mostly  within  a  five-block  radius  of  her  apartment  in  Brooklyn.

"Alex  Haley",  50  minutes,  1992 

One  of  the  few  in-depth  conversations  with  Haley  before  his  death,  this  tape  is  a  moving  testament  to  a  man 
who,  like  Roots  itself,  became  a  symbol  of  African  American's  determination  to  endure  and  excel. 

"Alice  Walker",  30  minutes,  1992 

In  this  profile,  Alice  Walker  (The  Color  Purple.  The  Temple  of  Mv  Familiar.  Possessing  the  Secret  of  Joy,  etc.) 
reads  from  her  poetry  and  discusses  contemporary  America  with  an  anger  and  urgency  rooted  in  optimism. 

"At  the  River  I  Stand",  56  minutes,  1993 

A  tribute  to  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  this  video  reconstructs  the  two  eventful  months  in  the  Spring  of  1968 
which  led  to  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  and  the  dramatic  climax  of  the  Movement. 

"August  Wilson",  22  minutes,  1992 

Playwright  August  Wilson  (Fences.  The  Piano  Lesson.  Two  Trains  Running,  etc.)  traces  the  origins  of  his  plays 
back  to  a  troubled  childhood  in  Pittsburgh  and  explains  the  influence  of  storytelling  and  the  blues  on  black 
tradition. 

"Charles  Johnson",  27  minutes,  1992 
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In  this  conversation,  author  Charles  Johnson  (Faith  and  the  Good  Thing.  Oxherding  Tale.  Middle  Passage,  etc.) 
describes  how  he  blends  together  black  folktales,  Zen  parables,  1 8th  century  picaresque  novels,  and  20th 
century  philosophy  into  storytelling  of  remarkable  virtuosity. 

"Ethnic  Notions",  57  minutes,  1987 

This  award  winning  documentary  takes  viewers  on  a  disturbing  journey  through  American  history.  It  traces 
the  evolution  of  deeply  rooted  stereo  types  which  have  fueled  anti-black  prejudice. 

"Gloria  Naylor",  21  minutes,  1992 

In  this  cassette,  author  Gloria  Naylor  (The  women  of  Brewster  Place.  Centennial.  Bailey's  Cafe,  etc.)  discusses 
the  value  of  maintaining  African  American  identity  in  a  world  dominated  by  whites.

Mathematics  Colloquium:  Tuesday,  February  13  at  3:15  p.m. 

Kimberly  Ann  Orben,  a  junior  mathematics  major,  will  present  the  next  Mathematics  Colloquium  on  The  N-Queens  Problem.  Have 
you  ever  played  chess?  If  so,  have  you  ever  tried  to  put  eight  queens  on  the  board  so  that  none  of  them  can  attack  any  of  the  others? 
That  is.  so  that  there  is  no  more  than  one  queen  in  each  row,  column,  and  diagonal.  As  you  can  see  above,  a  solution  does  exist. 
Gauss  decided  to  make  the  problem  a  little  more  interesting  and  asked,  "Is  it  possible  to  fit  N-queens  on  an  N  by  N  board?"  You 
could  of  course  spend  hours  on  end  using  a  trial  and  error  method  to  see  if  you  could  find  solutions  for  any  given  N.  But,  there  is 
an  easier  method  than  this,  which  will  be  discussed  in  this  colloquium.  This  talk  will  present  constructions,  involving  matrices,  to 
mathematically  generate  solutions  for  Na4.

Last  October  came  the  first  clear  evidence  for  a  planet  orbiting  a  nearby  solar-type  star  (5 1  Pegasi).  Now  the  same  team  of 
astronomers  has  reported  finding  two  more  such  systems  (70  Virginis  and  47  Ursae  Majoris)  out  of  60  stars  examined.  The  object 
orbiting  70  Virginis  has  a  mass  about  8  times  that  of  Jupiter,  leading  to  speculation  as  to  whether  it  is  a  "superplanet"  or  a  very  low 
mass  brown  dwarf  star.

WOMEN'S  VIDEO  &  FILM  FESTIVAL  PRESENTS  JUST  ANOTHER  GIRL  ON  THE  IRT 

With  Director  Leslie  Harris  in  person 
February  12       7:30  PM 
Community  Arts  Center 

Just  Another  Girl  on  the  IRT,  released  in  1993,  was  one  of  the  first  commercially-released  feature  films  to  show 
young  black  women  as  something  other  than  appendages  to  men.  The  story  evolves  through  the  eyes  of  Chantel,  a 
spirited  17-year  old  home  girl  from  the  projects  who  gets  straight  A's  and  plans  to  go  to  college.  When  she  accidentally 
becomes  pregnant,  she  uses  her  smarts  only  for  the  immediate  problem  —  hiding  her  pregnancy  —  and  procrastinates 
until  she  finds  herself  in  labor.  She  makes  some  serious,  immature  fumbles,  but  ultimately  lands  on  her  feet.  The  ending, 
which  finds  Chantel  in  a  Community  College  which  provides  child  care  for  her  baby,  is  for  Harris  an  important  counter 
point  to  dominant  myths  about  inner-city  teenage  mothers.  Chantel  is  presented,  non-judgmentally,  as  a  complex  and 
very  real  character,  allowing  the  audience  to  understand  and  empathize  with  this  young,  conflicted  teen.  The  film's 
realistic  portrayal  of  female  solidarity,  materialism,  and  inner-city  life  result  in  a  complex  and  vivid  portrait  of  the 
character's  culture. 

Leslie  Harris,  considered  one  of  the  90's  youngest  and  hottest  filmmakers,  won  a  coveted  Sundance  Film  Festival  Jury 
Prize  in  1993  for  her  achievement  as  a  first-time  filmmaker.  Unlike  the  "boys  club"  of  urban  tales  like  Boyz  In  The 
Hood,  New  Jack  City  and  Straight  out  of  Brooklyn,  Harris'  Just  Another  Girl  on  the  IRT  has  no  guns  and  no  drugs. 
"This  film  is  from  a  different  perspective,"  says  script-writer,  co-producer  and  director  Leslie  Harris.  "The  more  movies 
I  would  see,  the  more  frustrated  I  would  get  because  I  knew  1  wasn't  seeing  any  stories  addressing  my  concerns,  or  my 
mother's  concerns,  or  my  girlfriends'  concerns."  After  taking  film  production  classes  at  NYU,  Harris  shot  her 
semi-autobiographical  film  in  17  days,  mostly  within  a  five-block  radius  of  her  apartment  in  Brooklyn.

"Alex  Haley",  50  minutes,  1992 

One  of  the  few  in-depth  conversations  with  Haley  before  his  death,  this  tape  is  a  moving  testament  to  a  man 
who,  like  Roots  itself,  became  a  symbol  of  African  American's  determination  to  endure  and  excel. 

"Alice  Walker",  30  minutes,  1992 

In  this  profile,  Alice  Walker  (The  Color  Purple.  The  Temple  of  Mv  Familiar.  Possessing  the  Secret  of  Joy,  etc.) 
reads  from  her  poetry  and  discusses  contemporary  America  with  an  anger  and  urgency  rooted  in  optimism. 

"At  the  River  I  Stand",  56  minutes,  1993 

A  tribute  to  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  this  video  reconstructs  the  two  eventful  months  in  the  Spring  of  1968 
which  led  to  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  and  the  dramatic  climax  of  the  Movement. 
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"August  Wilson",  22  minutes,  1992 

Playwright  August  Wilson  (Fences.  The  Piano  Lesson.  Two  Trains  Running,  etc.)  traces  the  origins  of  his  plays 
back  to  a  troubled  childhood  in  Pittsburgh  and  explains  the  influence  of  storytelling  and  the  blues  on  black 
tradition. 

"Charles  Johnson",  27  minutes,  1992 

In  this  conversation,  author  Charles  Johnson  (Faith  and  the  Good  Thing.  Oxherding  Tale.  Middle  Passage,  etc.) 
describes  how  he  blends  together  black  folktales,  Zen  parables,  1 8th  century  picaresque  novels,  and  20th 
century  philosophy  into  storytelling  of  remarkable  virtuosity. 

"Ethnic  Notions",  57  minutes,  1987 

This  award  winning  documentary  takes  viewers  on  a  disturbing  journey  through  American  history.  It  traces 
the  evolution  of  deeply  rooted  stereo  types  which  have  fueled  anti-black  prejudice. 

"Gloria  Naylor",  21  minutes,  1992 

In  this  cassette,  author  Gloria  Naylor  (The  women  of  Brewster  Place.  Centennial.  Bailey's  Cafe,  etc.)  discusses 
the  value  of  maintaining  African  American  identity  in  a  world  dominated  by  whites. 

"Goin'  to  Chicago",  71  minutes,  1994 

This  documentary  chronicles  the  great  migration  of  African  Americans  from  the  rural  South  to  the  cities  of  the 
North  and  West.  This  history  is  told  through  the  personal  stories  of  a  group  of  older  Chicagoans  born  in  the 
Mississippi  Delta. 

"John  Wideman",  26  minutes,  1992 

Author  John  Wideman  (Philadelphia  Fire.  Brothers  and  Keeper.  Damballah.  etc.)  candidly  discuses  the 
dilemma  of  the  committed  African  American  intellectual  torn  between  the  urban  underclass  and  a 
predominately  white,  middle  class  literacy  audience. 

"Toni  Morrison",  25  minutes,  1992 

Readings  from  her  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  novel  Beloved  and  her  recent  Jazz  shows  how  Morrison  returns  to 
the  pain  of  slavery  and  segregation  to  restore  wholeness  to  the  black  psyche.

i<J  Most  citizens  don't  vote,  negative 
campaigning  reigns,  and  public  distrust, 
contempt,  and  hostility  toward  "govern- 
ment" have  reached  unprecedented 
heights.  Student  interest  and  engagement 
in  politics  are  at  all-time  lows,  according  to 
the  most  recent  surveys  that  we  have  done 
at  the  Higher  Education  Research  Institute 
at  the  University  of  California  at  Los  An- 
geles. While  academics  occasionally  com- 
ment on  this  sorry  state  of  affairs,  they 
seldom  suggest  that  higher  education  may 
have  played  a  part  in  creating  these  prob- 
lems, or  that  it  can  or  should  do  anything 
about  them. 

Most  of  us  probably  think  of  democracy 
primarily  as  an  external  process,  in  which 
people  do  such  things  as  discussing  public- 
policy  issues,  campaigning  for  candidates, 
and  voting.  While  these  activities  are  in- 
deed important  elements  of  a  healthy  de- 
mocracy, none  is  likely  to  occur  in  the  ab- 
sence of  appropriate  internal  conditions: 
an  understanding  of  how  democratic  gov- 
ernment is  supposed  to  function,  an  appre- 
ciation of  the  individual's  responsibilities 
under  this  form  of  government,  and  a  will- 
ingness, if  not  a  determination,  to  be  an 
active  participant.  In  other  words,  a  per- 
son is  more  likely  to  become  an  active  citi- 
zen if  he  or  she  has  acquired  certain  knowl- 
edge, beliefs,  and  values.  Such  intellectual 
qualities  are  precisely  the  ones  that  educa- 
tional institutions  are  in  an  ideal  position  to 
foster. 

The  problem  for  us  in  higher  education  is 
that  we  have  not  done  a  very  good  job  of 
developing  a  solid  understanding  and  ap- 
preciation of  democracy  in  our  students. 
Many  of  my  faculty  colleagues  might  arsye 
that  the  failure  or  success  of  our  represent- 
ative democracy  is  not  higher  education's 
responsibility  or  concern,  but  they  forget 
that  promoting  "good  citizenship"  is  one 
of  the  most  commonly  stated  values  in  the 
mission  statements  of  our  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. We  are  on  record  as  committing 
ourselves  and  our  institutions  to  the  value 
of  promoting  good  citizenship. 

But  comprehending  our  democracy  in- 
volves a  lot  more  than  knowing  what's  in 
the  Constitution  and  being  able  to  describe 


poor  condition  of  our  democracy  today  is  a 
product  of  complex  forces  that  have  little 
to  do  with  what  we  learn  in  high-school 
civics  courses.  Those  forces  include  broad 
economic  and  corporate  trends,  the  influ- 
ence of  lobbyists,  financing  of  political 
campaigns,  and  the  role  of  the  mass  media. 
We  need  to  help  all  students— not  just 
political-science  majors — understand  how 
our  system  actually  works  today.  Take  the 
most  basic  of  all  ingredients  in  any  func- 
tioning democratic  system:  information. 
Even  the  most  elementary  understanding 
of  how  a  democratic  political  system  is 
supposed  to  operate  recognizes  its  central 
role:  A  democracy  works  only  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  voter  is  well  informed.  And  if 
citizens  really  understood  and  appreciated 
the  importance  of  information  to  our  sys- 
tem, I  believe  that  they  would  take  a  much 
greater  interest  in  learning  about  the  mass 
media. 

The  majority  of  Americans,  for  exam- 
ple, get  their  political  news  from  prime- 
time  tv  newscasts.  That  this  particular  me- 
dium is  not  doing  an  acceptable  job  is  re- 
vealed in  a  disturbing  finding  from  a  survey 
conducted  during  the  last  Presidential 
campaign:  It  showed  that  the  more  people 
relied  on  tv  for  their  news,  the  less  they 
knew  about  the  three  major  Presidential 
candidates. 

Our  educational  system  should  help  stu- 
dents to  become  better  critics  and  analysts 
of  contemporary  mass  media  and  of  the 
political  information  they  produce.  Most 
faculty  members  put  a  high  premium  on 
the  development  of  students'  "critical 
thinking"  skills,  but  we  still  have  a  long 
way  to  go  before  we  can  say  that  we  are 
producing  graduates  who  have  sufficient 
critical  understanding  of  the  media  and  the 
motivation  to  demand  better  information. 
I'm  reminded  here  of  a  wonderful  little 
book  by  Neil  Postman  and  Charles  Wein- 
gartner  called  Teaching  as  a  Subversive 
Activity  (Dell,  1987),  in  which  they  argue 
that  in  an  information  society  heavily  de- 
pendent on  commercial  mass  media,  an  im- 


portant  function  of  education  should 
help  young  people  become  expert 
detectors."  Given  what  we  see  happt 
in  contemporary  politics,  the  need  t< 
velop  those  capabilities  in  our  student  • 
never  been  greater.

News  media  become  profitable  by 
ing  advertising  and  by  getting  as  manyi 
pie  as  possible  to  read,  listen  to,  or  \ 
what  they  produce;  the  more  people 
attract,  the  more  they  can  charge  the 
vertisers.  As  a  result,  we  shouldn't  bii 
prised  if  they  try  to  avoid  offendin 
thousands   of  corporate   advertiser* 
whom  they  are  so  dependent  for  revt*

Many  in- 
anitions are  caught  up  in  the  "pursuit  of 
tcellence,"  which  usually  means  com- 
pjing  to  acquire  as  many  resources  as 
(Risible  and  jockeying  to  build  up  their

ifcditional  approaches  to  excellence  can 
ltd  us  to  ignore  academe's  own  "citizen-

it.  It  is  not  that  we  don't  need  reputations 
firesources,  but  rather  that  the  efforts  to 
aiieve  them  can  become  ends  in  them- 
ftves,  leading  us  to  forget  that  they  ulti- 
ritely  should  contribute  to  improving  the 
plication  and  service  we  provide. 
:  Just  as  excessive  materialism  and  nar- 
ijsism  can  interfere  with  the  individual's 
Jjility  to  be  a  good  citizen,  so  can  an  aca- 
Smic  institution's  preoccupation  with  ac- 
Msitiveness  and  self-aggrandizement  in- 
here with  its  ability  to  be  a  good  citizen 
ithe  community  of  institutions  and  in  the 
'"ger  society. 


If  we  want  our  students  to  acquire 
the  democratic  virtues  of  honesty,  tol- 
erance, empathy,  generosity,  team- 
work, and  social  responsibility,  we  have  to 
demonstrate  those  qualities  not  only  in  our 
individual  professional  conduct,  but  also  in 
our  institutional  policies  and  practices.  To 
emphasize  the  importance  of  these  demo- 
cratic virtues,  why  not  begin  a  campus- 
wide  effort  to  determine  how  citizenship 
and  democracy  can  be  given  a  more  central 
place  in  the  general-education  curriculum? 
And  why  not  explore  how  we  might  inte- 
grate "service  learning"  into  the  general 
educational  program — beyond  the  scat- 
tered courses  or  internships  in  which  it 
may  be  emphasized  now? 

Some  of  my  academic  colleagues  might 
argue  that  "a  traditional  liberal  education" 
is  the  best  way  to  prepare  young  people  for 
the  responsibilities  of  citizenship.  While 
there  may  be  some  truth  in  that  argument, 
the  uncomfortable  reality  is  that  whatever 
we  are  currently  providing — call  it  liberal 
learning  if  you  like — simply  isn't  getting 
the  job  done.  Most  of  our  citizenry — and 
that  includes  most  of  our  college-educated 
citizenry — seems  neither  to  understand 
what  democracy  is  all  about  nor  to  accept 
responsibility  for  making  it  work. 

And  for  people  who  might  think  that  we 
in  higher  education  have  no  real  power  to 
strengthen  American  democracy,  consider 
the  following:  We  educate  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  citizens  who  bother  to  vote,  not 
to  mention  most  of  the  politicians,  journal- 
ists, and  news  commentators.  We  also 
educate  all  of  the  school  administrators 
and  teachers,  who  in  turn  educate  every- 
one at  the  pre-college  level.  And  we  do 
much  to  shape  the  pre-college  curriculum 
through  what  we  require  of  our  college  ap- 
plicants. In  short,  not  only  have  we  helped 
to  create  the  problems  that  plague  Ameri- 
can democracy,  but  we  are  also  in  a  posi- 
tion to  begin  doing  something  about  them. 

IF  higher  education  doesn't  start 
giving  citizenship  and  democracy 
much  greater  priority,  who  will?  Cor- 
porate business?  The  news  media?  Politi- 
cians? How  can  we  ever  expect  the  demo- 
cratic dream  to  become  a  reality  unless 
education  changes  its  priorities?  The  fu- 
ture of  American  democracy  is,  to  a  cer- 
tain extent,  in  our  hands,  and  if  we  want  to 
improve  it,  we  have  to  change  some  of  our 
ways  of  doing  business. 


In  light  of  the  reduced  budgets  and  other 
external  pressures  that  many  of  us  face 
today,  it  is  fair  to  ask  whether  we  have  the 
wherewithal  to  undertake  any  such  initia- 
tives as  citizenship  development.  I  would 
argue  that  most  of  the  educational  re- 
sources and  personnel  needed  to  develop  a 
greater  emphasis  on  educating  citizens  for 
democracy  already  exist  on  campus;  edu- 
cators just  need  to  recognize  that  they 
have  the  capacity  to  draw  those  resources 
and  personnel  together  in  new  and  creative 
ways.  Citizenship  development  should  not 
be  considered  an  "add  on,"  to  be  pursued 
only  if  new  money  ever  becomes  available. 
Rather,  it  needs  to  be  viewed  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  educational  program. 

The  academic  autonomy  that  we  con- 
stantly seek  to  protect  may  be  the  most 
powerful  tool  that  we  have  for  refocusing 
our  programs  to  better  promote  democra- 
cy and  citizenship.  The  fact  remains  that, 
despite  increased  public  attacks  on  col- 
leges in  recent  years,  we  still  retain  control 
over  practically  all  of  the  decisions  that 
really  matter:  whom  to  admit  and  how  to 
admit  them;  what  to  teach  and  how  to 
teach  it;  how  to  assess  and  evaluate  our 
students;  how  to  structure  extracurricular 
programs;  what  subject  matter  we  choose 
for  our  research;  and  how  we  hire,  reward, 
and  tenure  our  colleagues. 

If  we  genuinely  believe  that  it  is  in  our 
own  best  interests — not  to  mention  those 
of  our  students  and  of  the  society  that  sup- 
ports us — to  introduce  a  focus  on  democra- 
cy and  citizenship  into  our  curriculum  and 
other  campus  activities,  we  have  both  the 
autonomy  and  the  intellectual  skill  to 
doit.

CDC  has  reviewed  the  following  proposal  and  is  sending  it  to  GCAA  with  full  committee  approval. 
Proposal  from  the  Political  Science  Department: 

Add  the  following  course  to  category  B  (Legal  Studies)  of  the  Political  Science  Department  offerings: 

332  COURTS  AND  THE  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  SYSTEM 

The  course  consists  of  two  components:  criminal  law  and  criminal  procedure.  Criminal  procedure  carefully 
explores  constitutional  law  and  procedural  rules  which  dominate  court  handling  of  criminal  cases.  Criminal  law 
explores  concepts  relating  to  criminal  responsibility  and  the  establishment  of  selected  offenses.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  "hot  button"  issues  in  the  field:  balancing  protection  of  fundamental  freedoms  against  society's  need  to  solve  and 
prevent  crime;  plea  negotiations;  the  politicizing  of  the  criminal  justice  system;  mandatory  sentencing  schemes; 
management  challenges  to  fast  handling  of  criminal  cases;  the  changing  line  between  juvenile  and  adult  criminal 
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court;  the  wisdom  of  using  criminal  punishment  in  an  attempt  to  control  some  forms  of  behavior.  There  will  be  two 
field  trips  to  court  proceedings.  Prerequisite:  junior  or  senior  standing  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Rationale  and  Discussion 

This  course,  which  is  traditionally  given  by  colleges  offering  a  criminal  justice  major,  fills  a  hole  in  the  Lycoming 
program.  This  course  is  intended  for  juniors  and  seniors  who  are  majoring  in  criminal  justice,  but  also  is  available 
to  upperclass  students  in  other  majors  who  have  not  taken  prior  courses  in  this  field.  Given  the  importance  of  the 
criminal  justice  concepts  in  American  culture,  the  course  is  attractive  as  a  liberal  arts  elective  to  students  outside  the 
criminal  justice  program. 

The  essential  course  content  has  been  offered  previously  in  50's  level  offerings.  It  is  expected  that  Judge  Thomas 
Raup  will  teach  two  (2)  classes  each  semester  for  the  next  5  to  7  years  at  least.  If  this  course  is  required  for  all 
Criminal  Justice  majors,  two  sections  will  be  needed  as  there  are  currently  about  60  such  majors.  If  it  is  possible, 
Raup  would  prefer  to  teach  one  section  each  semester,  which  would  provide  greater  flexibility  with  respect  to  other 
course  offerings.

Mathematics  Colloquium:  Tuesday,  February  20  at  3:15  p.m. 

In  the  17th  century,  Pierre  de  Fermat  wrote  what  became  the  most  famous  scribble  ever  in  a  textbook.  In  modern 
terms,  he  said  that  there  are  no  integer  solutions  to  the  equation  x"+y"=z"  for  n>2  unless  at  least  one  of  x,y,z  is  zero. 
He  also  said  that  he  had  a  marvelous  proof  that  was  too  long  for  the  margin  where  he  was  scribbling.  This  is 
Fermat's  Last  Theorem,  for  which  no  one  found  a  proof  until  1993-94,  when  its  solver  made  the  front  page  of  the 
New  York  Times.  In  my  talk,  I  will  discuss  the  origin  of  Fermat's  Last  Theorem,  and  a  few  of  the  developments  in 
number  theory  that  grew  out  of  the  attempts  to  solve  it.  Time  permitting,  we'll  prove  the  case  that  we  know  Fermat 
could  do.

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One  of  the  few  in-depth  conversations  with  Haley  before  his  death,  this  tape  is  a  moving 
testament  to  a  man  who,  like  Roots  itself,  became  a  symbol  of  African  American's  determination 
to  endure  and  excel. 

"Alice  Walker",  30  minutes,  1992 

In  this  profile,  Alice  Walker  (The  Color  Purple.  The  Temple  of  Mv  Familiar.  Possessing  the 
Secret  of  Joy,  etc.)  reads  from  her  poetry  and  discusses  contemporary  America  with  an  anger 
and  urgency  rooted  in  optimism. 

"At  the  River  I  Stand",  56  minutes,  1993 

A  tribute  to  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  this  video  reconstructs  the  two  eventful  months  in  the 
Spring  of  1968  which  led  to  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  and  the  dramatic 
climax  of  the  Movement. 

"August  Wilson",  22  minutes,  1992 

Playwright  August  Wilson  (Fences.  The  Piano  Lesson.  Two  Trains  Running,  etc.)  traces  the 
origins  of  his  plays  back  to  a  troubled  childhood  in  Pittsburgh  and  explains  the  influence  of 
storytelling  and  the  blues  on  black  tradition.

This  history  is  told  through  the  personal  stories  of  a  group  of 
older  Chicagoans  born  in  the  Mississippi  Delta. 

"John  Wideman",  26  minutes,  1992 

Author  John  Wideman  (Philadelphia  Fire.  Brothers  and  Keeper.  Damballah.  etc.)  candidly 
discuses  the  dilemma  of  the  committed  African  American  intellectual  torn  between  the  urban 
underclass  and  a  predominately  white,  middle  class  literacy  audience.

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"The  art  of  being  unreasonable";  November  1995

The  most  militant  conservationist 
in  the  world"  is  the  way  the  book 
jacket  of  "Encounters  with  the 
Archdruid"  described  David 
Brower  in  1971.  Today,  at  age  83, 
Brewer's  environmental  commitment 
is  as  unwavering  as  ever,  but  he  seems 
more  interested  in  seeking  solutions 
than  in  confrontation. 

Known  as  the  grandfather  of  the 
modern  environmental  movement — a 
mantie  he  refuses  ("An  awful  lot  went 
on  before  me  that's  been  forgotten — 
the  best  I  could  be  is  a  grandson,"  he 
maintains) — Brower  built  the  Sierra 
Club  from  a  2,000-member  California 
hiking  club  in  1956  to  a  national  or- 
ganization of  77,000  with  considerable 
political  clout  in  1969,  when  he  was 
ousted  as  its  director  over  personality 
differences  with  the  group's  board. 

Not  one  to  be  down  for  long,  Brower 
proceeded  to  found  the  League  of  Con- 
servation Voters,  Friends  of  the  Earth 
and,  in  1982,  Earth  Island  Institute, 
which  he  chairs.  He  led  the  battles  to 
create  several  national  parks,  includ- 
ing Redwood  and  North  Cascades,  and 
the  Cape  Cod  and  Point  Reyes  nation- 
al seashores  and  helped  stop  many  a 
dam  along  the  Colorado  River. 
These  victories  came  from  acting 
boldly  and  without  compromise,  he  be- 
lieves. And  he  is  fond  of  recalling  what 
Russell  Train,  chairman  of  the  Council 
on  Environmental  Quality  under  Pres- 
ident Nixon,  once  said:  "Thank  God 
for  Dave  Brower;  he  makes  it  so  easy 
for  the  rest  of  us  to  be  reasonable." 
Those  who  view  Brower  as  the  un- 
reasonable archdruid  who  sacrifices 
people  to  trees  might  be  surprised  to 
hear  him  describe  how  he  feels  about 
the  hordes  of  tourists  who  descend 
each  year  on  his  beloved  Yosemite  Na- 
tional Park.  "I  like  to  watch  other  peo- 
ple enjoy  that  place,"  he  says  with  a 
smile.  The  answer  to  crowded  nation- 
al parks  is  not  to  keep  out  the  people, 


he  believes,  but  to  manage  their  im- 
pact. Put  in  an  electrified  rail  system. 
Keep  out  the  cars.  Leave  some  large 
areas  of  untouched  wilderness  for  the 
hardy  few  to  explore. 

"My  present  emphasis  is  on  restora- 
tion of  the  Earth— putting  it  all  back 
together,"  Brower  tells  the  Bulletin 
during  an  interview  at  his  home  in  the 
hills  of  his  native  Berkeley,  Calif.  "Old- 
er people  would  appreciate  this  be- 
cause they  remember  the  pieces  we 
had  in  the  first  place." 

Brewer's  own  memories  go  back  to 
his  youth,  driving  down  a  dirt  road  to 
Lake  Tahoe,  where  there  was  only  a 
country  store",  post  office  and  small 
pier  where  the  steamer  came  with  the 
mail.  Today,  the  trip  that  took  the 
Brower  family  3&  days  takes  ZXA  hours, 
and  the  shoreline  is  a  jumble  of  casi- 
nos, hotels  and  tourist  shops. 

The  rush  to  develop  wilderness  areas 
like  Lake  Tahoe  came  at  a  cost  too 
dear,  Brower  believes.  "I  do  not  blind- . 
ly  oppose  progress,"  he  says.  "I  oppose 
blind  progress."  Planned  development, 
with  an  eye  to  minimizing  the  impact 
of  humans  on  nature,  is  the  key. 

Tall,  angular,  with  a  ruddy  face  and 
commanding  but  friendly  presence, 
Brower  is  eager  to  discuss  innovative 
ideas  that  are  being  developed  by 
Earth  Island  and  others  for  dealing 
with  pressing  global  concerns.  "We 
need  all  the  creativity  we  can  summon 
up  to  put  the  pieces  together,"  he  says. 

He  envisions  a  Global  CPR  Corps — 
for  Conservation,  Preservation  and 
Restoration — acting  as  a  volunteer  in- 
ternational Green  Cross,  to  solve  prob- 
lems of  deforestation,  air  pollution,  soil 
erosion  and  species  extinction.  "I'd 
like  to  get  my  age-mates  involved  in 
this,"  he  says.  "We  need  some  admin- 
istrative capability  to  get  it  underway." 


He  speaks  often  of  the  responsibil 
of  the  old  to  the  young.  'There's  so 
tie  hope  among  the  young,  and  tha 
our  fault,"  he  says.  "I'm  concern 
about  entitiements — not  just  for  p 
pie  my  age,  but  for  people  who  have 
been  born.

Dur- 
hg  World  War  H,  he  trained  some 
r0,000  soldiers  in  mountain  climbing. 
;His  mountain-climbing  prowess 
nade  him  a  natural  leader  of  Sierra 
plub's  "High  Trips"  from  1939  to  1956, 
jn  which  thousands  of  business  lead- 
ers, government  officials  and  ordinary 
Citizens  went  on  four-week  group  ex- 
cursions to  the  wilderness.  "The  trips 
J/rere  very  important.  They  got  a  lot  of 

iieople  out,  with  a  minimum  amount  of 
snpact,"  he  says.  "If  we'd  had  more  ed- 
ucation like  that  of  travelers,  you'd  still 
!>e  able  to  drink  out  of  the  streams  in 
)he  Sierras." 

'  Brewer's  years  as  an  environmental 
eader  were  sometimes  stormy,  culmi- 
iiating  in  his  forced  ejection  from  di- 

ectorship  of  the  Sierra  Club  for  being 
oo  highhanded  in  making  decisions, 
\  charge  he  denies.  But  those  battles 
liow  seem  long  ago,  and  Sierra  Club 
'nembers  have  since  reinstated  him  as 
4  board  member.  He  acknowledges 
that  the  years  have  mellowed  him, 
then  adds  with  characteristic  humor, 
"But  what's  the  difference  between  be- 
ing mellow  and  being  overripe?" 


Brower  lives  with  Anne,  his  wife  of 
52  years,  in  the  house  in  which  they 
raised  their  four  children.  He  and 
Anne  met  in  the  world  of  publishing, 
a  lifelong  interest  that  led  to  the  Sierra 
Club's  famous  large-format  book  se- 
ries. Their  small  yard  is  filled  with 
trees:  mock  orange,  plum,  apple  and 
pine.  Inside,  the  living  room  is  crowd- 
ed with  papers,  books  and  a  piano. 

Comfortable  as  he  may  seem,  Brow- 
er nevertheless  worries.  Despite  many 
victories  over  the  years,  the  environ- 
mental movement  has  slowed,  but  not 
stopped,  the  rapid  "ransacking"  of  the 
Earth's  resources,  he  says.  This  he 
blames  in  part  on  the  movement's 
quick  willingness  to  compromise. 

"[The]  environmental  movement 
should  stand  for  what  we  believe  in," 
says  Brower*'Tf  we  originate  the  com- 
promise, there's  no  place  to  go  but 
downhill." 

Brower,  for  his  part,  certainly  isn't 
going  downhill.  His  schedule  is  hectic, 
leaving  him  much  less  time  for  being 
outdoors  than  he  would  like.  He  con- 
tinues to  travel,  speaking  and  organiz- 
ing. He  regularly  goes  to  the  Earth  Is- 
land Institute.  He  is  starting  another 
book,  a  sort  of  environmental  report 
card  of  major  corporations. 

Despite  the  current  Congress,  which 
seeks  to  turn  back  much  environmen- 
tal legislation,  Brewer's  sense  of  both 
urgency  and  optimism  is  strong.  "The 
things  I'm  urging  are  going  to  have  to 
happen — so  they  will,"  he  says.  "But 
at  my  age,  I  get  impatient  I  want  to  see 
the  change."

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

February  5, 1996 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:3 1  p.m.  by  chair  Gabriel. 
Sr.  Catherine  Gilvary  offered  a  prayer. 
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Minutes  for  the  December  4,  1995  meeting  were  held,  pending  checking  the  Academic  Bulletin  references  for 
proposals. 

Secretary's  Report: 

Secretary  Olsen  announced  the  upcoming  elections  for  P&T  and  to  replace  E.  Henninger  on  the  Personnel 
Committee. 

Old  Business:      None 

New  Business: 

Howard  Berthold,  Chair  of  GCAA,  presented  the  catalog  changes  approved  by  GCAA  (AB  #27). 

1.  Proposal  from  Biology  (AB  #27,  pp  5-7)  for  the  addition  of  a  B.S.  degree  in  Biology. 

Biology  majors  will  be  awarded  either  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree.  Majors  who  complete  the  13-course  requirement  above  will  be 
awarded  the  B.A.  degree.  Majors  who  complete  three  additional  courses  in  the 
natural  sciences  at  or  above  the  200  level  or  in  the  mathematical  sciences  (127 
or  above)  will  be  eligible  to  elect  the  B.S.  degree. 

After  discussion,  motion  passed. 

2.  Proposal  from  Chemistry  (AB  #27,  pp  7-10)  for  the  addition  of  a  B.S.  degree  in  Chemistry. 

Revised  Catalog  Description  (changes  are  underlined) 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  offers  both  B.A.  and  B.S.  degree  programs. 

The  B.A.  degree 

To  complete  the  B.A.  degree  a  student  must  complete  Chemistry  110-111,  220- 
221,  330-331,  332  and  333;  Physics  225-226;  Mathematics  128,  129  and  one  of 
the  following  courses:  Mathematics  103,  231,  238,  332  or  Computer  Science 
125.  Mathematics  231  and  238  and  French  or  German  are  strongly 
recommended  for  students  planning  on  graduate  study  in  chemistry.  To  be 
certified  in  secondary  education,  chemistry  majors  must  also  pass  two  biology 
courses  numbered  1 10  or  higher.  The  following  courses  have  been  approved  to 
be  offered  as  writing  intensive  course  and  may  be  offered  as  such:  Chemistry 
330  and  332.  Students  must  check  semester  class  schedules  to  determine  which 
courses  are  offered  as  "W  courses  for  that  semester. 

The  B.S.  degree 

The  Department  is  approved  by  the  American  Chemical  Society  (ACS)  to 
certify  those  students  whose  programs  meet  or  exceed  requirements  established 
by  the  ACS.  Students  who  wish  to  earn  ACS  certification  must  complete  the 
major  described  above  as  well  as  Chemistry  443  and  two  courses  from  Chem 
440,  442,  447  and  480  (490).  Students  who  complete  the  ACS-certified  degree 
are  eligible  to  elects  a  B.S.  degree.  Students  who  complete  the  ACS  certified 
degree  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  American  Chemical  Society  following 
gradation.

3.  Proposal  from  Foreign  Languages  (AB  #27,  pp  10-1 1) 
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#1 .  Change  the  description  of  the  major  by  deleting  the  last  two  sentences  of  the  top  paragraph  I  column  2 
on  page  101  of  the  current  catalog,  that  is  delete  "Majors,  teacher,  certification  candidates. ..a  file  of  such 
programs."  Also  delete  the  next  statement  "Courses  taught  in  English:  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures 
225  and  338",  and  add  the  following  new  paragraph  in  its  place: 

The  department  endorses  study  abroad  for  all  our  students.  Opportunities  are 
available  in  programs  in  France  (Paris,  Montpelier,  Nancy,  Rennes),  in  Germany 
and  Austria  (Berlin,  Freiburg,  Marburg,  Munich,  Vienna),  and  in  Spain  and 
Mexico  (Madrid,  Seville,  Mexico  City,  Cuernavaca).  Interested  students  should 
begin  planning  with  their  major  advisor  by  the  first  week  of  the  semester  prior 
to  departure.  To  qualify,  students  must  have  sophomore  standing  or  better,  an 
overall  GPA  of  at  least  2.5,  and  at  least  a  GPA  of  3.0  in  language  courses. 
Other  qualifications  include  recommendation  from  faculty  in  the  major  and 
completion  of  specific  courses  in  language,  literature,  or  culture. 

Dr.  Golahny  made  a  friendly  amendment  that  would  not  make  it  necessary  to  rewrite  this  paragraph  each 
time  there  is  a  change  in  the  cities  where  programs  are  available.  Change  the  second  sentence  to  read 
"Opportunities  include  programs  in  France..." 

Part  B:    Add  the  phrase  "Taught  in  English."  to  the  description  of  two  courses  as  indicated  by  the 
underlining: 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  225 

...  Prerequisite:  None.   Taught  in  English.  May  be  repeated  for  credit  with. . . 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  338 

...  Prerequisite:  Consent  of  instructor.   Taught  in  English.  Does  not  count  toward  majors  in... 

These  changes  move  the  location  of  "Taught  in  English"  to  where  it  belongs,  and  reflect  the  department's 
emphasis  on  the  importance  of  study  abroad. 

#2.  A  major  consists  of  32  semester  hours  of  courses  numbered  1 1 1  and  above.  One  course  must  focus  on 
literature  from  Spain  and  one  course  must  focus  on  literature  from  Spanish  America.  Eight  semester  hours 
must  be  at  the  400  level.  In  addition,  all  majors  who  wish  to  be  certified  for  secondary  teaching  must  pass 
Spanish  221,  222,  311,  {Spanish}  418  and  Foreign  Languages  and  ... 

Majors  are  better  prepared  if  we  ensure  that  they  get  two  courses  at  the  highest  level.  Students  also  need 
the  breadth  of  having  at  least  one  course  from  Spain  and  the  Americas.  Students  who  get  the  teaching 
certificate  should  have  basic  knowledge  of  Hispanic  cultures.  This  is  one  of  the  main  things,  along  with 
the  language  itself,  that  they  will  teach  in  schools. 

#3.  Revise  the  title  and  course  description  of  Spanish  221-222  (COMPREHENSIVE  REVIEW 
AND  LANGUAGE  PRACTICE)  to  be  as  follows: 

Spanish  221-222      CONVERSATION,  REVIEW,  AND  COMPOSITION

Examination  of  significant  cultural  or  literary  topics  concerning  the  Spanish-speaking 
world.  Possible  topics  or  genres  include:  Latin  American  short  stories;  modern  Spanish 
theatre;  Latin  American  women  writers;  Chicano  literature.  Prerequisite:  Spanish  222  or 
consent  of  the  instructor.  Can  be  repeated  once  for  credit. 
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Proposal  passed. 

4.  Proposals  from  the  Art  Department  (AB  #27,  pp  12-13) 

#1 .  Alter  the  description  of  the  Generalist  Art  major  on  page  63  of  the  catalogue  as  follows  with  the 
underlined  portions  representing  additions  and  the  portions  enclosed  in  brackets  {}  representing  deletions: 

To  be  taken  by  those  students  who  are  seeking  teaching  certification  in  Art.  In  addition,  this  area  of 
specialization  is  recommended  for  those  students  also  majoring  or  minoring  in  Psychology  with  a  possible 
future  career  in  art  therapy.

5.  Proposal  from  the  English  Department  to  delete  the  statement  "A  skills  lab  complements  classroom 
instruction"  from  the  course  description  of  English  105  as  the  English  placement  exam  does  not  necessarily 
identify  all  of  those  most  in  need  of  study  skills  instruction. 

Part  2.  Proposal  from  the  academic  Resources  Center  and  the  Dean  that  the  College,  in  conjunction  with 
the  English  Department,  to  adopt  high  school  class  rank  as  a  means  to  determine  who  should  take  a  study 
or  success  skills  program.  Secondly,  because  the  Study  Skills  Lab,  currently  part  of  English  105,  would  no 
longer  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  English  Department  (without  use  of  the  English  placement  exam  to 
place  students  in  the  lab),  we  propose  that  the  English  105  -  Introduction  to  Writing  course  description  be 
revised  by  dropping  mention  of  the  skills  lab.  Finally,  we  propose  the  creation  of  a  new  course  through 
which  study  skills  instruction  may  be  conducted  for  students  when  those  students  and  their  advisors 
perceive  a  need  for  such  support. 

ARC  100-Success  Skills  Workshops 

A  seven-week  course,  the  SSW  introduces  students  to  a  variety  of  topics  important  to 
student  success.  Among  these  are  time  management,  learning  styles,  motivation, 
highlighting  text,  note-taking,  and  word-processing.  Topics  will  be  selected  to  meet 
students'  needs.  ARC  100  is  highly  recommended  for  students  who,  in  consultation  with 
their  academic  advisors,  choose  to  improve  their  academic  skills.   This  noncredit  course 
will  be  graded  on  a  pass/fail  basis. 

After  discussion,  motion  passed. 

6.  Proposal  from  Dr.  Ernest  Giglio,  Director  of  International  Education,  (AB  #27,  pp  14-15)  whether 
spending  a  semester  abroad  in  an  Anglo-American  culture  should  be  counted  as  satisfying  the  cultural 
diversity  requirement. 

Students  also  may  fulfill  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  by  successfully 
completing  at  least  one  semester  (4  units)  in  a  college-accepted  study  abroad 
program. 
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After  discussion,  the  proposal  passed. 

7.  Proposal  from  the  Sociology  Department  (AB  #27,  p.  15)  to  delete  Sociology- Anthropology  224  (RURAL 
AND  URBAN  COMMUNITIES)  from  the  catalogue  and  add  the  following  course: 

Sociology-Anthropology  230  SELF  AND  SOCIETY 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  behavior  of  individuals  who  occupy  positions  in  social 
structures,  organizations  and  groups.  The  focus  is  on  the  behavior  of  individuals  as  it  is 
controlled,  influenced,  or  limited  by  the  social  environment;  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
behavior  of  individuals  reacts  upon,  shapes  and  alters  social  structures  and  enters  into  the 
functioning  of  groups.  This  course  will  also  explore  symbolic  interactionism,  a  major 
theoretical  perspective  in  sociology  which  focuses  primary  attention  on  the  way  in  which 
individuals  define  and  continually  redefine  reality  on  the  basis  of  social  interaction. 
Prerequisite:  Sociology-Anthropology  110  or  consent  of  instructor. 

After  discussion,  Dr.  MacKenzie  called  the  question.  Motion  passed. 

8.  Proposal  from  the  Institute  for  Management  Studies  to  add  a  course  (AB  #27,  pp.  15-16): 

IMS  340  IMS  MANAGEMENT  INTERNSHIP  STUDY 
A  practicum  in  which  students  work  as  interns  for  businesses,  government 
agencies  and  nonprofit  organizations  in  the  Williamsport  area  and  locations  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  other  places. 
Reading,  writing  and  research  assignments  vary  by  the  credit  value  of  the 
experience.  Enrollments  are  limited  to  the  numbers  of  available  placements. 
Most  internships  are  full-time  paid  positions,  although  part-time  and  unpaid 
positions  are  occasionally  accepted.  Four  to  eight  semester  hours  of  credit.

338.  and  440  will  be  awarded  upon  successful 
completion  of  Nursing  441  (COMPREHENSIVE  NURSING  CARE):  this  will 
also  apply  to  those  RNs  who  graduated  from  an  NLN  accredited  program  more 
than  3  years  but  not  more  than  10  years  prior  to  matriculating  into  the  B.S.N, 
program  and  have  worked  for  at  least  1 000  hours  within  the  last  three  years.  To 
obtain  the  B.S.N. .  all  RNs  will  be  required  to  complete  successfully  Nursing 
300.  336.  424.  435.  441.  and  442.  In  addition.  RNs  will  be  required  to  take  any 
5  science  courses  with  at  least  2  of  these  being  laboratory  science  courses:  two 
such  laboratory  science  courses  can  be  substituted  in  place  of  Chemistry  108 
and/or  1 15  to  satisfy  the  Natural  Sciences  distribution  requirement.

"In  addition,  RNs  will  be  required  to  take  any  5  science  courses  chosen  from  CHEM  108 
or  higher,  BIO  1 10  or  Higher,  PHYS  1 10  or  higher,  or  any  course..."

NURSING  CARE). 

To  obtain  the  B.S.N,  all  RNs  will  be  required  to  complete  successfully  Nursing  300,  336,  424,  435,  441,  and  442.

And  to  remove  all  prerequisites  from  Nursing  300,  delete  Nursing  310  from  the  catalog,  and  to  make  the 
following  changes  to  the  course  descriptions  of  Nursing  336  and  Nursing  443  with  deletions  in  brackets 
and  additions  represented  by  underlining: 

336      THE  NURSE  IN  THE  SOCIAL  SYSTEM 

Seminar  discussions  and  clinical  laboratory  using  the  hospital  as  a  prototype.  Theories  of  social 
systems.  Examination  of  induction  into  the  hospital  system.  Evaluation  of  standards  of  care.  Focus  on 
utilization  of  change  theory.   Twelve  hours  of  lecture  and  96  hours  of  clinical  laboratory.    1  unit.

GCAA  has  reviewed  the  following  proposals  and  has  voted  to  send  them  to  the  faculty. 

[1]        From  the  Department  of  Music  Regarding  Inclusion  of  Music  Courses  in 
Distribution  Category  H  [Cultural  Diversity]: 

Traditionally,  music  studies  in  American  colleges  have  emphasized  the  music  of  Western  civilization,  i.e.  the  music 
of  the  originally  Roman  Catholic/Protestant  civilization  which  emerged  after  the  fall  of  the  Western  Roman  Empire. 
That  music  ranges  from  Gregorian  chant  through  the  masterpieces  of  the  Renaissance,  baroque,  classical,  and 
romantic  eras  to  the  20th  century.  That  "canon"  has  not  included  the  music  of  Asian,  African,  or  African- American 
composers.  Most  music  courses  at  Lycoming  College  have  addressed  themselves  to  the  music  of  Western 
Civilization.  The  courses  offered  at  Lycoming  College  which  concern  themselves  in  whole  or  in  large  measure  to 
musical  traditions  outside  Western  Civilization  are  those  listed  below.  We  believe  they  should  be  included  in  the  list 
of  designated  courses  which  appears  under  Distribution  Category  H.  [Cultural  Diversity]  on  p.  40  of  the  current 
Catalog. 

Music  1 16  INTRODUCTION  TO  MUSIC  [includes  music  of  Asia,  Africa  and  the  Middle  East  and,  hence, 

similar  to  Art  222] 
Music  128  AMERICAN  MUSIC  [includes  jazz  and  other  forms  of  American  popular  music  and,  hence,  similar 

to  Theatre  1 12] 
Music  234  HISTORY  OF  JAZZ  [devoted  to  a  musical  art  form  created  primarily  by  African-Americans  and, 

hence,  similar  to  History  230]

In  order  to  clarify  why  it  is  appropriate  that  Music  1 16  count  toward  the  cultural  diversity  requirement,  the  course 
description  of  Music  1 16  will  be  modified  as  follows,  with  the  bolfaced  portion  representing  an  addition  to  the  current 
course  description: 

A  basic  course  in  the  materials  and  techniques  of  music.  Examples  drawn  from  various  periods  and  styles  of 
Western  and  Non- Western  musical  traditions  are  designed  to  enhance  perception  and  appreciation  through 
careful  and  informed  listening. 


[2]        From  the  Economics  Department: 

The  following  course  has  been  offered  twice  as  a  50's  level  course  since  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  was  deleted 
two  ears  ago,  and  will  be  added  to  the  Economics  Department  offerings. 

Economics  240  ECONOMIC  GEOGRAPHY 

An  introduction  to  the  theory  and  practice  of  economic  geography  with  emphasis  upon  the  historical  dynamics 
of  local,  regional,  and  global  organization.  This  course  considers  the  forces  reshaping  global  economic 
geography  including  the  factors  that  determine  the  competitive  advantage  of  nations.  These  factors  include 
resources  such  as  food,  energy,  and  materials  and  changing  patterns  of  world  population.  Also  included  will 
be  theoretical  literature  regarding  locational  decisions  and  choice,  as  well  as  the  rapidly  changing  global 
economy  in  the  context  of  trade  theory  and  the  shifting  focus  of  international  economic  activity. 

It  used  to  be  that  all  social  studies  majors  were  required  to  take  Econ  1 10&1 1 1  and  Psci  1 10&1 1 1 .  The  Education 
Department  plans  to  replace  the  Econ  1 1 1  requirement  with  ECONOMIC  GEOGRAPHY  and  replace  the  Psci  1 1 1 
requirement  with  POLITICAL  GEOGRAPHY.  ECONOMIC  GEOGRAPHY  will  also  be  taken  by  students  in  the  new 
international  business  track  as  a  choice  from  a  pool  of  courses.  Finally,  this  course  will  provide  another  economics 
elective  for  majors  and  minors. 


[3]        A  Proposal  from  the  Curriculum  Development  Committee  which  is  exactly  as  it 
appears  in  Academic  Bulletin  #  27  (January  26,  1996)  on  pages  20-23. 

[4]        Proposal  from  GCAA  for  a  Communication  Major  to  replace  the  Current  Mass 
Communication  Major: 

Proposal  #1  is  a  modified  version  of  the  one  published  in  the  academic  bulletin  from  CDC  to  GCAA.  Based 
on  discussions  stemming  from  the  GCAA  meeting  of  Monday  February  12,  modifications  (which  are 
summarized  at  the  end  of  this  document)  have  been  made. 

Proposal  #1 

The  current  Mass  Communication  Curriculum  is  found  on  pgs.  1 14-1 17  of  the  1995-96  catalogue.  The  title 
of  the  major  and  the  description  of  the  major  would  be  replaced  with  the  following: 

Communication 

The  major  in  Communication  seeks  to  provide  a  foundation  in  communication  theory  and  media  criticism  as 
well  as  expertise  in  a  particular  area  of  Communication.  All  students  majoring  in  Communication  must  complete  the 
five  courses  listed  in  the  Core  and  eight  additional  courses  in  one  of  the  three  areas  of  concentration  listed  below:  four 
required  courses  and  four  elective  courses.  Sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors  who  have  declared  a  major  in 
Communication  are  required  to  enroll  in  and  successfully  complete  the  non-credit  Media  Arts  Colloquium  during  each 
semester  they  are  on  campus  or  until  they  have  successfully  completed  at  least  four  semesters  of  this  noncredit  course. 
All  students  in  this  major  should  consider  electing  an  internship  before  graduation. 
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The  major  in  Communication  enables  students  to  pursue  employment  and/or  graduate  studies  in  a  variety  of 
fields  including  corporate  communication,  public  relations,  audio  and  video  production,  print  and  broadcast  journalism, 
professional  media  writing,  and  media  research  and  analysis. 

All  majors  in  Communication  are  encouraged  to  take  advanced  courses  in  a  foreign  language  and  to  consider 
the  following  liberal  arts  electives:  Mathematics  103  and/or  courses  in  Computer  Science;  Art  222  and  223;  courses  in 
contemporary  American  and/or  international  history,  economics,  and  political  science;  and  courses  in  literature  from 
the  Departments  of  Theatre,  English,  and  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures. 

The  following  course  has  been  designated  as  writing  intensive  and  may  be  offered  as  such:  Communication 
326.  Students  should  check  semester  class  schedules  to  determine  which  courses  are  offered  as  "  W"  courses  for  that 
semester. 

Minor 

A  minor  in  Communication  consists  of  any  three  courses  from  the  Core  and  two  other  courses  offered  by  the 
Communication  Department.  At  least  one  of  the  five  courses  in  the  minor  must  be  at  the  300-level  or  above.

Study  of  the  principles  and  techniques  of  audio  production  as  applied  to  radio  and  other  media.  Consideration 
of  various  program  formats  and  the  use  of  sound  media  as  an  art  form.  Includes  historical  as  well  as 
contemporary  examples  of  audio  production  and  sound  design. 

223         BASIC  VIDEO  PRODUCTION 

Training  in  the  fundamentals  of  preproduction,  production,  and  postproduction  for  video.  Emphasis  on 
mastering  the  basics  of  video  production  from  concept  to  completion.  Prerequisites:  coursework  or  experience 
in  technical  theatre,  photography,  film  studies,  and/or  audio  production;  or  consent  of  instructor. 

225         THE  ART  OF  SCRIPTWRITING 

Training  in  analyzing  and  writing  scripts  for  defined  audiences  and  purposes.  Developing  the  original 
screenplay  as  well  as  scripts  for  business,  advertising,  and  education  will  be  considered.  Prerequisite:  English

229         PRINT  AND  BROADCAST  JOURNALISM 

Study  of  form  and  content  of  news  gathering  and  beat  reporting.  Training  in  researching,  interviewing, 
organizing,  and  editing  a  variety  of  news  stories  for  the  Lycoming  College  newspaper  and  for  campus  radio. 
Considers  the  ethical  issues  of  reporting  for  print  and  broadcast.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

235  WRITING  AND  SPEAKING  IN  BUSINESS  AND  THE  PROFESSIONS 

Study  of  communication  theory  as  applied  to  business  and  professional  settings.  Using  writing,  speaking, 
research,  and  the  electronic  media  to  solve  a  variety  of  communication  problems  that  frequently  occur  in  the 
world  of  work.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 
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323  FEATURE  WRITING  FOR  SPECIAL  AUDIENCES 

Practice  in  writing  a  variety  of  feature  stories  and  editorials  for  different  media  and  audiences.  Study  of  the 
ways  in  which  feature  writing  for  magazines  compares  and  contrasts  with  feature  writing  for  newspapers  and 
feature  stories  for  television.  Readings,  peer  review,  and  training  in  how  to  develop  ideas  using  primary  and 
secondary  research.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

324  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  CASES  AND  PROBLEM  SOLVING 

Training  in  methods  of  public  relations  research,  program  planning  and  evaluation,  working  with  the  media, 
writing  for  public  relations  and  advertising,  and  conducting  a  public  relations  campaign  to  solve  a  problem  or 
crisis.  Emphasis  on  writing,  speaking,  and  electronic  communication.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

326         MEDIA  CRITICISM  AND  CULTURAL  STUDIES:  LITERATURE,  FILM,  AND  TELEVISION 

Introduction  to  methods  of  analyzing  popular  culture  and  the  arts  using  one  or  more  of  these  approaches: 
textual  criticism,  content  analysis,  semiotics,  auteur  criticism,  historical  criticism,  frame  theory,  and  structural 
analysis.  Comparison  of  the  ways  in  which  different  media  create  values  and  portray  individuals,  social 
conflicts,  and  human  aspirations.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

333         TOPICS  IN  INVESTIGATIVE  REPORTING 

An  advanced  course  in  researching  complex  issues  and  developing  stories  for  diverse  audiences  using  print 
and  electronic  media.  Prerequisite:  English  106/107. 

348         ADVANCED  VIDEO  PRODUCTION 

Advanced  production  of  documentary,  narrative,  and  experimental  video.  Exploration  of  a  variety  of 
approaches  to  motivating  talent  and  directing  for  the  camera.  Prerequisite:  COMM  223  or  advanced 
coursework  in  acting  and  directing  or  consent  of  instructor. 

246,  346,  and  446 

MEDIA  ARTS  COLLOQUIUM 

A  seminar  in  which  faculty,  students,  and  invited  professionals  meet  two  or  three  times  each  semester  to 
discuss  topics  pertaining  to  the  field  of  communication  and  to  the  work  students  are  doing  in  campus  media. 
Each  student  enrolled  in  the  seminar  is  required  to  keep  a  log  and  to  work  for  a  minimum  of  three  hours  each 
week  in  one  or  more  of  the  following:  campus  newspaper;  campus  yearbook;  campus  radio;  campus  television; 
public  relations;  corporate  communication.  Open  only  to  majors.  Non-credit  and  Pass/Fail.  Once  the  major 
is  declared,  students  are  required  to  enroll  in  the  seminar  each  semester  until  they  graduate  or  until  they  have 
successfully  completed  four  semesters,  whichever  comes  first. 

400         PRACTICUM 

An  elective  for  junior  and  senior  majors  who  wish  to  acquire  additional  experience  in  working  with  practicing 
professionals.  Open  only  to  majors  and  minors. 

440         SENIOR  SEMINAR 

Reading  and  discussion  of  one  or  more  topics  of  interest  to  communication  specialists.  Focus  on  preparing 
individual  projects  related  to  seminar  topics  and  the  student's  area(s)  of  expertise  for  public  presentation. 
Majors  are  required  to  enroll  in  this  course  either  in  their  junior  or  senior  year.  Open  to  nonmajors  with 
consent  of  instructor. 

INTERNSHIP 

Interns  usually  work  off-campus  in  a  field  related  to  their  area  of  study.    Prerequisite:  junior  or  senior 

standing.

INDEPENDENT  STUDY  FOR  DEPARTMENTAL  HONORS  (See  index) 

Proposal  #2 

This  is  a  companion  proposal  to  Proposal  #1.  Add  the  following  course  to  the  offerings  of  Political  Science 
Department  under  section  B.  This  course  was  offered  once  before  in  the  spring  of  1985  by  Roskin  as  a  50s 
level  course  aimed  primarily  at  Mass  Comm  majors.  There  is  no  shortage  of  textbooks  and  other  materials  in 
this  area.  Depending  on  student  interest,  the  course  could  be  offered  annually  or  alternate  years. 

Political  Science 

210         COMMUNICATION  AND  SOCIETY 

Reviews  and  critiques  the  impact  of  the  mass  media  on  American  society.  Consideration  of  how  the  media 
form  attitudes,  nominate  and  elect  candidates,  cover  news,  and  monitor  governmental  activities  as  well  as 
possible  remedies  to  media-related  problems. 

Rationales  for  Course  Description: 

COMM  1 10  The  revision  establishes  a  theoretical  basis  for  study  in  this  field,  frameworks  that  can  be  used 

throughout  the  major.  Incorporates  parts  of  old  330.  Includes  forms  of  communication  other  than 
mass  media  communication. 

COMM  1 1 7  Merges  desktop  publishing  aspect  of  the  old  COMM  1 1 5  with  content  of  old  COMM  215.    This 

course  is  not  viewed  as  prerequisite  to  upper  level  courses.  It  is  designed  for  students  needing  basic 
training  or  extra  practice  in  media  writing  and  desktop  publishing. 

COMM  21 1  Changes  clarify  what  has  been  occurring  in  this  course  for  some  time  and  hopefully  will  encourage 

students  interested  in  leadership  and  oral  communication  to  elect  the  course.  Training  in  speech 
writing  is  crucial  for  students  interested  in  media  writing,  public  relations,  and  corporate 
communications. 

COMM  218  The  scope  of  the  course  is  expanded.  The  concept  of  modeling  as  an  important  aspect  of  learning 

production  is  introduced. 


COMM  223  Revised  description  is  simplied,  and  makes  it  less  dependent  on  equipment     for  "studio"  or 

"field"— which  may  or  may  not  be  functional  or  available. 


COMM  225  A  crucial  course  for  writers  and  for  persons  interested  in  journalism,  public  relations,  corporate 

communications,  as  well  as  creative  audio  and  video.  Except  for  playwriting  in  Theatre,  we  have  no 
other  course  at  Lycoming  that  trains  students  in  how  to  coordinate  scripts  with  pictures,  etc. 
Scriptwriting  is  the  top  quality  employers  look  for  when  hiring  nontechnical  persons  in  film, 
television,  and  video;  and  it  gives  graduates  in  the  electronic  media  an  employment  edge. 

COMM  229  A  revised  Mass  Comm  327  with  the  number  lowered  to  reflect  level  of  difficulty  and  expertise 

required  before  taking  course.  Old  COMM  329  dropped  and  merged  with  this  course.  In  most 
programs,  print  and  broadcast  news  are  taught  together.  Clarification  of  what  most  often  occurs  in 
a  basic  full-semester  course  in  reporting. 

COMM  235  Spinoff  course   from   old  jam-packed  Comm   325.      Although  public  relations  and   business 

communication  frequently  intertwine,  they  normally  are  taught  in  separate  courses.  This  will  enable 
us  to  do  that  and  to  attract  more  students.  Increased  emphasis  to  be  given  to  oral  communication. 

COMM  323  Clarification  of  what  has  been  occurring  in  this  course. 
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COMM  324  A  revised  Mass  Comm  325.  The  course  title  reflects  how  many  institutions  label  intermediate  level 

public  relations  courses,  and  affirms  the  fact  that  this  course  covers  more  than  writing.  Knowing  how 
to  analyze  and  set  priorities  is  crucial  to  solving  public  relations  problems.  This  course  can  enable 
students  to  do  that. 

COMM  326  This  is  currently  in  our  core.    It  is  practically  the  only  course  we  offer  that  gives  students  the 

opportunity  to  discover  in  a  hands-on  way  how  the  media  specialist  uses  critical  theory,  research,  and 
analysis  to  evaluate  popular  culture.  Media  criticism  and  cultural  studies  are  the  areas  that  are 
growing  most  rapidly  in  the  field  of  communication.  The  course  number  raised  from  226  to  326  to 
reflect  the  level  of  difficulty. 

COMM  333  This  course  enables  us  to  teach  journalistic  writing  that  integrates  primary  and  secondary  research  and 

to  determine  how  reporting  influences  and  reflects  issues  in  society  that  have  endured.  Because  focus 
of  the  course  will  vary,  we  hope  that  the  course  will  appeal  to  a  wider  variety  of  students  than  the  two 
or  three  who  ordinarily  elect  journalism  courses  beyond  the  basic  reporting  level. 

COMM  348  This  course  has  been  taught  on  a  studies  basis  as  "Advanced  Television  Production"  several  times. 

Students  have  requested  a  course  that  uses  the  camera  in  a  more  sophisticated  way  than  that  taught 
in  lower-level  courses.  Students  have  expressed  the  need  for  a  course  that  will  allow  them  to  act,  to 
announce,  and  to  perform  in  front  of  a  camera  and  the  need  for  more  extensive  practice  in  directing 
for  the  camera.  This  course  will  do  that  and  will  serve  the  needs  of  students  interested  in  different 
types  of  video  production. 

COMM  246,  346,  446 

Students  need  more  practice  in  using  their  communications  skills  than  they  get  in  an  elective, 
one-semester  internship.  The  colloquium  aspect  of  the  practicum  will  encourage  students  to  integrate 
thought  with  practice.  The  four-semester  requirement  following  declaration  of  major  should  not  place 
a  burden  on  students;  the  requirement  is  worded  in  such  a  way  that  a  person  who  declares  the  major 
late  will  meet  the  requirement  as  long  as  he  or  she  enrolls  for  the  colloquium  every  semester  until 
graduation,  even  though  this  may  be  for  fewer  than  four  semesters.  Note  that  the  Mass  Comm  Ad 
Hoc  Study  Group  appointed  by  the  Dean  strongly  recommended  that  this  noncredit  requirement  be 
added. 

COMM  400  In  a  semester  where  there  would  be  a  large  number  of  internships,  a  practicum  would  be  taught  in 

place  of  offering  the  large  number  of  individual  internships 

COMM  440  The  major  needs  to  bring  our  students,  who  have  "concentrated"  in  various  areas,  back  together  again 

and  to  consider  some  of  the  issues  and  topics  that  they  will  confront  as  communicators  once  they 
leave  academe.  Students  need  to  share  what  they  have  learned  through  four  years  of  study  with  other 
students.  This  sharing  needs  to  take  place  through  intensive  writing,  speaking,  and  media  research 
since  these  are  the  elements  that  comprise  this  major.  One  approach  might  be  select  or  to  announce 
a  broad  topic  and  then  to  have  students  take  it  from  there.  Another  approach  would  be  to  be  very 
specialized  and  to  have  students  broaden  the  perspective.  We  will  have  to  find  our  way  as  we  go. 
Note  that  these  approaches  have  been  widely  endorsed  by  people  who  study  the  need  for  a  senior-year 
experience  in  the  major. 


COMM  470-479 


We  need  to  run  the  internships  as  a  course  if  the  instructor  is  meeting  more  than  four  hours  each  week 
with  individual  students.  (Fred  Wild  meets  for  an  hour  each  week  with  each  student.)  It  would  be 
helpful  to  have  some  universal  readings  that  integrate  with  the  internship  experiences  that  students 
in  different  situations  are  having.  It  would  also  help  if  the  interns  could  talk  about  their  experiences 
with  other  students  in  the  major.  The  practicum  approach  would  allow  the  teacher  to  facilitate  this; 
otherwise,  it's  hard  to  integrate  much.  Criteria  for  internships  will  be  established  by  Fred  Wild  and 
new  hire.  Without  criteria,  anything  goes.  Gerry  Madden  correctly  observed  many  years  ago, 
"Having  anything  go  is  not  good  for  the  school". 
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RATIONALE  FOR  INCLUDING  THEA  112  IN  THE  CORE: 

Of  the  four  areas  of  communication  (intra  personal,  interpersonal,  group,  and  mass),  this  is  virtually  the  only 
course  in  this  curriculum  which  heavily  emphasizes  the  intra  personal  and  interpersonal  areas.  The  group  and 
mass  areas  are  found  in  many  other  courses  in  the  curriculum.  This  course  is  concerned  with  how  media 
images  affect  individuals  and  their  perceptions  of  each  other,  chiefly  with  regard  to  diversity.  Political  Science 
2 10  in  the  core  is  concerned  with  the  effect  of  media  on  institutions  and  groups.  Theatre  1 10  places  major 
emphasis  on  interpersonal  communication,  one  of  the  major  areas  of  study  in  the  field  of  communication.  In 
addition,  Theatre  1 12  broadens  the  scope  of  the  core  to  include  the  fine  arts.  According  to  researchers  in 
intercultural  and  interpersonal  communication,  using  film  enables  students  to  be  involved  in  analyzing  and 
experiencing  the  process  of  communicating  with  people  from  other  cultures.

*  The  proposed  catalogue  discussion  of  the  major  has  been  modified. 

COMM  21 1  (Public  Speaking  and  Group  Communication)  has  been  removed  from  the  core  and  been  made 
a  required  course  in  concentrations  A  and  C. 

*  THEA  112  (America  on  Screen)  has  been  added  to  the  core  (moved  from  concentration  B). 

*  PSCI  436  (Mass  Media  Law  and  Regulation)  has  been  removed  from  the  core  to  concentrations  A,  B,  and  C. 

*  COMM  1 15  (Basic  Media  Production)  and  COMM  1 16  (Media  Writing  Principles  and  Practice)  have  been 
deleted.

There  are  5  courses  in  the  core  instead  of  6,  and  there  are  8  courses  taken  in  each  concentration  instead  of  6. 

In  the  list  of  courses  under  each  concentration,  4  of  the  courses  are  required  for  that  concentration,  and  4 

courses  are  selected  from  the  remaining  courses. 


[5]        Proposal  from  the  Political  Science  Department: 

Add  the  following  course  to  category  B  (Legal  Studies)  of  the  Political  Science  Department  offerings: 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE  332  COURTS  AND  THE  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  SYSTEM 

The  course  consists  of  two  components:  criminal  law  and  criminal  procedure.  Criminal  procedure  carefully 
explores  constitutional  law  and  procedural  rules  which  dominate  court  handling  of  criminal  cases.  Criminal 
law  explores  concepts  relating  to  criminal  responsibility  and  the  establishment  of  selected  offenses.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  "hot  button"  issues  in  the  field:  balancing  protection  of  fundamental  freedoms  against  society's 
need  to  solve  and  prevent  crime;  plea  negotiations;  the  politicizing  of  the  criminal  justice  system;  mandatory 
sentencing  schemes;  management  challenges  to  fast  handling  of  criminal  cases;  the  changing  line  between 
juvenile  and  adult  criminal  court;  the  wisdom  of  using  criminal  punishment  in  an  attempt  to  control  some  forms 
of  behavior.  There  will  be  two  field  trips  to  court  proceedings.  Prerequisite:  junior  or  senior  standing  or 
consent  of  instructor. 

This  course,  which  is  traditionally  given  by  colleges  offering  a  criminal  justice  major,  fills  a  hole  in  the  Lycoming 
program.  This  course  is  intended  for  juniors  and  seniors  who  are  majoring  in  criminal  justice,  but  also  is  available  to 
upperclass  students  in  other  majors  who  have  not  taken  prior  courses  in  this  field.  Given  the  importance  of  the  criminal 
justice  concepts  in  American  culture,  the  course  is  attractive  as  a  liberal  arts  elective  to  students  outside  the  criminal 
justice  program. 

The  essential  course  content  has  been  offered  previously  in  50's  level  offerings.  It  is  expected  that  Judge  Thomas  Raup 
will  teach  two  (2)  classes  each  semester  for  the  next  5  to  7  years  at  least.  If  this  course  is  required  for  all  Criminal 
Justice  majors,  two  sections  will  be  needed  as  there  are  currently  about  60  such  majors.  If  it  is  possible,  Raup  would 
prefer  to  teach  one  section  each  semester,  which  would  provide  greater  flexibility  with  respect  to  other  course  offerings.

CDC  has  reviewed  the  following  proposal  from  John  Whelan,  but  has  voted  to  send  it  to  GCAA  without  committee 
approval: 

Insert  the  following  in  an  appropriate  place  in  the  catalogue 

(1)  "Only  students  who  have  received  credit  for  at  least  40  unit  courses  at  Lycoming  College  may  receive  two 
baccalaureate  degrees  from  Lycoming  College." 

(2)  "Students  who  have  not  received  credit  for  at  least  40  unit  courses,  but  who  have  otherwise  completed  the 
requirements  for  two  baccalaureate  degrees  from  Lycoming  College,  may  receive  a  baccalaureate  degree  only 
by  choosing  the  one  degree  they  would  like  to  receive." 

Rationale: 

( 1 )  Our  current  practice  seems  ludicrous.  According  to  its  "logic",  a  student  who  majors  in  philosophy  and  history 

should  be  permitted  to  receive  two  BA  degrees.  A  student  who  completes  the  recently  approved  BS  degree 

in  biology  should  be  permitted  to  receive  a  BA  and  a  BS. 
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(2)  The  policy  described  above  would  bring  our  practice  into  line  with  the  sensible  practice  of  awarding  two 

baccalaureate  degrees  to  someone  who  has  completed  a  3/2  program  in,  for  example,  physics  and  engineering. 

The  rationale  for  CDC  not  approving  the  proposal  was  based  in  part  on  the  following  information  supplied  by  the 
registrar.  There  have  been  2  Graduates  with  BSN  and  BA  degrees  since  1986: 

one  in  1986  graduating  with  45.375  units, 
one  in  1994  graduating  with  42.5  units. 

There  are  presently  2  students  planning  to  graduate  with  BSN  and  BA  degrees.  When  they  complete, 

one  will  have  40  units, 
one  will  have  42.75  units. 

The  committee  felt  that  no  college  can  afford  to  put  artificial  road  blocks  in  the  way  of  its  students.  Any  student 
ambitious  enough  to  attempt  2  degrees  will  generally  (but  perhaps  not  always)  earn  more  than  32  credits.  However, 
it  does  not  make  sense  for  the  institution  to  actively  discourage  a  student  from  pursing  a  dual  degree.

Heffher  led  a  discussion  on  the  question  of  shifting  to  Windows  95,  with  the  emphasis  more  on  when  to  do  this  rather 
than  whether.  Among  the  reasons  to  make  the  shift  this  summer  were  these:  the  resident  network  will  need  to 
accommodate  Windows  95  because  students'  newly  purchased  machines  will  include  it;  some  faculty  users  need  and/or 
want  it;  it  is  the  current  trend;  new  applications  will  now  be  based  on  it;  information  available  indicates  it  is  more 
reliable  than  the  current  version;  unless  we  shift  now  we  will  have  a  split  environment  in  which  some  are  using 
Windows  95  and  some  not,  creating  support  and  instruction  difficulties.  Some  reasons  to  delay  the  shift  include  these: 
extra  work  for  users,  who  must  learn  the  something  new;  extra  work  for  support  staff;  cost  of  approximately  $5000;  the 
possibility  that  Windows  95  will  run  unacceptably  slow  on  the  IBM  70s  now  widely  in  use.  Heffher  will  report  results 
of  tests  on  the  speed  issue  at  our  next  meeting.  It  was  the  committee  consensus  that  for  faculty  May- June  is  the  optimum 
time  for  such  shifts. 

The  committee  also  discussed  the  possibility  of  upgrading  our  standard  word  processor  to  a  newer  version  of 
WordPerfect  or  to  an  alternate.  Considerations  discussed  included  these:  advantages  of  software  suites;  compatibility 
with  home  computer  software;  strength  or  weakness  of  HTML;  lack  of  problems  with  current  software. 
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The  committee  agreed  to  meet  next  at  8:00  a.m.  on  February  21  to  discuss  matters  concerning  the  residential  network 
and  student  computer  purchasing. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  COMPUTING  COMMITTEE  MINUTES  FOR  MEETING  OF  NOVEMBER  14,  1995

the  Remaining  residence  halls  by  May  1996. 

Regarding  the  Internet,  he  noted  that  a  change  in  equipment  vendors  is  being  considered  as  well  as  an  increase  in 
capacity  within  the  next  60-90  days. 

Various  applications  for  Internet  access,  forms,  e-mail,  etc.  were  reviewed.  It  was  noted  that  the  Registrar's  Office  is 
currently  using  the  world  wide  web  home  page  to  report  current  course  closings.  Future  applications/enhancements  may 
include  improved  technology  to  do  forms,  (e.g.  on-line  admissions  application)  and  ability  to  use  Netscape  instead  of 
GroupWise  for  e-mail. 

D.  Heffher  noted  that  the  video  conferencing  room  will  soon  be  completed  (equipment  installation,  room  modifications, 
etc.)  with  an  anticipated  operational  start  date  during  the  week  of  November  27.  The  most  likely  uses  will  be  with  other 
CAPENET  schools  although  the  capabilities  extend  beyond  this  group. 

A  survey  has  been  developed  by  "OCT"  and  is  currently  being  used  with  academic  departments  to  capture  current  uses 
and  future  needs  with  available  technology.  A  similar  survey  will  be  used  with  administrative  departments  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Committee  briefly  discussed  the  need  to  consider  a  different  approach  to  the  current  process  of  budgeting  for 
computer  equipment  separately  (academic  vs.  administration).

_  I  want  to  share  with  you  a  few  thoughts  regarding  something  that  has  received  a 
bit  of  press  coverage  lately,  namely  the  occurrence  of  top  scores  —  often 
misnamed  "perfect  scores"  —  on  the  SAT.  In  a  nutshell,  some  have  expressed 
concern  that  the  number  of  800s  has  risen  and  that  students  can  get  several 
answers  wrong  on  the  test  and  still  get  a  score  of  800. 

It  is  true  that  a  student  can  miss  a  very  small  number  of  questions  on  this  rigorous 
exam  and  still  get  a  top  score  of  800.  For  most  of  the  SAT's  history,  this  has  been 
true.  In  1967,  for  example,  raw  scores  of  57-60  on  the  mathematical  section  of  the 
test  all  converted  to  800.  In  the  early  1970s,  as  the  SAT  mean  fell  farther  away 
from  the  scale's  midpoint,  an  800  began  to  be  assigned  only  to  those  test  takers 
answering  all  questions  correctly.  The  1974  introduction  of  the  Test  of  Standard 
Written  English  (TSWE),  which  shortened  the  verbal  section  of  the  SAT,  exacer- 
bated the  problem. 

In  addition,  for  security  reasons,  multiple  forms  of  the  exam  have  to  be  used  at 
any  given  time.  Each  year  the  SAT  is  administered  to  over  a  million  students 
across  the  nation  and  around  the  world,  across  some  seven  administration 
periods.  While  all  questions  are  developed  under  strict  quality  control  and  each 
is  pretested  widely,  inevitably  different  sets  of  questions  will  differ  very  slightly 
in  their  level  of  difficulty.  In  order  to  be  completely  fair  to  all  test  takers,  each 
test  goes  through  a  statistical  process  called  equating,  which,  among  other 
things,  rectifies  any  slight  variations  in  content  difficulty  that  may  exist  across 
the  various  forms  of  the  test.  Thus,  a  student  getting  all  answers  correct  on  a 
slightly  easier  version  of  the  test  and  a  student  getting  two  answers  wrong  on  a 
slightly  more  difficult  version  could  in  fact  demonstrate  the  same  level  of 
learned  ability.  Their  scale  score  may  therefore  he  identical. 

It  is  also  true  that  more  800s  will  occur  compared  with  previous  years.  That's 
because  with  the  recent  SAT  recentering  most  scores  rise.  However,  a  student's 
standing  in  relation  to  other  students,  an  important  variable  in  college  admission 
decisions,  remains  unaffected.  To  keep  this  in  perspective,  students  achieving 
800s  remain  within  the  top  one  percent  of  their  test-taking  peers.  This  is  a  very 
rarefied  group  indeed. 

Does  all  this  mean  that  standards  are  declining,  as  some  critics  have  charged? 
Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth.  The  SAT  is  a  very  rigorous  exam  by  any 
definition.  Recentering  scores  did  not  affect  the  difficulty  of  the  content  in  any 
way.  It  enhanced  its  predictive  capacity. 
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One  of  the  main  reasons  for  recentering  SAT  scores  was  to  reestablish  the  proper 
relationship  between  performance  and  the  meaning  of  the  scaled  score.  With  the 
SAT  scale  out  of  alignment,  more  scores  were  squeezed  onto  one  end  of  the  scale 
and  too  few  spread  out  over  the  other  end,  thereby  making  it  difficult  to  clearly 
differentiate  among  them  or  relate  them  to  one  another.  In  fact,  before  recentering, 
so  many  scores  were  squeezed  onto  the  lower  half  of  the  scale  that  at  the  top  end 
one  more  incorrect  answer  subtracted  as  many  as  40  points,  while  at  the  bottom  it 
subtracted  only  10  points. 

This  meant  that,  without  careful  interpretation,  the  scale  could  have  exagger- 
ated the  differences  between  students  whose  performance  placed  them  in  the 
top  one  percent  of  test  takers,  assigning  scores  of  less  than  800  to  some  test 
takers  whose  performance  was  essentially  at  the  same  level  as  those  who  scored 
800.  Now,  with  recentering,  one  more  correct  answer  will  usually  yield  10 
points  across  the  scale. 

On  this  subject,  we  do  well  to  remind  ourselves  and  the  public  of  what  Henry  S. 
Dyer,  an  early  SAT  expert,  noted.  SAT  scores  are  based  on  a  "relative  scale" 
that  reports  "not  where  the  student  stands  with  respect  to  perfect  performance 
on  the  test,  but  where  he  (or  she)  stands  with  respect  to  the  performance  of 
other  students."

I  suggest  that  the  following  be  inserted  in  an  appropriate  place  in  the  catalog. 

"1.  Only  students  who  have  received  credit  for  at  least  40  unit  courses  from  Lycoming  College  may  receive 

two  baccalaureate  degrees  from  Lycoming  College. 
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2.  Students  who  have  not  received  credit  for  at  least  40  unit  courses,  but  who  have  otherwise  completed  the 

requirements  for  two  baccalaureate  degrees  from  Lycoming  College,  may  receive  a  baccalaureate  degree 
only  by  choosing  the  degree  they  would  like  to  receive." 

Reasons: 

1.  I  believe  that  a  student  who  completes  the  recently  approved  BS  degree  in  biology  would  be  eligible  to 
receive  a  BA  and  a  BS  in  biology.  Same  for  Chemistry.  I  don't  believe  this  should  be  possible.  Why  not 
award  two  BA  degrees  to  a  double  major? 

2.  The  policy  described  above  would  bring  our  practice  into  line  with  the  sensible  practice  of  awarding  two 
baccalaureate  degrees  to  someone  who  has  completed  a  3/2  program  in  for  example  physics  and 
engineering. 

3.  The  CDC  studied  this  proposal  and  voted  not  to  recommend  it  because,  as  they  wrote  me,  when  the  college 
has  awarded  tow  degrees  in  the  past  (several  students  have  received  a  BA  and  a  BSN),  those  students  have 
always  completed  more  than  409  unit  courses,  and  the  CDC  did  not  want  to  "roadblock"  the  efforts  of 
other  students  like  them.  I  don't  either.  I  want  to  prevent  students  from  being  eligible  to  receive  two 
degrees  for  32  units  of  course  work.

A  dean  at  a  liberal-arts  college  acknowledges

[n  all  of  the  restructuring  and  "downsiz- 
ing" taking  place  on  American  campuses,  among 
the  most  sensitive,  but  least  discussed,  dilemmas 
is  the  one  illustrated  by  those  vignettes.  Staff 
nmbers  in  student  services  argue  that  students  have 
b:ome  their  responsibility  by  the  default  of  the  facul- 
ty Faculty  members,  insisting  that  they  are  the  univer- 
s ',  do  not  want  budgets  for  student  support  to  remain 
l<;e  or  to  continue  growing.  Students  want  both  facul- 
tnembers  and  support  personnel  to  pay  attention  to 
II m.  Administrators,  legislators,  and  the  public  want 
toee  budgets  cut.  The  tensions  are  palpable. 
\t  issue  is  the  breakdown  of  a  complex  bargain, 
r»otiated  at  the  end  of  the  1960s:  The  expanding  psy- 
ological,  academic,  and  career-counseling  needs  of 

iidents  would  be  met  by  personnel  in  either  student 
rvices  (generally  considered  to  include  admissions, 
lancial  aid,  health  care,  psychological  counseling, 
I  using,  and  campus  events)  or  academic  services  (ad- 
ding, remediation,  tutoring,  and  centers  devoted  to 
iching  writing,  computer,  and  language  skills).  Fac- 
1  y  members  would  be  released  from  primary  respon- 
)ility  for  counseling  students,  provided  that  profes- 
rs  conducted  research.  College  and  university  ad- 
inistrators  implemented  the  bargain  by  providing 
sources  for  both  research  and  student  support. 
The  quid  pro  quo  allowed  many  faculty  members  to 
ive  students  more  or  less  alone.  The  agreement 
orked  because  personnel  in  student  and  academic 
rvices  were  there  to  aid  students  and  to  mediate  be- 

/een  them  and  the  faculty. 
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The  bargain  now  needs  to  be  re-examined;  most  in- 
stitutions can  no  longer  afford  to  honor  it.  They  must 
determine  which  student  services  are  essential  and  de- 
vise cost-effective  ways  to  deliver  them.  At  the  same 
time,  academic  services  should  be  tied  more  closely  to 
student  learning.  And  that  should  lead  faculty  members 
to  become  responsible  for  insuring  that  students  learn 
'  what  is  being  taught,  because  faculty  members  bear  the 
prime  responsibility  for  the  quality  of  their  students' 
education. 

For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  higher  educa- 
tion has  trumpeted  the  disappearance  of  in  loco  paren- 
tis. Although  it  is  true  that  the  campus  rebellions  of  the 
1960s  led  to  the  lifting  of  many  restrictions  on  student 
behavior,  as  well  as  to  the  elimination  of  many  course 
requirements  in  foreign  languages,  mathematics,  and 
science,  the  changes  did  not  lead  to  a  reduction  in  the 
services  provided  to  students.  Indeed,  they  led  to  pre- 
cisely the  opposite:  Student  and  academic  services 
grew  at  a  striking  pace. 

From  1975  to  1986,  spending  on  student  serv- 
ices increased  by  39  per  cent  in  constant  dol- 
lars, the  largest  increase  in  eight  categories  of 
expenditures — including  research  and  student 
aid .  The  second-highest  rate  of  increase  was  34  per  cent 
for  academic  support,  much  of  which — tutoring  and 
remediation,  for  example — is  also  focused  on  students. 
The  rate  of  increase  tapered  off  after  1986,  because  of 
general  cutbacks  in  administrative  budgets.  However, 
according  to  data  from  the  U.S.  Equal  Opportunity 
Employment  Commission,  the  largest  increases  in  the 

staffs  of  universities  and  colleges  continued  to  be  in  the 
category  "other  professionals,"  which  includes  many 
people  in  student  services. 
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Undoubtedly,  much  of  this  growth  was  triggered  by 
competition  for  students.  Worried  about  declining 
numbers  of  college-age  students,  administrators  em- 
phasized the  quality  of  campus  life  by  investing  in  stu- 
dent services.  And,  as  the  cost  of  college  rose,  students 
and  their  parents  demanded  more — more  financial-aid 
counseling,  more  career  advising,  more  psychological 
and  health  care— in  exchange  for  their  investment.  As 
the  academic  achievement  of  students  from  many  pub- 
lic high  schools  declined,  colleges  provided  additional 
tutoring  and  remedial  help.  And  as  students  from  in- 
creasingly diverse  backgrounds  were  admitted,  even 
more  student-services  personnel  were  hired  to  deal 
with  tensions  among  various  groups  and  to  provide  a 
broader  range  of  extracurricular  activities. 

Meanwhile,  faculty  members  at  many  research  uni- 
versities continued  their  withdrawal  from  students. 
Students  seeking  academic  advice  or  having  problems 
with  writing  or  other  subject  matter  increasingly  went 
to  non-faculty  advisers  at  centers  devoted  to  teaching 
special  skills,  such  as  writing,  or  to  teaching  assistants. 
A  similar  trend  developed  at  liberal-arts  colleges  and 
comprehensive  colleges  and  universities,  where  pres- 
sures to  do  research  and  publish  grew  enormously. 
Faculty  members  at  such  institutions  used  to  be  pro- 
moted for  their  teaching  and  advising  expertise,  but 
now  research  plays  an  equally  important,  if  not  more 
important,  role  in  the  competition  for  promotion  and 
tenure. 

Of  course,  not  all  faculty  members  have  withdrawn 
from  teaching  and  assisting  students.  At  some  institu- 
tions, faculty  members  participate  in  programs  that 
offer  freshmen  specialized  instruction,  help  with  study 
skills  <ifiu  time  manage ntnt,  ^..J  tutoring.  G:owing 
numbers  of  faculty  members  also  are  involved  in  un- 
dergraduate-research projects  and  in  "learning  com- 
munities" with  small  groups  of  students.  But,  for  a 
great  many  faculty  members,  such  activities  remain  the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule. 

Because  budgets  must  be  cut,  we  conclude  that  col- 
leges and  universities  must  address  three  questions: 
What  basic  services  should  they  provide  to  students? 

How  can  those  services  be  made  more  effective  as  well 
as  less  costly?  What  responsibilities  should  faculty 
members  assume? 

The  basic  services  that  an  institution  should  provide 
will  vary  according  to  its  history,  mission,  and  clien- 
tele. A  non-residential  university  with  a  large  number 
of  older  students  ought  to  offer  different  services  from 
those  of  a  residential  undergraduate  college.  But,  in  the 
past,  higher  education  has  been  excessively  vulnerable 
to  pressures  from  every  interest  group  demanding  a 
particular  service.  We  believe  that  administrators 
should  start  to  reverse  this  trend  by  designating  as 
"core  services"  those  that  strengthen  academic 
achievement,  such  as  academic  advising,  remediation, 
and  tutoring. 


A  fter  determining  what  services  are  crucial, 

/%  institutions  should  ask  themselves  which 
/  %  might  be  eliminated  and  which  might  be  com- 
-A.  -Bl.  bined  in  ways  that  make  them  less  costly — 
for  example,  by  sharing  the  expense  with  neighboring 
institutions.  Can  some  services  be  turned  over  to  out- 
side contractors?  Perhaps  the  separate  offices  that  now 
handle  residential  housing  and  off-campus  housing 
could  be  merged.  Maybe  special  programs  for  drug 
education  or  aids  prevention  could  be  made  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  campus  health  center. 

Could  student-health  services,  in  fact,  be  turned 
over  to  a  local  health-maintenance  organization?  Could 
various  psychological  services  be  consolidated?  Could 
scattered  computer  operations  be  merged?  Could  the 
campus  join  with  another  institution  to  support  cultural 
centers  for  students  of  various  ethnic  and  minority 
backgrounds?  The  bottom  line  is  that  spending  on  stu- 
dent services  must  take  its  share  of  campus  cuts,  but 
without  jeopardizing  students'  academic  success. 

Because  all  the  services  provided  to  students  should 
aim  to  strengthen  their  academic  achievement,  facility 
members  must  become  more  involved  in  providing 
such  assistance .  The  gap  now  is  too  great  between  what 
many  faculty  members  define  as  their  responsibilities 
as  teachers  and  researchers  and  what  students  need  to 
improve  their  writing,  analytical,  and  laboratory 
skills. 

For  example,  more  faculty  members  might  become 
involved  in  teaching  students  how  to  write.  We  don't 
believe  that  all  the  non-faculty  writing  specialists  now 
employed  at  colleges  should  be  fired.  But  we  do  believe 
they  should  work  much  more  closely  with  faculty  mem 
bers  from  all  disciplines,  helping  them  learn  how  to 
teach  students  to  write  (and  thus  think)  better.  As  is  the 
case  with  all  other  skills,  writing  requires  coaching  and 
practice  for  improvement,  and  faculty  members  must 
be  willing  to  provide  this  instruction. 

Faculty  members  also  should  take  back  responsibil- 
ity for  academic  advising — not  just  helping  students 
choose  their  courses  but  also  encouraging  them  to  con- 
sider various  career  alternatives.  This  is  already  occur- 
ring at  some  campuses.  At  many  historically  black  in- 
stitutions, for  example,  faculty  members  act  as  men- 
tors to  incoming  students.  They"  help  them  with  study 
skills  relevant  to  specific  disciplines  and  teach  them 
how  to  manage  their  time.  They  inform  them  about 
available  support  services,  how  to  obtain  them,  and 
what  course  work  is  relevant  to  particular  careers. 

If  faculty  members,  particularly  those  at  research 
universities,  acknowledge  their  responsibility  for  in- 
suring that  students  learn,  and  if  they  commit  them- 
selves to  developing  new  strategics  to  foster  learning 
both  students  and  higher  education  will  find  that  the> 
benefit  greatly.

From  the  Psychology  Department 

Drop  PSYCHOLOGY  335  (HISTORY  AND  SYSTEMS  OF  PSYCHOLOGY),  which  has  not  been  taught  for  many 
years,  and  add  the  following  course: 

PSYCHOLOGY  220  -  THE  PSYCHOLOGY  OF  CLOSE  RELATIONSHIPS 

This  course  will  review  current  theory  and  research  on  love.  The  progress  of  close,  interpersonal  relationships  from 
initiation  to  termination  will  be  discussed.   In  addition,  the  relation  between  love  and  sex  will  be  explored,  and 
current  research  on  sexuality  reviewed.  Prerequisite:  Psychology  110. 

Rationale  and  Discussion: 

The  course  will  be  worth  4  credits.  It  will  be  taught  once  a  year  or  less,  depending  on  staffing  needs.  The  expected 
enrollment  will  be  approximately  25.  The  course  will  meet  for  4  hours  of  class  time.  There  is  no  fee  associated 
with  the  course.  The  course  will  not  be  cross-listed  with  other  departments  and  it  cannot  be  repeated  for  credit.  The 
standard  grading  scheme  will  be  used.  This  will  not  be  a  required  course  for  psychology  majors  or  minors  or  for 
other  programs.  However,  it  will  provide  an  option  for  psychology  majors  and  for  non-majors  to  earn  credit  in 
psychology.  It  will  review  current  research  and  theory  in  an  important  and  interesting  area  of  psychology.  It 
represents  an  interest  area  for  many  of  our  students.  We  will  not  have  to  hire  additional  staff  to  teach  the  course.  It 
will  be  alternated  with  other  courses  already  taught  by  Dr.  Ryan.  The  college  library's  holdings  are  adequate  for  the 
course.  The  course  will  not  require  new  space  or  equipment.

RE:  TRANSFER  POLICY 

At  significant  expense  in  time  and  money,  the  College  tries  to  make  sure  that  each  of  our  courses  is  taught  by  full- 
time,  fully  qualified  faculty.  But  we  undercut  that  effort  with  what  may  be  the  most  lenient  transfer  policy  for 
matriculated  students  in  the  United  States  of  America.  We  are  suggesting  what  we  believe  is  a  more  reasonable 
policy. 

On  page  27  of  current  catalog  in  the  section  titled  Transfer  Credit,  replace  the  bracketed  {}  portion  with  the 

underlined  portion: 

Once  a  student  has  matriculated  at  Lycoming  College,  only  Lycoming  College  courses,  cross- 
registered  courses,  or  courses  which  are  part  of  an  approved  off-campus  program  (such  as  those  listed  in 
the  sections  of  the  catalog  titled  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAMS  and  SPECIAL  ACADEMIC 
OPPORTUNITIES')  may  be  counted  toward  fulfillment  of  distribution  or  major  requirements.  The 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards  will  grant  an  exception  to  this  policy  only  when  a  student  can 
demonstrate  that  a  course  needed  to  satisfy  his  or  her  graduation  requirements  will  not  be  offered  at 
Lycoming  (including  May  and  Summer  sessions)  prior  to  the  student's  expected  graduation  date. 
Matriculated  students  who  wish  to  receive  course  credit  for  elective  courses  taken  at  other  institutions 
must  obtain  prior  written  approval  to  do  so  from  their  advisor  and  the  Lycoming  College  registrar. 
{Course  work  counting  toward  a  major  or  minor  must  also  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  chairperson  of 
the  department  in  which  the  major  or  minor  is  offered.  Once  a  course  is  approved,  the  credit  and  grades  for 
the  course  will  be  transferred  to  Lycoming  and  calculated  in  the  student's  grade  point  average  as  if  the 
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courses  were  taken  here.  This  means  that  "D"  and  "F"  grades  will  be  transferred  as  well  as  all  other 
grades.}  Transfer  credit  will  be  awarded  for  approved  courses  from  other  institutions  only  if  the  student 
earns  a  grade  of  C-  or  better.  Grades  in  transferred  courses  will  count  in  the  student's  overall  grade  point 
average  and  in  the  student's  major  grade  point  average.  Students  with  64  or  more  credits  may  not  receive 
course  credit  for  any  course  taken  at  a  two  year  college. 

In  addition,  students  are  expected  to  be  registered  at  Lycoming... 

Rationale 

1 .  The  attached  report  titled  "Transfer  Credit  Policy  Comparison"  was  produced  after  the  registrar's  office 
reviewed  the  catalogs  of  the  16  colleges  with  which  Lycoming  is  typically  compared.  The  most  common  policy  is 
to  require  students  to  complete  at  least  half  of  their  credits  at  the  degree  granting  institution;  not  to  accept  a  course 
for  transfer  if  the  grade  is  lower  than  a  C;  and  not  to  average  transfer  grades  in  a  student's  GPA. 

Lycoming  allows  students  to  graduate  with  only  one  quarter  of  their  credits  completed  here;  we  allow  D- 
grades  to  transfer;  and  we  include  the  transfer  grade  in  a  student's  GPA.  Nationally  only  about  19%  of  all  colleges 
and  universities  allow  students  to  transfer  courses  with  grades  lower  than  C- .  No  college  that  we  have  been  able  to 
find  has  a  more  lenient  policy.  And  this  policy  manifestly  undercuts  our  effort  to  make  sure  that  each  of  our  courses 
is  taught  by  full-time,  fully  qualified  faculty. 

2.  Under  our  new  distribution  system  many  students  will  be  fulfilling  their  distribution  requirements  by 
taking  fewer  courses  in  particular  departments.  For  example,  students  are  now  required  to  take  only  one  math 
course  beyond  Math  1 00,  and  one  or  two  foreign  language  courses  depending  on  placement.  Under  the  old  system, 
depending  on  placement,  students  took  two  or  three  courses  beyond  Math  100  and  two  or  four  foreign  language 
courses.  Also,  under  our  new  system  many  students  will  probably  take  one  religion  course  instead  of  two,  one 
sociology  course  instead  of  two,  one  biology  course  instead  of  two,  and  so  on.  Under  our  new  system  each 
distribution  course  assumes  more  importance. 

Our  current  transfer  policy  doesn't  give  us  any  control  over  the  quality  of  transferred  courses.  We  believe 
therefore  that  the  integrity  of  our  degree  depends  on  tightening  our  transfer  policy,  and  we  view  this  as  a  necessary 
follow-up  to  the  recent  curriculum  review. 

3.  Other  colleges  and  universities  are  beginning  to  recognize  transfer  courses  from  matriculated  students  as  a 
significant  problem.  The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education,  recently  had  an  article  (Aug.  4,  1995)  about  the  growing 
number  of  students  taking  community  college  courses  for  easy  A's. 

4.  Several  colleges  have  policies  which  are  in  the  direction  of  the  policy  we  are  proposing.  Elizabethtown 
doesn't  allow  Juniors  or  Seniors  to  transfer  community  college  credits;  Gettysburg  limits  matriculated  students  to 
three  transfer  courses,  none  if  they've  already  transferred  more  than  three  in.  Juniata  has  a  sliding  scale  limit  on  the 
number  of  courses  matriculated  students  may  transfer:  freshmen  are  allowed  1 5  credits  total,  6  in  their  major; 
sophomores  are  allowed  fewer  credits,  juniors  fewer  still. 

5.  The  following  information  was  provided  by  our  former  registrar,  and  much  of  it  comes  from  a  report  on  off 
campus  course  study  she  produced  in  1993:

From  this  data  it  can  be  seen  that  about  half  of  the  courses  approved  for  transfer  are  from  two-year 
institutions,  and  that  about  three  quarters  of  the  courses  approved  for  transfer  are  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
distribution  or  major  requirements.  The  large  volume  of  course  transfer  approvals  year  after  year  reflects  the  fact 
the  Lycoming  is  considerably  more  lenient  with  transfer  credit  for  matriculated  students  than  any  of  the  16  colleges 
with  which  it  is  typically  compared. 

6  .Students  do  not  come  to  Lycoming  expecting  to  be  able  automatically  to  take  courses  at  other  institutions 

if  they  do  not  perform  successfully  in  Lycoming  courses.  They  learn  this  after  they  arrive  on  campus.  Unless  we 
tighten  up  our  transfer  credit  policy  for  matriculated  students,  we  cannot  be  confident  that  a  Lycoming  College 
degree  is  truly  a  Lycoming  College  degree. 


CDC's  Recommendation 

A  slightly  different  version  of  the  policy  described  above  was  considered  and  rejected  by  the  Curriculum 
Development  Committee.  The  Committee's  reasons  are  given  on  page  22  of  Academic  Bulletin  #27.  We  believe 
their  thoughts  deserve  your  careful  consideration.  However,  we  would  like  to  make  the  following  comments. 

1 .  Lycoming  College  may,  as  we  have  said,  have  the  most  lenient  transfer  policy  for  matriculated  students  in 
the  United  States  of  America.  Nothing  in  our  policy  stands  in  the  way  of  students  receiving  course  credit 
for  any  course  from  any  institution  with  any  grade.  CDC's  recommendation  effectively  affirms  that  policy. 

2.  CDC  counsels  against  adopting  our  proposal  because  May  Term  enrollments  are  low.  This  reminds  us  of 
the  boy  who  killed  his  parents  and  then  pled  for  mercy  on  the  ground  that  he  was  an  orphan:  How  can  May 
Term  enrollments  be  anything  but  low  if  the  College  is  prepared  to  accept  D-  grades  for  community  college 
courses? 

3.  CDC  opposed  our  policy  because  they  claimed  that  in  various  vaguely  described  circumstances  some 
students  might  or  might  possibly  or  might  could  possibly  be  inconvenienced  by  it.  They  don't  offer 
numerical  evidence  for  any  of  their  claims. 
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We  have  made  a  serious  proposal  based  on  a  serious  factual  examination  of  what  is  actually  happening  at 
Lycoming  and  other  colleges.  Our  current  policy  is  way  out  of  line.  We  believe  that,  for  the  sake  of  the 
integrity  of  our  degree,  it  should  be  tightened  up  along  the  lines  that  v/e  suggest.   Perhaps  a  few  students 
will  be  inconvenienced  if  the  College  adopts  our  proposal,  but  they  will  be  inconvenienced  out  of  a 
concern  for  the  quality  of  their  education.

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Education  Department  Says  1.5  Million  Student-Aid 

Applications  Have  Been  Delayed

WASHINGTON 

Colleges  have  not  yet  re- 
ceived the  information  they 
need  to  make  financial-aid 
awards  to  as  many  as  1.5  million 
students  because  of  delays  by  Edu- 
cation Department  contractors  in 
processing  aid  applications. 

According  to  Elizabeth  Hicks, 
Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for 
student  financial  assistance  pro- 
grams, computer  problems  afflict- 
ing the  contractors  have  caused  a 
large  backlog  in  the  processing  of 
award  applications.  Two  federal- 
government  shutdowns  and  this 
winter's  storms  have  slowed  ef- 
forts to  fix  the  problems. 


The  financial-aid  applications 
help  determine  a  student's  eligibil- 
ity for  federal  grants  and  loans, 
state  aid,  and  institutional  aid.  Stu- 
dents send  their  applications  to  the 
department,  which,  in  turn,  gives 
them  to  contractors  who  calculate 
the  students'  need.  The  contrac- 
tors then  report  to  the  colleges. 

College  leaders  say  the  delays,  if 
not  corrected  immediately,  could 
seriously  hinder  the  ability  of  the 
federal  government  and  colleges  to 
decide  now  much  aid  to  award  to 
each  applicant. 

"We  are  sympathetic  that  the 
department  has  been  hampered  by 
rotten  weather  and  federal  fur- 
loughs," said  a  University  of  Cali- 
fornia system  official.  "But  we  are 


very  alarmed  about  what  this  will 
mean  for  us  and  for  our  students." 

The  official,  who  asked  not  to  be 
identified,  said  the  nine  campuses 
of  the  California  system  had  re- 
ceived little  of  the  documentation 
that  they  require  from  the  depart- 
ment's contractors  to  make  finan- 
cial-aid offers. 

The  delay,  the  official  said,  will 
hit  state  universities  the  hardest. 
Many  private  institutions  collect 
additional  data  that  allow  them  to 
calculate  the  awards,  but  state  uni- 
versities rely  entirely  on  the  de- 
partment to  provide  them  with  the 
necessary  information. 

"Our  schools  are  in  competition 
with  premier  private  institutions, 
and  we  fear  we  will  lose  out  to  them 


because  we  won't  be  able  to  make 
our  offers  on  time,"  the  California 
official  said. 

The  delay  also  could  discourage 
many  low-income  students,  who 
may  believe  that  their  applications 
had  been  rejected,  the  official  said. 

Ms.  Hicks  said  the  contractors' 
problems  might  have  been  solved 
had  it  not  been  for  the  snowstorms 
and  the  federal  furloughs. 

"In  January,  we  should  have 
been  doing  the  testing,  working  out 
the  bugs  when  we  were  receiving  a 
low  volume  of  applications.  But  we 
could  not,"  she  said.  "Now  we  are 
trying  to  debug  the  system  when 
we  are  receiving  close  to  100,000 
applications  a  day." 

Last  week  was  the  deadline  for 


students  to  send  their  applications 
to  the  department. 

Ms.  Hicks  said  she  could  not 
predict  when  the  problems  will  be 
fixed.  "We  will  have  a  day  when 
we  think  the  problems  have  been 
solved,  and  then  we  have  another 
setback,"  she  said. 

The  department  has  made  if^'top 
priority"  of  converting  the  delayed 
paper  applications  to  electronic 
form,  she  said.  It  has  also  added  22 
telephone  operators  to  handle  a 
steady  flow  of  calls  from  con- 
cerned students. 

"We  are  telling  them  not  to  send 
in  new  applications.  And  we  are 
hopeful  that  we  soon  will  be  able  to 
tell  them  when  their  applications 
will  be  processed,"  she  said.        ■

The  Film:  In  1964  a  woman  died  in  a  Connecticut  motel  room  from  an  illegal  abortion.  Nearly  a  decade  later, 
1973,  a  graphic  police  photograph  of  her  dead  body  made  its  way  into  the  hands  of  the  media.  The  photograph  was 
reprinted  thousands  of  times  in  books  and  magazines  and  carried  on  placards  in  rallies  all  over  the  United  States. 
The  anonymous  corpse  in  the  photograph  quickly  became  an  icon  of  the  movement  to  legalize  abortion.  Thirty 
years  after  the  photo  was  taken,  filmmaker  Jane  Gillooly  discovered  that  the  woman  in  the  photograph  had  been  the 
aunt  of  a  close  friend  of  hers.  "I  wanted  to  dignify  the  spirit  of  the  woman  in  that  photograph,"  Gillooly  says. 

In  Leona's  Sister  Gerri,  the  story  behind  the  famous  photo  is  told  by  her  grown  daughters,  her  sister  Leona  Gordon 
and  her  best  friend.  Jane  Gillooly's  powerful  documentary  does  more  than  reconstruct  the  events  leading  up  to  Gerri 
Santoro's  death  from  an  illegal  abortion,  it  raises  disturbing  questions  about  media  ethics,  domestic  violence, 
privacy  and  the  power  of  political  symbols.

Minutes  for  the  January  29  and  February  5,  1996  meetings  were  discussed  and  approval  was  postponed  until 
wording  of  several  motions  is  completed  and  brought  before  the  Faculty.

New  Business: 

Diane  Janda,  chair  of  the  Prizes  and  Honorary  Degrees  Committee  conducted  the  voting  for  the  students  for  the 
three  faculty  prizes  during  the  meeting  and  for  an  honorary  degree  to  be  conferred  upon  Louis  Lataif. 

Gabriel,  as  Chair  of  BS&B,  made  a  presentation  on  the  Endowed  Chair  Selection  Procedure  (A.B.,  #28,  pg.  4). 

S.  Beidler  noted  that  there  is  a  word  missing  in  number  5  of  this  procedure  and  should  read: 

"5.  The  committee  will  recommend  to  the  President  of  the  College,  one  or  more  candidates,  in  ranked  order  of 

preference..."

Howard  Berthold,  Chair  of  GCAA,  presented  the  catalog  changes  approved  by  GCAA  (AB,  #31): 

1 0)  to  add  to  the  catalog  a  50s  level  course  that  has  been 
offered  twice  (ECON  240  -  Economic  Geography)  since  Economic  Development  was  deleted  two  years 
ago. 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed. 

2.  Proposal  from  Music  Department  (pp.  9-10)  to  include  MUS  1 16,  128,  234  Music  of  Western  Civilization 
in  the  Cultural  Diversity  distribution  category. 

One  change  in  the  catalog  for  MUS  1 1 6  will  now  read: 

A  basic  course  in  the  materials  and  techniques  of  music.  Examples  drawn  from  various  periods  and  styles 
of  Western  and  Non- Western  musical  traditions  are  designed  to  enhance  perception  and  appreciation 
through  careful  and  informed  listening. 

Motion  passed. 

3.  Proposal  on  Transfer  Credit  and  distribution  requirements  (AB  #27,  pp.  20-23)  that  once  a  student 
matriculates  at  Lycoming,  no  more  than  2  courses  can  be  transferred  from  another  institution  (with  a 
restriction  on  community  college  courses),  and  transfer  credit  will  be  awarded  only  when  a  grade  of  C-  or 
higher  is  earned,  but  grades  do  not  transfer.

4.  Proposal  on  the  Communication  Major  (AB  #31,  pp.  10-17). 

Whelan  discussed  staffing.  Regarding  the  Communication  major,  Communication  staffing  will  be  discussed  by 
BS&B  tomorrow  (Tuesday  March  5,  1996). 

After  some  discussion,  motion  passed. 

5.  Proposal  from  Political  Science  (AB  #31,  pg  17)  to  add  the  course  Political  Science  332  Courts  and  the 
Criminal  Justice  System  to  category  B  (legal  Studies)  of  the  Political  Science  offering. 

No  discussion.  Motion  passed. 

Reports: 

Report  from  President  Douthat: 

President  discussed  the  endowed  professorships  -  trying  to  get  donors  be  as  broad  as  possible  when 
establishing  professorships  to  include  more  than  one  department 

He  discussed  the  budgets  for  1996-97  0  no  increase  in  state  budget  and  the  federal  government  has  no 
budget.  This  is  holding  back  financial  aid  affecting  freshmen  parent's  decisions  on  college  enrollment. 

Report  from  Dean  Piper: 

The  Dean  thanked  the  faculty  for  participating  in  the  surveys.    He  noted  the  faculty  should  have  received 
the  notice  about  the  Teaching  Awards  which  were  also  sent  to  every  student. 

He  noted  that  the  searches  for  Economics  and  Psychology  positions  have  ended  and  the  positions  have 
been  filled.  An  offer  has  been  made  in  Mathematics  and  we  are  awaiting  a  reply. 

The  Middle  States  Report  for  five  years  is  in  process.  Bruce  Hurlbert  is  the  coordinator  of  the  committee. 
The  report  will  be  on  review  in  the  Library  when  it  is  complete  for  comments  by  the  faculty. 

The  Retention  Committee  met  regularly  this  year,  and  this  fall  we  retained  more  students  from  the 
freshman  class  than  we  have  in  previous  years. 

Dean  Spencer  reported  that  we  are  down  15%  in  new  student  applications  from  previous  years,  but  those  we  have 
are  stronger  ones.  We  have  found  that  those  closer  to  home  are  more  likely  to  become  students. 

Dean  Wolf  reported  on  mid-term  deficiencies:   145  freshmen  and  90  upperclassmen  received  mid-term  deficiencies 
for  the  Fall  1 995  semester.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 
LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

February  5, 1996 

AMENDED 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:3 1  p.m.  by  chair  Gabriel. 

Sr.  Catherine  Gilvary  offered  a  prayer. 

Minutes  for  the  December  4,  1995  meeting  were  held,  pending  checking  the  Academic  Bulletin  references  for 
proposals. 

Secretary's  Report: 

Secretary  Olsen  announced  the  upcoming  elections  for  P&T  and  to  replace  E.  Henninger  on  the  Personnel 
Committee. 

Old  Business:      None 

New  Business: 

Howard  Berthold,  Chair  of  GCAA,  presented  the  catalog  changes  approved  by  GCAA  (AB  #27). 

1.  Proposal  from  Biology  (AB  #27,  pp  5-7)  for  the  addition  of  a  B.S.  degree  in  Biology. 

Biology  majors  will  be  awarded  either  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree.  Majors  who  complete  the  13-course  requirement  above  will  be 
awarded  the  B.A.  degree.  Majors  who  complete  three  additional  courses  in  the 
natural  sciences  at  or  above  the  200  level  or  in  the  mathematical  sciences  (127 
or  above)  will  be  eligible  to  elect  the  B.S.  degree. 

After  discussion,  motion  passed. 

2.  Proposal  from  Chemistry  (AB  #27,  pp  7-10)  for  the  addition  of  a  B.S.  degree  in  Chemistry. 

Revised  Catalog  Description  (changes  are  underlined) 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  offers  both  B.A.  and  B.S.  degree  programs. 

The  B.A.  degree 

To  complete  the  B.A.  degree  a  student  must  complete  Chemistry  110-111,  220- 
221,  330-331,  332  and  333;  Physics  225-226;  Mathematics  128,  129  and  one  of 
the  following  courses:  Mathematics  103,  231,  238,  332  or  Computer  Science 
125.  Mathematics  23 1  and  238  and  French  or  German  are  strongly 
recommended  for  students  planning  on  graduate  study  in  chemistry.  To  be 
certified  in  secondary  education,  chemistry  majors  must  also  pass  two  biology 
courses  numbered  1 10  or  higher.  The  following  courses  have  been  approved  to 
be  offered  as  writing  intensive  course  and  may  be  offered  as  such:  Chemistry 
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330  and  332.  Students  must  check  semester  class  schedules  to  determine  which 
courses  are  offered  as  "W  courses  for  that  semester. 

The  B.S.  degree 

The  Department  is  approved  by  the  American  Chemical  Society  (ACS)  to 
certify  those  students  whose  programs  meet  or  exceed  requirements  established 
by  the  ACS.  Students  who  wish  to  earn  ACS  certification  must  complete  the 
major  described  above  as  well  as  Chemistry  443  and  two  courses  from  Chem 
440,  442,  447  and  480  (490).  Students  who  complete  the  ACS-certified  degree 
are  eligible  to  elect  a  B.S.  degree.  Students  who  complete  the  ACS  certified 
degree  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  American  Chemical  Society  following 
graduation. 

After  discussion,  motion  passed. 

3.  Proposal  from  Foreign  Languages  (AB  #27,  pp  10-11) 

#1 .  Change  the  description  of  the  major  by  deleting  the  last  two  sentences  of  the  top  paragraph  I  column  2 
on  page  101  of  the  current  catalog,  that  is  delete  "Majors,  teacher,  certification  candidates.. .a  file  of  such 
programs."  Also  delete  the  next  statement  "Courses  taught  in  English:  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures 
225  and  338",  and  add  the  following  new  paragraph  in  its  place: 

The  department  endorses  study  abroad  for  all  our  students.  Opportunities  are 
available  in  programs  in  France  (Paris,  Montpelier,  Nancy,  Rennes),  in  Germany 
and  Austria  (Berlin,  Freiburg,  Marburg,  Munich,  Vienna),  and  in  Spain  and 
Mexico  (Madrid,  Seville,  Mexico  City,  Cuernavaca).  Interested  students  should 
begin  planning  with  their  major  advisor  by  the  first  week  of  the  semester  prior 
to  departure.  To  qualify,  students  must  have  sophomore  standing  or  better,  an 
overall  GPA  of  at  least  2.5,  and  at  least  a  GPA  of  3.0  in  language  courses. 
Other  qualifications  include  recommendation  from  faculty  in  the  major  and 
completion  of  specific  courses  in  language,  literature,  or  culture. 

Dr.  Golahny  made  a  friendly  amendment  that  would  not  make  it  necessary  to  rewrite  this  paragraph  each 
time  there  is  a  change  in  the  cities  where  programs  are  available.  Change  the  second  sentence  to  read 
"Opportunities  include  programs  in  France..." 

Part  B:    Add  the  phrase  "Taught  in  English."  to  the  description  of  two  courses  as  indicated  by  the 
underlining: 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  225 

...  Prerequisite:  None.   Taught  in  English.  May  be  repeated  for  credit  with... 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  338 

...  Prerequisite:  Consent  of  instructor.   Taught  in  English.  Does  not  count  toward  majors  in... 

These  changes  move  the  location  of  "Taught  in  English"  to  where  it  belongs,  and  reflect  the  department's 
emphasis  on  the  importance  of  study  abroad. 

#2.  A  major  consists  of  32  semester  hours  of  courses  numbered  1 1 1  and  above.  One  course  must  focus  on 
literature  from  Spain  and  one  course  must  focus  on  literature  from  Spanish  America.  Eight  semester  hours 
must  be  at  the  400  level.  In  addition,  all  majors  who  wish  to  be  certified  for  secondary  teaching  must  pass 
Spanish  221,  222,  31 1,  {Spanish}  418  and  Foreign  Languages  and  ... 

Majors  are  better  prepared  if  we  ensure  that  they  get  two  courses  at  the  highest  level.  Students  also  need 
the  breadth  of  having  at  least  one  course  from  Spain  and  the  Americas.  Students  who  get  the  teaching 
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certificate  should  have  basic  knowledge  of  Hispanic  cultures.  This  is  one  of  the  main  things,  along  with 
the  language  itself,  that  they  will  teach  in  schools. 

#3.  Revise  the  title  and  course  description  of  Spanish  221-222  (COMPREHENSIVE  REVIEW 
AND  LANGUAGE  PRACTICE)  to  be  as  follows: 

Spanish  221-222      CONVERSATION,  REVIEW,  AND  COMPOSITION 

Intensive  discussion  and  writing  on  a  variety  of  subjects  in  conjunction  with  contemporary  readings. 
Includes  in-depth  grammar  review.  Designed  to  provide  greater  breadth  and  fluency  in  spoken  and  written 
Spanish.  Prerequisite:  Spanish  112  or  equivalent. 

#4.  Add  the  following  course  to  offerings  in  Spanish: 

32 1    Special  Topics  or  Authors  in  Literature 

Examination  of  significant  cultural  or  literary  topics  concerning  the  Spanish-speaking 
world.  Possible  topics  or  genres  include:  Latin  American  short  stories;  modern  Spanish 
theatre;  Latin  American  women  writers;  Chicano  literature.  Prerequisite:  Spanish  222  or 
consent  of  the  instructor.  Can  be  repeated  once  for  credit. 

Proposal  passed. 

4.  Proposals  from  the  Art  Department  (AB  #27,  pp  12-13) 

#1.  Alter  the  description  of  the  Generalist  Art  major  on  page  63  of  the  catalogue  as  follows  with  the 
underlined  portions  representing  additions  and  the  portions  enclosed  in  brackets  {}  representing  deletions: 

To  be  taken  by  those  students  who  are  seeking  teaching  certification  in  Art.  In  addition,  this  area  of 
specialization  is  recommended  for  those  students  also  majoring  or  minoring  in  Psychology  with  a  possible 
future  career  in  art  therapy. 

#2.  Add  the  following  prerequisite  to  the  end  of  the  course  description  of  Art  343  (COMPUTER 
GRAPHICS  FOR  PRINT  MEDIA): 

Prerequisite:  Art  227  and  either  Art  1 1 1  or  Art  1 15;  or  consent  of  instructor 

#3.  Alter  the  course  descriptions  of  Art  441  and  Art  442  as  follows  with  the  underlined  portions 
representing  additions  and  the  portions  enclosed  in  brackets  {}  representing  deletions: 

441  DRAWING  III 

Continued  study  of  the  human  figure,  individual  style,  and  professional  control  of  drawing 
techniques  and  media  are  {now}  emphasized.  Prerequisite:  Art  221 

442  SPECIAL  PROJECT  IN  COMMERCIAL  DESIGN 

Concentrated  research,  preparation  and  execution  of  a  series  of  projects  in  commercial  design 
utilizing  {both  traditional  studio  tools  -  including  airbrush,  water-based  mediums,  markers, 
colored  pencil  and  pen  and  ink  -  and  computer  graphics  software  -  including  paint,  draw,  image 
manipulation  and  page  layout  programs}  computer  graphics,  page  layout  programs  and  paint, 
draw  and  image  manipulation  software  that  simulate  traditional  airbrush,  water-based  mediums, 
markers,  colored  pencils  and  ink  pens.  The  following  skills  are  involved:  illustration, 
photography,  design,  typesetting,  lettering,  layout,  overlays,  scanning  {and}  color  separation, 
matching  and  proofing  and  preparation  of  files  for  a  service  bureau  or  printer.  Prerequisite:  Art 
343  or  consent  of  instructor. 

After  some  discussion,  motion  passed. 
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5.  Proposal  from  the  English  Department  to  delete  the  statement  "A  skills  lab  complements  classroom 
instruction"  from  the  course  description  of  English  105  as  the  English  placement  exam  does  not  necessarily 
identify  all  of  those  most  in  need  of  study  skills  instruction. 

Part  2.  Proposal  from  the  academic  Resources  Center  and  the  Dean  that  the  College,  in  conjunction  with 
the  English  Department,  to  adopt  high  school  class  rank  as  a  means  to  determine  who  should  take  a  study 
or  success  skills  program.  Secondly,  because  the  Study  Skills  Lab,  currently  part  of  English  105,  would  no 
longer  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  English  Department  (without  use  of  the  English  placement  exam  to 
place  students  in  the  lab),  we  propose  that  the  English  105  -  Introduction  to  Writing  course  description  be 
revised  by  dropping  mention  of  the  skills  lab.  Finally,  we  propose  the  creation  of  a  new  course  through 
which  study  skills  instruction  may  be  conducted  for  students  when  those  students  and  their  advisors 
perceive  a  need  for  such  support. 

ARC  100«Success  Skills  Workshops 

A  seven-week  course,  the  SSW  introduces  students  to  a  variety  of  topics  important  to 
student  success.  Among  these  are  time  management,  learning  styles,  motivation, 
highlighting  text,  note-taking,  and  word-processing.  Topics  will  be  selected  to  meet 
students'  needs.  ARC  100  is  highly  recommended  for  students  who,  in  consultation  with 
their  academic  advisors,  choose  to  improve  their  academic  skills.  This  noncredit  course 
will  be  graded  on  a  pass/fail  basis. 

After  discussion,  motion  passed. 

6.  Proposal  from  Dr.  Ernest  Giglio,  Director  of  International  Education,  (AB  #27,  pp  14-15)  whether 
spending  a  semester  abroad  in  an  Anglo-American  culture  should  be  counted  as  satisfying  the  cultural 
diversity  requirement. 

Students  also  may  fulfill  the  cultural  diversity  requirement  by  successfully 
completing  at  least  one  semester  (4  units)  in  a  college-accepted  study  abroad 
program. 

After  discussion,  the  proposal  passed. 

7.  Proposal  from  the  Sociology  Department  (AB  #27,  p.  15)  to  delete  Sociology-Anthropology  224  (RURAL 
AND  URBAN  COMMUNITIES)  from  the  catalogue  and  add  the  following  course: 

Sociology-Anthropology  230  SELF  AND  SOCIETY 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  behavior  of  individuals  who  occupy  positions  in  social 
structures,  organizations  and  groups.  The  focus  is  on  the  behavior  of  individuals  as  it  is 
controlled,  influenced,  or  limited  by  the  social  environment;  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
behavior  of  individuals  reacts  upon,  shapes  and  alters  social  structures  and  enters  into  the 
functioning  of  groups.  This  course  will  also  explore  symbolic  interactionism,  a  major 
theoretical  perspective  in  sociology  which  focuses  primary  attention  on  the  way  in  which 
individuals  define  and  continually  redefine  reality  on  the  basis  of  social  interaction. 
Prerequisite:  Sociology-Anthropology  110  or  consent  of  instructor. 

After  discussion.  Dr.  MacKenzie  called  the  question.  Motion  passed. 

8.  Proposal  from  the  Institute  for  Management  Studies  to  add  a  course  (AB  #27,  pp.  15-16): 

IMS  340  IMS  MANAGEMENT  INTERNSHIP  STUDY 
A  practicum  in  which  students  work  as  interns  for  businesses,  government 
agencies  and  nonprofit  organizations  in  the  Williamsport  area  and  locations  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  other  places. 
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Reading,  writing  and  research  assignments  vary  by  the  credit  value  of  the 
experience.  Enrollments  are  limited  to  the  numbers  of  available  placements. 
Most  internships  are  full-time  paid  positions,  although  part-time  and  unpaid 
positions  are  occasionally  accepted.

THE  COLLABORATIVE  URBAN  TEACHER  TRAINING  PROGRAM 
The  Education  Department  at  Lycoming  College  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Williamsport  Area  School 
District  and  B.L.A.S.T.  Intermediate  Unit  ( I.U.#17)  to  pilot  an  intensive  inner  city  teacher  training  experience.  The 
program  is  designed  for  sophomore  students  at  Lycoming  College  who  are  prospective  elementary  or  secondary 
teachers.  Current  students  participating  are  Christie  DeMorat,  Angela  ICahle,  Heather  Kennedy  and  Jennifer  Schultz. 

The  heart  of  the  training  places  each  student  in  a  mentor  relationship  with  a  selected  Williamsport  Area  School 
District  master  teacher.  The  students  work  closely  with  their  mentors,  during  a  morning  or  afternoon  each  week, 
over  a  three  year  period  until  graduation.  The  student  volunteers  work  as  teaching  assistants  in  the  mentors' 
classrooms,  the  same  teachers  who  will  ultimately  be  assigned  as  their  co-operating  teachers.  The  program  is 
designed  for  increased  student  involvement  in  the  participating  schools  each  year.  The  students  will  have 
opportunities  for  special  training  in  lesson  design  and  presentation,  inclusion,  portfolios,  conflict  resolution,  peer 
coaching,  authentic  teaching  and  assessment,  assertive  discipline,  parent  relationships,  community  networking  and 
other  topics  seen  as  crucial  to  successful  teaching  in  the  urban  classroom.  They  will  also  visit  other  city  schools. 

An  important  aspect  of  the  program  is  additional  training  for  the  mentor  teachers.  The  initial  year's  activity  will 
result  in  a  set  of  teaching  competencies  and  success  indicators,  developed  by  the  students  and  mentors,  that  can  be 
utilized  to  document  the  teaching  skills  of  the  prospective  teachers. 

The  two  schools  selected  for  the  pilot  are  Cochran  Elementary  and  Curtin  Middle  School.  These  schools  are  located 
in  settings  with  diverse  student  bodies  comparable  in  composition  to  most  large  city  schools.  Both  teacher  and 
student  volunteers  are  selected  for  participation  by  the  program  team.  The  students,  in  addition  to  being 
academically  proficient,  have  indicated  an  interest  in  teaching  in  an  urban  setting.  They  are  also  committed  to 
remain  with  the  program  for  the  three  year  period.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  pilot  year's  program  will  expand  in 
1996-97,  into  the  Williamsport  High  School  and  Lose  Elementary  School. 

Funding  for  the  this  year  is  supported  by  a  competitive  grant  of  $4700  received  by  the  Education  Department  at 
Lycoming  College  from  the  "Higher  Education  Initiative"  and  a  grant  of  $1000  from  B.L.A.S.T.  I.U.  #17. 

At  successful  completion  of  the  three  year  program,  all  students  will  receive  written  documentation  of  their 
involvement  in  the  program  and  validation  of  their  urban  education  teaching  capabilities.  The  students  will  also 
receive  a  special  "Urban  Teaching"  certificate  from  Lycoming  College.

HISTORIAN  AND  HOLOCAUST  SURVIVOR  TO  SPEAK  AT  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
Historian  and  Holocaust  survivor  Dr.  Henry  Friedlander  is  to  speak  at  Lycoming  College  on  April  2,  at  8  p.m. 
in  the  Barclay  Lecture  Hall  of  the  Heim  Biology  and  Chemistry  Building.  He  is  the  featured  historian  for  the 
College's  annual  Ewing  Lecture. 

Dr.  Friedlander  will  speak  on  "The  Origins  of  Nazi  Genocide,"  the  title  also  of  his  most  recent  book  published  by 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  Press.    The  book  was  a  recent  selection  of  the  month  of  the  History  Book  Club. 

As  a  Holocaust  survivor,  Dr.  Henry  Friedlander  is  a  scholar  who  has  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  era  of  history 
about  which  he  writes.  Born  in  1930  in  Germany,  he  grew  up  in  Berlin  and  survived  life  in  several  Nazi  death 
camps.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1947  and  attended  Temple  University.  He  later  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Dr.  Friedlander  is  the  author  of  several  books,  including  "The  German  Revolution  of  1918,"  and  is  co-editor  of  "The 
Holocaust:  Ideology,  Bureaucracy  and  Genocide."  He  is  the  co-editor  of  seven  volumes  of  the  Simon  Weisenthal 
Center  annual. 

The  Robert  H.  Ewing  Endowed  Lectureship  was  established  in  1973  to  honor  the  late  Professor  Robert  H.  Ewing, 
who  taught  history  for  27  years  at  Lycoming  College.  Ewing  died  in  1991.  The  lecture  series  brings  a  noted 
historian  to  Lycoming  College  each  year.

The  committee  observed  and  discussed  a  demonstration  of  Windows  95  running  on  IBM  70s,  the  type  of  computer 
most  faculty  have  in  their  offices.  The  committee  agreed  in  principle  with  the  OCT  proposal  to  begin  installation  of 
Windows  95.  Under  the  proposed  plan,  computers  which  can  run  Windows  95  without  significant  speed  reduction 
(generally  at  least  486  or  equivalent)  will  get  Windows  95  as  soon  as  a  smooth  transition  can  be  arranged  with  their 
users.  This  will  include  many  office  computers  and  at  least  one  of  the  computer  labs.  Users  of  386s  or  the 
equivalent  will  experience  slower  start  up  times  with  Windows  95;  so  for  the  present  those  users  will  be  offered  the 
choice  of  Windows  95  or  their  present  Windows  3.1.  This  means  that  for  a  time  campus  computers  will  be  split 
between  the  two  operating  systems.  But  it  also  means  that  as  many  machines  as  possible  will  be  able  to  run  the 
newest  software,  and  that  in  general  our  computer  environment  will  not  unduly  lag  behind  the  current  standard. 
OCT  will  bring  to  the  next  committee  meeting  details  of  this  plan  for  implementing  Windows  95. 
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EPORT  ON  THE  "DIVERSITY  IN  THE  CLASSROOM"  WORKSHOP 

On  Thursday,  March  2,  from  3  P.M.  to  8:  15  P.M.,  thirty  faculty  and  administrative  staff  attended  the  workshop 
lead  by  Dr.  Judith  Gay  of  Chestnut  Hill  College.  Throughout  the  workshop.  Dr.  Gay  emphasized  that  education 
should  encourage  action  on  diversity  issues,  not  just  impart  the  knowledge  of  how  to  act.  Participants  shared  with 
each  other  their  positive  and  negative  experiences  relating  to  diversity  issues  and  confronted  their  fears  about 
managing  racial  and  cultural  relationships    The  workshop  became  lively  at  times  and  included  case  analyses  of 
various  situations.

ABSTRACTS  FROM  COLLOQUIA,  ETC. 

athematics  Colloquium:  Tuesday,  April  2  at  3:15  p.m. 

We  usually  estimate  the  mean  of  a  papulation  with  the  mean  of  a  sample  drawn  from  the  population.  The 
sample  mean  can  be  improved  by  a  technique  called  scaling.  In  particular,  scaling  reduces  the  "error"  of  the 
estimate.  Here,  we  reconsider  the  way  scaling  reduces  error  from  the  viewpoint  of  Pitman  closeness.  We  discover 
that  scaling  is  advantageous  both  in  the  traditional  sense  and  in  terms  of  Pitman  closeness.  This  advantage, 
however,  obtains  only  in  experiments  with  low  signal-to-noise  ratio  or  costly  measurements.

,-This  colloquium  will  focus  on  logic  design  of  digital  devices.  Binary  codes,  Boolean  algebra  and  logic  design 
techniques  will  be  explored  using  models  of  standard  digital  electronic  devices.  After  a  survey  of  various  topics  in 
Boolean  algebra  like,  Boolean-Binary  relationship,  universal  gate  operations  and  symbolic  logic,  we  will  look  into 
circuit  design  and  Karnaugh  mapping.

loria  Clark  took  part  in  an  intensive  four  day  workshop  at  Brandeis  University  in  Waltham,  Massachusetts  on 
March  11-14.  The  workshop  was  organized  and  staffed  by  the  American  Council  on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign 
Languages  (ACTFL)  in  order  to  teach  the  principles  of  the  Oral  Proficiency  Interview.  This  interview  approach  is 
used  to  assess  levels  of  spoken  language.  Government  agencies,  such  as  the  Peace  Corps  and  many  Companies 
require  these  interviews  to  certify  speakers  for  foreign  travel  and  work.  This  method  has  many  implications  for  the 
classroom  and  curricular  goals. 

Jack  Diehl  has  had  an  article  titled  "Recovering  DNA  From  Agarose  Gels  With  Pumice"  published  in  the  scientific 
journal  BioTechniques,  Vol.  20,  No3,  p.  394-398  March,  1996.  BioTechniques  is  an  internationally  circulated, 
peer  reviewed  journal  that  publishes  new  methods  in  molecular  biology  and  biotechnology.

The  changes  are  being  made  in  conjunction  with  instrumentation  grants  received  in 
1994  from  The  National  Science  Foundation,  The  Pittsburgh  Conference  and  alumni.

President  Douthat  has  informed  me  that  the  John  P.  Graham  Teaching  Professorship  has  been  funded,  and  has 
invited  me  to  proceed  with  the  nomination  process. 

You  are  invited  to  make  nominations.  Please  read  the  following  two  documents  as  you  consider  your  nomination. 

The  Endowment  of  the  Professorship  reads: 

1 .  The  honoree  be  titled  the  John  P.  Graham  Teaching  Professor. 

2.  The  professorship  will  be  awarded  to  a  senior  member  of  the  faculty  (a  full  or  associate  professor  or  a 
member  of  the  faculty  with  a  minimum  of  fifteen  [15]  years  teaching  experience). 

3.  The  primary  criteria  for  selection  shall  be  a  sustained  interest  and  a  record  of  success  in  working  with 
freshmen  and  sophomores  to  enhance  their  academic  preparations  for  the  junior  and  senior  years,  to 
support  their  communication  skills,  and  to  develop  their  intellectual  self-confidence. 

4.  Nominees  shall  be  recommended  to  the  President  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  in  consultation  with  the 
faculty  Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

5.  The  appointment  will  be  for  a  period  of  five  years.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  appointment,  the  recipients 
must  return  to  full-time  teaching  at  Lycoming  College  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years. 

6.  Recipients  will  be  expected  to  formulate  a  plan  for  their  work  during  the  term  of  appointments  in 
consultation  with  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

The  Nomination  Procedure  is: 

1.  The  Dean  of  the  College  will  convene  the  Committee  when  the  President  notifies  the  Dean  of  the  College 

of  the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair,  or  during  the  fall  of  the  academic  year  in  which  an  endowed  chair's 
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term  is  to  expire.  Once  convened,  the  Committee  will  elect,  by  majority  vote,  a  Chair  who  will  serve  in 
that  capacity  during  the  initial  endowed  chair  search  and  also  for  any  subsequent  searches  for  the 
remainder  of  the  academic  year. 

2.  The  Committee  will  solicit  nominations  from  the  faculty.  Internal  candidates  who  have  not  had  a  Peer 
Evaluation  within  five  years  prior  to  nominations  will  be  disqualified. 

3.  Nominated  candidates  will  be  invited  to  submit  a  file  of  materials  which  will  aid  the  Committee  in  the 
review  process.  File  contents  will  vary  according  to  the  description  of  each  endowed  chair,  therefore,  the 
Committee  will  publish  guidelines  for  each  search.  Failure  to  submit  supporting  materials  by  a  published 
deadline  will  void  the  nomination. 

4.  The  Committee  will  review  the  candidate  files,  request  additional  information  and  invite  outside  evaluation 
of  the  materials  if  necessary.  In  addition,  the  Committee  will  consult  with  departments  affected  by  the 
selection  of  the  endowed  chair. 

5.  The  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  President  of  the  College,  one  or  more  candidates,  in  ranked  order  of 
preference.  The  committee  may  recommend  that  the  endowed  chair  remain  unfilled  if  no  suitable 
candidates  have  been  identified.

rHOMAS  CALLAGHAN,  FORENSIC  SCIENTIST  WITH  THE  FBI 
April  9  at  7:30  p.m.  -  Barclay  Lecture  Hall 
Dr.  Thomas  F.  Callaghan,  a  forensic  scientist  with  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  in  Washington,  D.C.,  will  speak  on 
"Issues  in  Genetics  and  Society:  The  Use  of  DNA  in  Forensics."  His  lecture  is  part  of  Lycoming  College's  Spring  Symposium 
on  Genetics.  He  will  use  a  number  of  case  studies,  including  a  case  as  close  as  Bloomsburg,  in  which  DNA  analysis  helped  to 
exonerate  a  suspect. 

The  Washington-based  scientist  has  close  ties  to  Pennsylvania  having  been  a  forensic  scientist  with  the  DNA  Unit  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Police  from  1992  to  1994.  He  is  credited  with  starting  the  first  state  police  DNA  lab  in  the 
Allentown/Bethlehem  area.  He  is  also  a  Penn  State  graduate. 

"This  is  an  issue  of  which  everyone  in  America  needs  to  have  a  basic  understanding,"  says  Dr.  Edward  Gabriel,  chair  of  the 
biology  department  and  the  coordinator  of  the  symposium.  "DNA  is  a  very  important  tool  in  identification.  The  Army  now  'dog 
tags'  its  soldiers  using  DNA.  People  need  to  know  what  it  means,  how  it's  used  and  if  we  can  trust  it." 

Callaghan  has  given  numerous  presentations  including  lectures  to  the  Philadelphia  Law  Department  Legal  Education  Program,  a 
convention  of  Pennsylvania  District  Court  Judges,  and  the  Pennsylvania  State  Police  Criminal  Investigators  Course.  Callaghan 
has  co-written  articles  for  publications  such  as  "Oncogene"  and  "Molecular  and  Cellular  Biology."  He  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Society  of  Human  Genetics. 

He  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Case  Western  Reserve  University  Medical  School  in  1992  in  molecular  biology  and  microbiology.

In  December,  the  faculty  passed  a  proposal  that  the  following  statement  be  placed  in  the  catalogue: 

Post-baccalaureate  students  will  be  subject  to  the  requirements  in  effect  at  the  date  of  entrance  to  post-baccalaureate 
studies  and  must  complete  both  distribution  and  major  requirements. 

This  issue  has  been  raised  again  in  CDC  by  the  nursing  department.  The  discussion  in  CDC  centered  on  two 
questions:  (1)  whether  or  not  we  should  have  a  policy  that  post-baccalaureate  students  with  a  Lycoming  degree  need 
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only  satisfy  major  requirements  and  not  be  required  to  satisfy  distribution  requirements  when  pursuing  a  second 
degree  at  Lycoming,  and  (2)  whether  or  not  we  should  have  a  policy  that  post-baccalaureate  students  with  a 
four-year  degree  from  any  institution  need  only  satisfy  major  requirements  and  not  be  required  to  satisfy 
distribution  requirements  when  pursuing  a  second  degree  at  Lycoming. 

The  rationale  in  support  of  requiring  both  distribution  and  major  requirements  from  post-baccalaureate 
students  is  that  these  are  both  tied  to  the  degree,  and  regardless  of  what  degrees  the  student  may  or  may  not  already 
have,  each  student  should  be  required  to  satisfy  all  requirements  tied  to  any  new  degree  that  is  pursued. 

The  rationale  in  support  of  requiring  only  major  requirements,  and  not  distribution  requirements,  from 
post-baccalaureate  students  is  that  a  post-baccalaureate  student  has  already  been  through  general  education 
requirements  once  and  is  at  a  point  where  primary  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  major.  In  the  case  of 
post-baccalaureate  students  who  consider  Lycoming  for  a  B.S.N.,  several  will  find  the  new  distribution 
requirements  cumbersome,  in  particular,  the  foreign  language  requirement.  Many  of  these  students  will  not  have 
had  any  foreign  language  for  well  over  5  or  more  years.  As  a  result,  their  foreign  language  placement  will  require 
more  than  just  one  course. 

After  discussing  the  pros  and  cons,  CDC  is  sending  the  following  proposal  with  endorsement  to  GCAA.  The 
statement  passed  by  the  faculty  in  December  to  be  placed  in  the  catalogue  will  be  altered  to  read  as  follows: 

Post-baccalaureate  students  will  be  subject  to  the  requirements  in  effect  at  the  date  of  entrance  to  post-baccalaureate 
studies  and  must  complete  major  requirements  and  related  prerequisites.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

April  1, 1996 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:30  p.m.  by  chair  Gabriel. 

Sr.  Catherine  Gilvary  offered  a  prayer. 

Minutes  for  the  January  29  (A.B.  #35,  March  22,  pp.  11-13),  February  5  (A.B.  #35,  March  22,  pp.5- 1 1),  and  March 
4,  1996  (A.B.  #34,  March  15,  pp.  5-6  )  meetings  were  brought  before  the  faculty  for  approval.    Five  corrections 
were  made: 

1.  In  the  minutes  for  February  5  meeting  (A.B.  #34,  pg  6,  part  3 A)  Dr.  Golahnv's  friendly  amendment  to  the 
foreign  language  proposal  was  denied 

2.  In  the  March  4th  (A.B.  #34,  on  pg.  5,  #3)  should  read  "Proposal  on  Transfer  Credit  and  distribution 
requirements  (AB  #27,  pp  20-23)."  Motion  passed.  Omit  the  text  that  followed  page  number  23. 

3.  Registrar  noted  in  the  minutes  of  the  February  5th  meeting  (AB  35,  pg.  9,  #10)  the  friendly  amendment 
made  by  Dr.  Zaccaria  that  "RNs  will  be  required  to  take  any  five  science  courses..."  add  that  this  friendly 
amendment  had  passed. 

4.  And  in  the  same  minutes  (A.B.  #35,  pg  10,  #1 1)  it  should  state  in  two  places  "Lycoming  College  awards 
four  different  degrees:  Bachelor  of  Arts  (B.A.),  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  (B.F.A.),  Bachelor  of  Science  fB.S.I. 
and  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  (B.S.N.)." 

5.  In  the  minutes  for  February  5th  meeting  (AB  #35,  pg.  6),  foreign  languages  3  lines  from  the  bottom  is 
changed  and  should  be  underlined. 

"In  addition,  all  majors  who  wish  to  be  certified  for  secondary  teaching  must  pass 
Spanish  221,  222,  311.  and  418  and  Foreign  Languages  and..." 

6.  In  the  same  minutes  (AB  #35,  pg.  6,  #3),  Dr.  Golahny  proposed  friendly  amendment  to  change  the  wording 
of  paragraph  to  read  "Opportunities  includes  programs  in  France."  Add  that  the  friendly  amendment  was 
not  accepted. 

All  three  minutes  were  approved  as  amended. 
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Secretary's  Report: 

Kurt  Olsen,  faculty  secretary  gave  the  results  of  the  recent  elections:  S.  Beidler  will  serve  a  one-year  term 
on  the  Personnel  Committee  replacing  E.  Henninger;  R.  Morris  has  been  elected  to  the  Personnel 
committee;  P.  Sprunger  has  been  elected  to  the  Budgets,  Salaries,  &  Benefits  Committee;  and  R.  Larson  to 
the  Promotion  &  Tenure  Committee. 

Old  Business:      Diane  Janda,  chair  of  the  Honorary  Degrees  and  Prizes  Committee,  made  a  motion  to  offer  an 
honorary  degree  to  Walter  Mclver. 

A  motion  was  made  for  a  voice  vote  on  this  honorary  degree.  The  motion  passed  unanimously.  The  motion  passed. 

New  Business: 

Howard  Berthold,  Chair  of  GCAA,  presented  the  proposals  reviewed  by  GCAA: 

1.  John  Whelan's  proposal  on  credits  required  for  two  degrees  (A.B.,  #35,  pg.  13) 

After  much  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The  motion  to  close  debate  passed.  The  motion  did  not  passed. 

2.  Proposal  from  Psychology  (A.B.  #33,  pg.  4)  to  add  PSYCH  220  -  Psychology  of  Close  Relationships  and 
drop  PSYCH  335  -  History  and  Systems  of  Psychology. 

Motion  passed. 

Dr.  Franz  moved  to  get  faculty  approval  to  graduate  the  class  of  1996  before  more  faculty  left  the  meeting. 

Motion  passed. 

New  Business  (not  submitted  by  GCAA) 

1 .  Revised  Transfer  policy  from  Drs.  Haley  and  Whelan  (sent  to  the  faculty  via  electronic  mail): 

"At  significant  expense  in  time  and  money,  the  College  tries  to  make  sure  that  each  of  our  courses  is  taught 
by  full-time,  fully  qualified  faculty.  But  we  undercut  that  effort  with  an  inordinately  lenient  transfer 
policy.  We  are  proposing  an  alteration  in  that  policy.  We  believe  this  proposal  meets  the  two  main 
objections  made  at  the  GCAA  to  an  earlier  version  of  this  policy.  First  that  it  made  things  too  difficult  for 
students  on  academic  suspension.  Our  revised  proposal  is  in  line  with  our  current  practice.  And  second 
that  it  might  push  back  a  student's  graduation  date.  Our  revised  proposal  permits  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Standards  to  make  an  exception  in  such  a  case. 

"On  page  27  of  current  catalog,  in  the  section  titled  Transfer  Credit,  replace  the  bracketed  {}  portion  with 
the  underlined  portion: 

Students  who  have  matriculated  at  Lycoming  College,  and  who  are  not  on  academic 
suspension,  may  fulfill  distribution  or  major  requirements  only  by  taking  Lycoming 
College  courses,  cross-registered  courses,  or  courses  which  are  part  of  an  approved  off- 
campus  program  (such  as  those  listed  in  the  sections  of  the  catalog  titled 
COOPERATIVE  PROGRAMS  and  SPECIAL  ACADEMIC  OPPORTUNITIES)  The 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards  will  grant  an  exception  to  this  policy  for  matriculated 
students  not  on  academic  suspension  who  can  demonstrate  that  their  graduation  date  will 
be  postponed  if  thev  are  not  permitted  to  receive  credit  for  a  course  taken  at  another 
institution.  Courses  taken  under  this  exception  must  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  chair 
of  the  department  in  which  thev  will  be  counted  for  credit.  Matriculated  students  not  on 
academic  suspension  who  wish  to  receive  course  credit  for  elective  or  minor  courses 
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taken  at  other  institutions  must  obtain  prior  written  approval  to  do  so  from  their  advisor 
and  the  Lycoming  College  Registrar.  In  addition  course  work  counting  toward  a  minor 
must  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  chair  of  the  department  in  which  the  minor  is 
offered.  Students  on  academic  suspension  may  fulfill  distribution,  major,  and  minor 
requirements  by  taking  courses  at  other  institutions  so  long  as  these  courses  are  approved 
in  advance  by  the  Registrar. 

"{Matriculated  students  who  wish  to  study  at  other  campuses  must  obtain  prior  written  approval  to  do  so 
from  their  advisor  and  the  Lycoming  College  Registrar.  Course  work  counting  toward  a  major  or  minor 
must  also  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  chairperson  of  the  department  in  which  the  major  or  minor  is 
offered.} 

"The  catalog  would  then  continue  as  follows: 

"Once  a  course  is  approved,  the  credit  and  grades  for  the  course  will  be  transferred  to 
Lycoming  ..." 

"If  this  proposal  is  passed  by  the  faculty,  the  form  titled  Request  For  Approval  To  Transfer  An  Off- 
Campus  Course  will  have  to  be  slightly  altered.  Where  it  now  says  "Department  Chairperson  for  Major, 
Minor,  or  Mathematical  Sciences  course",  it  will  have  to  say  "Departmental  Chair  for ...  or  Distribution 
course". 

"In  addition  to  urging  the  faculty  to  pass  this  proposal  we  would  like  to  recommend  that  the  Administration 
study  the  feasibility  of  significantly  reducing  Summer  and  possibly  May  Term  tuition  —  Bucknell  is  now 
charging  half  their  tuition  rate  for  Summer  Session  Courses.  And  we  would  also  like  to  recommend  that  an 
appropriate  group  study  the  feasibility  of  increasing  the  number  of  Lycoming  College  courses  required  for 
a  degree  from  8  to  16.  Only  one  of  the  colleges  we  typically  compare  ourselves  with  will  award  a  degree 
with  fewer  than  the  equivalent  of  16  'home'  courses. 

This  proposal  went  from  CDC  to  GCAA  to  CDC  to  GCAA  and  was  not  passed  by  GCAA.  After  much 
discussion,  Dr.  Morris  made  a  motion  to  table  this  proposal  indefinitely. 

Motion  passed. 

2.  Dr.  Sprechini's  proposal  (sent  to  the  faculty  via  electronic  mail) 

Below  is  a  copy  of  a  proposal  passed  by  the  faculty  earlier  this  academic  year  concerning 
Women's  Studies.  When  this  proposal  passed  through  CDC,  GCAA,  and  the  faculty,  the  issue  of 
designating  Women's  Studies  320  (Issues  in  Women's  Studies)  as  a  cultural  diversity  course  never 
arose.  Apparently,  when  the  course  ran  as  a  50s  level  course,  it  was  approved  as  satisfying  the 
cultural  diversity  requirement,  but  this  was  not  part  of  the  proposal  that  passed.  Since  the  last 
faculty  meeting  of  the  year  is  one  week  away,  there  is  no  time  to  send  this  through  to  GCAA  and 
then  the  faculty  in  order  to  have  the  course  designated  cultural  diversity  on  the  fall  1 996  schedule. 
CDC  is  sending  directly  to  the  faculty  a  proposal  (with  the  committee's  endorsement)  that 
Women's  Studies  320  (Issues  in  Women's  Studies)  satisfy  the  cultural  diversity  requirement. 

Motion  passed. 

3.  From  Biology,  Dr.  Zaccaria's  proposal  (sent  to  the  faculty  via  electronic  mail)  that  changes  page  75  of  the 
catalog  to  read: 

"Departmental  internships  {and  the  practicums}  cannot  be  used  to  fulfil  the  eighth  required 
course." 
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After  discussion,  the  motion  passed. 

6.  Dr.  Mahler  read  aloud  his  proposal: 


"That  all  items  brought  to  Faculty  meetings  which  have  not  been  published  in  the  Academic 
Bulletin  or  sent  out  as  a  paper  copy  to  all  members  of  the  faculty  be  presented  in  some  written 
form  to  the  faculty  at  the  meeting,  either  as  an  overhead  projection  transparency  or  in  writing  on 
the  chalkboard  or  as  paper  copies  available  for  distribution." 


Dr.  Gabriel  moved  the  motion  is  out  of  order;  however,  the  faculty  will  consider  this  issue  next  year. 

Reports: 

No  report  from  President  Douthat. 

Report  from  Dean  Piper: 

1 .  We  had  two  faculty  who  have  received  NEH  Summer  Grants:  Dr.  Golahny  at  Harvard,  and  Dr.  Witwer  at 
SUNY-Binghamton. 

2.  Proposal  regarding  erecting  departmental  signs  on  the  quad  after  graduation  to  make  it  easier  for  graduates 
and  their  families  to  find  faculty.  Proposal  did  not  pass. 

3.  Middle  States  Report  is  moving  along  and  the  edited  version  of  the  report  outline  will  be  on  reserve  in  the 
library. 

4.  The  retention  task  force,  chaired  by  Mary  Wolf,  is  working  in  smaller  committees.  Issues  arose  regarding 
data  collection.  Educated  advising  and  the  importance  of  connecting  students  with  an  academic  advisor 
and  department  early.  Change  undecided  to  undeclared.  Communications,  special  groups,  registration 
material,  who  has  not  registered  and  why.  Freshmen  and  transfer  orientation  -  freshman  orientation  is  now 
being  called  "crossing  thresholds". 

5.  Dan  Hartsock  reminded  faculty  about  summer  orientation  and  the  new  pilot  project.  Study  skills  ARC  100 
in  the  fall  and  spring.  New  pilot  project  which  will  select  a  group  of  students  and  pay  more  attention  to 
them  -  need  teaching  faculty  to  pay  more  attention  to  them  -in  and  out  of  the  classroom.  We  need  teaching 
faculty  to  volunteer  to  work  with  this  pilot  project. 

6.  We  have  notification  by  the  United  Methodist  Church  of  two  international  opportunities:  1)  to  spend  one 
year  at  Queens  University  in  Belfast,  Ireland  in  a  faculty  exchange;  and  2)  The  UMC  has  a  visiting 
scholars  program  with  quite  a  list  of  persons  available  this  fall. 

7.  We  have  been  notified  by  the  President  that  the  John  Graham  Teaching  Professorship  has  been  funded  and 
will  be  open  immediately.  Notification  of  this  will  be  in  this  week's  Academic  Bulletin.  Intended  to  honor 
Professor  John  Graham  in  English  but  not  limited  to  English,  with  a  sustained  interest  and  a  record  of 
success  in  working  with  freshmen  and  sophomores  to  enhance  their  academic  preparations  for  the  junior 
and  senior  years,  to  support  their  communication  skills,  and  to  develop  their  intellectual  self-confidence. 

8.  Would  like  to  call  attention  to  two  members  of  the  faculty  who  have  because  of  work  of  their  committee 
assignments  given  excellent  leadership  this  year:  Gene  Sprechini,  chair  of  CDC  and  Howard  Berthold, 
chair  of  Faculty  Personnel  Committee  and  GCAA. 

Dr.  Gabriel  thanked  the  Faculty  Executive  Committee  for  their  hard  work  all  year.
